5li R, --Having considered with some 
attention the great question, whether 
it is expedient to confer on our Roman 
Catholic fellow-subjects farther privi- 
leges than have been already granted ; 
and as you have already laid my 
thoughts on the subject iWfore your 
readers, in the shape of a letter to Lord 
Nugent, 1 am tempted to (ifibr you 
some remarks on the speech of Mr 
Canning, delivered in the House of 
Commons on the 30th of April laat> 
on the occasion of moving for leave to 
bring in a Bill to restore the Catholic 
Peers to their seats in Parliamem,— 
which i^ech has been recently pie« 
sented to the public. 

The talents and character of Mr 
Canning, the friend of Mr Pitt, and 
the zealous defender of the Constitu- 
tion against the attempts of liadical 
Reformers, entitle him to a high de- 
gree of respect, which, I trust, I shall 
not trench uyioxi whilst 1 freely state 
the diSercncc between my seniiroenta 
and his on the question before us. I 
am conscious that no unworthy motive 
disposes me to contravene his uberality 
towards persons of that rdtgion, said 
I am as well satisfied that his inten- 
tions arc 'guided by the best^inci- 
pies. 

Before I proceed to examine the ar- 
guments he employs^ it may be proper 


to take a sueefiiet vietr of the whole of 

his speech.

Those who 
think the Question too much narrowed, 
must, he thinks, ^^rament the removal 
of so many disabiUties, under which 
the Roman CathoRc baa ceased 
to groan. How must they tegtoi that, 
from an early period of the late rein 
up to die proiMtiiBe, so many of 
most gallng fetters have gnriuaUy 
been token ofi^ and leave little more 
thiB the mark of them now visiUel

refonn is, that they have always been 
loose and undefined ; — ^lie aims nut at 
reconstructing the House of Lords, 
but to bring it back to the state in 
which it formerly existed, and he 
pointe out the -precise period of its 
Oxistesice to which he would restore 
it, vis. the SOth of November 1678, on 
which day the Royal Assent was given 
to the Act, by which Roman CatnoHc 
Peers were excluded. “ The princi- 
ple of my measure,*' says he, is not 
innovation, bat restoratiun; and if 
fiirtber questioned as to the extent to 
which this restoration would go, 1 re- 
ply,«.»to the immediate admission of 
six Snglish Catholic Peers, and by 
possibility, at some future time, to the 
i^dmissiim of about the same number 
of Irish." He proceeds to state, But 
I will go farther : I will shew that not 
only my measure is not innovatiun, 
but restoration,— but that it is a re- 
storation founded upon principles of 
the strictest justice. 1 will shew that . 
it restores rights, tlie susiiension of 
which arose from causes which no 
longer exist, and was justified on pre- 
tences, which were never true." Mr 
C. divides the legislation affecting tlie 
Catholics into three periods; — 1st, 
From the reign of Klizitbcth to tiie 
Restoration;—^!, From Charles 11. to 
the Revolution ; — 3d, From that time 
to Uie reign of George 111., the MU.s]>i- 
cious era of the relaxation of the ])enal 
code. He very fairly justifies the pre- 
cautions and the severities of (^ueen 
Elizabeth, on account of the dis- 
quietude of one religion not altogetliei 
put down, anil tlie instahjlity of ano- 
ther not wholly established ; and by 
those frequent plots against her crown 
and4ife, which were instigated by the 
influence of foreign politics, and con- 
nected nn opposition to her l>elief, with 
a refusal of allegitince to her authority. 
The security of Elizabeth's throne waa 
identified with the secarity of the Re- 
formed Religion.*' In the thinl period, 
Mr C. observes that tl&e circumstances 
of King WiRiam inclined his advisers 
rather ^<0 discountenance the religion 
of the exiled monarch, than to do away 
latwa enacted against the Roman Ca- 
tholics; and he supposes that some 
design might have existed of driving 
the Cathoucs of England to expatria- 
tion, though by a toss violent process

Id Ireland especially, where so mttdh 
greater a proportion ii£ the people ms 
hostile to the Government, and ravour- 
ed tlie cause of the dethroned King, 
the system towards the Catholies ms 
one of unmixed oppression. Ihe en- 
deavour there was to grind the people 
to the dust, to loosen the holds of fa- 
mily and kindred, to reduce society to 
barbarism, and to erect a garrison ^ 
Protestants amidst a nation of CathoUe 
slaves. But was this attempted in mere 
watitonneKS or caprice ? No ; — but be- 
cause Uh* Protestant religion in Ireland 
was less settled ; and because the qp- 
positioii to it was, in almost 
instance in that <lay, connected with 
the support of a competitor for the 
crown. Ue lastly takes the middle 
period, the xcign of Charles II. which 
liarticularly concerns the present ques- 
tion, and lays down the following po- 
feicioiis. Ill tlie merciful reign of our 
late Sovereign almost the whole of the 
laws of the two other periods 
were Tcjwaled. Charles 11. being se- 
cretly a Catholic, and his brother 
avowedly so, a desimi was justly ins- 
pected of re-establiraing that religion, 
and of subverting the Constitution. 
The predominant tbeling of Parliament 
was the dread of a Popish successor. 
Keeping this point constantly in view 
will throw Hgiit on the transactions of 
tliat time, remove some appearances 
of iiiconsistcDcy in the ]irincipal actors, 
and divest their measures of the stain 
of excessive rigour. The great object 
of the House of Commons was to debar 
the Duke of York from the succession. 
This is proved by their riqieated angry 
remonstrances which preceded tlieir 
direct attempt at his exclusion. The 
Test Act of the 25th Clu IL hdd the 
same purpose in view, and also the 
Address to the Crown against the 
Duke’s marriage with a Catholic, and 
another to remove him from the King's 
presence and councils ; and finally, by 
the act of the 30th, which was defeat- 
ed by the Lords inserting an exemp- 
tion in his favoiur.

The Commons, imdor the influence 
tills panic, sat for seven days occupied 
in tite examination of Tftos Oates and 
his associates, and then passed the Act, 
which is tiie.saigeet of the present 
proposition, liaviiig previousl^jrissued 
warrants fitf the arrest of five out of' 
the eighteen Catholic Peers who then 
sat in the House of Lords* The.tears - 
and protestations of the Duke of Ym*k; 
obtained an exemption but the whole 
of the Catholic Peers were excluded^ 
from their seats, and they continue so^ 
to the present hour. Mr C. contends 
that die framers of this Act did not 
mean to inflict a pmnaiietft disability. 
The King hinseu, he thinks, express^ 
ed that intention ; for In passing 
he said that he consents to it, because 
it is thought fitting at this time. *In 
fact, had the Duke of York not been . 
a Papist, the Catiufiic Peers would not ' 
have disturbed in their seats. 
Attempts had formerly been made to 
impose oaths and declaaratioos on the 
House oi Lords, which had uMfinmly 
been nject^. A standing order was 
made in 1675, that no oatii shall be 
imposed upon^ie Peers, with a penal- 
ty, in case of vefhsal, to lose their votea 
in Parliament, which order remains 
to this day unrepealed. Mr C. Infers ' 
from this, that their intention in 1670 
could only have been a tempor^y 
enactment ; but he acknowledges that 
a standing order eoUld not be placed 
in comi^tkiion with llie law of the , 
land.

Lord '^♦aftbrd 
was brought to trial, condemned, and 
executed. Hk attainder was reverstxl 
by the Lords about seven years after, 
on the iwhicipal witnesses against him 
bring convicted of pcijury ; but tlie 
bill was droppetl in the Commons, 
which might have been occasioned by 
the Duke of Monmouth's landing 
about the time the bill was to have 
been coininitted. Mr C. quotes Hume, 
and also the authorities of I^rdsThur- 
low and Kenyon, who, in a discussion of 
precedents at Mr Hastings's trial in 
1780, asserted, in very strong lan- 
guage, their belief of Lord StafTonl's 
innocence. Mr llnme speaks of the 
execution of Lord Stafford with gene- 
rous indignation ; but Mr C. takes 
oocadon to censure the historian for 
using terms, when mentioning the loss 
of tlie bill, which he thinks cold-blood- 
ed aud revolting.

But waiving that inquiry, let us try 
the expediency of it by the examinu- 
, tiun of Mr Canning* s principal urgu- 
' ments. It is by no means necessary 
to pursue the whole course oi' the 
speech ; for to much of his stuti'ineiiE 
we may yield unqua]ihc<l assent, how- 
ever we may cliftir in the com-lu**iMn. 

Queen £!lizabctb, notwithstanding 
the machinations of her Catholic ene- 
mies, might have liad gocxl reasons ibi 
shewing respect to the Catholic Peers 
of her time. In s:oiiU‘ of tliriii sIk> hod 
faithful and able ntrvants. Lord How- 
ard of Effingham, for exauiplc. at a 
subsequent period evinced conspimous 
merit to bis sovereign and his country. 
But there is a very great diHereiire 
between the absUiiiiing froin the un- 
gracious act of ex]>elling the present 
possessors, and the restoring a pstrii- 
cular doss of nobles to those privileges 
which the cautious prudence oi'a form- 
er ago had advistiily, distinctly, and 
specifically, resolved to debar them." 
Air Canning admits the real danger of 
a Popish successor in the reign of 
Charles IL, and that Parliament was 
justified in taking strong measures of 
prevention. I will as n-adily concede 
to him^the perjury and fraud oi’ Oates 
and his confederates, amt the horrible 
injustice of Lord SlaffonPh sentence, 
founded on such evidence, 'i’lte bli nd- 
nrsR of Parliament and of the nation 
on the subject of the Popish Plot, cun 
only lie at'coutited for from the \i<j- 
knee of their fears, lest the Imrrors of 
{lersecu^n should be again retu’wctl 
under a lloman Catholic King. Tin; 
fears were excessive, but the danger 
was imminent, and tlie ).'rccauuon.v 
wise. Mr Canning allows that part of 
this act of the 30m Charles 11., soob- 
noxkms to his feelings, is the bulwark 
of the British constitution. He is not 
entirely successful in demoi^trating 
that the statute was inundctl onlv as

n temporary regulatiou. Had that 
been the ea«e, it woultl probably have 
been so expressed in toe Act itself. 
'Ihe analogy with the Habeas Coipua 
Act by no means applies ; ever^ sob- 
pension of that safc-*gaard of liberty 
being avowedly temporary, and never 
lasting beyond the Immediate neces- 
sity ; whilst the exclusion of the Ca- 
tholic Peers has lasted for more than 
a century ; and whatever mq^t have 
been the intention of those who made 
it, the wisdom of those patriots, who 
settled the nation at the accession of 
King William, retained the precau- 
tion, and combined the spint oS it 
with those laws which are the basts of 
the constitution. The Popish Plot, 
which stimulated the Parliament of 
Charles 11., might be an unreal phan- 
tom, but the ptTil to which the lie- 
formed Heligion was exposied was real 
and appalling. The composition of the 
act may be nasty and uiigrammadcal, 
hut its meaning is plain and obvious. 
*J'he throatened successiou of a Catholic 
to the throne made it necessary, for the 
interest of the Protestant ascendency, 
that ('atholics should not possess a 
voice in the House of Lords, as in the 
unset th^rl times of Queen Kliaabctli, it 
w'as judged expeiiicnt to remove them 
from the Commons. The exclusion 
<»f the Duke of York might be the 
great and primary object, but the de- 
priving the Catholic Peers of their 
voters was considered as a necessary 
precaution against present and future • 
possible danger. The demonstration 
of I^rd St'idbrd's innocence is a good 
reason for giving every reparation to 
his memory, but the hazarding our re- 
ligious establishment, by rescinding 
so important a law, is a sacrifice too 
great, and too unreasonable to be offer- 
eel to his manes. The jdiilosophic his- 
torian is too harshly censured by Mr 
Cannings in the warmth of his zeal to 
do justice to that injured Peer. 
reverse the attainder of a nobleman 
unjustly condemned, was an act of 
Strict justice' ; but there is a time for 
all things ; if the measure was brdught 
on at a critical juncture for the pur- 
pose of aiding the efforts of the parti- 
sans of PojHTy to overturn the Pro- 
testant cause, the discussion might be 
reasonably portponed till a mewe con- 
venient season: the unfortunate ob- 
ject had been seven years in his grave ; 
public opinion had turned strongly in 
bis faTour; little or no injury could 


therefore accrue to his memory from 
the delay. Hume may surely he ex- 
cused for saying, that ** the present 
emergence seemed very impopeu for 
granting so full a justification to the 
Catholics^, and throwing so foul a stain 
on the Protestants.** If the birth-right 
of the Peers is invaded by the ac^of 
the 30tb Charles IL, that of a British 
King is also taken away by the powers 
of p^liamentary enactment, as James 
II. fatally experiencsed. Bo^ are sa- 
crificed to the paramount necessity of 
preserving the Protestant estaUisb- 
ment. Why should we estimate the 
privilege of a peer higher than that of 
A monarch? Every future prince who 
bolds the sceptre of these realms is by 
, the same immutable law deprived of 
his birth-right, if he conforms to the 
proscril>ed Koman Catholic fiiith. This 
regulation Mr Canning admits to be 
vnaltcrabie ; but the most certain way 
. of making this law resemble those of 
the ancient Medes and Persians, is to 
take care that no persons be admitted 
to the function of legislators, who ore 
likely to desire their abrogation. The 
admission of six Catholic Peers into 
the House of Lords, or a few more to 
be elected from Ireland, might be a . 
matter of no ^eat imp^tance to the 
state; but it is not, as Mr Canning * 
would persuade us, a case indepeno* 
ent of the general (question ; the suc- 
cess of this attack must be considered 
as a lodgment on an outwork of the 
Protestant citadel. It is highly ne- 
cessary to convince those who contend 
fer farther indulgence, that the c^isc is . 
hopeless; — it is of material conse- 
quence, that the agitation and irrita- 
tion which have so long afilicted die 
country, tantalizing the Catholics with . 
vain expectations, and harassing the 
IVotestants with coutiunal apprehen- 
sions, should he reduced to a state of 
quiescence. The gratification which 
Mr Canning imagines the Cat^lics as 
a body would feel irom his^iining 
this point, may well be balanced by 
the uneasiness it would inflict on the 
great mass of Protestants. 

lie very ingeniously iJlnstrates the 
d^evation which every Catholic would 
derive from the restoration of their . 
Peers, by a eomparison with an honour- 
able member^s scientific operation on 
the circulating medium; — ^but if the 
humble Catholic receives, no higher en- 
joyment flrom^the success of Mr Can-

be anxious to raise the value of ** the 
whole Cathdlic denomination ?" Is it 
not devoutly to be wished that, by 
honest and fiiir means, without either 
persecution or oppression, that mode 
ef fiiith and worship, wliich everv 
true Protestant believes to be etronf^a 
0 I&, could be discouraged. Ills sure- 
ly sufficient to giant p^ect tolerationi

^isition. His rhetoric foils to per- 
suade me, (and will scarcely prevail 
with others,) that the examples of 
breach^f faidi, so glaringly shewn by 
Queenmary and King James 1 1 . to their 
Protestant subjects, are not c<mcluBive

For tnauy indivi- 
duals of the Catholic body, I cherish 
a cordial regard, — for some, a warm 
ai^ction. — ^nay, for some of the min Is., 
ters of that religion, 1 entertain a high 
respect. I reverence worth in ulJ si- 
tuations, whether under a triple crown 
or a mitre, in a Ganganelli or a Feiu ^ 
Ion, or in a humble Cure in exile, com- 
pelled to receive his daily bread from 
the hands of heretics, — or in a g«>od 
Catholic pastor, who well performs his 
duty to his little English flock. Among 
these may be found hearts which re- 
coil at the iutolcranb dogmas of their 
brethren, however high the authority 
may be on which they arc supported. 
But it is not against sucli men thai 
we are to be on our guard ; it is not 
tlie liberal, the reasonable, the intelli- 
gent, who usually, in political or re- 
ligious tempests, guide the wdiirlivind 
axid direct the storm. The mention of 
a persecuted priest hringR to my mind 
a question triumphantly asked by the 
Catholic Layman, referring to my as- 
sertion, that even an atheist in powTr 
would not rlistresB us with the specta- 
cle of nn A-uto^da^Fc, Have you for- 

f )t,” s^s he, “ the horrors of the 
reneb Revolution ?” 1 certainly have 
not. That event is too recent, and too 
striking, to slip so easily from the me- 
mory, and 1 am old eno^h to be con- 
tem|iorary with more distant transac- 
tions. 
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I am moreoY«r wQHng to allow that 
those scenes of Uood were performed 
by atheistical sealotB. The Revolution 
itself was in a degree broi^ht 
about ( thou^ otfier caxufes combined) 
byathastiGal,orat least iniidd^ Frendit 
writers^ calling tbemseWes philoso- 
phers. Rut let me talk in my tuni> 
what was it that (ptve rise to these per- 
nicious publications ? They derived 
their origin from no other soaree than 
the absurd superstition and intolera- 
ble tyranny of the Church of Borne. 
Folly had placed power in the faan^ 
of the priesthood. Hence it was that 
Galileo in Italy was compiled to re- 
nounce, as a damnable heresy, those 
discoveries which are now admitted by 
the whole civilized world; happy itP 
having his books only consigns to 
the flaniOK, from which his submission 
with difliculty saved tlie astronomer 
himself. Hence it was, that in France 
the innocent Calas was broken on the 
wheel for the alleged murder of his 
Catholic son, who committeii suicide ; 
reason and truth contending in vain 
lor the acquitted of a Protestant against 
liic rancorous bigotry of Roman Ca- 
tholic judges. This horrible despotism 
of ignorances excited t)ic aCute minds 
of Voltaire, Housncau, and odiers, to 
vindicate the cause of humanity, and 
of the freedom of the human under- 
Ktiuiding. 'i'he same causes which set 
the more sober spirit of WyclifRj in 

England, and IjUtber in Germany, pa- 
tiently to investigate truth, and to 
prune uwav the noxious shoots sprout- 
ing from the vine of Christianity, ur- 
ged the volatile genius of Frenchmen 
to endeavour to destroy both root and 
branch <*f that excellent tree, which, 
from bad cultivation, had produced 
such abominable fruit. For a time 
this design seemed almost cilected in 
France, but the horrors of this dread- 
ful explosion were at least of a mihlcr 
kind than the infliction of mistaken 
religious ardour. The votarit»s of the 
Goddess of Reason, of Mammon, or of 
Power, all of whom had their share in 
exciting this awful commotion, were 
content to pillage and to murder. They 
kept indeed the guillotine in constant 
requisition — they swept away multi- 
tudes with their grape-shot—^hey cho- 
k«l their rivers wirh their noyades 
but all their work of slaughter fell 
short of those n^illnements of torture, 
of that studied protraction tvf human 
agony, which have been the pride of 


tbp dfsdpleB of StDominio, and whirii 
have bem so oflen exhibited for the 
ei^fleation of the faitbfiil in difi^ent 
pans of Europe.

The opinion of Usher is quoted to 
prove that Huss had no cause of com- 
plaint against the Emperor or the Holy 
Synod ; and the former, we are told by 
the Catholic Layman, condescended 
expressly to explain to the heretic that 
his safe-conduct had not lieen violated. 
I have not at hand the works of the 
Primate of Ireland, and therefore I 
neither contradict nor allow the accu- 
racy of this statement. Such an opi- 
nion appears a little extraordinary from 
an opjionent of Popish doctrines, so 
•strenuous os to be averse even to their 
toleration. If Usher really defends 
the Emperor and the Council, it would 
be difficult to find another Protestant 
of the same sentiments, from the days 
of Huss to the present hour.

The most sus- 
cqitible mind could not discover any 
cause for tmor or anxiety in the 
scene around us — 1 would rather meet 
aspeedy death among these little billows 
than lizi^ life away upon a sick-bed, 
racked with pain, and surrounded with 
weeping fheads/' — “ I have less oh- 
joctionfl^ Harriet,'’ (said her husband, 
to youi’ mode of dying than to your 
ipode of living. I should not care to 
spend much time at sea, fur I am sure 
it would pass very heavily. I love va- 
riety, ana nothing of that is to bet met 
with on board a ship.” — 1 agree 
with you/' said Mrs Monti; hut 
variety is not necessary to happiness — 
a regular, well-jdatined, uninterrupt- 
ed routine, would suit my dispositions 
exactly, and would be more easily at- 
tainable at sea than any where else. 
A life of change entails innny miseries. 
It makes us the slavoo of uccitlciits ot' 
every Und. and when we arc iiappy 
we never can feel secure that our hap- 
piness will continue. Now, wcu 1 
mistress of a large ship, and had tin 
power of sailing contiiiu.ilJy u|>on a 
calm and safe ocean, I would collect 
my dearest friends on board of her, 
and get out of sight of land us fast uh 
possibU^ carrying with me of ci>ursc 
various means of .umu-.ciuent and ri'- 
creation. We would regulate our time 
and our pleasures as we chosen — no 
disagreeable ;>ersoi> cuufd intrude up- 
on us— no si^ectacles of misery would

'J’hoy Jirc full of sand and stones. Cap- 
tain Border has cheated the insurers 
in this way, and now he wants to run 
tlic v(.\ss;*I agrnniiil somewhere on the 
Hahania Banks, and leave her to ho 
beat to pieces by the waves. He and 
liis crew, who are all leagued with 
liiin, will go off ill the boat, and laud 
upon the nearest coast, and give out 
that they have becMi shipwrecked. This 
story, if it is not found out to be false, 
will entitle him to claim the insurance, 
w hich is all he wants. Here is u scheme 
for you !" 

I was too much startled and agita- 
ted by this intelligence to tliink of 
holding any farthen conversation with 
Samno; and,aflterw«irning him to con- 
ceal his knowledge of the affhir from 
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his master and Ac seamen, f rettmiteijl 
to my fitiends. As the talc 1 had just 
heard completely explained Captain 
Burder*6 mystenous behavioui^ and 
unveiled the cause Of* his sudden de- 
piatere from Baltimore^ I did not at 
aH doubt the ne^o^s veracity, and be- 
gan to consider now the infernal fba- 
efainatiODfi of our commander might 
best be counteracted. When Mrs 
Monti retired to her state-room, 1 iii« 
formed her husband of the plot that 
was in agitation. We conferred toge- 
ther a long time upon the subject, and, 
at last, resolved to do nothing openly, 
until matters came nearer a crisis.

I Aspeiid upon you all?’*— **Ay, ay, 

^ air, to the linU,** answered the sailors, 
thou^ some of them spoke rath«r 
feinfly and irceaolutely. 

Silence now ensued; and Captain 
lewder having thrown aside the lead, 
bsgaki to pace the deck hurriedly, and 


often cast looka of Ihry anddefianee at 
Mr Monti and me. We eerily percei- 
ved that any sort of resistanoe on our 
part would he vain, and perhqis dan- 
gerottif, and therefere nanently await- 
^ the catastrophe. While he employ- 
ed himself in sooriiing and enoonra- 
ging jus lady, I went down to the ca- 
bin, and oolioeted all my valuables of 
small bulk, and conceal^ them about 
my nerson ; and likewise privately de- 
sirea Mr Monti's servant to occupy 
hersdf in the same way. 

IH' a few minutes 1 distinctly felt 
the keel of the scliooner rub upon the 
bottom. Every one started when this 
took place, ana then apjx'ared to await 
the next shock in breathless alarm, 
^he vessel, os was expected, soon be- 
gan a second time to grind against the 
sand and rocks underneath, and quick- 
ly got hard and fast a-^und. Cup- 
tain Burda* immediately ordered tne 
saila to be backed, but this did not 
move her in the least degree. The 
shiiling of the ballast, which was next 
resorted to, proved inciiectual, as lie 
probaUy intended it should. 

Our situation now became truly 
alarming- There was no land in sight ; 
hut from the fore-top we could discern 
shoals stretching on every side to the 
heniaon— those of sand being indica- 
ted by the bright ^een colours of Uic 
sea— and those of rock by irregular 
patches of blackness upon its sunace. 
However, these beacons of danger did 
not long continue distinguishable, for 
the moon sunk below the horizon, and 
doods gradually overcast the sky. *Jlie 
wind asid sea increaseil at the same 
time, and we soon began to drift along, 
being one moment elevated on the top 
of , a billow, and the next dashed furi- 
ously against the bottom of the ocean. 
It was evident that the scliooner would 

S ulckly go to pieces, and Captain Bar- 
er orodm his men to let down the 
boat. While they were engaged in 
this, a .temfXMrary dispersion of some 
of tb|B douaa aiferded us light enough 
to discern a rocky island at a little dis- 
taasce ; and the boat had hardly been 
dropped when our vessel struck vio- 
lentty— the waves breaking over her at 
the same time in rapid succession. 

We all rushed to the ride of the 
schooner on whkh the boat lay, and 
leaped into her, one after another, witli 
the exeeption of Mr Monti, who, when 
be bad assisted his wife and servant in 
getting on board, Tetomed to the cabin 
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for Bonie ptpen 'vrttidi lie bad fbigot 
Just as he came upon deck aginti, e 
tremendous sea took the vessel astern^ 
and swept him overboard* Mrs Monti 
fainted away. Captain Border iinine- 
cliately cut the baip;e rms, and order- 
ed the crew to make ior the island^ 
sayingj it was absurd even to think of 
saving my companion's life, and tfaat 
we would be more than fortunate if we 
escaped a similar fate ourselves. The 
men rowed furiously, and We soon 
gained the rock, and landed in safety, 
though not until the bows of the boat 
had lx>en stove in by the violent per- 
cussions she underwent while we were 
getting ashore. 

It w«i8 so dark that none of us at-, 
tempted to explore the apparently iso-, 
lated spot upon which we had been 
obliged to take refuge; and my thoughts 
were chiefly direct^ to the recovery of 
Mrs Monti, who continued in a state 
of insensibility for a considerable dme, 
and revived only to feel the agonizing 
conviction that her husband was no 
more. Captain Border and his crew 
stood watching the schooner as she ra- 
pidly went to pieces, and hail a great 
deal of conversation among themselves, 
which the iioise of the sea prevented 
roe from overhearing. 

About an hour after we had land^, 
Suinno came, running to roe, and vrhis- 
|»crcd, that he lielicved Mr Monti was 
still alive, for he had recently heard 
some one shouting at a distance. I 
immediately accompanied him to a pro- 
ji!ctiiig point of rock, about one hun- 
dred yards off, and we both called as 
loud as wp could.

round the head of it. On hearing this, 

1 entreated him to desist fhnn any such 
attempt till day-light should reiMcr it 
a secure and successful one. He at last 
oonoented, and I hastened to Mrs 
Monti, and commumcated the joyful 
tidings of her hushand^s preoervauroi, 
whidi afifected her nearly as much as 
her previous belief in his death had 
done. 


litmg before dawn we had aU asaem^ 
bled on the point^of the rock already 
mentioned; and the first beams of 
rooming shewed Mr Monti op(^ite 
to the place where wewtood, and divi. 
ded Bum us by what appeared to be an 
arm of the sea, about One hundred and 
fifty yards wide. After exchanging a 
&w words with his wife, be set out to 
compass its beail, and thus get round 
to' us, while Samno went to meet him. 

We waited their arrival iiD]>atiently 
for ntforly half an hour, and then saw 
the negro coming towards us with looks 
of de6|)air. “ Wc are all deceived," 
cried he ; ** this is not an ann of tlie 
sea, but a channel between two dis- 
tinct islands ; wc are on one, and Mr 
Monti is on tlie odicr ; he cannot pos- 
sibly reach us, unlesshe swims across, 
or is brought over in a boat What is 
to be done ?" This intelli^nce filled 
Mrs Monti and me with rosroay, fbr 
both knew that the boat was totally 
unfit for service, and that her husband 
could not swim. Every one appeared 
in some measure to participate in our 
distress and disappointment, except 
Captain Burdec, who, when asked if 
there were any means of rescuing Mr 
Alonti, said, that it bebovid him to 
get aennss the channel as he best could. 

Mr Monti soon appeared on the op- . 
posite rock, and expurined the hojielesa-

Wa therefore saw 
at once that he must either ^sk bis 
lifo upon the sea, or periah wuh hun- 
ger. 

In the afternoon, under the influ- 
ence of these convictions, he began to 
collect together all the jpieoes of plonk 
he could find ; and having torn up his 
aliirt and handkerchief into stripes, he 
bound the timber together, so as to 
form a sort of tafi* This he conveyed 
to the utter metremity of his own 
ishkiid, hoping that the sweep of the 
current might emy hinij when em- 
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teltcdi jtoi Uie lowvt end of the oiipu* 
sitQ ^lorc. Theso preparations were 
Yktved with torturing suspense and 
amci^tv by Mrs iVIonti and me ; and 
when uer liusbapd had placed inuiself 
ui>on tlic raft, she grew half frantic 
with alarin, and ^entreated him to de- 
sist However, atVer a few moments 
of irresolution, he pushed ud*, and tvas 
whirled rapidly along by the stream* 

None of us dared to siieak, scarcely 
even to breathe, during this scul-ah- 
sorbing crisis. Several of the crew 
stood u|Kni tlic edge of the cliffs with 
. ropes ill their liands, waiting to aiftird 
the adventurous navigator assistance 
as he passed ; aii<l their hopes of being 
able to do so wcrestrtiigthcned,wbeil 
they observed the influence which an 
eddy had in drawing the raft towards 
the shore. Mr Monti was soon within 
seven or eight yarils of us. One of the 
seamen then seised the end of the ro]ie, 
and made a strong cfhirt to tiirow it to- 
w^ards the raft, but he lost his baknee, 
and tell into the water, drap^ing the 
line along with him.

island, which I could do with pleasure 
and safety, for the moon and stars suc- 
cessively yielded light enough to di- 
rect my steps. Neither did Captain 
Burder nor nia crew seem inclined to 
take any repose. When 1 Imppioied to 
pass the ipot where they were, 1 al- 
ways beard them disputing about the 
way in which they sliould manage to 
leave the rock ; and it appeared from 
their conversation, that tlie wreck of 
the schooner had been inucli more 
complete and sudden tlian they hud 
anticipated or intotuled. I also gatlier- 
od from some accidental hints, that 
they dill not regret that 31 r 31 out i 
was now out of tlic way — his avowt'd 
Jcnowledge of their plans having cxei- 
tod a good dciU of alarm and anxiety 
among them. 

At day-break no vestige of the ra*'t 
or its unfortunate navigator was dis- 
coverable, and 1 forgot my own tieso- 
late prospects itt thinking ot' the fate 
of Mr 3ionti, and trying to l»elieve 
that he might still be in lift', alilioiigU 
conclusions to the contrary wen* f»)n:ed 
upon my mind by a ff>n.sider;jii(;ii of 
the dangers tliat burroutuied him, and 
of the Umticd means h«‘ hail of siiness- 
fuily contending against tlu in. lin- 
mediattly after sunrise*, the rrew haul- 
ed up tht^ damaged boat, and htgan to 
repair her with wmie Inignienl** of ilie 
schooner, which had tluii uiorniiig 
itoated ashore. They soon rcndcTid 
her in a manner sta-wurthv, and 1 
found (hut the mate and crew ntti nd« 
ed setting oul in stsirch ot velii f, while 
Captain Ihmler, an<l 3JrK Aionti, and 
her maid, and I, were to remain till 
they returned. Accordingly, in tlic 
afternoon they put oH', taking Samno 
with them, on the ground that they 
would require him to assist at the 
oars. 

It appeared to wc rather strange? 
that Captain Burder should not iu*- 
coiupany his cretv- and direct the ex- 
pedition, though he suid he rcinaimni 
behind to idtew the two fetnaies that 
neither he nor his men had any in- 
tention oi abandoning them. I pre- 
tended to be satisHed with this expla- 
nation, but ucvertheleHs deteriniiiid 
to watch his motions. Mrs Monti 
and her maid liad taken up their 
abode in a small rocky mtess, which 
sheltered them in some incasim* from 
the Wfttthor, and I had convcywl thi- 
ther the best provisions 1 could select 
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from the quantity waslied ashore^ but 
did not intrude myaelf upon thera^ for 
1 perceived that iny presence was pain- 
ful to the former, by recalling the 
image of her husband.

The chief of the eunuchs, Sabaris, 
3ppost^ to her, arguments and an do* 
quence more suited to the imperial 
3ars, and maintains, much to his lord’s 
satisfaction, an original difference in 
tile allotments of sovereigns, some of 
whom are bora to painful and toil- 
some, oikI some, tbc elected favourites 
heaven, to untroubled and luxuri- 
nis empire. The King entering wann- 
T into the distinction, undertakes in 
lie festival of tiiat evening, wliich 
;halL spread out within bis courts an 
inny of revellers, wide and numerous 
IS that encamped on the sultry sands 
Dclow, to compel Nitocris licrsolf to 
icknowledgc that the height of earth- 
ly glory is to lie found embosoincil in 
gorg«x>us and blissi'ul power on the 
throne of lielsliazzar. ^ 

this moment, Benina appeals 
hnpmring succour. Site, as was to be 
apprclicrded, is the virgin who has 
first encounttTcd llic roving search of 
the priests, and is become the destin- 
ed bride of the (tud. Sne Hies shriek- 
ing, tho priests encircling and singing 
arouud/icr. Tho King, to the su{>- 
piication made to him to protect her, 
answers of course, dccluting to inter- 
fere in the ckitna of the Deity — Nilo- 
cris is er{ually unmoved. Benina re- 
strains the passion of 'Adoiiijab, who, 
by exclamations of rage and detiance, 
is almt to expose himself to fruitless 
danger. She then falls iiiu^ either a 
swoon or a trajfiee,— from which she 
rises up in majestic fearlessness, ha- 
ving, an should seem, iu her mmcttU 


ttpy sus^nslon of sense, had commu- 
nion with the prophet Daniel, and be- 
ing lifted in the power of faith above 
all apprdiension to heredf. Belshaz- 
zar passes mi, and she remains to ut- 
ter a' prophetic denunciation of the 
fkll of the city, and its everlasting de- 
solation— the jpriests offering not to 
put violence or constraint upon the 
oride of their divinity. She takes 
leave of lier lover and ncr fatlicr, re- 
quiring of thefn their prayers. 

These taking their way back to the 
home that is now become childless, 
re-appeaT as they have readied it. 
The mother coming out to them, 
Icaras her loss. Her vehement 

and uncontrollable, hri*iiks out into 
impatient and daring e\]K)stulations, 
Vhich the otliers uiietnpt to subilue 
by the barp, and by the holy song. 

The scene that follows is not with- 
out an efibet of an origiiud and singu- 
lar kind, die author availing himself 
of that ]ieculiarity iu the design nf his 
drama, that it is 7iot to hv rci>r,'srntvd. 
It is a progressive, or moving si’eiie. 
Benina and her attendant [iru'sts ap- 
pear at the gatt? of die 'IVmple, win nro 
she is led up from hall to nail of (he 
high-piled edihccs in (mio eontiniK'd 
fwrvcnicnti may vve call it, of the jwiein, 
the chorus oi‘ priests accompanying 
and describing 111 r ascent by tlu ir mm - 
ccssive songs. There is enough of im- 
perial and of mystic grandeur in tlie 
appropriation of J.hc seven successive 
hmls of the Temple*. Tlu* iirst is that 
of die Chaldean kings, the dead and 
the living, whoac statues are ranged 
around the golden image of Nulto- 
nassar, which is liete supposed t(» Ik.* 
his own. The next is the chatnher 
of tribute, the treasury of Asisyria 
heaped with the wealth of a world ; 
titcii the captive kings, in sculpture, 
though, not in person ; then llie cap- 
tive gods. They next reach the place 
of tho dreamers, lying in their visieiud 
sleep, from wliieh they awake to salute 
tho H].>ouso of Bel as slu; passers. In 
the sixth chamber the astndogers arc 
wutebiug^ The seventh is the solitude 
of the high priest, Kukssan. High 
above all is die couch KfreWi.(l on flie 
oiHiii summit, beneath the i-uii anti the 
glowing stirs, for the accustomed re- 
P'lse of tho d. 'iceufling tutelary p<»wer. 
'i’he songs of the pric*sts, the lU'scrip- 
lion of the successive iialls, interrupt- 
ed by the o1>servations of scorn or sor- 
row j^YokvJ froui Doniatt, give u 8uf> 
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Aciuntly poetical and aolemti effect to 
this peculiar scene ; till the priests bU]||) 
iu awe, and the maiden mounts alone 
to die summit, unknowing, in the 
light of her innocence, what is meant 
by her mysterious and holy dedication. 
During their long and slow ascent, the 
daylight has decayed ; and she now 
looks down on the mighty City, from 
that vast and diminishing height, shew- 
ing dimly in the star light, 

* ** Like Home wide plain, with rich pavi- 
lions set, 

Alid tile d:irk umbrage of a summer bow- 
er.” 

She looks for the lonely light of thdr 
umall solitary caliin on the Euphrates* 
hide, speaks with tenderness, but it, 
may lie tlioiight too groat composure, 
of her lovi' ; and is conscious of a grow- 
ing cahniii'Hs of spirit in her extraor- 
dinary situation, when the hurried step 
of Kuhtssau breaks the stillness, and 
invades the ix'aoe of her thoughts. A 
short i)n])eliiotis dialogue serves to 
leave her no longer unct^rbiiii of the 
impious and liattful meaning of' licr 
ilestinatioii ; and he leaves Iht. Still 
slie is not appal K d ; a courage of fiith, 
which, if it. be ]ioHsi 1 )le, as jierhaiH; it 
ib, must at least, one would think, be 
won from some struggles with hideous 
fi*ar. At once the imperial City is 
lighted up to lier eyes with the pre- 
parations of festivity.

assembly in hearing BclsHlKSar speak. 
Bis follows. It is proud, and 
gfiorying as the occasion requires, in a 
atraio, however, of much poeti^l elo- 
qtmucq ; so mueli. kq as pemaps tp im- 
pair whtd should seem to he its proper 
dket ; it ought more strongly to alarm 
and xvviidttlteimud of the reader. As 


his speedi at length rises to utter im- 
piety, he is at once stricken with the 
sight of the handwriting on the wall. 
We cannot afford a quotation here; 
nor indeed is tliere much iM>wer shewn 
where a truly great poet might have 
produced prodigious effect. 

Here the scene changes again to Uie 
summit of the temple ; where Benina 
is again visited by Kalassan, who comes 
now, as the only God for wliose nuptials 
she bad been fed hither, to claim his 
bride ; while bursting flames and imi- 
tative thunders, and the clangour oi' 
the dissouant and deafening music of 
the Temple announce the hour of tht> 
God’s descent. The hope of d< liverance 
seems past, when Kalassan is Muhlcnly 
summoned away, with tlic* drramorK 
and astrologers, to the prosenoi* of the 
King. To wluna the scene rt turns.

Nitocrie now enters. On seeing and 
comprelvcnding the state of her son, 
she endeavours^ by affectionate self- 
crimination, to pour some solace on 
the anguish of his soul. He duiuands 
of her, as a gift more precious than the 
life she had given him^ an interjiretcr 
of tlic signs of fate. She had secn^ as 
she passed through the courts, the 
])roplict, who, in former time^ det^red 
the visions of Nabonassar.

We have given this scene with some 
fulness, not only because it is, by its 
subject, of principal importance in the 
riraina, but because it appt^ to us 
well carried on, and the passion in the 
King 8 mind at once of su[ieriiatural 
fear, and of insatiable desire to nmlcr- 
staiid the anrtuuciaiion of his fitte, (o 
be as well conceived, and as strongly 
painted, fis any in tlie whole |)oem. 

The interest of the drama, as far as 
depends on any tiling like suspense of 
expectation, is now oven Wliat re- 
mains is merely the execution of the 
scmtence. The Destroying Angel ap- 
pears aliovc the city. He calls on Cy- 
rus to come and perform his appointeil 
work. He bid.s the Euphrates clian^^ 
its course, and leave its tel for the 
inarch .>f ihe coimnissioned host. He 
sees “ the living deluge of urmed men” 
overflowing on tuber shore, to begin 
tvith sword and fire their tninistry of 
dcvusUitiuii ; and pauses but a little to 
have beheld the ruin fulfilled, ere he 
takes his flight. 

Adonijah and Tmlah are seen iu tlic 
streets. The young man has been mo- 
tioned by the prophet l)aniel,^vhoni 
they met in his poiup, to pass on in 
a certain tlireciioii ; which, although 
1 itdab observes he must lie inisukcn,as 
tlb'it way leads only to the Euphrates, 
which will imnidliately bur bis steps, 
be pursues. Inilah is left alone, and 
is siKTUlatitig on his own iiii^fortuni:s, 
when he is interrupted by the break- 
ing out of the beginning destruction .

She demands of Imlab, if 
he has seen him. lie replie.<!, by re- 
minding her how she had sconicti his 
parental afi[liction that morning, when 
sn|iplicatingfbr protoeiiori fucliis diild ; 
but, tiiovetl with the cxee^s of her ms- 
don and her calamity, he invites lier, 
as to a place safe by its obscure misery, 
to go in under his lowly roof^ where a 
mother as wretched as herself skiqis, 
and die too may sleep. Mitocrls re-

The reader is iioiv in sufficient pos- 
session of Mr Militiau’s pot'in, aiui 
cannot but have tclt that it is a work 
of much splendour of poetical lan- 
guage, 08 well as of a higli and bold 
cliaractOT in Uie general course of its 
action, and of soine lofty ti'cling und 
posdon in tlie higher personages of the 
draina. His o|>inion of Mr Mihnan’s 
abilities as a writer, will nroliably l>c 
raised by what be has reaiL He finds 
here, improveil (Iramatic conpe]»ti(m in 
that far greater simplicity of the con- 
duct than is attempted in the Fall of 
Jerusalem ; and a great interest flow- 
ing on in a uniform pro^p'css, which is 
an agreeable relief from the broken 
and interrupted emotion of the op|7o- 
sed, and rather jicrploxed than con- 
flicting, aflcctions in the Alartyr of 
Antioch ; while that peculiar chaiac- 
ter of this author s |w try, a sweeping, 
itnyestic, and daszling- strain of hnr- 
inoniouB comjiosition, is cairicd in this 
jiocm periiaps to a higher x>itch than in 
cither of those two other productions. 

This simplicity in the conduct of tlio 
fable in wliicb no pains are taken to 
contrive^portB and agencies for the Im- 
rnau actors of the great drama, but. 
events of fearful interest and magni- 
tude arc suffered to advance and sweep 
along to their completion, by a |Yower, 
as it might almost soem of thetr own, 
might appw to indicate a natural pro- 
gress of mind in a writer^ coming gra- 
dually more and more into conneious- 
ness of his own powers ; learning to

rely more implicitlvoo the impulses 
his fancy must recent from the sub- 
ject that possesses liim ; and^ because 
he feels himself elated with its ^eat- 
ness^ercibre rather unsolidtous aud 
carctns of any artfid invention of the 
means by winch he is to carry himself 
and the incidents^ and persona of his 
action, along. 

But perhaps this simpler plan of the 
story is connected with another pecu- 
liarity of this drama^ Which, aa it in- 
volves a matter of more general criti- 
cism, we shall venture to consider 
somewhat at large. Mr Milmau ttp« 
pears to us, in his present work, to 
inive goiK' ijfir in afExing a distinctive 
Hieaniiig to a //7/e which has of late, 
grown into favour with our poets, and 
to w'hicli he himself seems not a little- 
inclined, tliat of a Dramatic Bobm ; 
wiiicli ought certainly to describe a 
distinct species of poetry, and which 
he has lierc, we think, separated by 
important and decisive characteristics, 
from proper tragedy. The ground of 
tlio dl&tinclioii is to be sought simply 
in this, that the regular drama is de- 
signed for ai'tual representation, the 
other not. Tijis diiTerence, whicli may 
possibly apjHjar, at first sight, rather 
us something external and acddcutal, 
than as jdfecting the substance of tbe 
poetry, is in fact the presence or ab- 
sence of the one essential characteristic 
condition which divides the drama 
from all other works of art, mid which 
therefore must needs impose on It some 
f)f its prim.iry laws. For by this in- 
tention of being presented in living 
revdity, tbe drama is made subject, l>c- 
forc all other requisitiona of art, to the 
rights of that intense sympathy with 
which our minds are wrapped up in 
the PHOGRKS!!! of any determination of 
the fate of human beings, that {lasscs 
before our eyes ; — ^thc management of 
the spectators' high-raised and sus* 
pended expectation becomes the 
first business of tlie dramatic art. In 
other wonls, the action,— -that is, the 
gradual development and necessita- 
tion of the final event, is rendered the 
first and paramount object of consider- 
ation ; and hence the iigoroos neces- 
sity of the rules which respect its con- 
duct,— rules which the youiitful lover 
of poetry is so ren^ to disdain, and on 
which the experienced critic so atre- 
iiuously insists. Hence, £oar instance, 
from this passion of strong expectation 
which looks upon the stage, that great 
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law, that every scene shall visibly ad- 
vance or impede tlie final result. 
Hence dm law of the strict enchain- 
ment of tbe successive scenes. Hqpee, 
iVoin the high imp<fftsnce ipven to the> 
action, the admitted necesaty, that all 
the principal person^es shall appear 
as a^rt^nU, m tlve proper sense of the. 
word; not ae mere exliil^tions held 
up of einotiqn and suffering, as ^lassivo 
subjects of an exterior agency, but 
with active power, charged in some 
way or other id fuTthcr or retard the 
coining on of that catastrophe in whidi 
the purpose of the whole piece is ac- 
complisiicd, and terminates.. Hence,, 
above all, the rule so mucli talked of, 
that the action shall have a beginning/' 
a middle, and an end ; that is, in real 
and intelligible meaning, that there ^ 
shall lie au tmening up of cxiiectation, 
a carryii^ of it on witli hcightenlngs 
and hrritations of doubtfhl and anxious, 
sus][>ei)8e, and its dose, in final cer- 
tainty. Now, in the unacted drama, 
that is, in poetry which merely Aor- 
rov's the dr-miatic form, to speak more 
vividly to the imagination, this expect- 
ation of the event, though of course 
it does not cease, ceases from ils pre- 
eiiiinencc among the many interests 
that are awakp. Its overpowering in- 
tensity, by which it commanded the 
wdiolc mind, is taken off. I'lic living 
representation, the visible and realized 
unfolding of a portion of human lUb 
and dcstiuy, no longer chains down 
the spirit tnrough the eyes ; and the 
mind released from theforccofitsgreat 
primal syTiii>athy with the lot of hu- 
man brings, when their powerful pre- 
sence is thus taken away, is left free to 
its own movements, and to the ascen- 
dancy of those fkeulties, which, m«fts 
own retirement and solitude, have the 
stronger sway.* Nma, im^iiation, 
which before was held subject, rises 
into its or^al power; the higher, 
capacities or tbou^t take their domi- 
nion in die mind, which, J£ su^fh is 
its dispusiUon, fc^ itself once more 
at liberty to look upon all the revolu- 
tions of namoii a&ns merely as a sub- 
ject for ita sublime speculation^ as a 
spectacle of wonder and pteasure to its 
elated fancy. To such a temper of die 
spirit, which is indeed the high tem^ 
per of poetry, the slow and gradual 
unrolling of the links . of human :&te 
must be matter of im]iatient disregard. 
If such ov^ts are then to be made 

the subject of po^, it is on die great

speak with precision, it is the 
poet's mind which is thus left at li* 
beHy.

In the 
other, he is a poet, who inay rdy on 
bis own power of bcmiig the sympa* 
thy of his reader along with hun, as 
kmg as he keeps within the capacities 
tMP human natuie.

It apjicars in 
the Bijdiatttution of other means of 
representation. For example, inuch 
of whm is intended to be jircsentcd to 
the eye is mode visible with a studiinl 
art or the poetry ; sometimes in whut 
^isspqlceD by the proper persons of tin* 
dfsina, and sometimes by chorusi's, 
who abound in the piece, and are uf a 
mixed diaracter, in part seeming to

in its constHution ; but which, in this 
instance, breaks forth more signally 
and fearfully in miraculous interposi- 
tion. If so, the whole ^ruoture and 
spirit of the poem ought to be fitted 
to express this character. Tlio facts 
that auould stand out from the narra- 
tive ought to be the crimes which 
provoke the judgment ; and its preva- 
lent tone should be in harmony with 
our contemplation of the more appal- 
ling acts of justice, dark, solemn, and 
seveie. Now, this is by no means 
done ; and the failure of the poet in 
this tespect may be marked in many 
pordeiirarB. 

Itaf^ears remarkably iii the tone of 
the emnposition. The muse of IMr 
Milmaa is not austere and iirmed with 
terror, but prodigal of gorgeous beauty. 
The ^vailing style of the imagery, 
to wtikdi die tancy of the reader is 
here fettered, is an oriental sump- 
tuouaness trf earthly majpaiticence in 
the works of man, and in nature, an 
oriental splendour of the climates and 
kingdoms of tile sun ; and even in lea- 
ving the visible world, the spirit of 
fanev is the same. 

This departure from the proper awe 
of thesulidoct, amounts, in specific in- 
stances, to a great dramatic improprie- 
ty tn the persons sfieaking. So it is iii 
one Personage, which there was some 
danger in introducing at all, and which 
cottgl only be justiued, by the most 
awfUl and menacing solemnity invest- 
ing all lus words, — the missioned An- 
gel of ilcsiructioD. It is a surprising 
dcfiartizrc from the propriety of cha- 
racter, and takes greatly from the pro- 
per grandeur of such a composition, 
when tltis Being, in whom nothing is 
expected but manifestations of infla- 
me wrath and powiTr, is made to in- 
dulge in describing with lavirii pomp 
the splendours of the human empire, 
u Cone prevailing larj^y ip his first, 
and to ue found too in his second and 
only other appearance, though the de- 
seriptiou itself is very bcautiflil. 

On . like ground, exception must he 
taken to the poetical interest already 
adveited to, which is given to the cha- 
jraeter of Belshazzar and die Queen- 
Mother. The manner in which these 
are ocmceived and represented, also 
fktracta from the innate moral terror 
of t^ subject. One point, indeed, in 
the*Kuig’a diaracter is drawn fltlv to 
the purpose intended, «^tbc revelling 
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icnse of nelC-exaltetiot} in his stiprc* 
tnscv tennestrial greatness^ rising 
audiiardenii^itseU'tDtoiniipie^^ But 
neither for lumadif^ as tiui sigrmlhsed 
object of Uie Supreme diispleasure^ nor 
as the only person m'«hom> as prcdo* 
iniuani to oar conception^ the mioral 
offences that are to be pauiahed could 
apnear as imaged^ is he held up to our 
abliorrence. He is rather ume gra« 
cious to our imagination, bj the regal 
beauty of Ids person, by his mothqp's 
exceeding and unfailing kve> and by 
a rich and tender luxury of fancy 
which breathes in his woi^ impart* 
ing’ to them often a sweet and muc- 
tive cltKjucncc. He is courageous with* 
al, aTid higii.ininded ; andliia unwill* 
iugness to engage personally in* the 
war, is evidently a kmgly dimke of its 
]xiintul and unroyal labours, nothing 
of fear. Yet it was of the utmost 
importance to tlie whole e^t of the 
poem, that our sympathy ^tmld he 
with his dvsii iwtion* And the urgent 
importance of a stem solemnity in the 
tone will on this account appear the 
more, when it is remembered what 
force on the part of tlie poet, what a 
violence done to our own weak and 
betraying inclinations, is necessary to 
rend ns from all tlie eustomary and 
oppressive* intinuities of our nature, 
and to arouse and sustain in us the 
ardent hate of human guilt, and the 
indignant impatient denre that it may 
•be vindictively swept from the earth. 

So even the great city herself, drunk 
with blood and with wine — she who 
htul tilled to the brim tlic cup of hor 
iniquities, foul and cruel, at once the 
pollution and the burthen of the earth, 
appears to us rather beautiful in her 
niagniliceiice, the dioilem'd queen of 
nations, tlian as that city of sin, over 
which wrath burns even long ere it 
descends to consume^ 
lu all these instances of dmrture 
from the intrinsic severity of the sub- 
ject, the occasion may seem to have 
been the same, too easy an acquies* 
ccnce on the pajt of the author, in the 
natural flow of his own imagination, 
which perhaps might have made it as 
great an effort to him to deny himself 
the gratification of luxuriating hi ridt-^. 

and beauty, as to have girded up 
his spirit to the stern and'awful tfsm* 
per of the argument he had under* 
token. 

Wc have yet another point to 
speak of in the character of Mr Mil* 


man's genius, which has shewn' lbi/ 
'self both in this and his other worits. ' 
It has frequently -appeared to us, 
tWt though' huinaii ieclhigs ;(re of* 
ten 'Very happily' c^ght b> him, and 
when rhe^ are so, are made very otri- 
king and Imprcssiye to his reader. *by 
the beautjr of poetry with which they 
are inwoVen ^ yet that there does ap- 
pear to be'' at times a grdab' and what 
might almost teem to be a deep essen* . 
tial want of sympathy, with simple 
and strong human passion. In the 
present pcSin, we cannot help singling 
ont one important instance, and db«- 
serving that, to our conception, nei- 
tiler in Benina herself, nor in pa- 
rents, nor in her latter, is there any 
exmession or indication of the tciu 
fedings witli whicli the horrible doom 
to wlucb she is here devoted, would . 
have been contemplated by them, ei- 
ther, in the first place, as hanging 
over her, or os afterwards, by the last 
of the three, believed to have been 
completed. 

Independently of this, the renoun- 
cing the ordinary love interest of theso 
parties, — ^by the father, at the outset, 
voluntarily jdighting their future nup- 
tials,— thus frankly reducing all an- 
xiety and interest about tbdr fltte, * to 
what ifi essentiaUy involved in the 
great event of the poem, — ^is surely a 
piece of good conduct, wliich does 
credit to the poet's moderation and 
prudence. 

The genius which appears most con- 
spicuously in this poem, and {)ethax)B 
in all the poc‘try IVIr Milinon has given 
to the worid, is that of rich and power- 
ful description. Here his good spirit 
never seems to desert him. To what- 
ever sort of subject he turns, ar long 
as he may riot in the world of* sights 
and sounds, his imagination is exube- 
rant and iucxhanstible ; and the glow- 
ing beauty of his language, as well as 
its skilful elegance, attest that here he 
enjoys the happiness of hisspowers. 
Perhaps it mi^t be objected, that be 
delij[hts too much, m exhibiting faia 
art, in shewing with what success he 
can l^tid to pc^y, sohjeets that seem 
the most to refuse it, dwelling as free- 
ly and fearlessly on the delineation of 
the works and Jiroduets of human 
skill, as oil those shews of her own 
beauteousand mystic world, over which

We don’t mean to say, however, that 
we intend to so so far with the author

The history of it is shortly this 
Ail scieiitiiic persons know, that two 
yi^rs ago Dr Thomson published a 
sixth edition of his System of Che- 
mistry. ’fhe gr<nit advances that have 
been made iu that science, and the 
high reputatum of the author tor his 
powers of philosophical noiratire, awa« 
tcued, we a pretty general ex- 

pectation that th(* new edition would 
be distinguished a peculiar and very 

high kind of merit ; ami whethtT this 
expectation was well or ill fouiidecl, we 
believe also that some iU*grce of disnp- 
poiutmeiii was felt when the work did 
appear. The author’s maimer, too, 
or, in kin own words, (he pride he has 
always taken in tlie /uw/rA/y, sincerity^ 
and /;r<;te/M?M/ife/<eeofhisc]iaractcr, had, 
like ail otlior great excellencies^ raised 
him some rivals end detractors. In 
course of time, accordingly, a severe 
review of die work ap|)eared in the 
Journal the Royal Institutkm— the 
object of which, as the author himself 
says, was to deny him all credit wliat* 
over as an author, an experimenter, or 
a chemist Whether Dr Thomson,' 
with that dignified feeling which we 
have already said we think ho ought 
always So have maintained, disregard- 
ed this critique at its first api^eaiuiiee, 
—or whedier Che pressure ofother bu- 
siness ^rcvente4l him frojn naddag it, 
—the fact is, that for nearly a twoTve- 
luonth, he wrote nothing iu ans^iver to ,

There is no reasott 
for believing him to be a man of high 
original genius— his imagination has 
no i^wer of forming new combinations, 
or of antieipatiiig t1>e probable results 
of yet untried experiuteiito. ife Inis 
never ventured to hoist his sail in 
quest of new worlds, or even, like oitr 
ancient nd venturers, to amuse his own 
fancy and tliot of others with the 
image of Kldorados, , and splen^ 
lands of golden promise, into which 
they had not hail the means of ven- 
turing ; but, Kke the bistorians who 
have arranged the journals thw 
adventurers, be has, in an e^ftent 
degre^ tlie power of combininj^ and 
disposing, and beautifying 
jointed contributions, ile can! work 
their materials into a magiiificeiit 
wliole, and oan- thus give a splendottr 
and attraction to the entire history 
of discovery which it might not have 
pos&csserl, if left only to tiio imperfect 
and rudely oomposea notieesvif tluwe 
active and undaunted men, who girdU

Dr Thomsons work found it ex« 
pedient to exhibit, jt in a diflvrcnt 
For," says tlie l>octor, " the 
review which I am going to examine 
is a most furious attack upon me frimt 
beginning to end, and denies me all 
cr^t whatever as an author, an expe- 
limentd*, or a chemist. It is'madc up 
of di;Sb«nt kinds of accusations, which 
axe mixed together with some inges- 
nitxl^ and aduress ; Imt which 1 still 
make bold, nbtwithstanding the many 
witty sneers gainst my fondnesa for 
scholastic divisions, to consider and 
under three < separate heads: 
1st, 1 am accused of being utterly in* 
cabbie of writinu Englis}i,and of be* 
ing igaorant of me first principles of 
anangamnu ifd, I have made many 
statements of facts, partly to in* 
'jure the reputation of Sir 11. Davy-^ 
and partly to promefte my own ahsuid 
and erroneous chemical opinions. 3d, 
My book is stutfld with iniuimcrabie 
errors, into whicli 1 have fallen from 
being 'UnacqunitUt.uf with the elements 
of Uu) science of chemistry.

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Itzed*!^^ aipeot of the jscienee itself 
is changihg fdioieiBt every hour, and a 
single new discovery sometimes gives 
a new ttppe&rance to^all the bodies 
which were before known. In such a 
State of fhings it is vain to locdc for a 
perfect and satis&ctory arrarqsemcnt 
in any work-*some substances must 
appear to writer better suited to 
l>e placed ‘ undar one head, and to ' 
others under another ; and all tliat 
can be said even of tlic most complete 
. an-Mgement is, tliat it adbrds a more 
distinct view of the infinity of objects 
which the Science embraces, or penuits 
them to be classed so as to please 
more perfectly tlie eye of the ob* 
server. 

We have no doubt that in some re* 
spects the BWictures of the reviewer 
on Dr* Thomson's amngment are 
well ibbuded — that is to say, we be- 
lieve that the Doctor was not able, iu 
the edition which is criticised, to do 
justice even to liis own ideas of me* 
tliod, because his object was not to 
write an entirely new treatise, but to 
insert in the work which wgi alreiuly 
before tlie public, such discoveries as 
had lately made. In such an at- 
tempt it was to be ex])cctefl that many 
things would appear to Im' somewhat out 
of plaoe-^some subjects would be treat- 
ed, where the author, if he had been 
forming his plan, would not have 
thought of placing them ; and iwrluiiis 
some things of minor iinpoitancc 
might he omitted altogether from want 
of a convement place in which to put 
them, or becausc% amidst the confusion 
of accommodating himself to an nr* 
r^ingement previously formed, the au- 
thor had altogether' overlooked their 
existence* 

But while wc make this concession 
we must also say, that when Dr lltom- 
son is attacked on the grbund of want 
of powers of arrangement, his adver- 
sary has most completely mistaken the 
weak side of his of^nent. If there be 
any power wliich the Doctor possesses 
in an minent degree, it is tliat of mas- 
terly and luminous disporition ; and 
we bdieve we speak the sebsc of all 
the chemistB of Europe wlicn we say, 
thatit istbifi excellence, more than any 
oth^> which has given to his work its 
vary extensive popularity. 

^ Wo are akw of opinion that any se- 
vere eensuies of our author's style are 
at leMt equally unfounded. That he 

mitei nipi^jr wd with fticilitj is evi- 
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dent, and we may well believe tbatn»- 
pklity and ikcility lead oecarionally to 
their lutial oonootnitants of incorrect- 
ness and carelessness. But these occa- 
sional faults are very different from 
the general character of an author's 
style, and we believe it ia utkivenally 
allowed that the style of Doctor Thom- 
son, considered as appropriated to phi-, 
losouhical narratioti, very nigh 
merit, it is chaste, powcrfhl, and lu- 
minous. It is not an occasional bril- 
liancy which lights up flashes of ra- 
diance— like the torch which dazzles 
the eye with the adamantine lustre of 
a s}iarry cave, to be afterwards bedim- 
med by clammy exhalations, or by 
clouds of smoke. It is a dim and 
steady light, which throws an equal 
lustre on every object on which it 
falls, and which enables die eye of riie 
spirctator to rest with’ a still andT un- 
broken delight on tlie whole extent of 
the field of vision. 

All this' is true, but the deli^Yitful 
thing is to hear the Doctor him^lx say 

AO. 

The waht of discernment evinced in 
these attacks upon my style occadoned 
some siiTprUe at first. 1 may be very often 
acriiscd of great carelessness of style ; but 
never, unless 1 dt^ceivc myself egregiouajy, 
either of want of energy or diffuscoess. In- 
deed the characteristic properties of my style 
are just die op]*osite of dilFuseness. 1 am 
Tenmrkably concise, though, Ihope, always 
clear, and generally encigetic. Nothing 
indeeil can constitute a greater contrast 
than my mode of writing and that of Mr 
iirande. If he be a good writer on scien- 
tiiic subjects, it follows as a ncccssan cotu 
sequence tliat I am a bad ono. 1 remr the 
reader to his Ilistory of Chemistry in tlie 
Supplement to the Bneyriopirdia Brittani- 
ca, to his article Chemistry in the same 
book, and to some of his prefaces in the 
Roysl Institution Journal. In point of 
difiuseness, want of energy, and bM taste, 
tlicsc dissertations constitute a perfect con- 
trast to every thing which ever flowed fiom 
niy pen. Inde^ were I disposed to crlti- ’ 
cise style, nothing would be easier than to 
retaliate upon Mr Brands. 

2(1. The second accusation brought 
against the Doctor by his reviewer, is 
that of having misstated facts, in or- 
der to ratify certain malignant pa^ 
nions of his owb, and to injure certain 
individuals of whose reputation he is 
meanlv jealous. 

In inis accttsation the reviewer has 
plainly an eye chiefly to Sir H. Davy, 
towards whom he supposes Dr Thom- 
son to entertain some ftxiliiigstif 
VoL.

We axe confident Dr 
Thomson has no such feeliAgs,for most 
assuredly they are neither niaaly nm 
beautiful, ana when the person nat^ 
has fairly attained his distinction,, all 
such feelings towards him are diabo« 
lical. But we cannot think that any ' 
chemist can feel towards Sir H- Davy. 

* anything but sentiments of admiration 
and respect ; and we have a very hand* 
some testimony in this very pamphlet 
of Dr Thomson, to the same purpose. 

** It is false," says he, that I have 
ever made any attack either on the 
character or reputation of Sir H. Davy: 
On the contrary, I have always been 
in the habit of reckoning him among 
the number of my friends. 1 have al- 
ways spoken of his talents and of his 
labours with that respect which I fek 
for them, and have always been proud 
to think tliat bia diacoverieR have re- 
flected a lustre upon the (sountry in 
whidi they originated." 

We must say also that, as the edi- 
tor of a Ms^zine, Dr ^omson has 
always apTHsared to us to be rdnork- 
able for the impartiality and candour 
of his conduct.

No tnan can papoose Sr Thomson 
to be unacfuaint^ as he himself 
terms it, with the very ekunents of 
diemical science. On the contrary, 
hia knowke^e is admitted to be not 
only very extensive, but of a very 
praetical kind. At the same time, it 
13 possible that diips may occur in 
the eonmof so very extensive a work 
as the Doctor’s, wliioh his shai})* 
si^htedl aatigonirt may display to the 
disadvantage of the author, and we 
have no doubt that in the rapidly iin« 
proviim ideate of chemistry, and of all 
the soldects oonnected with it, sonic 
such errors may be found in the edi- 
tion of the work on which we ore at 
preaent disooursing*. 

Indeed the Doctor has confessed some 
aadi errara with very little certmiony ; 
for it it one of his cnaractcrisiics, that 
' he t^ls with equal plainness when he 
does not understand any subject, as 
when he does ; and although he pro- 
balj^ makes b^h confessions from the 
' same dmtivc, there ia sometliing unique 
and amusiujir in the specimen which ou 
such occasions he ^ves of what he 
Jenns the svicerify, hmesty, and imk^ 

f cttdriiee of his character, f 'or instance , 
e concludes his refutation of one of 
the charges brought against him re- 
specting Sir H, Davy in these words ; 
“ When I stated that Davy’s expla- 
nation of the atomic theory was not 
soperspicuousas that of Dalton, I meant 
merely that I did not understaud it so 

weU.’^ 

As an illustration of the same man-t 
ncr, we may take liis answer to the 
fblloiving passage of the lleview : 

Mineralogy, which now begins to aa- 
sume the systematic asjiect of the otiier 
parts of natural history, by the labours of 
tTemcr, Hauy, Mohs, and Jameson, is 
here exhibited in a truly chaotic state. He 
has no Huston whatever to the natural his- 
tory metboAof Mohs, which promiees to do 
for the study of minerals what the sexual 
system did for plants ; enabling a person 
on taktog up a nMsdmen to refer it to its 
peculiar ^riass, oroer, genus, and spedes, 
till he di^vecs its name and various rcia- 
tifins* His first chapter, * On the Descrip- 
tioQ of Minerals,' is copied ftom Professor 
James 0 n*s Treatise on the Kxternal (foa- 
racters. .We find the same dmpter, iu the 
same words, in tbo former mtion, but 
with a reference to Mr Jameson, which is 
now suppressed. The only observable al- 
temtioD^ indeed* iu lus present article on 
Mineralogy, is the erasure of Professor Ja- 
uicson'a name wherever it fonucrly oc- 
cuncih” 
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To wliidb the Ooel<3^ replies. 

** Wilii Foipect to the Bystetn of Mohlh 
vhich has beta adopted by Jameson in his 
last edition, I must confess myst^ an in. 
eompetont judge, because t do not undor- 
■tand it. I hate peetiaed Mohs* little tree* 
tise on the Charaeters of the OlMsea, C>r. 
den, Genera, andSpedeg, a copyof whidi 
the author did me the hpnoae te present 
me. IhaYelikemeread theaceountof die 
method published in the Edinfaatgh Jour- 
nal $ but neither of these accounts puts it 
in my power to undcntaiid the nature of 
the arrangement Mr Jameson's last edi- 
tion is a cypher without a Under them 
circumstances, I thou^t mysdf obliged 
to omit my references to Jameson's 8ys« 
tern. I could not refer to die old edltisn 
after the author had pubUstied m tiew one t 
and I could not refer to the nsw edidon, 
because 1 did not understand Tfans dr- 
cuinstanecd, I thought the best thing I 
could do was to refer to l{ofIbiaii*s Mineim- 
logy, instead of Jamesou's. It eontaias the 
Wernerian descriptions in the veiy words 
of M^emer; and is the origmal from which 
mast of Jameson's descriptions ate takhn." 

The T>octor was eertadnly most com- 
pletely in the right in not attemptii:^ 
to explain what he did not understand. 
But wc venture to question, whetKibr 
the festina hide to which he hhnaelf 
appeals, might not have put him in 
possession of the knowledge which he 
very sincerely, Itonesily, and 
eniUf acknowledges that he wanted. 

Indeed, wc can assure the Doctor, 
that if he had taken due pains to un- 
derstand the Natural History method 
of roincralc^, as it is riven by Jame- 
son in his l^t edition, tic would have 
found that it is mt a cypher without 
a key — that, on the csontrary, the prin- 
cinles of dassidcation are there unfold- 
ed, shortly indend, hut with sufficient 
clearness for all tlie purposes which 
tlie author had in view, and that the 
spccicB, subsxiedes, and fluids, are ar* 
ranged as in the former edition. 

We are not sure, indeed, whether 
the two illustrious frofiseson who sue 
here said hy the Doctor to have pub- 
lished books which cannot be under- 
stood, would thank iu for vindicating 
them from such a charge. Their cha- 
racters, both as honourable men and 
88 sucoessflil teachers, are far too Jiiigh 
to he aflected by any such sneer ; and 
we believe they are incapable of treat- 
ing the imputation of Dr Thomson 
with any other fading than that of dig- 
nified disregard. 

As to the leaving out of Professor 
Jameson’s name in the last edition of 


the Doctor's Chemhtry, it can be a 
matter of no moment to the ProTcsaor, 
considering the devation on which he 
now stamu, whether Dr Thomson 
chooses to put his mame or that of 
Haffhian at the bottom of bis page,— 
that it is doubtless a Uttks curious that 
Dr I'homson sboold not only preftr a 
ferdgn author, whose work can be 
consmted by but a few readers in this 
country, to one at least equally en- 
titled to credit, and who, by the Doc- 
tor’s own confession, now stands at the 
head of the jystematic writers on Mi- 
neralogy in Britain ; but that, to use 
the woids of the reviewer, while '' hia 
first chapter, OA the Description of Mi« 
ncrals, is copied from Jameson’s Trea- 
tise on the External Characters, he has 
thought fit to erase the Professoi/a 
name as the authority for the detalla 
of a chapter which is cOpiod from him, 
and that the only observable alteration 
in liis present article on mineralogy is 
the erasure of Professor Jameson's 
name wherever it formerly occurred/* 
All this has happened, no doubt, 
from the honesty, sincerity, and indt^ 
^tdence of Dr Thomson's diameter. 
We only mean to hint, that, in our 
opinion, it is a pity tliat, in the pre- 
sent instance, these excellent and most 
manly qualities had not found a better 
opi^tunity of displaying themselves. 

wc have thus passed rapidly over 
all the charges broughtugainst the Doc- 
tor. But the great mtrit of the pamph- 
let is the strong, and, we bdievc, just 
light in which it places the perfect satis- 
faction with which the Doctor reposes 
on the pillow of his own merits, and 
the more than profound contempt with 
which he regards any one who diflbrs 
from him. Hue whole work is ^inklcd 
with instances of both qualities/ We 
will select a few, expressive, in the 
first place, of the Doctor’s opinion of 
himself. 

But when Mr Brands thinks pnm 
to arraign my character as a mai^ ana to 
accuse me uf the basast and most profligate 
conduct, it is no hniger in roj power to re- 
main silent. Silenee, indeed, in tiuch a case,

Yet more in, the same style at page 

87: 

I do not see any reason why I should 
be ashamed of my experiments. Compa- 
red with the preying statements of La- 
ToUder, Davy, and R<^ they are exceed- 
ingly accurate.’* 

^iH another sample, page 36 : 

** Thisobseivotion Itom an indiriduid, 
who, so far as is known to the public, never 
took the iqpeciile gravity of a gas in his life, 
and dirosm apainst roe, who have deter- 
mined the speeme gravity of more than 20 
gasesll^with a degree of care and accuracy 
seldom equalled, and never siupassed, had 
aiix^ been better spared.'*

Since the above was written, we 
have seen Brande’s to Mom* 
son's Answer. Jonrnaljm Seience, Ko» 
xxvi. p. .i33«353. It is, as usual with 
that critic, flippant, minute, and im- 
pertinent. Of its spirit we dall easily 
satisfy our readers, by giving its ana- 
lysis from the Index, p. 454. " Thom-

which Thomson was obliged to die*

«K>d, and occasicmally most beautiful. 
Perhaps Mr Bowles has written too

and more appropriate^ 

Wherever he gives ns pnre &i*liDg 
andfitrongpassion^sachas the occasion 
demands or requiiva, he writes like a 
true poet ; but he is certainly more 
succeshful in deaerilnim the workings 
of the softer ami gentkr emotions of 
the human heart, than of those by 
which it is torn, darkened, or con* 
▼ulsed. 

The fiituatipns of the diflhrent acton 
in the scene, and the incidents and 
events, arc, for the most part, spiking 
and impressive— *80010 of tlicm indeed 
eminently happy — and the story being 
in itself a very fine one, the Focm 
may be said to be the most likelv of all 
Mr Bowles'sworks to attract and griti-* 


fy those readen, to whom the interest 
of opragesMive serieH of events is the 
chief charm of a poetical comporition. 

The great de&ets of the Poem, bo- 
rides thegeneiiddiilhaeness of tiiestyle, 
and too careful an accumulation of 
amsgrry, at which we have already 
glanced, are, first, the want of unity 
ind coherence in the action, and, se- 
condly, rile want of a great catastrophe. 
The r^lh'on of the Saxon Princes 
is Iheble and abortive— and they dis- 
cover few traits of dutraetcr entitling 
tliem to be called the sons of Harold. 
We could $ay more than we have now 
done, both for and against tlie Poem, 
and may probably recnr to it in a 
series of Essays wnich we meditate on 
Modem Poctiy, But, on the whole, 
the Gaavi of Tiit Last Saxon is a 
fhrbetUT Poem than tlie Mission a a v, 
and corroborates the title of Mr Bowles 
to occupy a high rank among the living 
Poets <n a poetical age.

' full of facts ; we have not detected 
one mistake, or error, or oversight of 
any importance, in all this mass; and 
the tourist wlg> has with him this 
safe and trusty guide, may dismiss all 
others, from Gray and Cvlljiiu, down 
to Budworth and Houseman. 

hlr Gre(ui was well known, by all 
his friends, (among whom wc arc giad 
to reckon ourselves,) to possess a great- 
er number of qualidcatioius for the 
work he has now executed, than apy 
other individual. He has livwl twenty 
years at Keswick and Arabicside, in 
the midst of beauty it bos been the 
business of Ids life to study nature ; 
and to ti)at busiticFs he brought great 
talciitK. iiiterise perseverai;c(^, and pas- 
sionate enthusiasm. The stock-dove 
docs j)ot know the recesses of the 
groves and woods better than he, nor 
the raven tb<' cliffs and crags of tlie 
fells.

thei$e wall-eyed woiidercrs as frowning 
in all the sterility of desolation ; — a 
crevice in the face of a rock, into which 
a fox squeexes himself with some dif-

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ficultyj is Sitid to be a yawning cavern, 
or like the entrance into the infernal 
regions, Virdl being lugged in to jus- 
tify the libel ; and a soft, serene, mild, 
and dewy mist, which in Scotland 
would pass for a bit of sunshine, is a 
black and gloomy veil imperfectly hi- 
ding the hornir of the scene* This dri^ 
veiling spirit of exaggeration pervades 
all the valleys, without one single ex- 
ception. Poor Gray was afraid to pro- 
ceed u]) Borrowdale, lest tlic hills 
should tall and cover him. Gilpin vras 
eternally agape at cataracts and thun- 
der ; and many others have shivered 
and shuddered on the banka of raging 
torrents, through which the writer of 
this article has waded without wetting 
his jacket, (once, we believe, with Mr 
Green upon his back,) or over wliich 
he has leapt with as much case as he 
would write a l>eitcr Essay than Mae- 
vey s on Lord Bacon. 

From ail this folly Mr Green is firee.

his tliroat to Bucehua, ilpollo, Cupid, 
Vulcan, and Neptune, the Gods, we 
believe, of Drinking, the Fine Arts^ 
l 40 ve, ainl Geology. 

A iewii'ord.s as to the style of these 
volumes. Mr Green sjieuks of his 
pow'ers of literary eompositioti wiUi 
much modesty— the pencil, and not 
the i)eii, being his usual weapon. But 
wc have uuifonnly remarked, that he 
writes best who has most to say $ and, 
accordingly, Mr Green, liaving a great 
deal to say, says it extremely well 
indeed. Not unfrcquently he waxes 
witty and pleasant, just like ourselves ; 
•and tliere is a simplicity, n naivete, 
and banJiO?nmie, about tlie mail him- 
self, which any one who peruses him 
in his work must like.

There you will hud 
a salve for every sore— there your corduroys will be washed for two-jn^nce- 
haU'iienny — there a fVesh layer of manure will enrich the soil of your miots— 
and some lieauliful brown soap add paleness and' perfume to your mauleys. 
Why, if you are not a^lay and Martin behind the fair, you may make your 
fortune by marrying the landlord s dauf^ter. 

HI. So much for Pedestrians and BagmeU. Wliich is the most loathsomely 
diagustiDg? We cannot tell. Often, often, when sickening under the one, 
have we sighed for the other— and, rtfrsa. However, to be candid amt 

impartial, as we always are, except in polities, we certainly ilo know one {ledes* 
trian, who, on foe wtiole , is worse than any bagman we liave' yet experienced. 
He is a clergyman, and wears spectacles. We widi to mention his name, but 
tha( would he personal. Let us therefore describe him as well us we can 
anonymously. His cheeks are blufiP', puffed up, and red as clierries. His 
mouth is small, of course, but large enough to shew that his teeth' are rotten.

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North of England is the language of poetiy, and th^ give reasons for the faith 
that is in thfsm, purloined and parbcnied the nre&ce to the Lyrical Bal- 
lads. The bold^ true perc^oas of a gnat ormnal genius^ become pure 
idiotry in their ad^tion by Cockneys.; and surefy it will be allowed to be 
most unirersally disrating to hear empty^pated j^raters frolfi Lunimii ex- 
|x>unding the i^incipUff of one of the pre^oundest thinkers of the age. These 
metropolitan ninnies have the unendurable impcrthience to take lodgings at 
Ainbieside and Ke8wiek.***Now9 though a cat may look at a king, a Cockney 
ought not to be auf^ed to look at a mountain. Bat these wretches are wicked 
enough to wonder, and audaeious enough to aclmire. They commit to the 
pison of their memory, where a few dwindled ideas, put into confinement, lie 
iu a state of loathsome idleness,, seraps of Mr Wordsworth's poems. We would 
give tlkcm up Alice Fdl and her duffle eloak, on condition cf their stopping 
with her at Dnrliam ; but who, with a heart or a sonl, can bear to see them 
ofiering indecencies to poor lluth, ** settiug her little water-mills by spouts 
and fountains wild?" Who does i^pt shudder to tlunk that they may have 
given ostentatious alms to the Old Cumberland Beggar," as the Kendal 
Coach was passing by with twenty outsides? These are the reptiles, that, if 
not trod upon, wm occasion a fidl in die x>noe of land in the northern coon* 
ties. 

V. MHiat, it may be asked, is the best time of the year for visiting tho 
l^akes ?<— Our answer ia, any rime between the 1st day of Jannary and the last 
day of December. There is much mouthing, mumping, mopingy melancholy; 
mournful and miserable mumimvy, in the talk about Autumn. Autumnal tints 
are all very well in their way, except upon the neck of an aunt or artichoke, 
wlicrc they arc not so sWeet as seasonable. But to ninety-nine people Out of a 
hundred it is of no earthly coiiseonetvce, whether tints on trees, and mountains, 
and so forth, arc vernal, (what the deuce is the proper summer adjective ? ) au- 
tumnal, or brumal.

We should suppose that Spring wus a sea- 
son by no means amiss for Lakeing. But the difficulty here, is to know wheu it 
is Spring. Many and oft is the time when it has slipped through oiur fingera 
without our having felt it ; and then, it is to be rcTnenibercd, that iu out 
Island it comes round only once in iHTen years. When a tourist is lucky enough 
t4> find himself among the Lakes in a bttnajidtf spring season, he will enjoy fiim- 
self Intensely ; for the autumnal tints may all go to the devil and shake them-

Jove, between the middle of April and the luidille of June. Ididsuraine:^ ik 
often so horridly hot that there is no living comfortably anywhere but in the 
cellar, excqit for a few hours in the early laorning and the late oveiuDg.<rheh 
all 4 s voluptuous languor— or bright aw^enii^ Vrom a dream-— or the divine 
hush of liappy nature sinking into dewy reixise. With plenty of ginger- 

beer, spruci?, (^der, soda, and iin])crial poi>, even the dog-days may be made 
passable ; and by kicking off' sheets and blaukets, and opening the winilows of 
our room, a bed may be xircvented from being a slew-pan, or au oven warmed 
by steam.

Vll. So much for a mcrcfpcciroeti of an Essay on Inns— a caibject whicli 
we have not at present leisure to pursue. Finally, ami to conclude, (as our 
friend, the llcverend Terence Magrath, is wont to say, after preadbing for a 
couple of hours,) what, it may he asked, are, and ought to be, the principal 
objects of tlie Lake tourist ? We answer, eating and drinking. Scenery, we 
hoidy^ a subordinate consideiation. Such is the wise confonnatiou of our ani- 
mal economy, that few persons of taste can feel happy without four or five 
meals a-day. Poets «nd philosoubers generally require six. It is all very well 
to admire the Langylale pikes (peaks of a mountain,) but Windermere bass 
(perch) are inudi more adnurable, especially when looked at towards tlie even- 
.ing, when the shadows are long. Let prigs and pedants prate about the pic- 
toeesque. But, liberal and enlighteiuxl reader of Blackwood, look tbou at 
flood and fell at thy leisure, ioke solitfry meditations among tlic mouiitainsin 
due moderation, . and, as you value our good opinion, make no odious and invi- 
diOtt6.com{>arisoriH between the woods, and the waters, and the rocks, which 
iMtUrc maile ior tliy wonder and admiration. Look oud listen— eat, drink, and 
lx nicrry ; and God bless you.

THJB EARL OF LIVERPOOL. 


Lord Liverpool's illness has ex«* 
cited a degree of anxietVi in.which po- 
litics, and their humiliating persc^l 
feeUii^, have had but little share. 
The mssoluticm of the Mitiis^ may 
not have depemled upon his life, hik 
it was obvious, that we loss of a man 
who hail secured so large an interest 
in the national respect, must be a sc- 
riouB blow to any administration. We 
have great faith in the stability of the 
present ^veminent, because we have 
great reliance on the good sense of the 
British people. The heart of Eng- 
land is still uncormpted ; Revolution 
is looked on with disg^ and con- 
tempt by the manly understanding of 
the nation ; the good, and intellig^t 
tonn a mighty majority, not the less 
decisive or just, that their judgment 
is fdveii without parade or dauionr, 
ill ipiiet, unostentatious dignity. The 
iihsewe of national complaint is the 
true jianej^ic of an administration. 
Faction takes its natural refuge in the* 
ttlrir tricks and under the 

roof of clubs and common-halls, iiiag- 
niHes its own i|Ucralous and vulgar 
uiunnurs into the voice of the uatiim. 
This is the progress of vanity. But 
tlie course of true patriotism is above 
all this miserable artifice and empt^ 
illusion. “ iMr^ior it jtcr cam^s* 

It moves throuidi a region too lofty 
for an echo ; amenable for its good or 
tTil only to the Power which haa 
given it the talent and the occasions of 
)>uhlic service, it stoops to popular 
imnegyric neither for its exciteiuent, 
nor its reward. It will not RuUy its 
liphy drinkingfrom the muddy streams 
of street popularity ; its march is nei- 
ilirr preceded nor Ibl lowed by the roar 
oi the populace. We might as well 
cxp('ct to see, Etee the Gothic fable, 
the spreading of light and heat through 
nature, announcecl by the rattling of 
the Sun a chariot wheels. 

The true evidence of popularity is 
in the quiet confidence of the ]^’ople. 
Whatever may lie the sbnrt^ of mini- 
sterial strengtii in other countries, in 
England it is altogether tlie reliance 
of tlic people on the manliness, and 
the wisdom of Administration. A 
Ministry without the respect of the 
nation would he a tree without its 
roots ; the spirit of plunder and the 
spirit of scorn would blow against it, 
md the first gust would fling it, with 
VoL.

all the honours «f iti^ branches, on the 
earth. But r Govemment that ean 
stnmle with public Afficulties, iSid 
yet keep itself erect, must have a de^ 
grasp in the bidden, vital feelings of 
the nation,. 

, Bring Administration on its trial, 
and let us hear its answer,— ** We 
have been opposed to great emergen- 
des ; we have been .compelled to nse 
strong measoires against a fbetious 
nortion of the people, yet here we 
stand ; we have been caiabled to 
t^uidi succGSsivdy those fevers^ of 
discontent which, rmiiting at times 
through the cxredation of aU atat^^ 
run most through the free ; we 
succeeded in upholding the vigour of 
the laws, through periods when the 
avowed object of faction was the con- 
tempt of me laws ; we have stood for- 
ward and secured the Aiidcnt Church, 
when the tide set against its walls; 
and as the result of au these struggles 
and successes, wc now present to Eu- 
rope the Spectacle of an empire un- 
shaken in the midst of her convul- 
sions — ^a great fabric of |iowcr, with 
its wealth, its strength, imd its sacrecl- 
uess undiminished — ^not a stone of its 
grandeur overturned, in a time of 
earthquake that seemed commissioned 
against all human stability." 

It is not left to the slow rcvcreiioe 
of' posterity to pronounce that those 
things have lieen done. They are be- 
fore our eyes — the food and substance 
of our iKilitical being. We lay our- 
selves down tqpon our beds, without 
the clang of tiie revolutionary axe in 
Qur cars, and rise in the znomhig, 
without the whips and goads of lb- 
reign slavery, or domestic treaipn, 
in the strength of these services. 

The fact of this security is enough. 
^Common sense asks no more unan- 
swerable proof of national confidence ; 
and we will add, no more honourable 
title to national homage. * 

Lord Liverpool came into pnldic 
Hfc in the bc^nning of the French 
Uevoiution. The biography of a states- 
man is in the m^eat events of his pub- 
lic career. The rank and public re^ 
nutation of his father iiatundly placed 
nlin proininentiy before t)ic general 
eye. But it is his i)crsona] praise, 
that he sustained the impression of 
his first advance to the state; that, 
during a life which tried tlic priuci- 
M . 
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ple9 and talents of aU pnUic men, he 
has stood in the foreground of honour 
and ability^ and that his final eleva- 
tion to the higheid trust that can be 
coiflmitted to o subject^ was less like 
a d^ricious bounty the Crown^ 
than tlic natural conquest of « vigo- 
rous mind, long tried, and fimnd un- 
failing in talent and integrity. For 
the iMt century, no Minister has been 
placed at the hc^ of afiairs with less 
of natiotud rq^Hignance or remark than 
Loid Liverpool. 

Ms took i^wer by none of those 
sudden surmises that are ao ofton the 
work of charktanism-— he was lifted 
up on the ahoalders of no giddy popu<« 
lanty— he was forced U]^ the Sove« 
reign by no , damour of party. He 
aseendea his height s^ by stq^— he 
was open to the full investigation of 
the national eye during the wlude of 
his ascent; ana when at last he touch* 
ed the summit, He pknted his foot 
upon it without an efibrt, and was 
jidcnowledged. without an eiLdamatiom 

During tlic war of the Revolutiouj 
Lord liveipool held some of the most 
important offices of government ; and 
was successively ikeretary for the 
Home Department and for Foreign 
Affiurs. His connection witli the im- 
mortal Pitt was of the most oonfiden- 
tud and permanent kind. He was not 
without powerfiil ecai^titardMp in 
that confidence, nor without resolute 
and able opposition in. the House of 
Commons. Lord €rey has d(,^aded 
liimself by hia coimectionB with the 
rabble of Whiggism ; but there was a ' 
time when he stood in the foremost 
ranks of the aristocracy— the bold and 
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versies of denies and prlntera. Those 
ore all good in their time, and fiur be 
it from us to doubt thdr utility. But 
the age of splendid struimle is gone, 
Widi wliot an eye must me man look 
sound tho walls of Parlktuent, who 
remembers the mighty ditqikys of the 
last thirty years. The groat leaders, 
the lofi^ and pre-eminent race that 
mom under thar banners— the battle 
for nothing less than the salvation or 
ruin of universal society — Fox, {|lit- 


itering with permissive glory/" 'Mike 
Satan armea — Pitt on the opposite 
firont, an.intdkctual giant, in iiis pa- 
noply of truth and ligi^ smiting him 
down with the " sword so tempered

He does 
not appenr in court to plead in^/bmm 
paufieriel No, no,*-thi8 advocate of 
the^nablisher of Don Juan comes for* 
ward as the defender of the faith,— as 
the guardian of public morality. , His 
alarm is not for foe purse of Munray> 
but the interest of piety 1 He k terri* 
fied at the liann tnese books will do 
among the lower Orders, and his in-^f 
dignurionis directed not againsfhim 
^ho first published Uiem, 
foe teiuor tribes for daring to i&tate 
his example. He calls— not for a rigor* 
om application of the law agifinst the 
publisher, but for an alteration, of the 
existing laws, to enable that gentleman 
and othcrs,equally aniuous a&ut public 
morals, to fill thmr pockets by conti- 
nuations of Don Juan, and new mys- 
teries mocking the Scriptures. Here is a 
valuable and a disinterested Justinian 1 
But force or four sentenccl^ of truth 
and honesty will suffice to blow away 
this froth, and to exhibit foe despi* 
cable cant under it, in its pure and ua- 
sophisticated hyi)ocri8y. 

The whole ar^ment on wliich foe 
Reviewer rests lus defence, is this 
By foe refosal of the Court of Chan- 
cery te interfere, the works are ld% 
defenceless, and liable to be pirated by 
any man knavish enough to do so.— 
Knaves have been found to comm k the 
piracy, and to disseminate in sixpenny 
nuinb^ among foe lower classes, 
works intended only for the corrup- 
tion of the rich. Now, says the mo- 
ralist, is not this very wrong— wery 
rcprebensihle — very abominable ? Cer- 
tomly it is ; and on foe bead of him 
who pve rise to the wrong, let tlie 
punishment rest. Let Mr Alurray be 
punished — and as he ix punished in 
foe most sensible way possible, in his 
profits, — some inadequate compensa* 
tion to society, for the outrage against 
it, has been mode. With rcsiiect to 
the morals of the ^xioplc, the Beviewer 
may make his mind perfectly easy ob 
that score. So far from Don Juan, 
and Cafoy and J^ureuce, and Wat 
Tyler, doing harm among foe low«;r 
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otdcn, while they would have beat 
innocent among the upper, it is aa tlc« 
monstrable as any pro)H>sition in £u« 
didf that the reverse is the faet 
Don Juan in tte hands of young gen- 
tlemen of birth and fortunej caI^b]e 
of*' Teraembering its iJoetry and wit/' 
is a pernicious book. The hero is to

Tiio Knight of the reaping-liook or 
e)}-wand> never can expect to be put 
into situations at all mtalogoiiis to 
those of the Don ^ and he has as lit- 
tle bought of setting his imagination 
on fire by gloating on them^ as 
he of failing in love with the 
pretty daughter of tlie Lord of the 
Manor, or a coroneted beauty bemi- 
ing from the side-boxes. It is dto- 
gether above his sphere. He might 
as wdl think of loving a bright parti- 
cular star. Tom', Jerry, ^and Log^c, 
are the heroes whom tlie dadih^ or 
liberal-minded young citizen imitates 
—their exploits, tlicir sprees, their

what he himself can do. lie can 

floor a Charley,** but Don Juon'a 
vices, ma seductions, his adulteries, 
arcqvdteoatof hisre^v AA intrigae 
is habitually in his imnd connected 
witli actions of dainagi's by parish ofm 
fioers, flues, fees, bond, ban, sccipities, 
or tluee months' beating of hemp intlte 
House of Correction, — not atdl with 
the dne, vagaries of the oitava rimtu 
If lie widi for stimulants, he turns not 
to 1km .Tuan, but to other works, with 
the names of which 1 diall not stain 
your page. His coarser stomadi 
quires stronger food than tlie kick- 
shaws intended to whet the appetite 
of lh|i gentry. 

Nor will the blasphemy of Cain, or 
' I^awrencc, do much harm among those 
concerning whom the reviewer is so 
anxious. Indeed I do not know of 
what complexion of mind that man, 
woman, or child, of any rank or oon- 
dition, could be, who would be per- 
verted by the rupg^ed blank verse and 
the dreamy mysticism of Coin— or the 
vtprdy, prating, prim impertinence 
diie Bedlam lecturer. Metaphysical 
yc^ng gt;ntlemi n of |)oetic souls might 
tiiitik it very fine to disooumib in the 
vein of l.tU'ifl;r ; and half educated 
mcilical might iinagiue it very 


philosophical to deal out second hand 
physiology In opposition to Christian 
views ; but demnd on It, the mob will 
not hp hurt eiuier by die peer or the 
Burge^ While those so inclined can 
get Tom Paine's A«e of Hcason, they 
will not recur to csithcr for blasphemy. 
Who is so absurd as to imagine that 
Htttfle's Essays could corrupt the vul- 
gar ^ or that tbqjr would be preached 
into Athessm by the S^^teme da Nature*^ 
l am sure jtihe ienewer does not be- 
lieve any sm thing, though he is now 
endeavcniriiffi to suxmort an absurdity 
just as gfUat. 

With respect to Mr Southey's Wat 
IVIeri* 1 know enough of the history 
oaits imblication, to assert that he was 
most influnously and ungratefully 
treated in the business. lie ought 
to have taken any notice of the 
booJc at all. It was a silly juvenile 
pcrfimiumcet, written while under tlic 
infiuencjc of ddiusivc speculations on 
liberty. No man o^f contWr can allow 
hinism to look on it as a serious ble- 
mish on theljoureate ; and W. Smith 
of Norwich did not raise himself above 
the low estimation in which be is uni- 
vcrssBjr held, by noticing it in the way 
he dkl in the House of Commons. It 
was published, os it was reviewed (by 
Broogham it is said) in the Ediiiburgli, 
froin a malevolent desire to annoy 
Soutliey, and both jvublieation and re- 
view were very dishonoumble to all 
coacemed* But as to its puli lies )>ol- 
liktu^ theplcbdana— tiiat is a mere ab- 
Siizdity, and tbe reviewer k/io/rs it is 
so. It would not intluence the ])olitics 
of a niha half a step above an idiot. 
He must be a blockliead sixty degrees 
over proof, who would be made a ra- 
dical or Spctisean, by tbc ravings of 
the bid priest in that drama. While 
Hunt, and Hone, and Woolkr, and 
Other eadi worthies survive, nobody 
need attribute the instigation of sedi* 
tion to Wat Tyler. If the good old 
cause flf loyalty be murdered, its ghost 
will not shake its gory locks at Sou- 
they, and say hi. did it. 

These are the cases relied on by the 
reviewer — and can any thing be more 
fktile?

A 
inomentAiy interest is indeed excited 
when A quesition of politics which may 
useful for a party purpose^ can 
judiciously selected^ to divide the ipi«* 
nisterial intca'est in the House of Com- 
mons, or when a series of brilliant 
cain^igns gives us occasion to con- 
gf^ulate ourselves on our valour and 
military skill; or whore, through a 
cloud m mystification aud. misr^re- 
sentation, our coinmerci^intcrestnnda 
a vista> by wliich they can see in 
tlic distance a bri^t prospect of profit 
and emolument; ,biit that interest 
dies away with the cause that, excited 
it, and leaves us just where we were, 
as to the well-being of seventy mil-, 
lions of human* beings, whom it has 
pleased Providence to place under our 
potection. None of these causes ex- 
ist at the present moment, to recal our 
attention to this mostlnt^e^ting por- 
tion of our empire. ^Warren Hastings 
slcqjs with his fathers, inosthunoiimd 
by those who best know bis actions ; 
and all that the friends of his enemies 
now seek to acliievc is, to prevent the 
monument of his fame expressiqg ««i 
words the disgrace which .^y fed 
must now attach to their vinlttt per- 
secution.*^ Hvderand Tima 3K jpr$.now 
feagotten, except when is 

brought forward to ^int atnpraU 
or ailom a tale,” App Sahib,. Scindia, 
and Holkar, were some yeairs ago the 
resource of unfortunate quidnuncs, 
when the papers were barren of. par- 
liaineiitary debates, but bave sincp 
fiillen ih>m that enviable elevation; 
and we liav^ eleven years to consider 
aa to the propriety of again totally or 
|M|tlalIy renewing die Company's 
; so that, except as to a few 
bilious old gentlemen, who grumble 
in the vicinity of Bath and Chelten- 
ham, and talk in raptures of the cli- 
mate in whkh they have spent the^ 
peater part of their lives, only ih^'' 
hopes of being enabled to quit it, Incua 
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nffiwds as little interest to the nutlori- 
ty of .His J^igesty's subjects, as the in« 
terior of Africa. 

For some time past, a kind of some- 
thing like a feeling lias appeared, as 
to the Indian Ihness. $ome of the more 
obscure Opposition journals have nwle 
ita peg on which to hang abuse of his 
majest/s ministers, anq the British 
character in gencraL, People have talk- 
ed about it when there was nothing 
particular in the weather to attract 
their attention-; 4 md in a pause in con- 
versation, after dinner, a question is 
sometimes put to an Indum present, 
to know wliAt all tliis means. But we 
hope that the time is coming, when 
the Indian Pruss, in common with the 
other interests of that enormous mass 
of the bumaii race inhabiting our 
Asiatic domimQns, will excite some 
part of the interest of the government 
of this country, that is now absorbed 
in bunting after paltry savings, and 
retarvling the busings of every public 
department, by employing its officers 
in making out returns, the value of 
which is not equivalent to that of the 
paper on which they are written. In 
this chapter 1 shdl endeavour to give 
a fair and iuiparthil account of 
history of the liidiau Press, as # as 
my iulbrnuttion on die subject goes ; 
and diough I am aware that what 
I state' must be in some de^ce, in 
sfHte of myself, tinctured with my 
own pulitiem opinions, 1 pledge inj^- 
self to tell, as far, as 1 know it, 
the whole ^uth, and nothing but 
the, truth; and if, firom any want 
of information, I should fail iu my 
oluact, 1 shall be most happy to re- 
medy any inisconctption I may have 
been the means of conveying to the 
public, or at a ihtare period to sub- 
join any additional iuformation 1 may 
receive. 

Prior to- the ^vernment of the 
Marquis of .Wellesley, the Iiidimi 
Press, waa unlettered indeed, but con- 
ducted in 4s most slovenly maxmer 
possible, llie nrinter of a iounial ge- 
||efrally acted uso in die character of 
Editor, and filled his pages with a few 
ill-written paragraphs of domostic m- 


* At a inreting of the inhabitant of Calcutta, soon after the news of the death of 
Warren Hastings arrived in the settlement, it vas unanimously resolved to erect a sta- 
tue to hiM menjory : but on the request of (kflonei .fames ^'oung, I think, a resolution 
i»f ' unqualified censure 'on the conduct of the party who prosecuted him on his trial, 
was wululraan. 
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telligenoe^ stnnc extracts horn the 
English prints^ chosen ttecording as 
their quantity of Ictter-inrcss might fit 
his sheet, and occasionally^ by way 
a bo9t. bouche, some wretched stanzas of 
rhynic^ or a trite string of mawkish^ 
stupid truisms^ under the imposing 
title of An Esray, by 'ftonie woUld-be 
Spectator or Rambler. 

In the state to whidh India has of 
late been reduced^ all this could have 
doite no great harnt^ as the whole con- 
tinent is now either avowedly or vir- 
tually under our control ; but at the 
time towhkh 1 allude^ the Governor- 
general had a ver]^ diilictilt part to act, 
and one that required the greatest de^ 
licacy and discernment to go through^ 
without giving offence. The British 
dominions in India^ were' threatened 
by a ])owerful native confederacy ; the 
resources of the mother country were 
all required to aid in the desperate 
struggle for our liberties^ against the 
revolutionizing spirit of Europe; and 
the only assistance wc cou)d nope tor 
on the spot, was from an ill-conneclcd 
native IxKljr,' half allies, half mercena- 
ries, whom it was of vital importance to 
keep aitathed to our cause, not soniuch 
fVoni an y positive goorl they might do it, 
as from the preponderating power they 
might give to the enemy, were they to 
throw tlicir whole weight into the op- 
posite scale. These powers, already 
jealous of British influence, and total- 
ly ignonmt of British customs, were 
extremely apt US take alarm and (de- 
fence at any thing in the Calcutta pa- 
pers tliat appeared to them suspicious 
or improper ; and it was quite iin|ai6- 
sible to convince them, that facts often 
grossly misrepresented, and opinions 
militating against their actions or prin- 
ciples, permitted to be published by a 
govcriirneiit which had avowedly the 

I wwcr of preventing the publication, 
lad not the sanction as well as suffer- 
ance of that government, as they look- 
ed on newspaiiers in the same figlit as 
their own ukhars, or gazettes, whidi 
are published by, or under the surveil- 
lance of the vizier, and only tell what 
he di^ms it fit the people sliould know. 
To prevent the disastrous effects to 
which such publications might give 
rise, a bridle was put on the prt^ss, in 
the shape of a censorslup ; but during 
the governorsliip of tlic Marquis of 
Wellesley, the reins w'cre never drawn 
tighter by tlic proposers of the measure 


than the objects in view could strictly 
Justify. 

In the course of thne, the increase 
of European inhabitants in Bengal, 
created a demand for editors of a high- 
er order than those who had formerly 
exercised that fVinctkm— men of edu- 
cation and talent were soon found to 
undertake the dpty. lliese, from their 
rank ih life, had better means of pro- 
curing ntibrmation through the ser- 
vants of govertiment, and uic mercan- 
tile people of Calcutta, than thrir pre- 
decessors, and had 'iiifluenoe sufficient 
with other men of talent to obtain oc- 
casional assistance from them, so that 
about that time ^pers from the pen 
of such men as Sir John Malcolm, or 
John Leyden, were not unfrequent in 
the Calcutta prints. The two gentle- 
men who were principally instrumen- 
tal in effecting this revolution, were 
Mr Eullarton and Mr Bruce, who for 
a series of years strove for the superi- 
ority in the eyes of tlu^ Indian public, 
as editors of the Bengal Ilarkaru and 
Asiatic Mirror, and throu^ their ex- 
ertions the Calcutta papers wer^ Amt 
made objects of interest to tbAii|||K 
tants of Bengal themselves. 

As in this tiarrative w^e shiffi^fcive 
occasion to imeak of the MarqUts of 
Hastings, and his conduct in regard to 
the press in bis public capacity, it is 
but lair to state in the outset, that if 
we err from |iaTtiality, it must bo 
in his favfmr. To that nobleman the 
praise or censure even of Ebony can 
be but of little moment, returning as 
he is about to do to his native counti 7 , 
with the blessings of the millions who 
have had the good fortune to be pla- 
ced undcr’^liis government, with the 
approbation of his Sovereign, mid of 
those whose interests he bus wa(phed 
over ; but in candidly reviewiiig a part 
of his conduct which many may be in- 
clined to censiure, we think it better at 
once to declare our veneration for his 
exalted worth, and our utter scorn and 
abhorrence of tlie tew (for the A'edit 
of our species very few) low, vene- 
mous, malicious reptiles, who have 
dared, under the shadow of their own 
instgniAcance,totraduce,whctheriVoin 
inotivi's of private pique, or {larty ani- 
mosity, the character of a man, whose 
conduct, public aiid-privotc, in the ex- 
ecution (It the most important and ilit- 
Acult duty to which a British subject 
can be called, has uniformly done ere-

^ruig the first years of the Mar^* 
qui^s government, the presa was 
jruled with a rod ctf irou. The gen» 
flieman who then temporarily, and 
sinee pcnuanently, exjercised tl^c funo* 
turns of- principal Secretary to Go^ 
veriflnent, in whose ofKce the ccnsoiv 
ship of the press was vested^ though 
in every other respect a moat wortliy 
and unexceptioHahle diaracterf eaer* 
cised his delegated autliority with the 
most capricious rigour, and unhesita- 
tingly drew bis pen through many ar« 
tildes, o^nal and ciqded, which had 
no possible comiexiou with i)oliticid 
questions pn either side of the Cape ; 
and thistoaUtCxtinit that totally dmn* 
Ipupded tho!ie who had known the 
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fwesa in the tcm^mtively mild days 
of the Wellesley acUninistration. But 
in all oppsesrioa there is one pr inciplt; 
implantra in the human heart, which 
must alwaj^ bring with it the great- 
est Gonsdlatio]i to the real frieims of 
political liberty-^yrapny haaever the 
ei&Gt. of producing a reaction on its 
anihors, and setting those who are 
exposed Io it» force or fraud, to 
•overcome or ovadle St* In the present 
instance^ a nmedy was iouud for this 
iiitelerabb gtbvanoe where it was least 


[%i only threat which goyemment 
had it in tneir power to hold out in 
ierrovtm, to sucli as niighi violate 
IhcruleB of the prese; Vas to send the 
oflenders out of the country — but this 
ptmishment presupposed the oflendcr 
to be a Bnrapean--^ie native and half- 
cast part of the population were under 
the protection of the su|)mne court, 
•and consequently conlU not hi* ha* 
ntshed theta native oountry without 
tike scBtcBce of that court. Little 
danger was to be apprehended from 
rite litewy powers of the native, but, 
in taking tlieir measures, government 
had entirely overlooked tl^ mixed 
race or half-casts, who sometimes }ios- 
sess all the talent 'and education of 
Europeans, and cannot bede[>rived of 
their congenial privileges as natives* 
— ‘these were the first to set the rules 
of Govemineni at defiance. Under 
the superintendanee of some of this 
body, a moutldy work, called tlie Ga- 
aetecr,'wiis established, which, tliough 
conducted with no ability, was the re- 
ceptacle of all coin plain tR, (true or 
false, it seldom had the means of as- 
certaining, or took the trouble to in- 
quire) to which the daily, or ratlicr 
weekly prints did not dare even to at- 
tempt giving a place, and though of- 
ten scturilous and never accurate, 
flpom bring die only print not under 
the control of Giwernment, it was uni- 
versally read. 

Things luight have gone on in this 
way for a long, time, as Uie bitterness 
of the Gazetteer .w^as in a great degree 
neutralised by its stu]ndity, and the 
subjects ouwnich it auinind verted hail 
often lost their iutenfst in the eyes of 
the public before they were prepared 
fo take notice of* them ; but tlieir con- 
duct gave the hint to an editor a 
weekly paper, of ircciiig himself from 
the shackles imposed on the prifss by 

the came mcaus which they hod adopt* 
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wL The immHveoFihlsiimybeGC^ 
sidered tediotti^ but aB it is necettaaiy 
for undevstandii^ tho rnddectj, 1 diau 
relate it as condaely as pQSBiUe« 

After tlie Marquis of UastingB* re^ 
turn from tho Maaeattah eaiopslCT, 
nvhich he brouaht ten ao snecessfud a 
ismdusion in uie year the in^ 
habitants of Calcutta determined on 
an address to htaii and BG^etal lead* 
ing people in the seitlciuentrecjueated 
difrerent geaUemen to joake dcoftafrir 
that purp^. Among others^ a reve- 
rend gentleman, the editor of 
ly pai^r, was asked by a large par^ of 
l^ntlemcn to send intone, aith aii as- 
simiiice, expressed or uudeTStood, of 
their carrying it thtou^ at that meet- 
ing. Tlie address was preyed, but, 
on lieliig brought to them, it appeared 
so very poor a produotion, t}kat they 
declared to the geutjbinaa to whom it 
ivos intruated, that they, could not 
give it tlieir sanctiim.^ Whether this 
friend told him this on ik^ must ibr 
ever remain a matter ofiinoertaiuty, as 
we have only their mutual assertions 
in direct contradiction to each othcr^ 
and had they even agreed in their 
story, there are still men so aueptical 
as to have doubted them both. — iXet- 
tled at this Insult oilered to his ta- 
lents, the clergyman struck round him 
in the dark ; and instead of confining 
his wratli to tliose wlio had deserted 
him in his utmost need, he< wreaked 
his vc'ugeauce cbiefiy on the auccess- 
tul candidate, .whom he accused, with- 
out tlic slightest shadow of reason, of 
having used undu^* means to have his 
address caxried by thi*. meeting.— This 
was met on the otlier side by a frill 
and fiat denial, and a furious paper- 
war commenced, carried on by the Mail 
of Chal, on the one hand, and the edi- 
tor above alluded to, wiUi tlie friends 
of the gentleman whoui he hud insult- 
ed and slandered on the other ; of 
these hostilities it is quite enough to 
say, that they displayed any filing on 
earth but the spirit of Christian cha- 
rity. 

As there was no attack im govam- 
ineut in this abuse, file Secretary let- 
tlicm go on unmolested for some time, 
till at Inat tlic wortliy minister put 
forth a paper, which was thought too 
bhaiijeful even for such a dispute. It 
was cut out by the Secretary. Of 
tills he oDinpluiiicd, ami accused the

nent's papers next day. This was

Bcde pro^t^ of a native-born, and 
aoDsequiaitly not under the imm^te 
Patrol of the officem nf government, 
be was unwilling.^ come to an open 
Yupture without b^ng forced into the 
measarei As be had submitted the 
proo& to the Secretary, he found be 
oQuld not well insert fiie ofibnsive pa- 
pers in his journal, but printed tbeni 
in a diffisreut sheet, under the title of 
'^rqjeded paragraphs," and dii^i- 
buted them gratuitously to bis^ sub- 
Bcribers. 

This first act of open rebellton caused 
some confusion in tbu secretary's office, 
but it was thought that a little iiiti- 
midatum migh^ cheek it fit tlie bud. 
Accordingly, a government peon (mes- 
senger) was sent to the printing office 
to pmreftase a of tlie ‘‘ rejected 
parogmphs," wim which he was not 
only accommodated, but also with a 
receipt for the amount. It was now 
quite apparent that there was one 
press in Calcutta set free, on grounda 
which there was no possibility of dis- 
puting, ond wlietber from this causey 
or an aiixioos wish oh the part Of 
vermnent to unfetter the press, a cir- 
cular was issued two days alter, frook 
the secretary's office, removing the 
ccDsorfiiip, hut forbidding (on what 
pains and |ienalttes it was not sjiecifitHl) 
fdl editors from publishing any thing,, 
original or copied, tliat might hurt the 
feelings of his Majesty or his ministers, 
for the time being, the Governor-gene- 
ral, members of council, judges outlie 
supreme court. Bishop of Calcutta, and 
the governors of Madras or Bombay. 
Thus was the rod of power wrenched 
by force from the unwilling liauds of 
government, wbirii, had they luissess- 
ed Jhe good sense to lay down tvfelvc 
inonths aotmet, of their own accord, 
even coupled with the numerous re- 
Btriedousand modifications, which, as 
we have noticed above, they have at- 
tempted to attach to the boon, it would 
have secured to theip the gratitudb of 
tiui public at largo, and mved them die 
mortitication of beiii^ forceil into a 
measure, which the struggle dicymade, 
and aie' still making, shews to have 

been totally against their inclinutioniu 
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Btkm tlifslii6dt1led Hberty^faml 
granted, Mr J. Buckingbani pur- 
cbaaeutheproperty of the Union Pressi, 
wbifch had so taigdy contributed to 
tile emaacmtion of the whole, and 
made use or his newly-acquired power 
to set the press of Madras on an eOual 
iboting with ibAt of Bengal. In this; 
however, he did'not go very iSisely to 
vtok, (prudence not being his forte) 
Ibr he inserted a letter from Msfdnm^ ' 
announcing that Mr Elliot was to be 
continued In the government for three 
years longer, and that there was 
looked upon as a public calamity. 
The government-house of Calcutta 
was a^oin in an uproar, and a friend 
of Mr B.'s was sent to him on a deim* 
official mission, to rebuke him for his 
offence, and warn him agidnst sutdi 
|iroecodhii|» in fVtture. To this, after 
acknowkdging his error, he replied, 
that no copy of the circular bad been 
aent to him, which was literally true; 
but it had been sent to the l^ess, which 
he had tmrehuM, and if he had not 
seen it oiete, he might have seen it at 
fbll length in Hie Gazetteer, where it 
Was pnbKshed the next number after 
it was issued. This, however, he soon 
fyrgot, and again vxposc<l himsdf to 
the wrath of the Government-house. 
Had Buckingham been a man of mo- 
derate temptt, with the strong natural 
abilities he possesses, be might have 
done much good in settiiqg the ISba^ty 
of die press on a ixinnanetit bamsj 
but I fear, from wnat 1 have since 
learned, that his violence wjll do irre- 
parable mischief to the cause he has 
espoused, by giving chose who oppose 
it a practical example of the worst 
uses that such licence may be turned 
to ; for thougli the Governor and most 
of Ms risers are Whigs, when op- 
posed to those in jKiwer in this coun- 
try, it has long been known that place 
and no place makes all die difference 
imaginable in the tacticS of practical 
polipcians. 

By the last accounts we have learn- 
ed, that be has mortaOy af|cnded.the 
government, whohaveglvenhim warn- 
ing to be ready to quit the country at 
a moment's notice ; and wc have been 
mvqn to understand, that he has oon- 
didonalW sold his IVew, and is quite' 
prepared for a removal : but let him 
not Batter himself with the prospect of 
such good fbnune. They will tiardly 
noW venture on such a stop, and if they 
should^ it willjbe the luckiest aeddent 
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that ever befel him ; ibr he must cer^ 
tainly have in his eye the elevation into 
consequenceof oncpolitical adventurer, 
who left India in no veiy high estima* 
don among those who knew him heat, 
but who has.Dbtained great considera- 
tion amoM eodie pBortSf the kingdom, 
bypossessmgBuck^hgham^^ 
afone,w{Qiont the lightest pretentions 
to one-tendi of Budnnghani's talents 

There otdy one question with ve- 
gM to a feee press in India, which 1 
diftll hot take u^n nfyMf to dedde, 

to aetde. We tSSdl state it in the form 
of the following question Whether 
a government, absolute in itself, can 
d^tve any gocxl from the animadver- 
sions of a iMwy of men, who have nei- 
ther power nor iufliicnee in any one 
wav to alter or modify its measures, 
and whom the officers of that govern- 
ment have it not in their power to an^ 
swer upon feir terms ? But whatever 
may be said Upon this, or any other 
question of expediency, one thing is 
certain, that> India may have a free 
press moment she chooses to em- 
ploy native-born eilitors and propric^ 
tors, and people will take these duties 
upon theinselves there at a very cbtmp 
rate. Therefore the Jeremiads poureil 
forth* so liberally of late, are totally 
thrown away ; and the gobd pec^plfs 
who have been venting tiicir groans on 
ihat Subject, *^aa thick a8tniU-wl)«».'lH 
BtiUcCi'" may dry their eyes, end con- 
sole ti>einfielve!l with the assurance that 
tiidr fdlow.^countrymen in India have 
as good a right to write nonsense as 
any of us here.

i»uch feelings is beneficial to tlm bu- 
iDftu heart, that it iielps to purify, to 
refine, and spiritualize its worldly and 
corrupt ttffectious, Testormg a sort of 
youthful elasticity toils nobler powera, 
and at the s^e time a meckund child- 
like sense of entire dependeace, no, 
longer indeed on the tender earthly 
guardians of our helpless infancy, but 
on our Father whiw is in Heaven, 
fheir Father and ours, in whose sight 
we are all alike helpless, alike child- 
ren. Our reminiscences of youth are 
not half.so ddightful^-^ln the 
place, they are more aasqciatod with 
peajjli and things, than with God ai^ 
Nature, and with onr earliest, 'even 
our best friends— and who bas stepped 
on a few, a very few years beyond 
those of childhood, without having 
been made sensible, ay, by painful ex- 
perience, that this is not a world of 
unmixed happiness? Disappointments 
arise like little ebuda at first, too soon 
{lerhapB uniting into one heavy mass. 

The things so delightful in pros- 
pect, prove, on attainment, unsatisfac- 
tory, or worse than unsatisfactory, 


gall imd wormwood to us— or 
ng us on like ignesfatui, through 
mire and marsh, over rough ways and 
even, they trea^erously vanidi from 
our sight, leaving us spent and heart- 
sick in the vain pursuit. Or say we 
are every way successfhlr— that Pro- 
vidence rewards our honourable ex- 
erdous with the attainment of tlieir 
object, and that the object, when 
attained, gratifies onr most sanguine 
expectations, still, is the fruiliwi 

perfect?. Aro tliere no tpecks upra 
the ripened fruit, no tainting mi}-* 
dew spots? Are none missing frep 
among the dear ones who should smile 
on our success ? Are no eyes closed in 
the sleep of death, that would have 
q^kled with the reflected light of 
our happiness ? Is no tonpe silenced 
in the grave that would have blessed 
God for blessing us? Are they ail 
there ? Qb Ikaven ! how little to be 
ho})e£b— and if but om is missing, what 
sliidi replace the void ? who shall say 
the fruition w But suppose 

we are so peculiarly favoured—yb- 
tmred diolll call it ? it is an awful 
exemption— as to escape common cares 
and crew^ and even to arrive at full 
maturity, still fenced about and shel- 
tered, by the guardian trees that over- 
hung our iu&it growth-^suppose all 
this to be^ yet much will have occurred 
in the natural course of things, to 
temper the exuberance of youthful 
happiness— for. by the time we ate 
mai and women, what alterations 
must liave taken place in the persons, 
and things and scenes, all woven to- 
gether iu our hearts, by the powerful 
of early association 1 — ^By the 

time we are men and women, how 
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iftotiy m grm6 down Into the dust> of 
those httrable faithful fHends^ whose 
kind ftmiliftr ^ce& hemel crer with 
indul^tfondncss on our happy child* 
hood ! Old' senrarits who waitm per*- 
haps on our parents* parents ; whoee 
zealous attachment to them, having 
l^sed on as an inheritance, (and there 
4 U% few more valuable) to their im* 
mediate descendants, had become to- 
wards tlieir offspring, towards our* 
aeivois, an almost idolatrous aiiwtion. 
Grey-headed labourers, whose good- 
natured indulgence had so patiently 
suffered us to derange thdr operations 
in the garden or in the haydeld, or to 
assist them with grave mimickry.-— 
Some grateful pensioner of our fami- 
ly, some neat old widow, who was 
wont to welcome us to her little cot- 
tage, with a hoarded ojBS;ring of fruit 
or flowers, or may be a little rabbit, 
white as the driven snow, or a young 
squirrel or a dormouse,— poor captives 
of the woods ! devoted victims of our 
tormenting fondness ! — Orthe permit- 
fed intruder, privilege as it were by 
long sufferance, to claim the comforts 
of a draught of warm beer, and a meal 
of broken rictuals by the kitcben-flre, 
half mendicgnC, half pedlar, his back 
bowed down bv the heavy pack, from 
which it was almost as inseparable^ as 
is that of a camel fVom its natural pro- 
tuberance — a few white hairs thinly 
sprinkled over adcepiy-fbrrowed broy, 
and straggling across a cheek, whose 
ftpots of still bright carnation told of 
tree and constant communion with the 
winds of Heaven, as they blow in their 
healthful fVeshness over moor and 
, mountain, headland and sea-coast— 
and the eye deeply set under that shag- 
gy rirh'c of eyebrow ! the eye with all 
itsftuowd keen meanings, itsquick per- 
ception, its habitual watchimness, its 
dark sparkling lustre, almost undim- 
ined as yet by sixty years of travel, 
over the roughest ways of this world's 
rough thoroughfare f Ah I fh>m. at- 
tempting a slight fancy sketch, a mere 
outline of generalities, I have stayed 
to thee 1 1 am delineating thy portrait, 
ohl Isaac! well, be it so,— it were 
worth triicing by the pencil of an abler 
artist— I sec thee now, even such as 
1 have described thee, luxuriously 
'seated in a warm comer of the chim- 
ney nook, thy huge, dusty, knotted 
on the floor beside thee, the rough 

^ndy-legged cur, faithful companion 
^j^^y'waudcruigs, posted between tliy 


knees, eyeing altcmatdy thy face end 
that attractive platter, on which the 
kitchen damsel is heaping up a meal 
of i»avtiury scraps, whereof be hopes 
meontinently to partake with thee. 
Ah, running laoac ! well choobcst thou 
the time to display thy store of rare 
merchandisfr— a ghmee at that rem- 
nant of edging, (just enough for a 
a cBp,^ and the hope of wheedling it 
fmm tuec a bargain, will he worth to 
thee a mess like Beidamin's, — and that 
other maiden, how couTteousl/ she 
gives into thine old bony, vein-em- 
bossed liand, that comforting cup of 
warm, white frotlnng ale! her eyes 
wandering the while towards that 
hoAutiflil gold lirooch,— gold, 
set witli rea/rubiis,*' made on purpose 
to liold^ lav sweetht'art'b hair, the ho- 
nest price whereof nhmtht hr tt'ii sliil- 
Hngs, but whicii for hvr soke, and for 
the sake of her pretty faa^ (rod him 
her ! thou wilt let her have tor half 
a crown* 

Hd)q>y gill !— hut thm^ stands one, 
a human rchc of idd-fasbioncd times, 
wlio frowns reproval of Much vain waste 
of money— when \hk* hi gan the world, 

a young servant gnl thought of put- 
ting out )icr little BSMiigs to interest, 
or getting together a few creditable 
things, a good hod at h*ast, and a clunt 
of drawers, against she came to st'Mle 
and have a fdtiiily, hut now, a silly 
wench, without a gocKl Kiiiock to her 
back, will spend a month's wages in a 
pack of trumpery fit for nothing but 
to figure out a pup])et-s1)Ow madam*'* 
Ah Gotvly ! tho»«t were good ohl tiiues, 
but wre livciu wicketl new ones, and 
Isaac's lures triumph over tliy rhetoric. 
A little ungrateful of thee, by tlie bye, 
to employ It to hi.t di triment — when 
did he ever forget — at which of Ins an- 
nual visitations, to roplc^nidi thy mull 
gratis with a portion of his best ra])- 
pee?— that which fhoulovcst, uncon- 
taminated with aught of iiiodetn out- 
lamUfdi iiittTmixture ? and even now 
— pla(»blo Isaac I sec, ht^ tciidem the 
accustomed tribute ; and more, he has 
not forgotten thy child,— the child of 
thy muster's child — thy darling, the 
8pi>i1e<l darling of thim* age— she whom 
thou religiously biljevcHt has not her 
equal among all the children of theso 
lU’gcneTate miys, u viou of tlic true old 
stock! wShc has sloleii Iwhiiid thee 
into the forbidden ^irecincts — she has 
imied out her old frknda, Isaac and his 
dog. In a moment she stands beside 
13 
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the old maii'e k?iee» and her tiny bondfi 
are patting inker's head,' and her 
merry loligue is bidding both Welcome^ 
both in a breath, Isaac and Tinker, 
and her young eyes are roving curioua- 
ly towards the wdl-known pack, iVom 
which many a little watdl, many a 
pretty box and pin*ctuftiion, is sure to 
1^ purchased annually; in compliance, 
with the baby longing, seldom diad- 
plihcd by denial.' And great joy and 
profound admiration doth old Isaac 
manifest at the sight of little Missy,** 
profound admiration at wondemil 
growth, albeit she ml|;ht at ten years 
old pair for stature with Titania, and 
sit with the Fairy Queen under the 
broad shadow of a fem-lcaf. Atfd 
Isaac has not forgotten 'kittle Missy’* 
— and lo ! from an inner recess of that 
mysterious cabinet, forth draws he 
sundry coloured cards, covered With 
cotton, and curiously inlaid with rows 

of shining lances are they? — 

spears to transfix larks, or spits to roast 
tlieixi ? — neither in truth, but harm- 
less needles (such seemingly as were 
used in Brobdignag) — ^valuable imple- 
ments of housewifery, fraught with 
peculiar virtues, and not elsewhere to 
no obtained for love or money.-^So 
afHrrnctli Isaac, on presenting one 
(slowly extracted from the precious 
file,) his annual offering to little 
Missy,” And “ little Missy” gramas- 
ly accepts the aame, graciously and 
gratefully — she means to be wery 
grateful, implicitly beliering in the 
intrinsic value of that costly gift, howr- 
cver pujszled in her own mind as to 
what purpose she shall apply it.— ^ 
But Isaac brought her once a pret- 
tier plaything, not, she dares say, mor^ 
valuable, because Isaac says the needles 
arc worth so tn'iich, but she does not 
ruiifti love nmlles — she always loses 
them, or pricks her fingers with them, 
and she Imtcs sewing— and that odior 
gift was a beautiful little rose- 
tree growing in a fiower pot just like 
life, with moss, real moss about the 
roots, and a full blown rose, with ever 
so many buds; all growing upon one 
stem, with their green leaves about « 
them.— Oh ! it was a beautiful rose— 
and dear old Isaac was sof^ood to bring 
it for her— and she will love Isaac and 
Tinker as long as she lives."— And 
Nurse will love them too — ay, Isaac 
and Tinker, because the darling pa- 
tronises both, and because Isaac nos 
the sense to see all the darling's per-

feettons— and, after ah, hesfanhd^ 
nest bid soul, and, to be sure^ iha$ 
edmiig vV chesm, die must own that, 
and if die brooch i$ gold, and shehor^ 
self does not core if slfc buys a tMe 
fyp old aoqvaiiftBnce sake"— Ah cim- 
Aing isaaet moat 'persuasive of pe^ 
Iml whatihnude heart can withstand 
coindNted temptations of thy 
pack, Mid ofahy honm tongue? — 
Said'lmt, that eve^now and then, 
reminiiOeDoaMif paid rimes, and bygone 
things,' atream in s^ .vivki taiuty 
across the shadowy oba; pf my exist-, 
ence, riiat I am a radd again— <a very 
child in aooth-^'^ pleased with a fea- 
ther, tickled with a straw” ? Such a, 
^eam it was that even now beguiled 
Hie from my present self, and from 
my immediate subject, to my finmer 
self, and to old Isaac, yet the roisode. 
(however unpremeditatdy introefuced) 
may not be altogether irrelevant, and 
at dl events/ my thoughts, forbidden 
to ramble, ace aa it were anrested in 
their course, and the ehallaw current, 
shrinka back to its seanty . source^— 
After many annual visits paid amjt 
welcomed, a year came and passed* 
away, a wboleyear/and old IsSac came 
not— About January had been the 
usual time of his periodical apparition, 
about the middle, or toward the latter 
end of January, — generally it cbanc^ 
that there was snow upon the ground,* 
and BO when snow began to fall about 
that season, it was looked on as a he* 
raid of the old man’s approach, and 
hitherto he hod not tailed to present 
himself at the doors, within a few days 
of the usual period, swinging off me 
' featliery snow-flakes from his old hat, 
and siippiAg aside his cumbrous pack, 
in fall assurance of the admission never 
yet dented to him at *•**•*• It was 
pleasant to sce that humble confidence 
of courteous welcome. It is pleasant 
to mark the least link of that great 
chain which draws, or sitould draw to- 
gether all Christian hearts. But in the 
year 1 spoke of^ January came, and^the 
snow fefi, .and almost the whole stock 
of tapes aM bobbins and needles was 
expended in the house, and from day 
to day its renewal was deferred ; for

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tbe window silljib the running brooks 
hecsnie steel, l^d the soft earth iron, 
end the snow, the hard frozen snow, 
Uy deep all over the country, in many 
{»Utoe)ii aloiiff tfie high roads, over the 
tops of thenighest hedges, and in less 
frequented ways, over commons, and 
wastes, and tnrough coppice dingles, 
and in the sinuous clefts of tlie hills, 
not an indication of track, <nr path- 
way, not a human fc»otmark, nor a sin- 
gle hoof-|irint, was discernible — ^and 
by those intricate roads it was old 
Isaac's wont tQ travel, and now he 
came not And *^poor Isaac! poor 
^d soul r' was often sorrowfully ut- 
tered in the family ; what can have 
become of him ? the old man grows 
&cble too, and the days arc so short!" 
—And pitying eyes were strained early 
and late in quest of his solitary figure, 
towards the quarter where it might be 
expected to appear, breaking thedreary 
horiaontal line, where, reversing the 
general effect of nature, the black sky 
was seen descending like a leaden 
yault to the verge of the white desert 
l^ncath. Early and lateanxious looks 
Were ^it in quest of him, into the 
dark cheerless mornfngxind more ear- 
nestly still into the lowering tuilight ; 
and if the dogs barked after nfghttall, 
and an approaching step was heard. 
Willing feet hastenefi to 
ready hands undrew the bolts, and 
glad tonji^s were beginning to ex- ' 
Come in, come in, goOii Isaac!" 
But January i^t, the snow' melted 
away — the unfrozen brooks ran ra- 
]^d]y again, the little birds sang mer- 
rily, for sweet spring Wjus come, but 
the .old man came not^lie never came 

f ;ain. And he was long remembered, 
ng missed by every individual of die 
mily ; but 1 miss^ him most, and 
Tcmembered him longest. Peculiarly, 
i^cn at that early age a creature of 
habit — inanimate things were play- 
fellows to me, a solitary child*-cling- 
ing flmdly to all 1 knew and loved, 
and.to all early associations, it pained 
me to miss the most iitsagn^cant ob- 
ject 1 had been Iong« accustomed to 
belmld, and scarcely a leaf or flower 
dropt from its stalk but f did miss it, 
and mourn that! dioidd sec it no more. 
And poor old Isaac I poor linker I— 

. Many Januarys past, and for many sea- 
sons the sn(w fell upon the eartnand 

f elted fVom it, liefore 1 ceas^, at 
sht of the flrst flakes, to exclaim thus 
^^piounifiil recoUeetkm — ^And ihw 


was jvorrota,— jreal sorrow— the begin- 
nii^ of sorrows, and therefore, trivial 
OB some may deem it, a touching nnd 
an awful thing to contemplate. Who 
WouKlgaze without a thrill of intense 
feeling, on the few first drops that 
ooze slowW through the straining 
timbers of some mighty dike, pre- 
vious to the bursdug up of its im- 
prisoned waters?. And who can look 
but with deep and tender emotion 
on the 'flrsC prelusive tears that 
escape through^ the unclosing flood- 
gates of human sorrow ?-*-Yc8, by 
uie time we start forward on the ca- 
reer of youth, if even our nearest and 
dearest friends still encircle us, how 
many of those persons to whom habit 
or afiection Snked us, though in far 
less imwerful bands, must have finish- 
ed their allotted race ! Even irration- 
al creatures— tlie very animals that 
were wont to range atmut the house 
and flelds— many of them, perhaps, 
our familiar friends and playmatcH. 
Kot one of these has dropt into the 
dust unmissed ; and In the world we 
are entering, how many of the objects 
we shall eagerly pursue, may fad to 


aflbrd. us hdf the gratification wc 
have known in those childisli. inno- 
cent attaclnwcntB ! Our very pk'£o.'iirrB 
—our most jKTfect cnjoyiuents in ma- 
ture life, bring with tliein u certain 

K ion of clLsquictiule — cra\ii>g al- 
ip^w, ,4??r higher enjoyments— un 
on the probable 
Stability of those already ours — n rest- 
less anticipation of the* future. And 
ikere — in that very point— cAinrists the 
great barrier sc>parating youth floni 
childhood. The child enjoys every 
thing — that is, abstractedly from all 
reference to the past — all inquiry into 
the future, lie feels that he is happy, 
and, satisfied with th/at bleat pcrrcj>- 
tion, searches the natun' of; 

or jtrobable duration of, liis bliss. 
There may be— there are, in after life, 
intervals of far sublimer happiness; 
for if thought— if knowlcd,qe, luringeth 
' a curse with it, casting, as it were, the 
shadow of death over all that in this 
world seclned fair, atid good, and per- 
ftet, reason, enlightened by revelation, 
and hupi)ortcd by faith, hath jtower 
to lift that gloomy veil, and to sec 
beyond it glory tliat shall be 
revealed hereafter." But with the ex- 
ception of such moments, when the 
heart communes with Heaven — when 
our thoughts are, in a manner, like 
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the angels, ascending and descending 
thereon, what feelings of the human 
mind can be thought so nearly to re- 
semble those of the yet guiltless inha- 
bitants of Kde^, as die sensations of a 
oung and happy child ? It is trne he 
as bcH^n told, and taught to read, the 
story of man's first disobedience, and 
his full Pie has been told that there 
is such a thing as death. It has evcin 
bcH.m explained to him, with die sim- 
ple illustrations best calcalated to im- 
press the awful subject on his young 
mind, and his earnest eyes have filled 
with tears,, at hearing that such or 
Bucli a dear friend, on whose knee he 
has been wont to alt— whose neck he 
has often embraced so lovingly, is ta- 
ktm away out of the world, and bu- 
ried under the earth in the church- 
yard. Ills eyes will fill with tears — 
his litde bosom will heave with sobs, 
at this dismal hearing ; ,but then he 
is told that the dear ^nd is gone to 
(rod — that his spirit is gone to God, 
to live for ever, and be haptiy in hea- 
ven, and that if he is a good child, he 
ii'ill go to heaven too, and live always 
with him there. He Hstens to this 
with much the same joyiUl eagerness 
as if he were promised to go the next 
day, in a fine coach, to spend the 
wliole day with the fdend whose d^- 
more than whose dmih, his lit- 
tle heart de]dores so bitterly^ He can- 
not concidve death — He caimot yet be 
made sensible that it hath entered in- 
to the world with sin, and is mixed 
up with all things and substances 
theiTiii. lie sports among the sweet 
fiowers of the fifdd, without observing 
that they facie and perish in the even- 
ing, and that the place thereof kuow- 
eth tin, -Til no mcjre. He revels in the 
bright suminer evening — ^in the warm 
autumn sun, without anticipating the 
approach of winter. He leaps up joy- 
ously into the arms of venerable old 
age, without a glance towards the al- 
most certiiinty that that grey head 
must be laid in the dust, ere his own 
bright ringlets cluster with darker 
.shade over a manly forehead. There 
is in childhocxl a holy ignorance—^ 
beautiful credulity— a sort of sanctity 
that one cannot contemplate withemt 
something of the reverential feeling 
with which one diould approach be- 
ings of celestid nature. The impress 
of* the Divine nature is; as it were, 
Ireidi on the infant spirit— fresh and 
unsullied by contact with diis wilberw 


ing world. One trembles, lest ah 
. pure b^'^th should dim the dearness 
of its bright mirror. And how perpei- 
tually inu^ those whobare in the ha- 
bit of contemplating cbildho^-%>f 
studying fibe Characters of little child- 
ren, ifed and repeat to their owm 
hearts, /* Of such is the kingdom of 
heaven !" — ^Ay, which of us— of the 
wisest aim^ingst^us, may not stotm to 
reeeke. ihstruotion and rebuke from 
the character of a little child ? Which 
of us, by comparison with its sublimp 
simpHdtv, has not mason to blush for 
the littleness— the insincerity — the 
worldliness — the degeneracy, of his 
own ? How often has the innocent re:* 
mark— the artless question — the na- 
tural acuteness of a child, called up 
into older cheeks a blush of accusing 
consciooshess i How often might the 
prompt, "^^ondid,' honourable decision 
of an infant, in some question of right 
and wrong, shame the hesitating, cal- 
culating evasiveness of mature reason ! 
— "Why do you say so, if it is not 
true?"—/! You must not keep fhht, 
for it is but yours;”— ** If I do this 
or that, it will make God angry.” are 
remarks I have heard from the lips of 
** babes and sucklings,"— the first, in 
particular, to the no small embarrass- 
ment of some who shmitd have been 
ihnr teachers. When sick, and wea- 
ried in heart and spirit of this world's 
pomps and vanities — ^its fatiguing 
glare— its feverish excitement— its 
treacheropshollovmcsB — its vapid plea- 
sures, aiKl artifieial tastes, now ]:e- 
fresbing it is to flee back, in thought 
and spirit, to that time virhen, with 
the most exquisite capability of enjoy- 
ment, we were satisfied witii the most 
simple objects of interest ! It is won- 
derful to me how any after scenes can 
ever efface the impression of those darly 
pleasures. For my own part, I am 
not ashamed to repeat, that some of 
the happiest moments ^f my present 
existence, ore those when some tri- 
fling mddeut calls up former thoughts 
and feelings, renewing;, as it were, 
within me, the heart of a child. Sures- 
ly, nwy ^ere afe must feel with mo 
— saust enjoy,' at times, this renova- 
tion of Itie spirit! Thdif — to them 
alone t address myself— will compre- 
hend the dirilliug recollections with 
which, in myiiaunter round the gar- 
den, 1 to conten^plate the little 
patdt of ground, once my exclusive 
property^ where flowers and weeds, 
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TcigetaUet and yeans foreat-trees^ 
were crammed in togemer, with coae^ 
Ums industry^ and real all improvi- 
dent of the fulnre. They will under- 
stand why the fairest flowers of the 
wden are often discarded frxnn my 
' .hand or frmn my bosom, to make way 
for a wild rose^ a hare^lx^llj or a field 
ori^as-- treasures accessible to me, of 
which 1 might at pleasure rifie the 
meadows and hedges, when the Ciil- 
tured darlings of f^ora were forbidden 
sweets, or sparingly yielded, and care- 
fully nicked f tr me— a restriction fa- 
. tally diminisning, in my eyes, the va- 
lue of their coveted beauties. They 
will undtTstand (how pleasant it is to 
feel one's self understood !) why, to 
this day, my eye watches with tender 
interest— my ever drinks in with plea- 
sed attention, the familiar approach— 
the abrupt song of the domestic ro- 
bin, not only because he is the ac- 
knowledged friend of man, and a 
sweet warbler, when the general voice 
of song has ceased among our groves, 
but b^use the time has been, when 
I looked upon the eloquent-ey^ bird 
with a teneW venemtion, ahnost aw- 
ful, helieving, as I believed in my 
own existence, every syllable of that 
pathetic story, ** The Babes in the 
Wood how the unnatural Uncle— 
the false guardian, having decoyed 
those pretty innocent features into 
the depths of the dark forest, left 
them without food to perish there, 
and how they wanderm ^tbout for 
many, many days, living on hips, and 
haws, and wild bramble-berries, (de- 
licious food, I thought, if one could 
have had enough) tiO at last, growing 
weak and weaiy— their feet pricked 
and bleeding with thorns, and their 
tender limbs bruised and tom among 
the bushes, they laid themselves down 
in each other’s arms, at the foot of an 
old mossy tree,-^Aeir Kttle. arma 
about each oth^'e neck— their soft 
cheeks pressed close together, ' and m 
fell ksleep, and never awoke af^n^ but 
lay there, day after day, adff and cold, 
two little pale corpses ; and how Ro- 
bin Redbreast, |aofui.Rdbln Bodbrcaat, 
hopped about them, and watched them 
BorrowfVilly, with his largo ^k eyes 
of ** human, meaning;^' ana how at 
last he brought dead , leaves ' in his 
bill, one by (me> arid simwed them so 
thi^y as to cover up firom oicdit the 
feoes and finrnia the dead children. 
There ntust be, who have bdievod as 


I believed— who have wept «• ^ wept, 
at the relation of that mournful his- 
tory, They will, perhaps, also remem- 
ber, as I do, to have held in their 
hands llie ivet^ speckled insect, the 
Lady Bird, andf to have addressed to 
it tlie half sportive, half acrious inti- 
mation, *'Lady Bird! Lady Bird! 
fly away home ; your house is on fire, 
your children will butn.** But posi- 
bly, even they will laugh at me for 
confessing, that I had a sort of mys- 
terious, Undefin^ belief, that there 
waaaome real meaning in my metrical 
warning; and they will mugh yet 
more incredulously, when I avow timt 
I have often shudrlered with supersti- 
tious hoiror, when tlie nurse-maid, on 
seeing me puD the small heart-shaped 
pods of the white chick-wced, has 
startled me with the vulgar saying, — 
Ah ! naughty girl, you've plucked 
your mdtber^ heart out T Be it as it 
may, 1 stiB, even to this hour, connect 
with those trivial things — those nur- 
sery tales— those senseless sayings, the 
memory of mental impressions so vi- 
vid — so delicious— occasionally so 
painful, yet secretly and intently 
dwelt on with a strange kind 0 (f infa- 
tuation, — especially those filings of 
enthusiastic gfit^ction for particular in- 
dividuals, I was too shy to express in 
all their glowing warmth ; oud those 
vague, dreamy, superstitious reveries, 
and awfully delightful terrors, tlmt 
always made n>e court solitude and 
darkness, though the sound of a fall- 
ing leaf would, at such times, set iny- 
beorl beating audibly ; and in tlic ab- 
sence of light, my very breathing 
would seem impeoed; and 1 have 
closed my eye*lids, and kept them fast 
shut for bouiu, fearing to encounter 
the sight of some grisly phantom; 
then o^ned them, in suilden despera- 
tion, and, in the esmectation of seeing 
-—I know not what. I still, even 
to this hour, at sight of many insigni- 
ficant objects, recal to mind so vivid- 
ly* what were formerly my feelings, 
associated with such, that the inter- 
mediate space between past and pre- 
sent, seems, in a mannet, annihilated, 
and I forget rny present self, in the 
Btde happy being whose heart and 
fettcy luxuriated in'a world of beauty 
and happiness, such as the most in- 
spired omm of poet or philosopher 
has never yet ponrtrayed. The ideal 
world of a chad's imagination is the 

creation of a far hoKcr spell than bath 
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been ever wrouf^t by the pride, of 
learning, or the inspiration of poetic 
fancy. Innocence^ that thinketh no 
evil — ignorance, that apprehendcth 
none^love, that auspecteth no ^ile 
— ^hope, that hath experienced no 
blight--thOisc are its ministering an* 
gels ! these wield a wand of power, 
making this earth a Paradise ! Time, 
hard, rigid teacner !-^Reality, rough, 
stern reality ! — World, cold, heartless 
world ! — that ever your sad experience 
—your sombre truths— your killing 
powers — your wi thering sneers — 
should scare those gentle spirits from 
their pure abiding ]^ce ! And where* 
with do ye replace them ? With cau* 
tion, that repulaeth oonfidence^with 


doubt, that rep^eth love*-with fSsarj^ 
that poisoneth enjoyment— in a word^ 
with knowledge, that fatal fruit, fto 
tasting whereof hath atready cost ms 
Paradise — "And the trceof knowlec^, 
transplanted to this barren soil, to* 
gethor with its scanty blossoms, doth 
it not bring forth thorns abundantly f 
and of tlic fruits that ripen, {have any 
yet ripetitHl to perfection ?) what hand 
hath ever plucked unscatlied ? Bless- 
ed be He who hath placed within our 
jreach that odier once guarded 
by the flaming chernbiin, of the fhiit 
whereof, (now no longer Birbidden,) 
whoever hungereth may taste ana 
live.^

DOUGLAS OK MISSIOKS.* 


It happens more fluently that we 
have rcatHm to wonder at the astonish- 
iTig effects of a religious seal, than to 
lamciii or to rejoice that it luis been 
productive of very little effect, either 
gootl or bad. it is a matter of regret, 
and ]>erliaps of surprise, tliat the ef- 
foris which have beern made by this 
and other countries, to propagate true 
religion, have Ixjen comt)aratively so 
^ery unsuccessful. Our large and 
luiincTous iMissionary Societit« have 
not found the reward of their be- 
neficence, . in the results that have 
bei'ii effected abroad. Ihey have been 
too often thrown back, by disappoint- 
nicnt, to n-flect on the dirintcristed- 
nesK of their exertions, and to found 
new energy on Uie assurance that a 
relaxing purpose is in every instance 
unbecoming ; and that perseverance in 
a good cause, is itself honourable even 
when it is fruitless. 

It must be evident, however, that 
every energy which is employed with- 
out an adequate effect, points to some 
error in the, mode of operation. Tlie 
Missionaries have the unquestionable 
merit of enibusiasm in their pious un- 
dertakings ; hut enthusiasm, oonsider- 
ed as a virtue, has ever been liable to 
some exception it is accused of too 
generous an engrossment in thoolgcct, 
and too blind a neglect of tj^'means ; 


it is found to be too expeditious in 
purpose, and too blundering in prac* 
tia'. Nor do4be Missionaries seem 
to have governed their praiseworthy 
passion witli any peculiar prudenw? — 
I'kcir mistakes have been not inohvi- 
ous, and arc thus remarked by the 
writer of these Hints: — ’ 

The fiiiltire of all Mbsionary exertions, 
which exhibits so melancholy a picture of 
feebleness and mibfortunc, is to be atlri- 
bated not only to their want* of proper 
successorsi net alone to the impatience of 
disappointment, and diminished interest 
at home, which expects the harvest imme- 
diately after the se^tinte, and is ignorant 
of that great law, true in all generous, large, 
and lasting attc!upu», that one generation 
sows and another Tea]:>s ; but especially to 
none of thcRO Mtsstotiji having taken root 
in the soil, and dieriring the only sure 
Ktrcn^ from die place where alone it 
would vigorously grow and itnbibc nourish- 
ment. None of tbcca looked forward to 
the native converts ia die future chief 
supports of the Mission, or formed them 
with previomt discipline to undergo a la- 
bour,' ainl a burthen wliidi they alone 
could eifixtually sustain ; they were always 
dependaht^^^ precarious supplies on a dis- 
tant coBody, whence the assistants they 
obtained eame unqualified, and required 
long d> be learners before they could act 
us teadiers. 

Those who knowhow much religion ad- 
dresses the affections, and how litde power 
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om tiiie ^eedont ig obtained by addrau* 
es or wriUnga in « dead language, will 
oaaily coDC<to how far die most learned 
and able/oi^^er will fall short of those 
tohes of^ tc^emess, which bdong to the 
recollectionijrof infancy, and are implied 
in the very tgrm mother tongue/* — P,' 18. 

The Missionary enterprize is by no 
means complete, when a general spi- 
rit and a liberal provision liave been 
brought to its support at home, aiid 
a few ablp and devoted agents are 
Oj^rating abroad, lliere is still need 
of much prudent counsel and iwlicy to 
meet the natural difficulties of tlie un- 
dertaking. — There may be need^ too, 
of experience in the characters 4pd 
prgudices of diflferent people, that a 
specific plan of operation may be ac- 
commodated to each. In Persia, they 
care little about any religion ; while 
the Hindoo suspected of infidelity 
loses his cast. In China, it is danger- 
ous to teach a European their lan- 
guage ; while the poor African deifies 
a European blacksmith. It is evi- 
dent, that one mode of introducing 
die new relimon cannot be equally 
adapted to aU these ; but that our 
measures must be varied with a cer- 
tain fiexibility, which, in tliis as in 
most other matters^ is a nea*ssary 
mean of efficiency. 

A considerable port .of this little 
Tolnme is occupied with a detail of 
the obstacles which a scheme of con- 
version must encounter in different 
divitdons of the Heathen world, and 
with hints of the expedients to bead- 
dressed to each. It IS not our purpose 
to advert to the particular views of the 
writer on these matters, farther than 
' to observe, that they are, in general, 
judidou&ly, and sometimes even fine- 
ly, coneeivwl,; and that from their uo- 
Vehy and their in^ortauce, they have 
an especial claim to the attention of 
the hlissionary StfCicties. 

But there are certain general views 
in regard to Missions which have re- 
ference not to the characters wbi^ 
distingu i^ ybut to those which assi<* 
milate d||H||||^rit peo|de in one 
oommoxnHHP^heseorc exhibited by 
Mr DoujdaVma manner which evinces 
at once his philanthropy and his pliU^ 
losophy. Every page, indeed, of ms vo- 
lume bears evidence of an understand- 
ing, original in speculation, and sound- 
ly as well as keenly directed to mat- 
ters of practice ; bf a zeal whicif is re- 
mote from bigotry ; and of sanguine 
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anticipations which never become vi- 
sionary. He is acquainted with na- 
tions, not less than with human nature ; 
and his suggestions do not overstep 
his information. He is, moreover, en- 
titled to be heard with some deference, 
as he has evideniSy meditatcil with the 
Utmost disinterestedness. 

The two great means of conversion 
recommend^ by Mr Douglas arc, 
colonizing and edneation, with the 
Missionary object of preparing the ig- 
norant and untoward to a rca^ptiou of 
the Gospel. 

The influence of a colony situated 
in the midst of a foreign people, with 
adestlnation merely political, bos many 
well-known exaniplcs in instory. The 
same policy has, more recently, been 
employed in the in tercsts of the ch urch, 
and is now promoting the religion, iu 
some parts, at a ratt; which is doubled 
every succeeding gencrulion. It might 
be employed, indeed, with as n.uch 
effect in promoting any other preten- 
sion of the inferior people. 

Blit there is a method of colonizing,** 
says Mr Douglas, peculiarly applicable 
to Aniorica, Siberia, Southern ^tfrica, arid 
Polynesia, aud cemsisu in forming the ru. 
dhuenu of future ciiies and future civ ilixa. 
tion, by small bodiei» of artisans and teach- 
ers, established at favourable points for in. 
tercoiiTse with the surrounding country. I n 
short, it is merely to follow the method by 
which civilization luis begun and procc'c'iled 
ill all C4>untrii^ and times ; villager ruling 
into towns, and towns into cities, having 
been the origin and medium of all improve- 
ments.** 

Til many parts of the world, no 
doubt, this vsclicme might be iniprac- 
ticahle. BuU.there is one country to 
whicli, we agree with Mr Douglas, 
that it is peculiarly adapted. 

*•*' Russian Asia affords the best illuKtra- 
rion of wliat might be done to christianirc 
an Immense region, since the plan would 
be carried into effect with the rcrourccM of 
tlie state, as well as the effiirts of private 
benevolence, and where all obstacles would 
immediately be removed by an Eifiperur 
who is at once a politician and a Chris- 
tian. 

The first step is to have Hiberia sur- 
veyed by geographical engineers, and the 
sites detenuiried which are most promising 
for the erecting of villages, which in time 
may become the capitah of as many pro. 
vinces ; and then, that a certain number of 
religious mechanics be annually located, 
tiU ail tlic desuned settlernentK arc filled. 
Germany and the Moravians will affoid the 
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' worliU the mateir nltmber of xioiiverte 
liavo bo^^tl draWn^ovcr tamdly, directed 
neiiher by thdr reason nor their af- 
f(ctioiia, andt’^sh^siHlng no enthusiasm 
in the r«j)|gion they embtac^. But 
these were followers of the body of 
their countrymen, who had been con> 
wted by some of the gradual means 
'cot^tended fhr by enlightened Mission- 
aries. They reqitired not the same 
jTiducementK to believe, and theyfoimd 
not the same incentives to onthu^- 
asm, as those who had been the first 
ill malting their afwstasy. Thev fol- 
lowed their own people, with afl tlie 
prejudices whidi wc have di>£(crihed. 
But the ])eople had been gained by 
one means, and the individuals by 
another. 

Christianity," says Madame de 
Stael, is slow uiur gradual in its 
progress, like the great operatic is of 
nutate.*' The same wisdom which so 
]oi% delayed its n'velation, has meant 
that it sliould bo delayed still longer, 
to certain parts of the earth. There 
is a season at which it may be engraft- 
ed on every uniiifotmcd people ; and 
there may be a flagrant prematurity 
in every attempt to eiigraii it sooner. 
But there are tneatiH of iMistenuig the 
popitibufi moment: and one of theso 
IS colonizing. 

A colony, in the tnidst of a barba- 
rous people, does not unlearn the ci- 
vilization which it brought tVom lionie. 
This is kept up amongst its own 
members, ever and anon refreshed by 
communications from the mother 


cobimiliinity of onlightoticil with 
the ignorant peo|[ile. 1ft is not, how- 
ever, in every mtaaflon, ivhere even 
a very smaB w^bny' ^n ccmveniently 
be>i>tabii»hed. It is a means of con- 
veridon urhi^ mdst & employed witli 
some poBiical'prudmHd. Tne more ge- 
neral, jmd ^niipi the more easy me- 
thod edt spreading the religion, is a 
preparatory systetii Of oclucatiim. 

Tiie efieets of a oystem of education 
have been exem|dified in various parts 
of tht world. The Jmite owed their 
eminent success in Japop to the con- 
vents which tlmy ore<^teil fu that 
country, The Moravians, nO less suc- 
cessful in Greettiund, bt^gan by teaih- 
ing the familiar arts. Their example, 
]>erhaps, has PUggesteil some of the 
later imijrovemcnts. In Jiidia, no less 
than three collep » have been erected, 
in the view of introilucing an element- 
ary education among tiic Hindoos, 
who have been found to Ikt neither 
unwilling nor inapt to rpcciv<* instnn*- 
tion, whbn it makiv no interfbrenee 
jgirith their religion. Mr Douglas, how- 
ever, ]KyintH out considerable defects in 
each of these colleges, aiid ohstirves, 
that it would rt^quirc the union of all 
ilircjc, to form a cotoph te institution. 

It isr not to be anticipitcd, how^*vcr, 
that the best mode of sprci^ding the 
religion, sliall act wiili the yjpjinay ,md 
power of ntlnudcs. Pcrh8]>s an idea 
the divinity of the rcligioti, has, 
by an illusion, girtn .encounigernent 
to tin: vtry inad^’quate means of t \- 
tcndlng it ; a« if there wire some su- 


comitry ; and it i«r not intiirTously ob- 
served by the simple natives of the 
spot? An intercoum begins in weccs- 
sity and convenient and is soon con- 
tinued firoin sympathy. In acquiring 
th*' arts and manners, they cannot but 
have caught tiie w^ntiments of the su- 
perior people. I hcn is tire time, to 
press their acknowledgment of the re- 
ligion. The 1oa& of their own self- 
conceit has unsettled their prejudices ; 
they admire thb fiimiliiir scumCe of the 
^ tbeycaimi^ hut respect 


h the^lbel the need, wiU 
icome'Uiote inimote by a epfntnon 
religion ; uud ihe apirit of tbat id^i- 
ginn, alr^iMly refiected 
r^inds, has disposed them tp'^SSm Its 
MocmneBa^ 

In this ^ot and effectual maimer 
is the xeii^ii cactcuded^ by the inter** 


peniatural virtue in the cause, winch 
would second the fioblest cilbris of 
its supporters. But ii is signitiid by 
Mr Douglas, that the religion is now 
faiily coiaraitteil to and musl be 
advanced by llu* natural in?-trtunt'nts 
and op|>ortunit)es which it finds in its 
way, A system, nf cihicatiori seeins 
to appnuaMm the nearest to imraolcs. 
It is nuMre immvdmio in eilccL than 
CfdOnizing, and more eiicctual than 
tlie spreading of translations, — which, 
for obvious reasons, ought always to 
have a subordinate part in the Mis- 
idonary Scbemci. 

Kducation;^ like colonlsiing, has a 
gradual op€5r«tion. The Hcalhen soon 
discovers betwixt bis religioti and the 
igiicnoe he has acquired, an inconsist- 
eney which must be fatal to either : 
most probably it bocomce fatal to that 
which is false.

The last anti crowning mean of sue- 
eesB, h to combine into one system 
various efforts and rattous n»ttumenWi||K 
the difTusion of trutli« so that every 
ment of advance may support and be sup* 
)M>rted by all tlic rest ; tim dmt each poxty^ 
far from* embarrassing another, by taking 
up part of the gmoiii which it ought to oc« 
cupy, may form, each and all, mutual 
points of support, resting on one common 
centre along the whole line of operation.*’ 
England, English America, iTemumy, 
and ^Switzerland, and Kussia, fonn the 
short list of thoitc countries from which 
any external effort can reasonably be ex-

Thai they have shewn superfluous 
heat on some occasions, is very proba- 
bly true ; but then we ought to re- 
member the almost inherent pugnacity 
of all ranks and conditions of men of 
the other side of the water, and the 
actual tumults and insurrections which 
make their appearance every now and 
then in the Circcti Island. But we 
agree entirely with Lord B-, that their 
irritating pageants and processions—^ 
their oontiimally reminding the public 
of tt'iKls, which W'e wish to God were 
for ever buried in oblivion — nay, even 
public drinking of toasts, unexcep- 
tionable, periuips, in ihcuiselves, but 
needlessly insultiug to the feelings of 
their Uouittn CiiUioiic countrymen, are 
quite unworthy of any honourable 
cause. They gain no cud by it, ex- 
cept unpopularity ; they excite no spi- 
rit but that of dislike ; they add no 
strength to their own, nor do they di- 
minish tht? force of tiu* adverse piuty ; 
and they delay the kindly inllueiicus 
which that greatest of all conciliators. 
Old Father Time, i» gradu*illy intro- 
ducing. ^Ve hop^ the Orangeinen 
(who of wurse read us) will the 
matter in the same light that wc do, 
and abolish these idle custoin.s.

But see what reason the Cockney as* 
signs for the funk of all the iieople in 
London— “ lest they too shemtd be con- 
victed of Cockneyism ! ! 

This is a clause which requires a 
little consideration ; and^ in the first 
placc^ if any thing be dearer than the 
sun at nooii-day> it is, that all the 
]ieople in Lon«lon never could have 
been afraid of being taken for Cock- 
neys ; Indeed, we may spare ourselves 
tlu trouble of going deejwr into the 
affair. The simple state of the case is, 
that, of all tlie {Yeonlc, none over had 
looked into llazlitrs and Company’s 
^voi ks, except those who were Cockneys 
themselves, and, ilterefhre, were afraid 
of the imputation of Cockneyism. No 
l*omloii gentletnan or lady ever was 
railed, or afraid of bring called^ a 
I'hc tiling Cockney was' 
always base, like the name. No Lon- 
don gcntlomini or lady was frightened 
iMii of looking into Iluzlitt’s prose and 
limit’s But the Cocknrt/swv.jnK 

Irightfiinl out of doing .so. 'Milliner 
girls got ashamed of Kimini — ^young 
Hpprrii tiers iil>out Chancery Lane and 
l.iitir Britain got ashamed of the 
Bound — ^iind they never looked 

into the works of the Cockney BroUicr- 
liootl any luore. Most happy .are we 
ro know that this is so ; and most 
najipy luust the Public be to be ofo/ii- 
rtitirt that this is upon the sugcres^ 
tkni of Mr William Iladitt. We shall 
now begin to think better of a large 
]u\)pnrtion of our species. I'lie lower 
population of l^oiidon certainly must 
hair been nmch improved of late 
years. 

We decline going into the history of 
poiir Mr Keats, whom, in an unfeeling 
maiiner, H.'ixliit, inimediatcly sifter 
this, eoiiplr.s with the Cockney School 
— adding, that the fatal term “ Cock- 
ney’’ stuck in his side like a barlied 
arrow — drove Jiini to lt.,lv ; and, in 
short, killed him. Mr Shelly, who, 
bad as ln‘ is, is still r.itln r better au- 
thority tliau Mr llazlitt, has laid the 
of killing Mr Keats at the door of 


the Quarterly. The fact, however, is, 
that wedo not conceive any Grand Jury 
in thcworld would find a i%\ic bill eitb<^ 
against Christopher Nurtli or William 
Gifibrd on this charge. Mr Kcats'a 
deatli was occasioned by cau.«K;8, which, 
if Mr Hozlitt chose, Mr llazlitt could 
perhaps explain. For the present, we 
add no more. 

Of all the sentiments which our 
author lias appearance of express- 
ing with any thing like earnestness in 
these two 8vos, the germes may be dis- 
covered in the two or three sentences 
we have thus commented on. In other 
words, bis prevailing topicsarc thohe ; 
— ^hrst, the stupidity of the world, in 
notacknowlcdging his merits ; second, 
the absurdity of those prejudices, which 
lead mankind in general to approve of 
the literary productions of men born 
gentleme^n, and educated like gentle- 
men, rather than those of people in a 
different sitiuition ; thiidly, the shock- 
ing anticocknoyism of Blackwood's 
Magazine and the Quarterly Review* 
The first of those topics is discussed in 
different ways in every Essay in these 
two volumes. The second forms the 
princiiml subject-matter of three or 
four of the longest and most elaborate 
of the pieces thereia contained ; while 
the third is made use of as a sort of 
caissc dc rcscj'oc — a fund from which 
our ingenious Vulgarian draws when- 
ever any other source of raving hap- 
pens to run dry u])on his l^nd. Ha- 
ving already said more than enough to 
the ^ first of the Table-Talk” topics, 
we shall confine ourselves to a very 
few extracts and remarks elucidatory 
of the second and the third. And, to 
bt^n, Jet us hear the Cockney for 
a minute or two, u[Km the present 
** aristocracy of letters.” Accordiiig'to 
him— 

“ TIjc most rciebrated autlior in mo- 
dem times lias wiittcn ivithout a name, 
and Jius b(*i*n ktiigiited for unonyuious 
productions. T.ord Byron coniplains tliat 
Horace Walpole was not properly appre- 
ciated, * first, liecuust* be was a geiitloinaii, 
and secondly, beenuse be ivas a noble- 
tnuti.* i-lis Lirddiip stands in one, at 
least, of rbe predicaments bore mention- 
ed, and yet he has liad justice, or some- 
what more, done him. He towers aliovo 
bis fellows by all the b<»ight of the peer- 
age. Tf the poet lends a grace to the 
nobleman, the nobkMiian ])ays it back to 
the poet with interest. Wliat a fine ad- 
dition is ten thousand (t.yeni’ and a titlo 
to the fiaiinting prctensionii; of a modern 
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rhapsod£st f Hifl name bo accompanied 
becomcii the moutb well : it is repeated 
tliousaiids of tipies, instead of hundreds, 
b^eausc the reader, in beiiif^ familiar witli 
the Poet's works, seems tocliuin acf^uainU 
aneu witli the Lord. 

* Let but a lord once own the happy Knos : 

How the wit laighteoa, and tlie »tyie reftnea !* 

He smiles ut the high-Hown pmiae or 
petty eavils of little men. Does he make 
a sFip in deeoruro, whieh Milton d««c1ares 
to be tiu* prinetpol thing, his proud 
crest and annorial bearings stq>port him : 
—•no beiuUsittister sltirfi his poetical «s* 
cuteheun ! Is he dull, or does he piit off 
some trasity iirotluccitin on tlic public, it 
is not rhargrd tA> bis account^ as a defi- 
ciency which he must make good at tlie 
peril of his admirers. His Lordship is 
not atiNwerahlc for the negligence or ex- 
tFavfiganees of his Muse. He * bears a 
charmed reputation, which must not yield,* 
like one of vulgar birtlh Tlic Noble 
Bard is for tins rcti^xoii scarcely vulnendilc 
to the critics. The double barrier of hvt 
pretenKioiui Itotfios tlieir puny, timid cL 
forts. Strip off some of lus tamished 
laurels, and tJic coronet appears glittering 
beneath : restore them, and it still shines 
through with keener lustre. In fact, his 
Lordship'h blaze of reputation culminules 
from lus rank anti place in society. He 
sustains two lofty and Imposing (‘haracters; 
and in order, to simplify the prwess of 
our adniiration, and * leave no rubs or 
botfhe*. in the way,’ we equaUst? his pre- 
tensions, and take it for grantetl tliat lie 
must be as snpenrior to other mcji in ge- 
nius as he is in birtli. Or, to give a more 
familiar .snlniion of the enigma, the Poet 
and the Peer aeree to honour eacli other’s 
accepturu'cs on die hank of Faine^ and 
sometimes cozen the town to some tune 
between them.— Hcally, however, and 
with all bis privilogch, LohI B}Ton might 
as well not have written that stmiigc let- 
ter about Pope. 1 could not a^inl it, 
poor us I am.

Cowper w'us a gentleman and of 
noble family like his critic. He ^ was a 
teacher of morality, os well as a descfiber 
of nature, w'hidi is more thun his Irord- 
siiip is.

To 
be at all looked upon as an author, a man 
must be somethhig more or less tliaTi an 
author— a rich merchant, a banker, u lord, 
or a ploughman. He is admired for 
something forengn to himself, that arts as 
a bribe to the ser\’i]ity, or a set-off to the 
envy of the comtnuni^. ‘ What should 
such fellow's as we do, cniwling betwixt 
heaven and earth ‘ coining oiir hearts 
for drachmas now scorchod in the sun, 
now shivering in tlie breeze, now coming 
out in our newest gloss and best attire, 
Uke swallow's in the spring, now ' sent 
back like hollowmfts or shortest day ?' 
Tlic best w'its, like the hundsonu-st faces 
fijwn the towHi lead a harassing, prcf'uricnis' 
lifo— are taken up for the biul and pro- 
mise of talent, wiiu*h they no sooner till- 
ill tiuui tlicy are thrown aside like nn old 
foaliion— ore caressed witJumt reawtin, and 
uisiilted ivith inijHiiuty — art; Knbjeet to 
all the caprice, the malice, and luKrniu' 
advances of that great ktn^per, the Public 
—and in the cud come to no good, like 
all those W'ho iavi>^h their favours uuiii- 
kiftd at large, luid look Co the gratitude of 
the world for their reward, lust cud ot 
this set of Orob-Ktm‘t authors, the mere 
eauaif/c of letters, this eorpomfion <jr Meo- 
diciQt', tt»is rugged regimeat or genius ^u- 
ing at the, eonieis of streets tnji^rmu 
iHTut; give me the genUemtiTi and .scholiir. 
ivith a good house over lii^ h< :Mk uiid u 
Imndsonte table * with wine- of Attic tus'^e' 
to usk iiis lVicnd» ro, ami wlu re u»i.t .'lud 
sorrow m*vcr come. Fill up itie .•'park.- 
ling bowl, heap high ihti di.ssiMl with 
roses ci’owned, bring out the ijot-pressed 
poem, the voUum mainisrripts, the medub, 
die portJ'olios, the intaglio^— thi*. is the 
tnie model of the life of u inan of lusie 
andcirhJ— the posstfssors, rejt the inient- 
ors of tliese things, are the tnu’ heiietue- 
torsof mankind nnd tnnnincnt s oi letters. 
Look in, and them', amidst sihei -'ervu'e-; 
and sliining chandeliers, you will see the 
man of genius at his proper post, ]>icknig 
his tmii HTid mincing on opinion, shel- 
tered by nuik, liowing to wealth— n yuH't 
framed, glazed, und imng in a striking 
light : not a straggling weed, toni :tnd 
trampled on ; not ti poor hlUnm-Uw-atrrcl, 
but a powdered beau, a sycopliunt phnit, 
an exotic reared in a glass-ease, iiorineti- 
r^ilJy sealed,

whose mealy coat no moth can comipl, 
nor blight can wither, 'Hie poet Keats 
had not this s't>rt of proteerion lor his p<T- 
sofn<^te lay hare to weather— the sei- 
pent stung him, tint! the poison-tree droj*- 
IHsd upon tills little western flower;— 
when the mercchaiy &ervUc crcwapproacli • 
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cd him, he had no pedigree to fihow them, 
no rent-roll to hold out in reversion for 
their praise \ he was not in any great 
maiiV train, nor the butt and puppet of a 
lord— tie could only oftiT tlieiD * tliu fair- 
est ilovvers of the season, canmtions and 
str(.'akcd gillifluwers,*— ^ rue for remom- 
braiurn, and pansies for tlioiights*— they 
recked not of his gift, but tore him with 
hideous shouts and laughter,

some otIuT person, he will Imnlly be al- 
lowed to wTite English, or to spell his own 
name. To be w'ell spoken of, ho must 
eiili-^t under some standard ; he must be- 
long to some enUrie, lie must get the 
tU: ettrps on his side : ho must have 
literary hail in readiness. Thus they 
prop one another's rieketty heads at 
3J_‘s sho]j, and a spurious reputJitioii, 
like false argument, runs in a circle.

ploma? AnaldermunwltlioutbGliigknight- 
ed ? An actor whose name docs not ap- 
pear in grefit Icttiir®? All others are 
counterfeits— men * of no mark or li^pli- 
hoo(L* Tliifi was wdiat made tlie Jackalls 
of the North so eager to prove that I had 
been turned out of the Edinburg!) Ueview. 
It was not tlie merit of the articles which 
excited tlicir spleen— but their Wing 
there. Of tlie style they kiu-\v nothing ; 
for the thought they' «*ared notliing all 
tliat tliey knew was, tliut I wrote in that 
powerful journal, and therefore tliey as- 
serted that 1 did not." 

Now, perhaps not the worst way of 
answering a string of gross absurdities, 
such as the foregoing, may be to utter, 
in one breath as it were, a string of 
simple truths^ Sir Walter Scott had 
written Marinion, which is still per- 
haps tlie first of all his periVirinances, 
acknowledged tir suspected, about the 
year of God 1H08. J.ord Jiyron says 
what is nonsense, when he says that 
Horace AVulpole/s gentle or noble 
blood did or docs harm to him as 
an author, it does neither the one 
tiling nor the other. Aristophanes 
was 'a nobly-born Athenian, — 'rcrcnce 
a slave; and yet they were equally 
cultivated while in me, and have 
always divided, in fair 
the ap])lauRe of the world. Whc M MI 
asks whether Milton, Dryden, 
ser, Poiie, were or were not men of 
birth ? The fact hapjiens to be that 
they were — ^bnt Shakespeare was not, 
(or scarcely,} and that is quite a sufK- 
cient counterpoifiK'. As for Lord By- 
ron owing his fame to liU coronet, 
did ever any body hear a miserable 
Cockney utter more pitiable trash 
Lord Byron's family is a very good 
one, and his title a tolerably old one ; 
but what is he with his gootl old Vork- 
shire Squires of ancestry, and his Ba- 
rony of Rochdale, to the blood of all 
the Howards — the noble five pearls in 
front of the coronet' of Carlisle ? We 
have fifty noble authors now living, 
almost all of higher nobility than Lord 
Byron. We have I^^rd Carlisle, a fine 
gentlemanlike tragedian, — wc have 
Lord Holland, a capital translator and 
editor, — we have the Duke of Rut- 
land, a clever tourist, and the Duchess, 
a very spirited hand at the pencil, — 
wc have Lord Thurl<tvis an amatory 
pot‘t of the foremost. Half the Peers 
have written pamphlets, if people 
would but road them. John I.ord 
tlarbery, and the Earl of Blcssingtoii,

capital ones each in its way. The 
Countess of Blessington writes as 
fuir a squib as any anti-Cockney of us 
alU^But what u the etfoet of all tliis? 
Did ever even the IsLlinburgh Review, 
(the Review that jiuffed Keats and 
Hunt, ftroh, jiuflorJ) did ever even 
that Beview diuc to puff the nojble 
Whig tragedian at the head of our 
little list? Did not every Review, on 
the other liaiid, praise Lord Holland ? 
Has any Rt;view whatever ever said 
any one word, good, bad, or indiffe- 
rent, about the llukc and Duchess of 
Rutland? lias not every Review, 
without exception, quizzed poor Lord 
Thurlow, whose coronet is just of the 
prae cut with Lord Byron's ? In brief, 
'tis mere lunacy. The real caiist* why 
one man is popular, and wdiy all the 
|>ooplc of Engh’tiid*' reject another, is 
one which all the people iti Eng- 
land," save oai', will, witliout diffi- 
culty, discover. Had llazlitt lieen 
born Duke of Duok4aiic, l^larquis of 
the jVlonumont, of Kdmoiiton- 
tvash, Viscount Muder, Baron Bow- 
bell, &c. Ac. Ac. Ac. Ac. Ac., the 
Fei^r would have stood at this moment, 
an an author^ exactly where the Ple- 
beian does stmd. No, no, let him not 
lar^y such Battering unction to his 
hi' may depend on it, that, even 
fH^h his name, so accompanied, 
might huvt^ hccome the mouth well,'* 
it would not have been rtq)eated quite 
so often as he foniDy dresims. . No- 
body w'ouhl ha\e praised his jirose, 
because that would have looked like 
“ cluiiuing aeqii.-iinuiice with a J. 0 Td/* 
The fact is, his Grace's books would 
have been cut up; nay, we almost 
suspect tliat his (rruce liimself might 
Jiave bt en cut. But, ^o be sure, this 
is goiuj5 a long way to Jiint, that any 
man, wlio had ever had his knees 
nrukr a certain sort of mahogany, 
could, by anv possildlity, have written 
eertai)* 4i..-rts of tliiags. Lord ! wliat 
a rumpus Duk. Iluzlitt would have 
liiade, had he hap]>cni d to have any 
tiling to say in the Coronation. There 
would have been no slaiidingUill in 
the cinbruidtrcd bomut. But let him 
anil us bo satisfied with remember- 
ing, tliat in Uic Court of Cockaigne,— 
around,

rank is conspicuous in that cycle of

To go on, wc do not choose to discii.<(s 
Cowper with Hazlitt; and as for his 
alluSon to our own old tf vnprit 

about John Gilpin and' Maxtqqia, 
why, wc are really pretty well used 
now-a-days to being revihsi and rob- 
bed by the same worthy persons. 

There is not," says our great au- 
thority, “ a more helpless and de spised 
animal, tlian a mere author without 
any advantages of hirih, anrtniM?, or 
forfum to set him off." fJ ! JVlr Tahle- 
' talker, you have really, for oiuv, talk- 
ed the truth Ktnack out. I'iie I^irfh 
and the Jorlmte are nothing — hut we 
frankly confess the is some- 

thing. And ymi, in that 8cntt*i»ci\ have 
done ju^t as absurd a thing us Pierce 
Fgfui — no, not Pierce, but some sulwl t- 
ern dab of tilt Fancy — tvould bavedono 
in saying : — ** There is not a more de- 
sfusetl animid than a Vuere boxer, who 
enters the ring without any evtriTisic. 
advantages of silk stockings, irain- 
lyc, or a pink watch-ribbon, to set 
him off" But there would be no end 
of setting you off, w\*re we to go on at 
this rate. You say an auUior, to be at 
all looked upn, must be soiiiothing 
more or Icks iJian an author, ‘‘ a rich 
merchant, a banker, a lord, ora ploiigh- 
inan." A fine text. — Now, we freely 
eonfc.^8 that John Clare, Allan Cun- 
ningham, and Jiinii^s Hogg, would 
never have h« n heard of hut for the 
accident of tlicir peasantry ; hut no- 
IxHly’s works thrive on account of the 
writer's gfiilility. VViuvn you are think- 
ing of when you talk of rich mvrchanls^ 
1 cannot divine. I know of no mer- 
chant author now existing ; and as tor 
bankers, wliy, after all, Hosro<‘ and 
Rogers Hfci very respectable people, 
and as little talked alioui both of them 
almost as yourself. But what are you 
driving at, in the deviPs name ? You 
(.'Orkneys, though none of you arc at 
all •* looked to as authors," might all, 
I fancy, clap an aims to your designa- 
tions if that would do you any good. 
I don't see why tiie additions or wa- 
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ter-colour-palntcr/*— “ attorney,”— 
" apothecary,” or the like, should not 
(if this opinion prevails in Coclcncy- 
land) have been adopted long ago. 
But you arc a high set, and scorn to 
be looked to as authdrs,” in conse- 
quence of any extrinsic advantages 
of birth, breeding, or fortune.” 

Ni'xt comes your delicate (I must 
say) eoniparison of the fate of young . 
Cockney authors to that of the hand- 
somest faces upon the town” and some 
odious palaver about that great keejf 
the IHiblic.” Upon ;iiy word, some 
folks liavc a fine sensii of their own 
dignity. Vouv dirty imagination, Mr 
Hazlitt, is always plunging you into 
Rome dirty scrape. It is sickening to 
hear an old fellow like you talking at 
table, and before ladies’ too, perljaps, 
about “ fulsoine advances,” — buds 
and promises,”—" casting of!'," and 
all tliat long etcetera of the vocabulary 
of vapid pollution. Come, man, de- 
j»ciid on’t, 'twerc better to play Hunt 
at once, and write a prose Ilimini, (it 
would sell better than the characters 
of Shakespeare's plays, lnhink,) than 
to gi) mincing about, and mumbling 
out musty cant in this style. Indeed, 
intlecd, ]\lr Ilazlitt, you art* quite right 
in all you say about " this set of Gkub- 
S ri.'Ki i authors, .tlwi mere canaille of 
lotkrs,” ike. You really are a dis- 
gusting set, and we make no bones to 
acknowhxlgc that once more our voice 
goes with the million, and that we 
greatly prefer a gentleman and jo, 
scholar,” (for so you satirically desig- 
nate tlic being you aftect*to despise,) 
to anything that your " Kil-run-the- 
strccts” are likely to turn out. As for all 
your stuff about silver services,” and 
* * sbiningchandeUers,” 1 deU^t tlxat son 
of humbug. What, sir ! Does Words- 
worth, does Southey, docs Coleridge, 
does Campbell, deal in ** silver services 
and shining chandeliers” anymore than 
yourself? hie ! tic ! JVIr Ilazlitt ; you 
laugh a I learned men and bisliops, so 
you never heard of William Wyke- 
iiain, or his motto. 'Tis inancris 
makyth the man,” Mr William Haz- 
litt. Of a truth, the whole of this far- , 
rugo is 

lifarkM with the indelible damn’ll Cock- 
ney spot." 

It concludes with something a1)oat 
yourself and the F.din burgh Jlcview, 
which we scaretdy comprcheiid. We, 
for charity is our foible, believed you 


had ceased to be a writer in the IMin- 
burgh Review, and we said so. Did 
we, or did we not, say tl)e truth? 
Were you the author of the review of 
Cain, o:c. in the last Number ? oi- did 
you write that dull piece of pedantry 
aboi)t Demosthenes? or are you the 
worthy that shews so much cnlight- 
eneil and fervent zf^al about jail ac- 
comiriodatioiis, and the introduction 
of the Miil Sifulcm ? 

Truly> sir, we never thouglit Unit 
your name could confer any additional 
respectability ujwn any work ; and 
much as we respect Mr .Tefircy, wc 
must take leave to say, that it docs 
not occur to us, that notv-a^dai^s any 
man is likely to he more " looked to 
as an author,” for liaving the reputa- 
tion of being occasionally permitted to 
make a few guineas by scribbling in 
that gentleman's " pwcrful journal.” 
The fact, however, is, that we believe 
you do write in the Travellt;r, but not 
in the Blue and Yellow ; — aiid this is 
quitt* as it should be. You are pleased 
to qualify the adherents of this work as 

the Jackalls of the North." Pray, 
sir, now that you are, or have been, in 
the North , din you find y ourself regard- 
ed as much of a Lton there? as for the 
civil turn of your hist sentence, — what 
would you think of giving it a little 
bit of a twist into,—" You, jVlr liaz- 
litt, know, that yo\i do not, S:c. ; and, 
TiiEBKrottE, you assert that you do?' 

So much for the second great divi- 
sion of Mr Hazlitt's Table-Talk topics. 
As we are not just now bothering our- 
selveB or our r«?aders with any thing 
like a regulaf essay, but rather, as it 
were, table-talking a little touching 
this table-talk ; now glance W’C back 
for a moment to some grand passages, 
in which JVlr Ilazlitt cndeavoin-s to 
convince the world how absur^y it 
acts in despising his writings. Da- 
ving already sufficiently laid down, 
that the world despises them only be- 
cause the author is not “ a gentleman 
and scholar,” or a " lord,” or a " bunk- 
er,” or a " plouglimar,” or a Saui Ko- 
gers, — of course liis main etti)rt is now 
to shew, that really the world is mis- 
taken, — tliAt, after all, he is a gallant 
of some fashion,— one that is up to all 
the raauy-coloureil varieties of life ; — 
in short, not a Cock key in the proper 
sense of that irni>ro]KT term. For this 
pur^iosc. ho oj^Ki'ns unto llie admiring 
gaze of the pusillanimous public, sun- 
dry green and shining glimp.scs into 
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hift own style of existence for in« freedom, idl are Jkd t rwefdng rfmains bui

He has, it u[*|>C'ars, (wo 
really never suspected it before,) made 
the grand tour of Oxford and Blen- 
heim, and also lounged in the long 
gallery of the Louvre. A hint is even 
ciropt that he lias seen Arabia, Uoiiie, 
Greece, and the Pyramids ; but as to 
this we desiderate a more distinct 
statement. What a fine thing to be 
in FitAMOK, understanding, as it ap- 
IKrars, only l-'iiglish, and the “ lan- 
guage of paintings !’* and how easy,

l>y peep o’ day, my eyes, only half un- 
sealed from slumber, were turned win- 
dovr-words for a certifying ray of sun- 
bhine. But due summer weather is 
not always ushered in by a bright sun- 
rise ; perhaps the most brilliaut, aud 
at the same time unsultry days of that 
st'ason of enjoyment,— -balmy, breezy 
days, in which simply it is a liappi- 
ness to breathe,” and resign ones self 
to ail indolent sense of animal compla- 
cency, — spring out of moniihgs all 
wet with copious dews, and muffled 
iu wide-skirted raiments of mist.

What seemed far off one long-levelled 
line of unbroken coast, at a nearer^n* 
spection was discerned to be emboffied 
by green promontories, and scooped 
into by (livers inlets and bays. The 
higher hills at the back of the ^island 
re^cd, and were in some instances 
overpeered'by others of lower positive 
altitade, but of greata* proximity to 
us voyagers— like contemporary merit, 
taknit, or beauty, actually inferior 
pmrbaps to some we have heretofore 
Known, but as being more immediate- 
ly conspicuous, contiguous, and tan- 
^ble, it casts a glamour over us, and 
is held in undue estimatiou, till it is 
lowered to its naked value by becoming 
itself one of the mSny things surviving 
only in the meinorv, and like the hilus 
of the beautiful isle, when we are at a 
due diatauce, real merit is not obscu- 
red by deceptions of perspective. 

One part of this shore — there it is, 
Colwell Bay, where the earthy cliff' 
advances more boldly than the rest, is 
Tuemoraibie for a dismal story, 
mind was early impressed uith it, and 
it has never faded from my reinem- 
hrance.

Accordingly^ what living poet is not 
indebted to Wordsworth r No two 
minds can be imagined, for example, 
more unlike each other, tliau his and 
Sir Walter Scott^; aud yet manv of the 
most l>eautiful passages of the ilighty 
illinstre], wherein he speaks not m 
knights, 5(]uireK, and steeds^ but of hlm- 
sclf perhaps, or of other men, living or 
dying in a peaceful world, are inani* 
festly coloured aud inspirited by the 
light and soul of the Genius of the 
Lakes. And not a few of the most 
touching and pathetic CDnccptions in 
liis glorious Novels, we owe to the same 
source. A few Ueauttfui Wordsworthian 
verses, quotcnl at tlie heads of chapters, 
shew to the skilful eye bow the genius 
of one man may kindle that oi* another, 
though cast by prodigal Nature in very 
difterent moulds, and animated, iu gt> 
ueral, by a very diderent spirit. The 
two lust caiit<.M> of ChiLde Harold, al-* 
though sufficiently original to place 
Lord Byron iu the first rank of ge- 
nius, are, in many plaoca, absolutely 
writtou, it may hcsaitC by Wordsworth.

Rogers, whh luapuiiy dkagonoc — Wil- 
son-v-Hunt—Milmain — Montgomery 
— &e. &C. &c. &c. &c. all are indebted 
to Wordsworth, to a prodigious extt^nt, 
indeed far more than they can ever re- 
pay. But such debts arc nonourable to 
them— at least as long as they are 
gratefully acknowledged atid proclaim- 
ed ; and we ntentiou them now not to 
their disparagement, but sitii)ily as a 
fact rcganling the poetical character of 
tlie age.

The objects which Mr Wordsworth 
had in view in the composition of 
“ Ecclesiastical Sketches/' will best 
appear in his own words : 

“ During the month of Dcc^nnber, DWO, 
I accompanied a much-lovcd and lionout- 
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cd friend in « walk through diptent partii 
of his estate, with a view to lix upour the 
site of a new church which he intended to 
erect It was one of the moat beautiful 
mornings of a mild season,— our feeUiigs 
were in hariuony witli the cherUhing in- 
fluences of the scene ; and, sucli being our 

a use, we were naturally led to look 
upon past events with wonder and 
gratitude, and on the future with hope. 
Not long afterwards, some of the Sonnets 
which will be found towatds the close of 
this Ncries, were produced as a private me- 
morial of that morning's occupation. 

“ The (Jatholic Question, which was agi- 
tated in Parliament ab(»ut tliat time, fcqpt 
my tliougiiU in the same course ; and it 
struck me that certain pciiots in the Eccle- 
siastical History of our Country, might ad- 
vantagcoiislj' be prti>cnted to view in verse. 
Accordingly, 1 took up tbo subject, and 
whut I now offer to the reader, was the re- 
sult.” 

These fitie Sketches are divided into 
three parts : — tlie first embraccK many 
interesting topics, from tlie introduc- 
tion of L'liristiaiiity into Britain to the 
consiiniiimtion of the Papal dominion; 
the sei'oud, from the close of the trou- 
bles in the reign of Charles the First; 
and the third, from the liestoration 
tt> the present times. Mr Wordsworth, 
with a fine philosophic eye^ fixes on 
those, incidents, events, actions, and 
charaeb rs, which were most influen- 
tial, for gocKl or evil, on the religious 
Bt.de of England, down through those 
long and various ages. And in the 
fonn of Sonnets, he gives expression 
to his thoughts or feelings, so that 
tlicrc is hardly one subject of inagtii- 


tude in Idle ecdcslastleal history of 
England, on which we do not And a 
thought that Weathes, or a word that 
bums. It is obvious, l^at no one r«u 
gular connected poem could have bc*en 
written on so vast a subject. But al- 
though ea<di Sonnet, according to the 
law of that kind of composition, is in 
itself a whole, yet ftequently two or 
three of the Series are beautifully con- 
nected and blended together, so as to 
read like connected stanzas of one 
poem. And indeed when the whole 
series — all its three parts — is perused, 
the effect is magiiiflcent, and great 
events, and deeds, and minds, seem to 
have been passing proccssionally be-^ 
fore us over the floor of an enchanted 
stagjc. Mr Wordsworth's mind is fa- 
miliar with all these as with matters 
ot* to-day, and therefore he speaks of 
them all as of things known and felt 
by every man of liberal education, 
lie flings a beam of light on some 
transaction dark in antiquity, and it 
rises up for a moment )>efare ns — ^bc 

raises tne coflin-lid in some old vault, 
and we behold the still face of one 
formerly great or wise on earth — he 
rebuilds, as with a magic wund, the 
holy edifice that for centuries has lain 
in ruins— monks ‘and nuns walk once 
more in the open sun-light, and aU 
the failing or tailed pageantries ot taith 
re-appear and vanish in melancholy 
and sublime mutation. Can we do 
bettor than quote a good many of these 
noble soTinets ? The five following all 
hang together, and arc above the pitch 
of any other living poet.

The seiitimeiils and feelings that 
einbiiliii all these fine Coinpositiuns, 
are peculiarly iinnurtaiit at the present 
day. It is thus tliat (.'hristianity, and 
great lOstablislnnents for the preserv,i- 
tion of its doctrines pure and unsul- 
lied, ought to be thought of in the 
meditative mind of genius. In those 
beautiful sketches, we see the powtT 


of religion — true or false— working to 
c-flect the elevation or the overthrow 
of the human soul. We see, in short, 
but impressive glimpses, the liistory 
of our forefathers remeinhcring or for- 
getting (lod, and how their empire 
wns great on earth, as their spirit as- 
pired to heaven. The eeclesi.Tstical 
picture reveals political trutli ; and ue-

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ver was the alliance between church 
and state so philosophically illustrated 
as by this pi^vailing poet. Contrast 
tliose benign, solemn, and pious breath- 
ings of one of the noblest spirits of die 
age, with the heartless, arrant, and 
blasphemous ravings of those disturb- 
ers of the clear waters of the well of 
life, whose cause, when they were suf- 
fering under tlie just infliction of the 
law luisnaincd persecution, too many 
who miglitliaveKnownbetterhuvehccn 
found to espouse; and with what a 
divine lustre sliincs forth the coonte- 
iiance and tlie flgure of Faith ! Here 
we sec the highest intellect bowing 
down in reverence be- 

fore the spirit of Chns^lliKy— the 
most splendid imagination ovei^wer- 
ed by its sanctities, whether sleeping 
silently in the dark depths of bosoms 
agitated by mortal hope and fear, or 
embodied, to outward eyes, in beauti- 
ful or magnificent rites. Here we sec 
that genius can conceive no image so 
august, jjj|a^potiun so aifecting, as those 
tliat risSi^ at the feet of the altar. And 
even th^ crithnsiast of nature, who has 
fullowe^^ordsworththroughhiswoods 
and vallics— across hislal^cs and meres, 
and over his own cliifs and mountains, 
haunted as by a passion,'* by images 
of beauty, must have felt, as he finish- 
ed the perusal of these Kcchsiasticid 
Sketches, tliat a profounder iiathos 
and sublimer interest lie among the 
ruined walls of old religious houses, 
and round the yet undccayiiig temples 
of the living God, than call be ever 
found in the sdlitud<i of the great 
hills ; for the shadows that fail there, 
and the echoes that arc heard, are all ^ 
spiritual; the creature is brought 
nearer the Creator, and the com- 
miinion is felt to be more divine. 

llui beautiful hnd majestic m these 
Ecclesiastical Sketches must to 
be by all callable of feeling j^etry, 
tlieir full power can be known only by 
thuse who are familiar with Mr Words- 
worth's Sonnets dedicated to Liberty. 
In these he unfolds the true principles 
of national greatness in the kingdoms 
of C hristendom . He shews how thrones 
are supported, and by virhat fatalities 
they arc laid prostrate. His mind is 
not darkened by tlie veil of the pre- 
sent ; but it pcnctmies, through gloom 
or glitter, into tlic vital spirit of human 
power; und if there bo a siieck of decay 
or disease there, his eye discerns it, 
and he gives warning of dissolution. 


He shews how virtue, religion, inde- 
pendence, and freedom, are the minis- 
ters of mortality, and that the science 
of politics is simple to the wise and 
gCMid. He sees final abasetnont in the 
temporary triumphs of the wicked, and 
when all is wrapt in mist and sleet, 
and howling darkness, he beholds the 
re-appearing of the mountain-tops. 
Nor does he deal in that si>1emlid sc- 
ries of sonnets, with mere statclj' ge- 
neralities — but he grasps the truth as 
it has been shewn on the stag(' of rcid 
life, cither in Joyful events, or terrible 
catastropluts, iii the sunshine of siiiilch 
or in showers of blood. I'he pout of 
the peaceful vale has not feared to 
walk among moral earthqmikus ; revo- 
lution and anarchy have been food Ibi’ 
his meditations, and in his boldest 
language he has called “ Carnage tliu 
DaugliU*r of the Lord/' We never 
read these corApositions without think- 
ing of these fintf verses of Cowper, — 

“ A terrible sa^arity informs 
The poet's heart; he I«»oks to distant Btornw. 
lie hears tlmiider ctc the temjsesi 
roar, 

The billow cre it breaks iipo:i the shore." 

TUc.Se Stjuncts oi‘ W'onUworth liavt: 
been compared with those of ^Milton ; 
and Mr .leiirey has said, that ]\Iillon's 
are as far superior to lUcm ;is tlicy 
tbciTiselvcs arc sui>erior other 

English souuets. The t^ic could 
have said this only w'iili tlie vuin 
ho])c of mortifying the poot—for lie 
cannot think so. Tlut it i.s e:isy t(» 
overshadow living merif by some 
mighty name from the tlt JMl. — iMiJ- 
ton’s sonnets furiiibhed a niodei to 
Vl^rdsworth; but he has far sur- 
passed his model both iti thought and 
expression. A fev/ of Milton's son- 
nets are cxceeilingly fine; hut even 
these, owe ^nucli of their power over 
(;ur minrls to ideas and feelings asso- 
ciated with lus personal character and 
high and unhappy destiny. In future 
times, Wordsworth's will be read with 
soincwhrvt Biniihr emotions; for al- 
though liis own cxistencchas been tran- 
quil, aloof fl*um all agitating public af- 
fairs, and unconnected with the goings- 
on of governments, yet his spirit has 
been otien among them as vividly and 
energetically as Milton s own ; and the 
whole heart and soul of his ])octry has 
bjen ])oured over human life, to ame- 
liorate and dignify it, tocxposcerrorund 
delusion stript of all their pretences, 
and to shew the foundations of all true 
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national fjrn atiipss. In<lgK‘nflontly of 
all such personal associations, Words- 
worth's sonnets, we repeat it, are infi- 
nitely superior to JVliltoirs. 'rhey em- 
brace a v*'i(U‘ and various rimge — and of 
themselves constitute a great Work. 
Considered as to composition merely, 
they are perfect ; — the music flows on 
like a stream, or rolls like a river, or 
expands like the sea, according as the 
thought is beautiful, or majestic, or 
sublime ; and often as the soul listens 
to the harmony, swelling and deepen- 
ing to a dose, it is as if 

Through the long-drawn airilc and fret- 
ted vault, 

The pCi'ding anthem swell'd the note of 
praise.” 

llic Memorials of a Tour on the 
Continent in 1820,” is ]ierliaps, on 
the whole, a still more delightful 
volume than the Ecclesiastical 
Sketches,” It is certainly more like- 
ly to he popular, for it deals iu more 
familiar matter of hiunaii interest. 

In pure rdigion, breathing liousehold 
laws.” 

In a foreign land even thti dullest 
soul is inspired ; the iiiternyl senses are 
eniigljtenrd ; and ordinary intellects 
understand more iirijiortuut truths. 
TIk* itnu r maji is aroused from his tor- 
por, and exults in iiew’-bom energy. 
Proof's of this are visible in the journals 
of the least gifted travellers ; and there 
are f(w books of the kind in which 
gleams of tcnd( rm?s.s or fancy do not 
occasionally phiy over the surface of 
the leaden "or brazen page. But when 
a true and great poet leaves his father- 
land, and caiTies hirf spirit into other 
realm.s, he alights there, as it were like 
itn unlired eagle, and with a keen 
bright eye secs far and wide through 
tlu* atmospliere. One of our greatest 
poets lias been one of our greatest 
travellers, perhaps too much so, for 
Byron ha.s often forgotten, and often 
inisremcmberctl, his native country. 
But Wordsworth takes with him his 
household gods— his Lares and Pe- 
nates, into wicr climes ; and he never 
long loses from his vision the moun- 
tains, and the temples, and the cot- 
tages of liis own beloved England. He 


Is no discontented politieian, seanning 
tlic institutions of his own great and 
free country with a di.stovb*d nnd jaun- 
diced eye, and seeking t/delude him- 
self and others into the belief tliat 
we wdio are sprung of the earth's 
first Wood, "andhave “ tilJos manifold,” 
need beg, bf»rrow, or steal any thing 
ftom the nations of the Contiuent. 
The soil of his mmtl is English — and 
every tree of the forest, and every 
flower of the field, can grow thiire, 
beautiful in bloom, or magnificent in 
umbrage. Wordsworth ncv(‘r com- 
promises the dignity of lii.s own 
character, or of that of his country, 
in the delight breathed upon him by 
the* scenic or social charms of a 
foreign land. He holds fust his in- 
tegrity, as Milton did of yore on his 
travels — ;i«d returns to his own house, 
and garden, and lake, tlic same high- 
minded and uncorrupted Englishman, 
with his stainless banner white,” ii=) 
he left liib native shores ; having 
deriveil more new wisdom from the 
recollections of the past, of the great- 
ness, and goodness, and glory of his 
own dead or living compatriots, tlnm 
he did from tlie insight which when 
abroad he had given tohim into the clni- 
racter and constitution of inwlern em- 
pires, and all their fluctuating popula- 
tion. " Why weeps the muse for Eng- 
land,” is a thought that seems to arise in 
his mind whenever he indulges in a me- 
lancholy or foreboding dream, of the 
posfdbility of her decline or fall. Ilis 
fears are hut the passing shadows — 
his hones are the steady light ; an<l 
when tlie thick mist of a poet’s ajrpre- 
heiisions dissolves, the ert'ations of his 
soul appear more pure, fair, and kind- 
ling, like along, wide vale from which 
the sun and breeze liave clean'd off the 
shrouding showers in a raoinciit,* or 
like u great metropolitan city, from 
whose structures the smoke has been 
driven by a strong healthful blast from 
the sea. 

We rqpet that we cannot quote so 
lamly from this work as w'e could 
wish ; but we must transcribe the two 
foUowing sonnets— which, if road for 
the first time inscribed on the wuIIk 
of some Fagan Temple in a far-off 
land, we should have known to be 
Wordsworth's.

Leaving such strains as these, let us 
bear this poet singing of the hum- 
blest scenes and beings of this life — so 
humble, indeed, as to be unnoticed by 
Uie careless eye, or uiithought of by 
the careless heart. The subjects of the 
following verses arc precisely fitted, 
in vulgar apprehension, for afewgjro-

To wish our frietids Health and 
Huppiuess, lias always been considered 
as the most appropriate mode of sum<- 
rniiig up, in a brief and emphatic 
fonit, our most ardent desires for tliaur 
welfare ; and these two blessings con- 
tinue to be Jinked together in the 
minds and niouths of men, as though 
indeed tliere escisted between them an 
inst'parablc bond of connexion. That 
Health and Happiness are, however, 
to be found apart, is a trutli that 1 
have long since discovered ; and to 
dcuioiislrute which, would, I flatter 
iUysclf, be to iiD])art a heueflt to man- 
kind. 

It has frequently occurred to me, 
that, amoiigsi all > the good and wise 
things tliiit have been tiiouglit, said, 
and written, on the evils of Pain and 
Sickness, 1 have never heard of one 
jien being employed in celebrating 
their pleasures. It may seem, indeed, 
al fir^t sight, rather ])aradoxictil to 
speak of the Pleasures of Pain, or the 
JovK of Sickness ; but if we give the 
.subject u fuller consideration, wc bhall 
peril ips And it not so absurd ; and 
bliouUl I succeed in persuading lialf a 
do/en readers to be of iiiy opinion, I 
shall feel I have equalled the triumphs 
of tile must successful professors of the 
god-like art of healing. The utmost 
boiist of their science is to expel for a 
short season these pertinacious visit- 
ants — my greater glory will he to in- 
ducSt* mimkiad to receive them with 
open arms. A little enthusiasm is 
always permitted, and inileed is almost 
essential to the hroacher of any new 
dogma ; and 1 confess myself so warm 
nil advocate in the preseflt cause, that 
1 would not for the world forego the 
Pleasures of (Sickness — ^xiur would I ex- 
change the dear little fit rheama- 
tisni with which I am occasionally in- 
dulged, or the slight tendency to fever, 
and delightful ikgreo of debility, which 
a hot seuftoTi inevitably gives me, for 
all the vulgar and monotonous enjoy- 
ments of health. 1 do not indeed pre- 


tend profess a partiality for the se- 
verer pangs of our sufteriiijjr nature — 
extrenes ate evils in all tilings-— and 
1 readily sorrender the violent torturvs 
of acute bodily sufferings without any 
vain attempt to apply ineffectual leni- 
tives — certain that, in such a case, my 
prescriptions, and those of the wisest 
and wig-ieat doctors of the fraternity, 
would w pretty much on a par. But 
with these exceptions, 1 stand boldly 
forth as the champion of all the lesser 
trials to which the mortal JVame is 
liable, coufldcut that, if properly re- 
garded, thoy would he converted into 
blessings, and universally .acknow- 
ledged as such. At any rate, it is 
surely wiser to hug as a friend tlie 
inevitable guest against whom we can- 
not bar the door, however we may con- 
sider him as an enemy* It is wonder- 
fhl bow long men will go on in the 
beaten troek of thottght, without catch- 
ing a glimpse of the true view in which 
some things may he seen. Hence, 
because (in spite of a certain sect of 
pliilosopbers) pain has justly been 
cousidured an evih every shade and 
clcgrt^ of it is considered in the same 
light, and dreaded accordingly, — ^not 
perceiving that these phenomena hi 
our physical system produce the same 
effect as the irregularities in the beau- 
tiful works of the creation — the moun- 
tains — ^values — woods— ^plains — ^wiiids 
— rain — tempests and’ calms — all 
which, like the altemationa of health 
in the human frame, pro<lucc endless 
variety, and occasion such delightful 
play of light and shade. 1 tliank Hea- 
ven, that I have always been accus- 
tomed to the vicissitudes of health and 
sickness, and tlie experience of each 
has taught mo the value of both. But 
as tlie joys of health do not stand so 
much in need of elucidation, 1 shall 
restrict myself to the exposition of the 
' rleasurcs of Sickness, which most re- 
quire an interpreter, the language in 
which she speaks being least cusiln 
understood, and the blessings in hey 
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frift consequently more often over- 
looked. I 

This mcthVl, indeed^ of pointing 
©lit to less quick perceptions the pcoods 
they unconsciously enjoy, is not wludly 
new. We have lonp: had adventurous 
explorers in the rarefied atranspluTe of 
the passions, and in various other lines 
new and curious fields of discovery 
have been opened to us.

such pleasures, and who would have 
contrived to live and die without any 
suspicion of them, were it not tor the 
kind assistance of the strange beings 
called poets, who have a knack of find- 
ing od<l enjoyments in things that arc 
the very antipodes to the real and sub- 
stantial delights of roast beef and a 
bottle of port But, in spite of the 
natural apathy of these pkin prosaic 
TK'THOTis, such Is the docility of the 
linmari tnihd, that these beautiful de- 
vclopnutits of the finer feelingH, clo- 
thed in sweet and simple language, 
are rendered familiar to minds tlic 
furthest removed from sentiment ; and 
such is the force of truth, that, ihougli 
destitute of the embellishments of 
poetry, I should by no means feel sur- 
prised, if. this article, which I am now 
writing for the most fashionable of all 
fashionable Magrtzines, were to bring 
the Pleasures of Sic kness dccidetlly into 

vogue. Many a fair reader will, I am 
-confident, concur in my sentiments, 
which accord so well with their deli- 
cacy and refinement of feeling ; not 
should 1 be wholly astonislieil, if this 
work penetrjAiiig into the anti-seiiti- 
montid regions of the dly, and en- 
countering the eye of soine wortliy 
fur-go wn'd alderman, he should bie 
I'crsuadfd to feel the approach of tlic 
next fit of gout with a certain degree 
of satisfaction. 

But I retUTfi^fy-om this digression 
to the immediate precincts of iny 
Paradise of Sickness — my ample, 
high, wide, deep, soft, Well-stuffed 
and cht'^^rfully-covercd arm-chair, in 
which 1 am "at the present moment 
cQlven^hed — ^my table of writing ma- 

S hy my side, my feet nrgligcnt- 
pcwrtcil by a footstool, my frame 
led by t delicate languor, tlie 


light of heaven partially admitted to 
an interview, through the medium of 
a green gauze curtain, and every thing 
around me in harmony with the inte- 
resting state of niy health. .And this 
brings me at once to what I regard as 
one of the first sources of the Plea'iures 
of Sickness— namely, the leisure for 
thougltt which it so boun tif ull y bestows 
on those who perhaps rudely, if ever, 
enjoy a pause m>m the incessant whirl 
of business, or the bustle of dissipatit»n. 
I speak not to those unfortunates who 
know not the value of thought — who 
perhaps, indeed, ore in the predioament 
of a young lady, who once ingonuou*!- 
ly owned to me, that she never did 
tnink, for she did not know how to set 
about it.*’ To such persons, the hi a- 
ven-born maiden Meditation would bo 
a most unweh'ome visitant; and an 
obligation to think," would doubtless 
be willingly exchanged for hard Inlumr 
of any description. To sneh persons, 
Sickness must be indeed an appalling 
spectre, bringing in her hand the de- 
mon of ennui, a sight sufficient to t<*r- 
rify the stoutest heart in that busy 
class, ■ivho, in their days of lu'alth, 
bad never caught a glimpse of such a 
monster." There arc majiy men, who, 
though fully sensible of the advan- 
tages and delights of leisure, yet have 
not the force of mind to procure it ff»r 
themselves — ^whoare the ilaily prey of 
trifling circiiinstances and petty avoca- 
tions, which they permit to fasten on 
their minds as duties of serious obli- 
gatioTi. They want couragt; to say to 
the world, and its sea of troubles. 
Thus far shalt thou come, and no 
farther and few can shut out its 
encroachments from tlieir own (dosets 
so entirely, but that it will rush in, 
and mar even their closest retirement. 
But to all those who gratefully rectdve 
the boon of elegant leisure, Sickness 
will be welcome as a confirmer of that 
Idussing; for when do we enjoy it so 
perfectly, as when that tyrannical 
world, and its chimoroos calls upon 
our time and thoughts, are at once ba- 
nished ‘fi'Otn oW presence, without the 
effort of choice, and our existence, our 
cares, our occupation, drawn into the 
narrow compass of our own chambers. 
It is then that we feel truly nlont — it 
is then that our house is indeed our 
castle. Knjoying the dignity of cala- 
mity, (for in this light is such a con- 
dition erroneously regarded,) I take 
the benefit of the immunity which it 
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gives from all tbe common cares and 
vexations of life, and lay myself out 
ibr every kind of delicate felicity and 

very few* in this busy world of ours, 
liave lime to coinnmiie with their own 
hearts, and to be still ! What disco- 
veries does not such a state enable 
them to make i How many a man 1^ 
run through a long career, without 
scraping Uie smallest intimacy with 
that important personage— 

— when perhaps a salutary fit of sick- 
ness having brought about the first 
introduction to this unknown, be sud- 
denly finds that he has all bis life over- 
looked a very fine fellow, close within 
his reach, who may prove, if followed 
up diligently, the pleasantest, and cer- 
tiiiiily tiu* most useful acquaintance he 
has ever made. Or it may |H)8!»ib1y 
happen, that he may discover that he 
has long been hand ,and glove with a 
nmuvitis sitjat, whose deceits he never 
cletccti d, and of whom he knows as 
little, as one usually does of one's next- 
door neighbour in London. Although 
it will not be in his power to cut this 
very unpleasatit connexion, he may do 
better by accomplish ing the ituprove- 
luout iind reformation of his insepara- 
ble companion ; uud he will, in the 
jjrogress of this work, be thoroughly 
convinced of the truth of tlieobservor 
lion of the Koinan satirist, that tlie 
useful science called yy«6* o-iairrov de- 
seemled iiii mediately from Heaven. 

Another consequence of Sickness, is 
the calm which it gives to the sguh 
'I’hc elfect of Sickness on the heart and 
the ])assi(uis, is like that produced on 
the eyes by u pair of green S{)ectacleR, 
wliicli Iwbtow on every object a sof- 
tene<l tint, freed from, the dazaUng 
colours thrown around them, by the 
full bljzc of unchecked and buoyant 
spirits which belong to health. Or, to 
use another simile. Sickness presents 
objects to our senses under the same 
appearance that they assume when re- 
flected in that beautiful sort of mirror, 
which, while it accurately delineates 
their form, diminishes their apparent 
mai^nitiide, and^ depriving them of all 
tlieir glai'e, displays the true light and 
shade in which they are viewed to the 
best advantage. Just so docs Sickness 
throw human life and its concern- 
inetits into tltat sofumed distance, and 
that reduced size, which ought in rea- 
lity to belong to tliem ; but in which 
we never view them, whilst our paa- 
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siuns, into^cat^ with giddy health*, 
are busied in heightening their cokar^* 
and distorting their prq^rtioiis. It is 
in the power of every reflecting readA* 
to prove the truth of these remarks, 
by considering how tlic same object 
will change its face, when viewed 
through 4hei^ two different mediums 
of healUi and sickness. Only yester- 
day I WHS walking in the Park, in 
rude health and spirits, to increase a 
good appetite for an indifferent repast, 
when '.Ik fn0 my friend J\l., who be- 
spoke rne. ibr his diuncr-]>arty next 
day. No oite gives better entertain- 
ments,, or with a better grace of hospi- 
tality, or more skilfully selects the 
elements of an agreeable party, than 
M. ; and if they £> not blend happily 
togctlu^r, the fault is certainly not bis. 
1 accepted the invitation with alacrity, 
and took an additional turn in the 
Mall, to indulge the agreeable specu- 
lations arising out of the circumstance* 
My iaucy was ut once on the wing ; 
and in her fantastic kaleidoscope, 1 
perceived all the pleasures of to-mor- 
row, — ^the brilliant circle, — the polite 
refinement, aud the lively conversa- 
tion, whicli conspire to adorn a well- 
bred London drawing-room. Besides, 
I was myself considered as no bad 
dhur^mt ; and the whispers of vanity 
added an inexpressible agitation to iny 
spirits, as 1 anticipated the succes 
which J should ei^oy, aud on which 
1 coulil subsist in solitude and privacy 
for a month to come. Nor did my 
hnagination disdain the lower delights 
of the senses ; and a confused iniugc 
danced before my mind, of good sense 
and good cheer, sparkling wdt and 
bright cliampaigne, — case, cleganoc, 
instruction, amusement, admiration-— 
and produced that charming flutter of 
expectation, which naturally belongs 
to so inipt>rtant an event, as going out 
toxlinncr. It is, indeed, an incident 
which most agreeably ruffles the quiet 
stream of time, wliich bears along, in 
a swift but noiseless current, the life 
of a solitary student, whose sedentary 
employments, though they give it ra- 
pidity, take noibitig from its same- 
ness. ■ A convivial party, like a stone 
thrown suddenly into the stream, stirs 
the surface without muddying the wa- 
ters ; and next day, the whirlpool 
caused by tlie event gently subsiding, 
it runs tranquilly on again, keeping 
the even tenor of its way. But, alas ] 
how Vfun are the iuiaginatioiis of mani 
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JiirigUt viiiiiQns . of Epicurean enjoy- 
ment^ ftnji intellectual iutoxication;» 
wlierc are fell asleep h'A 

hlgllt^. thinking atill of lil/s jiarty — 
atul debating, io luy mind, whether, 
ilrhen the anairs of Turkey came on 
tapis, I should give the benefit of 
mj cD-operation to this or that side— 
whether I should give my sanction to 
driving the bigotted Mussulman out 
of Europe, or raise mv vpioe against 
the overwhelming ambition or' th$ 
Autocrat of all the Russias— whether 
to he most solid or brilliant' ih arga« 
xnent, to dazzle as a meteor, or instruct 
like a sage — when, alas ! nciU morn- 
ing I awoke with dh^l p&ngs of 
toothache, and the latftu^nal pro-, 
portions of my visage so deplorably 
increased, that though it would have 
been more in character to have worn a. 
dismal length pf face on the occasion, 
such an external of woe was but of thp 

g aestion. After having spent' some 
ours in au agony of pairi, aggravated 
by the horrors of indecision, whether 
to send for Mr Cartwright (who is 
said to have so fascinating a method 
of extracting your grinders, that be 
renders it positively pleaumt to the 
patient,} the pattpeysm abated; but 
left me in such a state of languor, 
tliat it became obvious 'I could not 
think pf leaving my room. Thp 
hour for dressing was just at hand, 
but I no longer fidt even the mallest 
wish to quit my chamber. H^e was 
a change ! How fdiall we philosophue 
the matter? AU that figured iu my 
&ncy yesterday b to-day positively 
odious to me— the pleasures of thep^ 
late, now, even in thought, produce a 
shiver of horror througli my whole 
frame, which iny, sensitive jaws fully 
respond. My view if the, whole thing 
was entirely chang^— the company, 
the conversation ; every thing wore 
anotlier aspect. I saw nothing in such 
meetings but din atul discomfit to 
the entire sacrifiee of individual' en- 
joyment— I felt fatigued at the bare 
idea of supporting a whole evening in 
such an artifidal state of existence— 
I sickened at w contemplation of the 
emptiness, vanity, and vexation of spi- 
rit which attend such pleasurea, and 
so entirely had a day’s ulnm assiini- 
lated my ideas to my condition, that I 
would not now exchange my present 
position for the most conspicuous place 
in the most brilliant saloon in the me- 
tropolis. Here then 1. experienced the 


sedative etfixts on the mind, which 1 
have ascribed to Sickness— and the so- 
bjr hue of truth in wdiidi it pre^nted 
the pleasures which I had so in tem- 
perately coloured, gave me ample field 
tor moralizing; and this increasing the 
sense of my own sa^tdty, added not a 
h jle to tbe charms of tl^ season of 
rt^jctlon. 

It is in tlie abodes of poverty and 
wapt iliat Sickn^ wears another as- 
p^ There, I grant, my theory would 
avkil nothing, where it is indeed the 
severest of all calamities; but even 
there^ the evil is not in ifftieffis iMf 
but in the want of those allevlatioiis 
which render it only another mo- 
dification of comfort to those who 
can command them. Hunger is an 
evil, it will lie readily grant^, when 
we lack the means to assuage it—but 
would any one willingly part with the 
sensation altogether, and with it, the 
pleasure of gratifying it ? It would 
be a spccttlgoon worthy of omr philo- 
sophers, to calculate, in case of our 
being deprived of this salutary and 
punctual rcinenibraneer, how many 
persona wouht fall victims to forget- 
iulness of eating — and what proportion 
the numbtjr would bear to Ihoso daily 
sacrificed at tbe shrine of voracity. 
Amongst the Pleasures of Sicknt‘ss, let 
us not forget the chann of beholding 
tim sympatliies of our friends so 
powerfully awakened— of calling forth 
all those kindly feelings and minor 
attentions which frequently slumber 
in the period of In^alth— but lull most 
kindly on the .spirit which is Hofteiiid 
and subdued by illness. What de- 
light can equal the pleasure of being 
occasiohaRy tlic object of ihtise ttiider- 
ncsses— so deiy are they to me, und to 
all who know, the delight of being be- 
loved, that I would not exchange them 
fbr all die unsocial blessings of un- 
changing health* It would be a seri- 
ous loss to me indeed, if I did not some* 
tlmvs hear my little sister s voice at 
toy door in au accent of tender in- 
qwy hpw I was,— and how I had 
riept— rif I did not receive from her 
some sprigs of tlie earliest sweet-briar 
in her garden — and still more so, if my 
mother ceased to come in frequently 
durilng tlie morning on tip-toe, with a 
face full of land solicitude — and with- 
out ^ving me tho faLimio of many 
questions, ascertaining that 1 had au 
iny comforts about I firmly be- 
lieve that tbe hh'ssings of ease are 
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cheaply bought at the expense of con^ 
sidcrable ^in. The mere absenoe of 
pain in the human frame is one of 
thobb ble$sin{^, which is the most nn- 
gratefuliy enjoyed— and of which it 

requires the irequont recurrence of its 
opposite to enliven our sense, and to 
give us that delightful consciousness 
that all is right and harmonious 
within and about us ; .and this is ne- 
ver felt in its full luxury, but when 
it immediately succeeds a state of^)^ 
dily suffering. We then feel our earth 
a heaven — and our hearts run over 
with thankfulness for that whicl^ the 
day before we enjoyed without ac- 
knowledgment. 

What can be more heavenly than 
the state of mind which belonp^ to 
convalescence ! tlic recent relief from 
pain— tlie rapture we feel on the re- 
turn of ease ! what soft delicious feel- 
ings— what exaltations in our thoughts 
— what warmth in our imamnatjons— 
W'hat gratitude, what enthusiasm in 
our devotions ! what benevolence to- 
wards all around us ! Let the sceptic 
ill these matters only watch the pro- 
gn-ss of the convalescent invalid, be- 
ginning with the moment when ho 
first li'avcs the fevered bed to which 
he has been sometime confined. With 
what exquisite delight is tins simple 
change attended— aiid wliat inexpres- 
sible relief i^ bestowed by the new 
posture ! By and by he makes an ex- 
ciir'sloii to the further end of his cham- 
ber, and at length reaches the windov^ 
which lias been the object of his wist- 
ful gaze for some days past. What a 
sight does he behold ! Perhaps when 
he fell ill. Winter was still, lingering 
in the lap of May, and a few leaves 
and biids, pushed forth before the rest, 
stood shivering and looking comfort- 
lessly at one another, in the absence 
of the Sun ; (like strangers meeting 
in a drawing-room, in the awkward 
interval befon? the host and hostess 
have appeared) — but whilst he has 
lost sight of them,^ Nature's secret 
artificers have been in full oneration. 
All is radiant, and given, and beauti- 
ful, — 1 1 is eyes are rnvishtHl with the 
sight of the foliage, the liower.s — the 
lawn — the stream ; — the sensations he 
experiences are almost overpowering ; 
whilst every breath of the fVesh ait 
* seems to bring n(*w health to^bis in- 
most soul. By degrees he is strong 
enough to wallc abroad : oh, what pen 
could ever define correctly the various 


emotions of that first reitnm to th^ 
delicious enjoyment of pure air and 
^htle eXenase ! The tUrf beneath l^*s 
feet is softer than he ever felt bcfbK\ 
the birds SeeiU to pour forth a sweeter 

melody to tfelcome his recovery— how 
fragrknt is every shrub— how beauti- 
fully that white, lil|c intermixes its 
blossoms wfth the elegant labumam 
which displays its gay and golden 
flin^ in ftont pf (hat noble purple 

t il!. How luxuriant is all around 
!-^hie cannot take a step without 
sucing some new delight — and when, 
from weakness, lie is obliged to repase 
und^ the spreading ivied Pok, he site 
lost in ecstasy, listening to every well- 
known summer sound which, all in 
wild harmony, strike upon his delight- 
ed car, and aend a thrill to his heart, 
which moistens bis eyes with deliciouA 
tears. To the eye of vulgar observa- 
tion, he presents perhaps, at this mo- 
ment, in an emaciated appearance, 
pale cheek and faded eye, only objects 
of . commiseration— but how widely 
mistaken ! while those wlio can read the 
soul know, that he is really enjoying 
one of the highest states of felicity. 
Compare him with that ruddy son of 
health, Who i» walking up and down 
near him— Whicli has the highest en- 
joyment of the present scene ? Does 
he even stfc the grass, the sky, the 
trees, the stream ? Docs he hear the 
birds with rapture, ot feel the influ- 
ence of the balmy air ? Not a jot — not a 
jot — he is engaged in the siinide oper- 
atioii of iahing a t/’«//r-^and his legs 
kindly performin" this office for him, 
Ms thoughts perhaps are far distant, 
and he pc7ccives nothing extraordi- 
nary, or at least what he has not seen 
a thousand times before. 

Another little item in the sick inan’a 
pleasured is— the doctor ; and however 
pleasant it is to laugh at the doctor all 
the days of our health, it is no less plea- 
sant to send for him the moment one is 
sick, like children who enjoy being de- 
ceived by conjuring tricks — What a 
pleasure to see him gravely enter— to 
talk over the case — the news — ^politics 
— scandal — to receive; a word of com- 
fort at parting— to feel better when hd 
is gone— aM to declare tlicre is some- 
ihmg in a doctor after all — and to look 
forward impatiently to his visit tt)- 
morrow ! Then how important be- 
come all the trivial incidents of life ! 
What an epoch in the invalid's day is 
dinner ! Conceive, reader, the hour ap^

IhiK Frciudi are as inveterate in 
iniitutinjj; us in liating us. Not con- 
ten teil will} adopting our plaited small, 
fluthcK and loiig-waisted coats, they 
now <'ven ]nftc’nd to have seasons, 
like tlie English tasbiouahlos, nTtd talk 
of iheir country-seats and watering- 
places in an imposing style, but vast- 
ly ridiculous to tbose who know they 
jio^scss not a vestige of either. I was 
aoKwcivd by some of these pleas, on 
rny observing that Paris seemed at the 
present uiomer.t very empty and dull. 
'J'lu} English .seem to have all ti«l ; 
and were it not for Foine legions of 
orange-trees, hiU'ly introtluced into the 
Thuillerit’S, tlie gardens would be quite 
ii desert. 'I'hc race of .lack Sprats,” 
however, are still to be met with in 
almndunce, clad in wliite shoes, gray 
gaiters, and umbrella hats, all idle and 
happy as may be, — a well-dressed set 
of 1 /iK/uroni. Talk of a sunjiuer at 
Piiris indeed !— - In winter it is a guy, 
cheerful placv, ahonnrling in sociality 
and iunus(‘nieiit. But itt the long days 
of July, EiUimi seems to single it out 
for his chosen residciict'. I’heni is not 
a llieatre worth losing flesh for, un- 
less, perha]>M, wc except the Vnritfrs 
for one night, to see Poticr and Bru- 


net, in the ** TaifhitrdeJvnn JatfUcsJ* 
One may put go on to 'J'uesday night at 
Tivoli, which at best is but a wretch- 
ed hole compared with Vauxludl. The 
rest is as insipid as the fug-cud of a 
auminer’s lioliday, from which, occu- 
pation of any kind, though in a mine, 
were a welcome respite. 

In London we have a never-failing 
resource in periodical ami new publi- 
cations; the next circulating library 
will enable us to kill agreeably a whole* 
month of dull evenings. But be must 
be jmssessed of very little fostidious- 
ncBE, indeed, who can here make use 
of a similar resource. Tlie daily jour- 
nals arc the only periodiciil w'orks, 
notwithstanding the occiisiontd re- 
spectability of the lievue J’incyclope- 
dique, &c. And although some ster- 
ling morfeaus of criticism now and 
then make their appearance in the Mo^ 
niieur, the Jmirml ties DvhaU, and 
Cimsiiiuihnci, their paltry half-sheets 
are for the most part stuned with the 
written harangues of some prosers in 
the Chamhre, or the impromptu extra- 
vagance of the leading Lihvrah, 3 'he 
Mirtiir is full of wii, pun, spirit, and 
vivacity to a Parisian ; hut a stranger, 
be he ever so well acquainted with 
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French politics^ can scarcely divine its 
cvorListing and poignant quibbles. 

^ Profesang to be merely literary, and 
preserving that semblance, it contrives 
to keep up a running tire upon the 
Ultras, whom it plagues with great 
ingenuity. There has been some un- 
fortunate wight elected Member of 
the Academy the other day, who, it 
seenvs, has never put pen to paper, 
while many other literary men of me- 
rit (among the rest Casiinir Dclavigne, 
the author of the Parria,) have been 
overlooked, 'lliis has been a fertile 
source of fun. But wc^ll let the name 
^f the nu-author academician rest in 
its natural obscurity. 

As to new works, the first I looked 
at wsui Arnault’s tragedy of '' Begu* 
lus.” You remember the account of 
Bonaparte’s bequests, published some- 
time since, in which a large sum was 
left to Mr Arnault; the author of 
Marius a M iniurucs** The parti- 
ality of Napoleon lor the “ Marins^^ 
is easily accounted for in reading it, 
and if he did not patronise the author 
to any great extent when in the height 
of his imperial power, it was that the 
Marius did not then suit his fortunes. 
This play was written in 1791, when 
none could have foreseen a resemblance 
between the unknown Napoleon and 
the fallen Homan ; it now seems al- 
most written on purpose, so strong do 
the allusions strike. In some of them 
Naiwleoii must have taken great de- 
light, particularly in those that allude 
to his son, as a successor and Avenger. 
TJie title, too, of “ ^'ai^qttelKr des 
Teutons," is a curious coincidence.

hell already, by anticipation, triumph- 
ant.** In order to counteract one ob- 
vious tendency of Caraastro's curse, 
(vis. fraternal jealousy and hatrcil,) 
the king educated his two sons in such 
manner as to inspire them with extra- 
ordinary attachment to, and confidence 
in each other. When both arrived at 
manhood, they went together to the 
court of Albaldnp in Italy, whero 
Fernando Ml in We with the Alba- 
neserin, and whence he returned with 
her as his bride to Syracuse. 

Knrico's teinpcr was wayward and 
restless; — ^lic desired the conmiand of 
a fleet against the ]\loors, — was de- 
feated -and AUmansor, Prince of 'i’u- 
nis, landed on a remote part of tlie 
Sinilion coast, and ravaged tho country. 
Before Enrico s return, Fernando went 
out with a modmte force to repel this 
invasion. The king followed witli a 
I^erful army, — ^Imt came up only in 
time to find that Feniando was utter- 
ly defeated. The Moors fled lo their 
snips; and Basil beheld with horror 
on the main-top of Alhiumsor's vessel, 
the hvimet and features (us he hclie- 
ved) of Fernando, whose mutilnted 
hotly, (stripped of the royal armour,) 
was afterwards found in a wood not 
far from the water. One half of tlu* 
curse was thus falflllefl. 

Hereafter Enrico, in conseqnrnci* of 
his grief, was attacked by a ilangerous 
fever, llis life was preserved by the 
utteutioiisof the widowtd Princess /M- 
banti; — ^buL he remained snhjtct to an 
outrageous deliiiuni, of which no one 
has yet been able to tUscover tlie real 
cause. 

The second act is chiefly taken up 
with frightfully cflective hcciics, in 
which Enrico a] spears under the full 
influence of Iris insanity ; but here, the 
intricate web of Mullner’s invention 
is in such manner divided among hi.s 
characters, that if we quote at all, our 
extracts must be unallowably long. 
Some of Fernando’s expressions evince 
much psycological skill; as, for ex- 
ample, when speaking of his brother, 
whom ill his delirium he believes yet 
alive, he says,— 

My suflerings all depend 
On t/tis , — iliat nianytimcs, nicthinks I feel 
7*u'ofoU mineown CKistence i~^iuubty then, 
1 sec and hear, and douhly fed ! 

The denouement of these powerful 
scenes, is a conviction on tlie part of 
the physician, that a concealed passion 
for Albana is the true cause of Enrico’s 
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madness ^•-Hind. hy %ViM eentriyance, 
(of which the result becomes perfectly 
natural on tlie stage,) he <lraws irom 
tlie Princess a confession, that before 
Fernando had ever paid his addresses^ 
Enrico had been her iirst love ! 

Thus ends the second act. At the 
beginning of the thirds ^bona enters 
in vehemetit emotion, followed by Ben* 
volio, who wishes to detain her at Sy- 
racuse, from whence she has now re« 
solved to fly. Here we gladly return 
to a translation of Mdlhier's own 
words.

There are three more pages, but it 
is needless to translate farther. The 
crown of Sicily is transferred to Don 
Manuel — Rasil retires to his ancestral 
home in Norway, and the Albaneserin 
returns to Italy. 

Our present article is of a diiFt*rent 
character from its precursors, for Aliill- 
ncr’s style is now the most opposite 
possible to that which he formerly em- 
ployed. licave out the stnge directions, 
and the Albaneseriu would in many 
scenes read somewhat like u tragedy 
of AHieri ! Woods, uiomituins, and old 
baronial castles, formed the scenes of 
MullneFs former plays, and bis elo- 
quence was strengthened by associa- 
tions derived from the pure and uni- 
wersaliy-understood impulses and in- 
fluences of ‘nature. Now, on the con- 
trury, we have to deid %vith a plot so 
intricate, that imagination has no long- 
er room to move her wings ; and the 
author seems studiously to have avoid- 
ed all imagery which can properly be 
called poeUca! ! It is, moreover, 
by an entire translalion, or by a refa^ 
ciammto for tlie stage, that the Alban- 
eserin can be fairly judged of. W e hope 
Muilner'snext work will be of a differ- 
ent class, — that he will call to mind 
the ftp]AaU99 HO deservedly bestowed 
on Guilt, or the Anniversary," and 
remelnb^, too, that Schiller, in his se- 
verer productions, (after the tlas- 
Tic” system had taken possession of 
his miiitl,) never equalled that scene 
of the R(fl)bers,* wherein Aloor, 
amid wild forest scenery, contemplatca 
and apostrophizes the setting sun.^ 
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Wj 5 have no connexion wliatcver 
the coal-trade, and were never at 
Newcastle but once, passing througli 
it on the top of an exceedingly heavy 
coach^ along witli about a score of 
otlicr travellers ; nor, should we live 
a thousiind years, is it possible we can 
forget that transit. Wc wonder what 
tdockluaad first built Newcastle ; tor, 
before you can get intoand outof it, you 
must <!ej}cend one hill, and ascend an- 
other aliout as steep as the sides of a 
coal-pit. Had thoc<iacli been upset that 
day, instead of the day before, and the 
day after, diere would have been ho 
end, and indeed no beginning to this 
Alagazinc. We all dustered as thick- 
ly together on the roof of the vehide 
— (it was a sort of maevey or fly) as 
the good people of Home did to sec 
great Poinpcy passing along ; — Init we, 
on the contrary j saw nothing but a set 
of gaping iTtbabitantB, who were mo- 
mentaiily expcctingto sec us all brought 
low. We remarked one man fasten- 
ing Ills eye upon our legs that were 
dangling from the roof under an iron 
rail — ^who, we are confident, was a 
surgeon. However, we kept swinging 
along from side to side, as if the mac- 
vey had been as drunk as an owl, and 
none of tlie passengers, ive have reason 
to believe, were killed that day^— It 
was a maiden circuit. 

As wc were saying, that constitutes 
OUT whole personal knowledge of New- 
castle. Bui since that time we have 
frequently seen and lieard its nauio 
meiitiuricd, and understand it is a thii- 
vii'jg place. We regularly ixiad Mit- 
cfiefs radical Newspaper, notwith- 
standing bis childish abuse of us, and 
have :i kindness for the man, chiefly 
on account of .some }>rctty and amiable 
verses which we have seen from his 
pen. Is tlierc not a latcrary and Phi- 
losophical Society in Ne;«rcar.tlc? And 
did they not debate wdicthcr or not 
Don Juan ought to be admitted into 
their iininaculate library? And does not 
tile illimitable' Bewick, whom Words- 
worth calls “ The Genius tliat dwells 
on the Banks of the Tyne,” live in 
Newcastle ? All this is true, and for 
these aiif! other reasons — (among them 
the higli in wliicli we are uni- 

versally held there — L e. Mitchell ex- 
cepted — being one of the chief) wc 
love Newcastle, and wish that its coals 


may burn clear and briglit till consu* 
ined in the last general conflagration. 
—But, farther , — hvre is a volume of 
poems written, as we are credibly in- 
formed, by a Newcastle-man— which 
exhibits a vigour and elegance of mind 
rather rare, we susi>cct, even among 
us modem Athenians, wlio expect ere- 
long to be talking broad Scotch be- 
low the inllarsof the Parthenon, — Mi- 
nerva being, as is well known, the 
tutelary goddess of Scotland, ainl ha- 
ving late in life married St Andrew, 
and died without issue. 

flow we came to know tliat our .lu- 
thor is a Ncwcastle-man, is no busi- 
ness of his, or of our readers. We 
have ways and means of knowing eve- 
ry thing worlli knowing. Anti what 
is more, we have learnt that he is a 

^ivbig. This is most distressing ; 

but there is, we believe, some excuse 
to he fbund for him in ihifi — that the 
disease is with him hereditary, lie 
was unfortunately born a V.^big, and 
we must not quarrel wiili the stars- 
But in taste, tolciits, and genius, he is 
an absolute Tory, as will be made 
raanitlvst by a lew extracts from his 
little, modest, uiipresutning volume. 
In a preface of .ibout twenty ])ages, 
he treats of the specific character of 
the ifonne^f and tliat with singular 
acuteness and ingenuity. We have 
not lately seen a better piece of ])rose, 

I iihcr in thought or expression, than 
the following (lisquisition : 

The aiuhoi-'t reost icJva of ii 

Sonnet, lic^wcver, inti ml Ch no jwincrs oi ex- 
pression wh4ich tiic JSnglisli tongue docs not 
eminently possess. In cndwjvoiiriiig to as- 
certain its requisites, he ventures tc* assert, 
that simplicity is not ilir tii..i’r.cr\:ri.'»Lic 
quality of this .sjtceies of conipria'rtion, still 
less tlmt which is commonly teiniul smooth- 
ness. Tlio Somui, in fact, appears to |)c 
a measural and s<n.:cwU;)t panipoiis, but a 
nulsieal and imposing fomiula for the cx- 
prcs'^loii of a single or a promineni fboiight. 
Tliere seems to be no nilc i!) nature to 
limit the species of thought required. It 
is indeed observable, that (lie tender and 
contemplative have been Uiost freijutntly 
embodied in the sonnet form ; but that Iho 
satirical, sublime, ludicrous, &e. arc equal- 
ly applicable, the body of Italian :tnd Spa- 
nish sonnets, as well us of our own, will, 
it is presumed, aflord sufilcicnt proofs. 
Milton, wlio made tlic ltali:m sonnet his 
mf>del, has written in all these moods. 

If it be idlowed that a Sonnet iiiay^ with 


• Baldvrin, Tradock, and Joy, I8iy. 
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equal propriety, bo grave or gay, tender 
or severe, it will be readily conceded that 
no peculiar subtle turn, in short, liiat no 
idiosyncracy** of language (if such an 
exxjrciision is allowable) can be requisite. 
The idiom of huinoiir must be the reverse 
of tliat of melancholy, £uid fnim the ten- 
derness of passion the causticity of satire is 
equally distinct. If, tlieii, the English 
tongue is ennipetent to the expression of the 
hunioniuK, the contctnplotive, the pathetic, 
atid ilie satirical, that reason tliould be both 
ingenious and forcible which is brouglit to 
prove that sonnets jKi-ssessing all those qua- 
lities cannrit be written successfully in the 
English tongue. 

The author lias not proceeded thus far 
unavrare that the strongest, and certainly 
tile most tangible part of tiie objection, is 
made to the complicated versification of the 
Sonnet. It is triumphrintly observed, that 
tlw? repeated rhymes, which, from the re- 
dundancy of similar sounds in his lan- 
guage, arc convenient to the Italian, are, 
i'roiii ihc converse of the proposition, as 
distressing to the Englisli {>oet. lie is 
paintLs.! as, distrcoctcd with the din of im- 
jHn'tiiii.tic chimes, awkwardly and vainly 
imitating the niiistcrly chords iif the Italian ; 
and, like him who, in emu httion of the sup- 
pli* llimhjo. endeavours to kcej) half a 
dozi n I Wills at onci* in the air, nov/ letting 
«i:nsc to catch stnnid, and now dropjjing 
tfound in the laudable tenacity of nteaning. 

“ This- may be ludicrous, but it is not 
concliihivT; and such criticism, it is to Ikj 
siuspteted, will l>t‘ar rq>ctition better thoti 
invusiigatiou. ( )itu of the latest imd most 
intelligent of our Italian toucisih asserts, on 
this git’.und, tlic utter inanity of the Eng- 
lish sonnets, wliich he describes as la- 
boured and retouched Uiings,” evidently 
not like the I t.dian, “■ struck off in a heut.” 
Jf this charge m»*Hns anj^ thing, it must 
mean that the labour of composition is al- 
ways revollingly apparent in the English 
sonnet. Now laborious ci>niposition docs 
not necessarily shew iu^elf in awkwardness 
or obseurhy ; as some of our best Npeciinens 
of easy and clear versification are known to 
hare been the result of sedulous and un- 
wearied polishing. But, leaving this ob- 
jection, it needs only to refer to the multi- 
tude of English sonnets extant, to shew that 
defective versification is not more to be 
found in them tlian in otlicr species of com- 
position ; and, indeed, there is little reason 
that it ,dioiild. The aspirant to Sonnet- 
writing must tax bis ingenuity to tlie find- 
ing of four words rhyming to each «>llier. 
A little 1 (‘flection will serve to shew Uiat 
this is by no means difiicult. The framers 
of the objection »xipcar to have f(n*gottcn 
that such poems as the Faeiy Queen,” 
tile “CasUc of Indolence,’* the ‘‘Min- 
strel,** &c. arc written in a stanza requi- 
ring a quadruplication of rhyme ; to con- 
struct two of which must^ of course, be 
very nearly as great a rliyining difficulty 


as to arrange one sonnet. It may not per- 
haps be iniproper here to observe, that there 
exists a remarkable identity of character in 
the Spensei'ian stanza and the Sonnet : the^ 
same rn(»isurcd, and rather ostentatious 
prtqiaration, the same strength and .singu- 
lar suitability to every direction of tliought 
&om tlic sublime to the ludicrous. 

‘‘ That the composition of the Sonnet is by 
no means at variancx: with the genius and 
structure of his native tonj.pie, the author 
has convinced, at least himself, by the 
foregoing considerations, backed by the oiU 
mirable specimens scattered throughout the 
field of English poetry. What remains to 
be accounted forts tluvdisrcTmteinlo wliicli 
it has fidlcn in iliis country, or rather from 
which it has never completely emerged. 

“ In pursuance of the object of these re- 
marks, tlie reader is supposed to have ad- 
mitted the ossuemtion that tlie Sonnet lias 
not risen^ in fh^'Rcalc of poetry of this 
country, to the degree which it has attain- 
ed in tliut of others. The cause of this • 
failure may probably be traced to an er- 
roneous geiicn'al injpression of the nature 
of its comjiOHition. Of ail foreign poetry, 
the Italian has, perhaps, boon treated iriofft 
unjustly. Mr CJapel liofil, ui tlie preface 
to his Anthology of Sonnets, cnuineraies 
tinsel, conceit, frigidity, and iitctaphyKics, 
amongst the many heavy accusationh against 
the Italian muse; and these unplcarxint 
symptoms are supposed to have shewn 
themselves most iuveteratdy in her off- 
spring, the Sonnet. The Sonnet has been 
described a* neoesNariJy consi.srzng of a 
“ Kiiuple tla»ugbt.” Had the w'ord aingle 
be(>n used, it might luivc giine lUr towards 
saving the reader of Sonnets frutu a good 
deal of commou-jihce. The ex]>ression, 
which was intends to be a mere assertion 
of unity, may be too conveniently construed 
into u denial of all “ point,** and conse- 
quently of all simile, comparison, or an- 
tiUiesls. la the present unavoidable deartli 
of simjdc origioality,' this is a mo.^t dan- 
gerous maxim ; and the unfortunate prac- 
tice, resulting ^oin such :i theory, lias not 
been bettered by a horror, quite suificient- 
ly intense, of those stjuinings after origin- 
ality which tlie Italians themselves have 
stigmatized by the title of ‘ (;oncctti.'* 
The proverbial lot of all terrified by 
Chary bdis is to fall into Scylla. For the 
author of the present observations to assert 
that this has been the fate of most English 
sonnetteers may be bold, but, he bdievea, 
not unjust. It is the less so, because he 
does not intend to insinuate any thing 
against the general respectability of talent 
shewn by the writers in this deportment of 
literature. He only excepts against them, 
tl\,at they, in general, a]>pcaT to have becri 
led into a mistaken method of writing, 
which, if applied to any other species of 
poetry, woula have produced consctj'ieuces 
nearly us hod. 

That simplicity is one o* the greatest 
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channfl of poetical oompositioB, most Tcad- 
erst and especially those in the slightest 
degree aocpiainted with the writings of the 
^^andents, will not deny« But that origin^ 

‘ ality is, at least, of equal consequence, the 
same judges will as readily allow, fn fact, 
the call for ori^nality is coeval with, and 
has accompanied, every age of poeti^ iu 
self. Its whole composition, its laiiguagct 
thoughts, exaggeration of colouring and of 
dreumstances, its metaphors, its similes, 
its sentiments, and its lessons, are all in 
compliance with tliis grand object of ex* 
cellcncc. Both the fedings and die prac- 
tice of all readers of poetry may be safely 
appealed to in dedsion of the question, 
whetlier sinqilicity without originality, or 
originality without simplidty, is to be pre- 
ferred. If that which in itsc^ is heautijfh], 
but which is already known, will please more 
than that which is soinwhat less so, hut 
which is new, the compdMhin of portiy, in- 
stead of increasing in dHlicalty, must be- 
come every day a more and more easy task* 
This argument it is needless to piitsne any 
further. The gems of simple and pure 
sentiment, which lay near the surface, 
have been already coUccted. lie w ho wishes 
tn deal in such valuables must, for the 
most part, by t^istcfully and newly setting 
those which areei'tnnion to him w‘ith others, 
substitute a collateral merit in the place of 
diat which belongs only to a iirnt discover- 
er. To add even a few perfectly new ac- 
quisitions to the stock already acquired, 
the search must be deep and laborious. 

'I'o deny that these reinarha apply to 
poetry in general, would seem, to die au- 
thor, to be the same as denying the infe- 
riority <3f what is trite to what is not. His 
remaining buhiness is to shew w'hy this 
principle, instead of being disregarded, 
should be particularly attended to by the 
framer c»f a sonnet. This he is didident 
in doing, from the delicacy, more than 
^froui the difficulty of the office. 

It will easily be admitted that, in the 
course of a narrative, or in any difiusive 
collection of tlmughts, each single idea, 
simple or complex, escapes that complete 
attention and exposure wliich one unsup- 
ported thought, exhibited in the pretension 
of individuality, and pervading on endre, 
though short c^imposition, must draw up- 
on ithcdf. The necessity of sneb a thought 
being good, is in the ratio of the chance of 
its being discovered to be had. That 
which professes to have been sedulously 
selected and prepared, ought to be W'orth 
die pains of preparation and selection. 
The artftilly cut and a^tned avenue s 
expected to lead to something ; and that 
which the minute rcfpilarity of

mUj^nventor, whoever he was, of the 
PqfriMteeBe aphorism, that a sonnet 
shut with a golden key,” mu^ 
well CNMiviiicetl of die pr^iety or 


its containing something worth locking up. 
This aagacious concetto** our sonnet-wn- 
ters have not attended to. Unable to ob- 
tain a sufficiency of simple originality, dicy 
Ittve too often, in their fear of ^uaintness, 
either contented themselves with simple 
common-place, or else endeavoured to dis- 
guise it under unintelligible mystery. To 
artificial value they have preferred even no 
value at all : and, when we expect a Juno, 
we are sometimes deceived with a cloud, 
and sometimes insulted with a drab. Tlie 
sum of consequences is, that the bulk of 
Bnglish sonnets, compared with an equal 
quantity of other shoit composition, con- 
tains probably about as much less origin- 
al diiuking as it ought to contain more. 
Elegiac, pastoral, wid amatory Sonnets, 
innumerable, have been written widi ne- 
glect, or in contempt of tliat originality of 
idea which by their writers would have 
been admitted to impart merit to an elegy, 
a pastoral, or a madrigal. Thai compa- 
rative failure and disrepute should follow 
this inconsistency is not stirprisiiig. nor 
that the fine specimens of bonnet to be 
found scattered throughmit the works of 
our poets should have been iii>ufHnt’nt to 
rescue die species from C(>ntf:nipi. 'I'hat 
even those specimens, excellent ns many 
of them are, partake in the ill conscqcii nces 
of the prejudice they have failed to remove, 
and are the least read of tJic work^ of their 
respective authors, is as hide to be won- 
dered at.”

No .soouer was her back turn- 
ed, tlian the courtiers began to tear 
her person and frippery to pieces, — the 
Queen calling out, like one ]>o&seBsod, 
for paper to bm*n under her nose, to 
drive away the vajiours occasioned by 
tlie^guins with which the mummy was 
filled,— declared her insupportable in 
every sense, and far bcneatii even the 
wife of Herod, or the daughter of Lc- 
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(la, — shocked at her Diana drapery, to 
exliibit the most villHinous leg in the 
world, — ^and protested tliat a thicker 
robe would have much better become 
her. 

Whatever the two courtiers might 
have thought, tlmy were forced to join 
in these sarcasms, ivliicli the frail 
Egyptian excited in peculiar severity. 

Such a cocked nose !" said the 
Queen. 

“ Such Impertinent eyes V* said Es- 
sex. 

Sydney, in addition to her other de- 
fects, found out that she had too much 
Momaeli arid too little back. 

Say of her as you please,** return- 
ed Eaustus — “ one she is, however, 
who led the Master of the World in 
her cliains. ISut, Madam/’ added he, 
turning to the Queen, as these far- 
famed foreign beauties are not to your 
taste, why go beyond your own kiiig- 
doni, England, which has always pro- 
duced the models oi'fcinulc pcncctiou 
— :is w(i may even at this moment per- 
ceive — will Vurnish an object perhaps 
worthy of jwour attontiou in the lair 
Rosamond/* !Now Fausius had heard 
that tiu! Queru tunoied lierself to re- 
semble the fair llosamond; and no 
sooiuT was the name mentionod, than 
she was all impaticnct* to stM,* her. 

'I’bore is a secret iiKdliict in this 
impatience,” observed the Doctor, craf- 
tily ; for, according to tradition, the 
fair llosaiuoiid had mucli re^semblaucc 
to your Mtyesty, though, of course, in 
an inferior style.” 

“ Let us judge — ^let us judge,” re- 
plied the (iiiecn, hastily, but from 
the moment she appears.

During all this flattei^ with which 
the favourite cluirmed the cars (jf the 
good Queen, the poet Sydney, pencil 
in hand, was sketching the vision of 
the fair Rosamond. 

Her Majesty then eommandetl it 
should be road, atul when she heard 
it, pronounced it very clever ; but us 
it was a rvtd impromptu, not one of 
those born Jong before, and was writ- 
ten for a particular audience, as a pic- 
ture is painted tor a particular light — 
wc think it but justice to the celebra- 
ted author, not to draw his lines from 
the venerable antiquity in which tlujy 
rest, even if we hud the MS. copy;

Thedoetor then set about ac* 
ootnplishlng the Queen's wisbea-^^^e- 
VCT had coinuration cost him so much 
trouble, and after a thousand gvhnw* 
oes and contortions— neither prettyiior

SICETGH or THE rROCE€9 OF FRESCO FAULTING.* 


Of all the inodes of art niadc use of 
by puihtexs, that species of Wfdl-paitit- 
ing called al Fregro is the tiipst mas- 
teny and bcautiftd ; for by it may be 
accomplished in a single day, more 
'than can be efflcted during several by 
any other method. It was much in 
use ainoDc the ancients, and the dfd 
modems (i vecchi moderni) also fol- 
lowed it at an early period. It is done 
by working upon the irerii mortar, so 
that whatever is commenced must be 
continued and completed on the same 
day ; because, by delaying it ever so 
little, the mortar forms a sli^t exter- 
nal crust, upon which mouldy spots 
are thrown out to the destruction of 
the work. The wall upon which the 
painter is employed requires to be 
continually moistened, and the colours 
must l^flf an earthy, not of a mineral 
nature, and the white of burnt ribur- 
tine. No style of art demands so re- 
solute and swift a hand, or such a 


calculating and difficult judgment; 
because, while the ground continues 
soft and moist, the colours exliibit an 

S ance eti^ely djffiTcnt from that 
they present when it is dry. 
iPerfection in this branch of art in of 
most rare and difficult attaiumeiit, and 
requires an extraordinary degree of 
practice; for many of our painters 
who have succieded wonderfully in 
oil and tempered colours, have; almost 
entirely failed in Fresco. It is the most 
manly, the boldest, and roost durable 
of all Uie modes of painting ; and if 
preserved violent accidents, and 
the indemencies of tlic weather, so far 
from decaying tlirough the mere lapse 
of time, it seems thereby to gain a 
continued increase of harmony and 
beauty. It becomes clearer by expo- 
sure to the air, defends itself from 
water, and even withstands the effects 
of strong percussion. But especial care 
must he taken to avoid retouching

with cdonn wbidi contain gluo, gnmi 
dragant, or ottier tempering mixtures, 
liecitns^ besides that they prevent the 
wall cement from exhibiting its ao 
customcd dearness, the colours are 
douded by that retouching, and in a 
short space of time become almost 
entirely black. However, those who 
seek to excel in fresco pahuing, must 
work boldly while the plaster is fredi, 
and witlmttt any retouching a seccOf 
that is, after it kdry ; which, besides 
bdng a weak and un-<artist4ikc thing 
in itself, renders the paintings worth* 
less and perishable. 

It is customary with artists before 
beginning a fresco painting to mak» 
accurate drawings of the subject upon 
strong card or pasteboard, whidi are 
called cartoons ; and when the wodc 
is commenced in fresco, a single figure 
or piece of the cartoon is cut out and 
placed upon the newly-plastered wall, 
and its outline marked out on tlie 
place which the painted figure is in^ 
tended to occupy, and thus the painter 
achunces from day to day, and is able 
to judge of the proper relative position 
of all ins ligures without fear of error. 
The leading lines arc also detilpied, 
liy tracing the cartoon with a sharp- 
pointed iron instrument, whidi leaves 
a corresponding trace beneath on the 
moist plaster, and the pasteboard be- 
ing theu removed, the work of colour* 
iug is immediately commenced, and to 
a certain extent completed at a heat 
I'lie same method of tracing is used 
by some of our painters on wood and 
canvass, only the cartoons are never 
cut out ift outline, but com^sed of 
eitiii'c portions or divisions, which are 
rubbfxl on the back with charcoal or 
black powder, and being ti'aced in 
front with the iron instrument, the 


subject is thereby detigned an the 
wo^ or canvass. Yet many of our 
oil painters never have recourse to this 
system ; which, however, is reckoned^ 
indispensable in fresco painting. He 
who hit upon this invention shewed 
an ingenious fancy, for in these pre- 
vious cartoons the artist is enabled to 
judge of the efibet of the whole toge- 
ther, and thus to alter and amend at 
will^ a thing impossible after the emn- 
mencement dP the work in fresco. 

Vie shall next say a few wonls re- 
garding that inode of art, which the 
Italians call pain ting a iempera. This 
was chiefly in use among the painters 
of the Greek school prior to, and for 
some time after, the age of Cimabue. 
These old masters, to remedy the in- 
convenience arising from the disjoin- 
ing of the wood on which they arc ge- 
nerally painted, used to glue over its 
surface linen cloth or canvass, upon 
which they chalked out their draw- 
ings^ and afterwards finished them 
with colours tempered after the fol- 
lowing fashion. After beating up the 
yolk of an eim, they braised in it the 
tender brantmes of the fig-trcc, so as to 
press out the milky juice with which 
they abound, and with this simple 
mixture they qualified or tempered the 
colours with wliich they were in use 
to paint* For this process mineral 
colours are chiefly employed, and these 
are partly composed by the chemists, 
and partly found in caves. Every co- 
lour is proper for this kind of work, 
except that species of wall- white made 
from lime, wmch is too strong. 1 may 
add, that the assure colours are temper- 
ed with gum or glue, because the yel- 
low, tone of the egg has a tendency to 
turn them green.

txtucb as the poorest Irish pefisant who 
came rushing in transport from his 
miserable c»ibin to meet the smile of 
his Monarch. The Irish grasped out of 
tlic King's hand the boon of oblivion 
of all hatred and heart-burning; and 
feeling theinselves in his presence relie- 
ved from the burthen of their daily life, 
they leapt and they danced and* they 
sang, and the million basked as in the 
dawning sunshine of a iniDehium. To 
comprehend the meaning of that mad- 
ness and delusion of joy, we must re- 
flect on tile strange source from which 
it was stirred up, and remcmlHT that 
transport can suddenly and slowly 
spring up out of tears, especially if 
they have been tears of blood, long 
shed, and then, it was hoiied.

JVIany thousand eyes w^ere 
fixed upon it from the hills, and 
from many a lofty range of building 
wliosc windows, nnthougbt of in 
that aerial tvilderncBS of tlic Old 
Town/* command, one and all of 
them, perliaps tiio noblest pros- 
pect in the world. All the signals 
had be( u published over the city, by 
which the people were to be instruct - 
ed of ihcir Sovereign's niuvernenls ,* 

and every car was open to bear die 
('astle guns. Jlut tin* day was d^'clded- 
ly overcast ; and tlut King's entranc.e 
into such a city was not, il imssible, 
ti» }»u t'mdcr a cloud.

To have seen 
him in London would have been no- 
thing — hut now England herself was 
forgtittcn, and \vc had bur Sovereign 
to ourselves, oiir King in oiu* own Pa- 
lace. Tliere may be something de- 
lusive in all tbift-— but the delusion is 
a lotty one ; and without imagination 
there can he neither loyalty nor pa- 
triotism. 

There rs nothing finer in Europe 
than Leith-^V^alk, as an approach to a 
city. It leads up straight, broad, 
Ixdfl, fret', ami niajt'Slic, to the me- 
tropolis of Scotland. From many 
heights, and indeed from most ])arts 
of its own gentle elevation, its whole 
h'ligth is visible at once. It is 


dclightfliUy enclosed by gardens, 
broken in uprm here and there by 
fdngle houses, and sometimes by the 
commencement of new stret'ts, that 
make one feel how much beauty must^ 
be sacrificed and swallowed up by a 
great city stretching itself out on all 
sides, and to be arrested only at last 
by the sea. ITp tliis inagniiiccut ap- 
proach advanced the King. The head 
of the proccssibn was thus seen from a 
great distance, and the acooinjmnying 
agitation of the people's joy. The 
JiiCttrts of the wliole population leapt 
to tlieir mouths with shouts that shook 
the clouds, and their eyes shone like 
fire whoiievcr the King appeared. The 
Procession caiuc onwards slowly, se- 
renely, soh'innly, majestically, mag- 
nificently, with now and then the note 
of a trum]>et, anti now and then tlmt 
wild Highland music, heard fiintly 
through the shouts of llie multitude. 
Sometimes the shouting st;crned to t'bb, 
and then again, as the King approach- 
ed some new ])art of the mighty living 
mass of loyalty, it flowed again, and 
Sf'cnu'd as if let loose like pwda of 
thunder, doubh*il and vcdoublcd. 

The S'.'enc at the barrier was truly 
/n’und.' Something was to be said and 
(lone ; and there icll a calm, almost a 
deatl, motionlc.ss silence, over all the 
ijiulti tilde, 'fhe various opoiiings-up 
into Edinburgh, from the great breadth 
of Ia;ith Walk, are here truly metro- 
politan. The mass of life here was 
]irodigious. The Caltoii was covered ; 
so that literally a inouiilain of living 
beings was overshadowing the peopled 
streets. Tlie moment the ceremony 
of delivering the keys was over, and 
the King and the Procession moved on, 
then the shouting and the waving 
were rq>catcd, as if with fresh passion 
froiri the pause, and the joyous spec- 
tacle inovejl u)> into the city. No- 
tliing could c\oecd, notliing could 
equal, the graceful and dignilied de- 
meanour and flciKU'tmcnt of the King. 
But it was also much better than 
graceful and dignified ; for it wa^ 
manifestly charged with emotion. He 
looked up, and about, and around, 
with an expression of true kingly 
pride, sati.dactioii, and love ; and a 
smile more certainly indicative of a 
noble soul, never beamtHi on the face 
of Majesty. As the Procession neared, 
the imagination of all who had never 
seen their King before was at work. 
But when he had ^Kissed by, the appeal 




iriAs made directly to thcSr hearts^ and 
odd, dull, and palsied in every siring 
must that heart have been, that leapt 
not, nor heat, nor fluttered on that day. 
** God bless him— -(Tod bless him !*' — 
was fervently ejaculated by a people 
who love not to take, or hear taken, 
tlminaine in vain ; and there was every 
thing expressed in that short emphatic 
prayer, tlttit a good and great King, 
sucii as our King is, could have desiretl 
from his fellow-inen, — (*very thing 
rayed for that lie could hope from 
is (rod. 

Oil such a day, every one regretted 
that he could not be present every 
,whcre, and was afraid that wliat lie 
necessarily lost might have been the 
best part of the whole. We had our 
own station near the IJarrier, but as 
soon as the xirocessioii moved up 
Vork-'Place, we were carried along 
with the rushing crowd to Water- 
loo-Ilridge, and found ourselves, al- 
most without any oftbrt of our own, 
on the side of the (’alton-Hil). IIo- 
lyrood was below our feet ; and while 
we lookwl at the old j^cy ' solitary 
Palace, W'e felt the tears in our eyes. 
—A person of the class of artizans 
stood by our side. He had witricbscd 
the landing at Leith, and hud fol- 
lowed the procession — in view all the 
way of the Jfing. With strong na- 
tural ehKjuenct lio described the beau- 
tiful and animated appearance of 
the harbour, where every vessel had 
her yards inainied to hail the King ; 
and he spoke of their huzzas, that, 
as he said, seemed to be circling round 
rile clouds, with that eiithusLism v;hich 
is felt by every native island 

towards them “ whoso inflVis over 
the mountain wave, wknsnpme is on 
die deep.” Put our coit vocation was 
soon stopt ; — ^for at tlie time we were 
speaking, mir eyes were toward that 
inapiiflcunt vista, stirtching from 
Nelson s Pillar to'St John s Chajiel ; 
and first we heanl the voice of trum- 
pc'ts, and then the Procession came 
once more beautiftilly before our eyes. 
We were by tliis time somewhat ac- 
customed to the ^ht, and gaztnl on it 
with sublime delight. We had a wish 
now to mark the various, rich, and 
gorgeous dresses of the Person.igeswho 
flgured in the Pageant — dukes, earls, 
hiVoBS, knights, and squires — a- foot 
or on ^oeds prancing beneath burniBh- 
ed harnessing of gold. From 

them our eyesjttiimim reluctantly away.

the varied sjdeiulour of the garb of 
Old Gaul, composed, and ter- 

rible, in that calmness and composure,

sun, that, on the day of \^'atcrloo. had 
their radiance quenched in blood. 
There, and so attended in his state, 
once move appearctl own Kino. With 
thdr graceful bonnets ornamented by 
the eagle-])lume — ligl*t, airy ruflk, 
from which each wmntenaiict" looked 
out wdth K]»irit and aniniution — their 
raiment of th(‘ tJiTtan-green , and their 
bows cutting the sky — lightly walked 
the archers alongside of their King — 
and gave a picturesque and airy bc'auty 
to the i;orgt'OUH and inaK.sive character 

of the Procession. 'J'hc mountain sent 
forth a joyful shout, loud and long, as 
the King ■went slowly by— and tiu*n,‘ 
seemed a pleas»int wonder and aihni- 
ration in his countenance, at the sight 
and sound of this sudden and unsus- 
pected new world of life and loyalty. 
Just then a nobleman with him 
cd to Holy rood— the King gazed with 
evident emotion on the m venerable 
Pile— the Frocefibion descended the 
bin, and drew up before tlie gates.

The eiithusiaam of tliis auspicious 
day had its causes deep in the cliarac- 
ter and situation of the country ; and, 
therefore, so far fVom dying away du- 
ring the King's stay, it certainly grew 
brighter and bohler up to the very day 
of bis departure. One otltcr ipagnift- 





cmt flceiie there wa^ i^n to

With the Begalia home before him in 
state. It was deUghttul to observe the 
feeling that prevailed during thatl^ro- 
g^ess. Tbe greatest part of tbe tuul* 
titude had witnessed tbe Landing or 
tbe Entrance^ and therefore tbe dia- 
racter of tlic whole Scene was calmer 
■and more collected. It Was not so 
tumultuously joyful as on the first 
greatjday^ hut gladness^ cheerfulness^ 
pleasure^ and Joy, animated the whole 
street from the Palace to the Castle. 
The inhabitants were now assembled 
to see their King moving throughout 
the whole metent of their City/ulong 
that picturesip[Ue glen of micicut 
odiHccs, that iu days of old had lie- 
held many a royal procession. 1 1 seem- 
ed as if our King liud indeed fixed 
his Court at Holyrood^ and was ma- 
king hiuiself familiarly acquainted 
with the glories of his metropolis, ilis 
subjects now hailed him from the win- 
dows of their dwellings ; and the fair 
flaughters of Scotland^ conspicuous 
there^ and on platforms and balconies^ 
gained <lown upon the chariot of the 
i King, from stations immediately above 
the level of that long ascending stra't, 
up aiinost to the very sky. Nothing 
could be more irregularly and splend- 
idly beautiful as a spectacle ; and p(T- 
baps the very dulness and dimness 
of a doubtful day long struggling in- 
c'iiectually against rainy clouds, was 
not without its favourable efiecL uii the 
strange character of the scene. A tew 
glimpses of sunlight now and then broke 
out, and tlkese the multitude seized on 
to brighten up suddenly into joyful 
cxliilaratiou'^so that wlien the King, 
almost unho]K;d fur, at lust apjieared, 
nothing could be grander than the in- 
stantaneous diffusion of that uuexpt;ct- 
ed joy. The procession wore tins day 
more of a Warlike air, and nobly a- 
scended the Castle-hill, to shouts 
blended with wild military music, and 
scarcely overcome by the thunder of 
the cannon. Iti a tew miauU^s aiUr 
the Procession had atraiiged itself 
on tlic Custle-Hin, the King ap- 
peared on the lialf-mpon batte ry — ^his 
figure distinct against the sky — and, 
waving his hat three times round his 
head, was answered by a shout whose 
echoes were heard from Salisbury clifi^ 
through tlie mist that shrouded, but 
not wholly hid from his view, tho 
VoL.

Wc shall not, however, attempt now to 
give a narrative of all our gracious Mo- 
narch s appearances among his people. 
We have been desirous merely to give 
those who were not present during any 
timeof the lloyol Visit some slight idea 
of the beauty and grandeur of the 
scene wherever the King shewed him- 
self to his subjects, and the little we 
have now said may jierhaps suffice for 
that purpose. 

All vScotlaiid felt that the aficction 
of ail ranks was increasing and deep- 
ening towards the King every day ; aud 
that he loft his ancient kingdom wiUi 
regret, he delicately declared by the 
mode of his departure. Ue paid a vi- 
sit to the superb mansion of one of QffX 
most distinguished nobleman. Lord 
Hope ton, and thence embarking, it 
may be haid, privately, on board his 
yacht, sailed uW/iy, carrying with him 
the blessings of all his admiring and 
devoted subjects. 

It is not possible to rcfiecton what wc 
witntisseil, without expressing, in a few 
most iiiadeijuate words, the deliglited 
pride which wc, in common with all 
our countrymen, felt in the whok; con- 
duct of our King. It was manifest <o 
us all, that he deeply enjoyed his 
hcarti'eit rt'ceptiori by poor and pea- 
sant, and that our expression of our 
seutimeiils was such as elevaUd our 
nation in his eyes. It is not imjiro- 
bable that lie luid tlioughtus a graver, 
perluips a colder people than he found 
us to be ; but he saw, that although 
our feelings lie deep, great occasions 
can bring them up iu a gushing over- 
flow. True it is, that wo aw, and 
have ever been, a loyal people ; aud 
that we would have given a kind wtl- 
cuuio to him who was our King, oven 
if wo hud had no great adiiiirution or 
luve of his personal character. It 
would have been the duty of good sub- 
jects, living under such a limited and 
tempered monarchy as ours, to have 
done so, and that duty would have 
been strictly performed. Jlut far other, 
indeed, was our impassioned welcome 
to George the Fourth. In him wo 
beheld the man whom it wa& pleasant 
to love. Living ourselves remote from 
Courts, and tVuiu brilliant and 
splendid cirde that revolves round the 
throne and the scat of empire, we ua a 
jieoplc cannot be supposed to judge with 



uncertainty and doubt which it is noi 
unnatural lor tlie poor andobscureman 
to feel, as to the value which he and 
his compeers mip^ht bear in the esti«< 
mation of their lilonarch. Iinprrssions

we us^ than is alwoys presented to the 
jimuds of those who have bceh more 
l^iliar in their real lite with the great 
.OUOs of the earth. We are courtiers 
o^y in scenes of our own imagiuation ; 
S&a can contemplate Che Monarch of 
ouch UoyalTalacos us wc then create, 
Witliout any ,of that humiliating, or, 
ajjea^C, humbling sense of great info- 
n^ty and distance, which, except ‘ii 
V3^ noble natures, often unduly abases 
the mind. of the sulyoct in intercourse 
with his King. Accordingly, when imr 
King indeed came among us, wc tried 
him, unconsciously, and without arro- 
gant intention, by a very lofty standard. 
It* wo bawl felt or iinaglucd that he fell 
below ii, and that we had been de- 
ceiving our loyal spirits by u picture 
tliat owned so strong lines of truth and 
reality, we have X)ride and indepen- 
dence of character ouongh to have cx- 
, perienced clisu}tpointirient, and silently 
at least to liave express:.d it. Ikit on 
this occasion, our imaginations had not 
done even justice to the living man. Tii 
him webehchl u noble niiioh of dignity 
and condcseensiou ; and that graceful 
afihbxlity, of wliidi the [iroudest l*t;cr 
was jiroud to receive a passing smile, 
into die hearts of tnosc in lium- 
ble coiS9|k>n with u charm that kin- 
dled towards him who displayed it an 
atfcctionate and grateful admiration, 
foor men think pf the pride of kings, 
and their hearts arc chilled. But when 
they feel themselves regarded by their 
Monardi with a mild and benevolent 
and sec that distance in a moment 
destroyed by his benignant manner to- 
vi'ards them, whjdi^ey had before felt 
as excluding tbasNiS^m the possibility 
of his sympathies their loyalty is em- 
bued wuh a homelier and more confi- 
dent spirit, and they rejoice in Its

and lofty r^oUcctihns of a scene that 
was indeed quickly by, but that awa- 
kened, while it lai&d, so many of the 
noblest and best emotions of their na- 
ture. 

But although the great mass of our 
jiqnilation could jud^,-^, Bom what 
they saw, only of otir Mt^airch’s gra- 
cious and bcui^ diemcanour — and that 
was of itself much— his presence 
among them in tho Capital of their 
Country, opened and expanded their 
sbuls and hearts to judge rightly and 
truly of his whole Character. While 
he was at a distance from us, we heard, 
sometimes iierhaps with a careless or 
even with an ungenerous temper, Of the 
feclhiga and the motives of the KiTkg. 
'Without being conscious of any emo- 
tion towards him absolutely disloyal, 
there inuy liave been many, who, in 
the frailty of their natures, under the 
pressure of evils which never can he 
excluded from their estate, or under 
the bias of pollti^l sentiments of 
which every kind and degree is che- 
ririied and fostered under a free go- 
\cmmeiit, have withheld from their 
King that though ttui and cautions 
judguicnt of his character as a man, 
which it would be Uagrant, and felt 
injustice, to deny to the nicanost of his 
suljects. N.Hy, it is not uHkatural, nor 
is it very wicked, for private citixena 
sometimes to canvass, in ignorance or 
prejudice, the chanteter of the only 
One Person who is above them all. A 
thousand temptariema arc there, botli 
in godd'and bad states ofmind, to be 
unjust in our judgment hf the lives 
and cfiaractim of crowned heads. The 
more free the country, the greater this 
licence ; and in Britun it has, witliout 
doubt, hem shamefully abused. 
But vre kn^^Bttft ohr King was among 
ourselves, and'ooeing that be did justice 
to Our character, we scorned to do 
injustice to his ; and in that feeling, 
instantly fell away all pitiful preju- 
dices, and all ignorant surmises, and 
all the vague aiid indefinite and im- 
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ILction assails lovalty^ aud the low 
malignantly delight to scatter against 
Uie high. We saw at once, in the 
dearness of our loyal love, feat, whe- 
ther tried as a mao or as a he 
was worthy to sitin theBritish throne, 
and to reign over a iiation of free 
men. 

Had this not been his Character, it 
is not coii!viv!tble :that such a nation 
as ours wouhl have so rejoiml in his 
pn^sence. Had there been any shade 
of meanness or cowardice iu nis na- 
t!ire, would we have hailed with rap- 
ture his entrance into a Palace enno- 
bled 1)y so many fearless and victo- 
rious Kings ^ But' we knew he ivas 
sprung from a brave race, — ^atid that 
his heart never quailed, when falling 
thrones seemed to give a prophetic 
warsiing that his crown might he reft 
from his brow, and trampled under 
foroig!! feet. Had there been any thing 
unkingly in hia diaracter, it "would 
not have been veiled, but emblazoned 
by that pageant. We should have felt, 
in sjiiic of ourselves, the di»;crq>aney 
betwmi his tstaic and his spirit ; undwc 
sliould have been ashamed of ourselves 
for lavishing our strongest iiiul best 
feelings on one whose nature made 
thorn all a mockery and a scorn. The 
time has now come, when kings are phi- 
c;t‘d before the tribunal of tlu ir people s 
hearts — ^not in such a country as ouru, 
at least, to be hardly tried ; but the 
King who stands that tnal, and coim s 
forth ' ennobled iu his peojile's eyes, 
must be magnanimous, and possess 
many of the noblest qiinlith's of the 
British character. 'I'hat our King does 
possess thorn in himself and by nilie- 
ritance, is tiie rejoicing judgment of 
all the best and wisest miiuis — ^higb and 
low — ^rich and poor — in a land of en- 
lightened and free men. 

We are disposed to think, that this 

kind, warm-hearted, cordial and ge- 
nerous imptUse given to our loyalty, 
may be considered as the &cnt bless- 
ing of the King's Visit r to Scotland. 
No man will henceforth degrade him- 
fielf by tolerating ’^hy .senseless ca- 
lumny against thegjefU^a Monarch, 
whom he has seen SQwrproud and hap- 
py in his people’s love. Scotland has 
pledged herself to regard with un- 
mingled affection the character of the 
Illustrious Stranger — ru/W a stranger 
no more. Any siu'cr against him will 
be a stub at the heart tlmt loves Inm, 


and will bo repelled with indi^atktti 
and Bcom. Hospitality is one of 
native virtueis. Bat hospitality to on^ 
King embraccfiC every fceBng that con- 
stitutes our glory ; to forget any one 
of those, would be our whole people's 
utter disgrace. While he was with ns> 
an insult, howevE^ alight, to his august 
person, would have been punished 
with sMdeti and signal seventy, for it 
would haV(j Ibeen felt to violate the 
sanctity of the universal emotion, axtd 
would have jarrod against the string 
of the Tiatioifs heart. Mow that liels 
gone, what is the difference ? Wc are 
not a frivolous people, the slave of ottr 
senses, with short memories, and shal^ 
low passion?. What we feel, we fetol 
deejily, and the imprcKsion is for cvw 
reluined. Our King is .ns much ufite 
our protection now, as when in Holy- 
rood, and hia person is encircled still 
by the S)nrit8 of his Scottisli subjects. ? 
Even wli.‘n the door of a private 
house lias received a guest, who te- 
forc was in different, or perhaps un- 
friendly, the 01 V uer tlienceforth feds 
kimlly towards that man. One whom 
wc have treated courU’Ously, it is ever 
afterwards painful to dislike, and wc 
regard himself and his character with 
sonic ]K)rtinn of those gentle fceliriOT 
widi wliich wc at all times ineet tne 
inmates of our own dwelling. Shall 
not such feelings, which man yiclds.to 
man in the world's casual intercourse, 
be lavishly loaded upon our King ? A 
nation flung open to liim the gates of 
its greatest City, that seemed then to 
have but one Iiearth, and our King 
was wanned at our fire. . He has cat 
the 1)1 ead and salt of Scotland ; and 
the homelier the symbol, the holier is 
the oath. There was nothing that we 
wislied to forget, when we loe^bd upon 
our great Ciuest. Of his own good will 
he came among us, and all we desired, 
all we needed, was his gracious pre- 
sence. He brought no gift, but that 
of his paternal love, and he carried 
none away but the pasjsionatc devolioii 
oF a nation s hoiiot and fearless heart. 
Thereibrc, now that he has been vrith- 
in our gates, our souls are his for ever, 
and we feel tliat the whole nation is 
his Body-Guard.

of a fortress^ ascending in continued 
battlement and rampart^ till the^y edosc 
in a black and haughty mass crowned 
writh batteries, the Oastlc, the archi- 
tectural chieftain of those grey and 
rugged feudalists beiowr. The infe- 
rior hill on the right is covered with 
recent streets and squares^ the nkw' 
Tow^N^ regular^ bright, and beuiitifiil. 
A valfey, once a lake, divicles these 
hills liy beds of green. The hill on 
the left, less sedn, is, like it, covered 
with modern buildings, and beyond 
tht*se, on every side, the landscape un- 
dulates away in lovely and {lerpetual 
waves of garden, meailow, and corn. 

At noon the haz^* drew u]>, and the 
fMjuadron W'as seen steering through 
the roads under this rising curtain, like 
a fleet on the stagt.. Frigates, that 
looked as small as cock-boats, dotted 
the i\atcT at w'iile intervals. On the: 
horizon vessels were rising one by one 
into sunlight, and, speeclhig cm with 
evtry sail spread, and in front of all, 
with" two long columns of smoke for 
its heralds, cai^., the King’s yacht, 
towed by steam-l^ts. 

From the ('ultoii-hill the whole ci- 
vic and military pomp of Edinburgh, 
already marshailed on the TA‘ith road, 
to receive the King, lay in minute 
splendour at my f’et*t. The exliihitiim 
was perfectly ]>unoramie and beauti- 
ful. 

The Frith of Forth is a noble slieet 
of water, and, from the ;ioint Rrhcre 1 
stood, it bad some rcaeiublanee to the 
Bay of Naples, an almost circular 
shore, ranges of hills of different 
heights to make the border of this fine 
gulph, a central island for its capri, 
and Arthur's Seat, at tliat moment 
roiling up bursts of fire and smoke, 
for its Vesuvius. It unfortunately 
opens to the East, and . thus loses tlie 
setting glory that covers the waters of 
Naples witli azure and gold. 

The Run, at length, gave one pro- 
pitious bu|6t, and lighted up sea 
and shore. The yacht, without a sail, 
rushed powerfully along, and on her 
coming to the anchorage, a royal sa- 
lute was fired by the nieu-of-war, and 
answered from the Castle. They were 
both covered with simoke in a moment,

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and continued pealing away in dark- 
ness^ like one thunder doud answer- 
ing another. 

But fate was against the honours of 
the day. The wind suddenly changed^ 
and brought with it a drizzling uiist. 
This is the country of capricious skies. 
Sun-shine comes like a strauirfr, payi; 
a brlef^ reluctant visilj and is gone ; 
mist is congenial to the landscape. 
The crowd still Uugered with patient 
and dripping loyalty. It was after 
some pause announced^ that the King's 
landing was postponed tilt to-inorrow. 
The gazers now dispersed rapidly ; the 
roads were choked with disbanded 
troops, and flying functionaries ; the 
poni]>s of the Say wore utUoly drown- 
ed, unrl the evening closed in drench- 
ing and dismay.

To while away the hour, I took up 
a p.unidilel on llonapiirte's character, 
ivritteu since his death. The topic is 
almost exhausted ; in a century or two 
it may start into rtnewed importance, 
and give ovarii ing against some mili- 
tary aMaehiavel. The criminal, dan- 
f.'iorous in his life, becomes useful in 
Ills anatomy. The pamphlet examines 
Napoleon in the various lights of war 
and polities, and pronounces him alto- 
gethiT unrivalled in the jircparation 
foracanipaigii, in the art of attaching 
the soldiery, and in the great faculty 
of discovering the peculiar talents of 
men ; but, as a (u.'n(*ral, only of the 
.•second rank, sungiiinary, precipitate, 
and iiicapdde <'f n-source. Ah a poli- 
tician, UKjre crafty than w'ise, and 
more obstinate than firm ; foolish 
enough to bv' an unbeliever in human 
j)ririeipli‘, and a sconier of the human 
race. Calculating on the universal 
weakness, slianie, and corruption of 
mankind, and tlius pwerless when he 
cncounteriid men who were neither to 
be terrified nor corrupted ; — no pol- 
troon, but seltisli, and in his iiionr.trous 
and umiiaiily love of self, careless of 
being stigmatized ibr deflciency of 
courage. A man of powerful in tt licet, 
but utterly licartle.-s — a dwarf, all 
head — a strange, misshapen couibhia- 
tion of strong faculties and abortive 


aensibility, full of tricks of mischief^/ 
and Inibaed with an instinctive spite 
against his ^ccies. 

The work is ably written. AVith 
mfe tho. chief wonder of Napoleon is 
the strange facility of abandoning his 
flselin^ of eminence with the oi>|)ot- 
tunlties of their exercise. On . the 
throne, full of iniignificent projects, of 
dariiig courage, of boundless, fearless, 
sleepless ambition* Ofl* tho throne, 
mean, querulous, and absorbed in 
contemptible cares. A thunderbolt 
fidlcn to the earth, and at once trana* 
foruicd from a ball of fire into a stono. 
Is it, that to some men sudden exalt- 
ation is like vision to tlie blind, a new 
si'iisc, Ailing them with the splen- 
dour.s of a new world, but lost, cover- 
ing tliem witli their old ignorance? 
To me, it is of all things the most in- 
comprehensible to see a mind that has 
once aat at the high letist of IJoini- 
iiion, stooping to enjoy meaner life* 
'I 'here i« a depth of iuil, like a depth 
of sorrow, that ought to refuse to be 
comforted. I can conceive a great 
mind, flung from a height of supre- 
macy that compels it to seek a wild 
and haughty self-congrutulatioji in its 
disdain of petty indulgence, and s^- 
cit a last, stern consolation in me 
chirker dungeon, and tlic heavier 
chain; auovcrllirown spirit, tliat if it- 
iiiu.<it no more spread the wing to- 
wards the gates of its ancient glory,' 
scorns to hovi;r round the. twilight of 
tile w orld, but idunges down at once, 
and dutic'S the torture ami tlie gloom. 
Napoleon contratlicLaiill theory. There 
must be minds that, like summer me- 
teors, spontaneously ignite in the upper 
regions of tlie w'orld, but near the 
ground collapse ami die. The suddeii- 
iHoS of his riex', and the degrading fa- 
cility of his adaptation to disgrace, re-' 
niiiicl me of the Arabian Nigbtfr' tale. 
AVlieu the bottle was ojicned, tho 
Genie expanded into a giant; when 
the fisherman cajoled him into enter- 
ing again, the giant, narrowed himself 
into hia old diiucnsiona at once, and 
witiiuut a struggle filled the bottle far 
ever.

Highlanders, citizens 
sun shone out, atid the whole turned into constables, very jiortcn- 
pomp of Edinburgh was in the streets, tous and self-admiring in their new 
Leith- walk, the avenue into town, Wiis clothes and paintod • staves. The 
thick with a tumult of civic dtputa- houses were piled with scaflblds, soli- 
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oitifig tlie ooriousj at ihiree diillings a 
banners^ with many an unintel- 
Ugible insccmtion and frantic device^ 
Were hung irom the windows; and 
liie whole vista ivas mob and exulta* 
tftOB. 

1 had other thoughts than to be fix« 
^ in balcony or scafibld, and waded 
down to Leith through the multitude. 
As I made my way deeper, 1 passed a 
long succession of bciraltlsj and archers^ 
men of camp and courts marshalled 
with their fronts towards the city^ and 
impatient till the King filled up the 
train^ and scut them iorwords to witch 
the general eye ** with noble horse-* 
numship.*' 

But no gazer upon earth is less fit- 
ted for glones of this rank^ than I am. 
Surcoats and tabards delight not mts 
nor lancers neither. The most exube- 
rant plumage that ever turned an an- 
dent general into a mountebank^ has 
lost the itower of extracting my smile 
or sigh. I found better occu{iation 
with people. I walked b^ those lung 
Bcafiblds, as by tlie shelves of a vast 
museum. Edinburgh is now crowded 
witli strangers, but they are almost ex- 
clusively Scotcli. Uherr arc but few 
English here; even the sjnrit of the 
courts that enduring quality, which 
"no dangers frighten, and no labours 
tire,” 'witiiiii the realm of l^'ngland, 
has shrunk from the Border, and the 
King has been delivered, bare of the 
m^age of St James’s, into tlte late* 
loyalty of the Scottish barons. But 
in recoinpciise, Scotland had poured 
out her rigid aViUndance. Sutherland 
had sent up ; Shetland was not unmo- 
ved. The Hebrides had mustered their 
visages of the rock and the shower ; 
and Berwick had the representatives of 
her smoke and sliine. The whole 
m%hty volume of dried specimens — 
die whole hwbariuro, was open before 
me. 1 pefbaps saw it to rare advan- 
tage* Toe excitement of the tiine had 
brought out, and given sudden charac- 
to the lineaments of the national 
fcysiognomy— -had injected it witli life, 
ftbousands, and tens of thousands of 
Buses, were of course inacessible to the 
procesa^l^ could be of interest to 
nonMjlpimeson, and others of the 
petrifactions. But in some, 
l j|| ingbt 1 could discover the living 
jjj^tnentury on the national annals.— 
pile gra^and bold brow of the old 
Komidj^^otry, and at long intervals 
tbe acrid and joyless vis- 


age of fkllen puritatiisra, a countenance 
of noble licauty, the pale and lofty 
forehead, the deep eye, and the coal- 
bladc hair, tliat brought back the me- 
mory of Charles, and with it, of hia 
chivalry and Ids misfortunes* 

The Highlanders made a striking 
part of the show. They were ranged 
in small bodies in thointerstices of Uie 
processioia, and looked a bold remnant 
of die days of the sword. There are 
about three hundred of them under 
six or eight heads, a minute represen- 
tation of this mountain strength of 
Sctktiand. But the difficulty was fo 
keep th^m at home. Thosi^ young 
Douglases " aH longed to follow to 
the fiekl their warlike lords.” Lady 
Gwydyr, the descendant of tlie Duke 
of Perth, might, instead of a troop of 
fifty, have had a whole emigration, — 
The King's coining was as the sound 
of a trumpet through the hills ; and die 
streets of Edinburgh urould have l)ecn 
fioode<l with kilts tranfirnitUMl throngli 
diree generations back, and claymores 
brown with the rust of ihv 
But this fonnidable voKintcering was 
wdsdy pndnbited. 'rbcmounlaiii blood 
is still hot, and the tnounUin memory 
strong. Modern law-suits have addc'd 
their venom to hereditary offence, and 
it was considcTod perleetly probable, 
that soitif! of these gallant sans-culottes 
would have taken the earliest oj)- 
portunity to wipe away the insults of 
picas, and iiarcbments, and othcT atra- 
inentarious atrocities, in the blood of' 
the successful. 

The Highlanders are proud of their 
costume. I’ridc is a stirring sensa- 
tion, and, therefore, valuable among 
the soul-congealing hills of tho.se abo- 
rigines. But the whole fabric is a di- 
rect answer to die dieory diat founds 
beauty upon utility. Nothing can be 
fitter for their bitter latitude. Hiton^ 
is a x>aU)able defiance of storm in iht 
folds of the tartan ; nothing short of 
a blast that swept away the head could 
wrench away the little plumclcss close- 
cap ; the kilt would to our southern 
cuticle leave grievous entrance to the 
seasons ; but custom renders obtuse, 
and the H^hlander, wrapt in his 
plaid, must be as impenetrable to the 
tempest as the rock that he makes 
his burrow. But all this wrapping 
and refiigc is no more picturesque 
than any other bale of brown blan- 
kets. 

A list of the Clans has been pub- 
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li^edc The pridct>f Scotch genealogy 
might doubt tlm names of some, and 
Johnson's scepticism would deny tliat 
Scotland had shrubs enough for their 
badges. But the document is curio 
ous, and may be true.

At twelve the royal salute fbr Ae 
King’s leaving the yacht was fir^ ! 
and his barge was seen winding its - 
idow way through a crowd of plea* 
sure-hoats, that absolutely covered 
the water round the frigates. 
shore was lined with officials of eveny 
colonr ; accumulated judge-s, bailies, 
and generals. On his Majesty’s land* 
ing, ne was received with honest ^ 
clamation, which he returned wiA 
graceful bows. But the charm was 
completed on its bring ascertained 
that he had surmounts his cockade 
with thistle and heather. Such are 
the true accesses to Ae national heart 
—simple Ain^ but honourable; and 
no wise man will overlook their value ; 
and no Sovereign was ever fortunate, 
that disdained to feel their influence 
on Ae feelings of men. 

The piboession fk&a set forwards, 
and was cxtrrihely showy as it spread 
out. The Lord Lyon ^ Lord Kinndwl) 
curvetting and caracoling his hand* 
some horse, in front of a doud of 
herrids and horsemen, would have 
been irresistible in Ae eye of a dame 
of Ae 12 A century. His gold^ co- 
ronet, his crimson mantle, flowing to 
Ac ground, his broidcred boot and 
golden spur, were worthy of the con- 
servator of Ac pure pedigrees of Ais 
most pedigree-loving land of the earth. 
Sir Alexander Keith, the Knight Ma* 
rischall, with his grooms and esquires, 
was only second to the Lord Lyon. Sir 
Patrick Walker, the White Hod, with 
his cqucrrit», also made a most ^Icn- 
did appearance. A long alternation of 
cavalry and infantry, city dignitaries, 
and 11 ighlamlers, followed. And at Ae 
end of the view, surrounded by the 
ruyal guard of Archers, Glengarry and 
his tail, (who had struggled with feu- 
dal fierceness for the place of honour,) 
and a whole galaxy of starred and scar- 
let aides-de-camp and generals, was 
seen, the King. 

After some delay in going throu^A 
Ae city ceremonies, of receiving keys, 
and listening to a speech of my Lord 
Provost, the train moved round by 
the foot of Ac Calton-hill towards 
Holyrood House. The road winds 
considerably, and for nearly a mile 
the people had a full view of Ae King, 
and the King of the people. 

I liave h<*en asecker of sights through- 
out my life; not of mere shows. No 
man is more immovable to the glo- 
ries of gilt coaclics, and trumpeters 
iaced to Ac gorge. My delight has 
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bccsn, ii9htie the magnificent of nature 
combined with Bomc strong excitement 
of man. I have seen nn army march- 
ing over mountains, and s])rcading 
glen and crag with exjn'indcd banners 
and glittering steel, 1 have seen an 
army hurrying to battle, iJirough a 
huge, ancient city, that bad every roof 
and window clustered with |»eo]>le, lis- 
tenings without a voice union'jf them, 
to t])e roar of the cannon outside their 
gates. 1 have seen a Isoinhardmcnt at 
night. 1 liave seen a whole city start- 
led from its sleep, by the news that 
the enemy was at hand. 1 have been 
in a fortress, whose iininediate assault 
was exiHJcteil, the gjirrison under arms, 
the burgher troops hastily and s.*dly 
gathering to the ramparts]! the htnises 
emptied of all their pule population in- 
to the streets, and every sound caught 
as if it tvtTii the trinnpet of the ene- 
roy* Yet above all tliese, in all hut 
the pain of the interest, was the King's 
passage to llolyrood. 

Scotlaml, since the ITnion, hasknown 
nothing of a ICiug. The descendants 
of James were but the spectres of roy- 
alty, Olid the coming of their siul and 
shadowy jjomp was the sure omen of 
national sorrow. Jlut the jKiople had 
now before them the un(|Ucstioncd 
heir of their ancient line, the blood of 
the Bruce, the reconciler of all iluir 
feuds ol'sovcrcignty — the doubled right 
of the Stuart and the Brunswick, was 
coinpripcd and consummated all in 
their Ktkcj. Sophists and habitual 
scorners may doubt the feeli ng that sur- 
rounds the title. But it is our nature 
to honour exalted birth and ancient 
, power. The “ Divinity that doili heilge 
u King," is more than the fine romance 
of poct-y. Til .Scotland, a whole cloud 
of high impressions, some of inelaii- 
clioly pride, sonic rich with meinories 
of feudal grandeur, some hallowed by 
the sense of noble hazards and heroic 
.suffering, deepened rhe natural ho- 
mage of the name ; and multitudes, 
from its nnnotcKt borders, too humble 
for the afiectatioii of zeal, and too in- 
curious to leave their hilk and sliorcs 
for any pageant of earth, crowded, down 
to st'e tlicii^ing. 

The C;dlon-l:ill is a fine rt?ature in 
the aspect of Edinburgh. 1 ts fare, to- 
wards the city, is Just of that degree 
fif abmptncKs %vhich harmoni/cs with 
iiuman habitation, tlie medium bc- 
«twecn the rude and tlie tame. But mo- 
i"dem taste' has perpetratee’ its usual 
eltfiloits here, and on the vcige of this 


hill is perched a column in honour of 
Nelson, and in comtmpt of all grace. 
The Town Dilletanti have at length 
discovered its resemblance to a cham- 
ber candlestick, and take comfort in 
tlie fortutiate friability of the rock, 
wdiieh is dready sfdilting, and must 
soon abolish the Nelson column. 

The bill is a favourite, and, like all 
favourites, runs a liazurd of being 
spoil(‘d. A celebrated I^ondon archi- 
tect, availing himself of tlu? popular 
propensity, has recothmi nded that it 
should be *stuck over with pillar and 
pyramid without dtday. The advice 
is natural to an architect ; no man can 
rcskt his calling ; and this fine hill 
will be nothing bettor than an inordi- 
iiato pin-cushioii.— OremUrf //ro

I can 
traix* in the little stjuares, centered 
n ith dismal -coloured grass, oncl 
ing dandelion -t, tlie feeble ini ancyfl.^W 'T 
first tremnlous and vacillating 
the spirit v»hicl» was to cover the 
hill with imiguiticenci*. Even >n ' 
midst of the ancient town, aihl^g 
n'ljiuls und rlosfs, worthy ol‘ the Chians 
and Cacuse.s of tlie dark ages,- in tlie 
ruefuiiies.s of those trreiit Scrhotiian 
bogs" of granite, fierce effiinia, and 
outer diukne.sr, where streets whole 
have sunk, I find little spots of archi- 
tectural terra firma, little tnxuxes at 
human dwelling, little, tentative cir- 
cuses and parallLdograms. 1 am charm- 
ed with this, because it is character- 
istic. TTiere is but one race of man- 
kind who would build a small square 
before they wtmld venture on a large 
one. I ex|)erted to find the Scotch 
that cnrisiderate people, and I find my 
thei'vy true. In this prudejico. they 
have built a little Greek house on the 
Ciilton, as a iweparativo to the Parthe- 
non. 'JTiey have called it an Observa- 
tory ; tliey might more wisely have 
cjilkHl it an icci-honst*. T'hey already 
liad an Ohsen^atory, an old hard-fea- 
tured thing, that stood wrapt up in 
grey rock, like an eternal watchman 
on the brow of the hill. But they 
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must try their ekill in pediment and 
pillar, and>as the result, nave produced 
a little three-or-four-corncrcd tbinjr, 
like a llamilies hat squeezed to the 
top of the hill. It was to liave been 
among the lions of Edinburgh, and 
strangers were to have wondered and 
worsliipped at it five mrJes oif. Hut it 
was found to bo the very temple of the 
winds; Kurus. Notus, and Argestes, 
made sport of it with impunity. The 
little Observatory was in hazard of 
being carried off into the Ocean. To 
obviate the dcj)ort:ition, .they Iiavc 
buried it«|||}hiii walls, where it lies as 
snug aiul^it‘wleas as au oyster be- 
tween its valves. The only visible 
proof of its exist(?nce is the extrusion 
of a h'aden cupola, iialpably formed on 
a model, tor which no prose of mine 
Khali liud a name. After all, it has 
been a second time discovered, foritwas 
perfootly known heforcj that the hill 
is shAkeii by a passing cart ; th(' more 
iK licate oi»oiMtioiis of a.>troiKnny are 
thus out of the quciiiion, and the ri- 
sing geiicraliou are cheered with the 
liO}>e of seeing tlui Siiiiday sale of 
cheesveakt s added to its pn‘S*?nt dis- 
play of a Camera Ohscura* 

Hut from this hill, Edinburgh, and 
all its shows, arc seen in the point of 
view that a painter would love. I 
tried the slow and gorgeous proci'ssjon 
of rlio day in every scale ainl terrace 
of its .sides. After mingling >vith t!ie 
train below, and being saturated with 
l.ieqU'-ys and aides-de-camp, 1 went 
lip the hill, and saw the multitude at 
its foot diminished into pigmies, k rom 
the top of Ihe Nelson Pillar, the di- 
niinutiou wasytill more coinjilcic ; and 
as the jjrotvssiou rolled away round 
I lie hidglirs, and down the declivities 
of the road, all distinctness ^vas lost, 
and 1 could imagine that 1 satv a 
mighty serpent, with its Jong con- 
volutions, — ^Iicre a tinge of darkness, 
and there a golden se.ile, until it ga- 
thered in one mass of sunlight and 
splendour into the (’ourt of Ilolyrood. 
On the King’s alighting, a salute w'as 
tired from all the batteries. 'Phis was 
the tinest moineut of the da>. 'Piw 
rov/y></’<r;i/ was iucomjwrahlc. It had 
all the magniiiccnce of a battle, witli- 
out its terror. Discharges of cannon 
from the brow of two noblo op]M>.site 
lulls, — the sides of the valley between, 
covered with a vast, agitated multi-

The air ringing with glorious clamour 
of bugle ami trumpet; — troops moving 
backwards ami forwards below ; — the 
hills surmounted with tents and Uoyal 
standards ; — the Piilace crowded with 
the glitter of arms at one end of the 
view, — and, at tlie other, the Castle, 
towering through smoke and fire. 

Tlit‘ King's conduct during the 
day has given great satisfaction. The 
Scotch were naturally anxious that he 
should he surprised at their dty, and 
delighted with themselves. No man 
pjiys a compliment with more grace 
than his Majesty ; and his expressions 
of pleasure and surprise, at the beauty 
of the general view, and the good or- 
<Ier of' the people, are repeated with 
an allowable j»ride. The whole spirit 
of his attentions has been popular. 
Ilis putting off the procession until 
the weather might enable the citizens 
to be present without inconvenience, 
— ^liis i>erj>onal condescension to every 
one that approached liiin, — even the 
slight matters of his coming in an open 
carriage, and wearing the thistle in 
ilis hat. wore iiroofs of a kindliness 
and civility that will make his visit 
not easily forgoten. 

After the Court, at which the King 
received a promiscuous crowd of law, 
peerage, find municipality, he went 
lull spc(\l to Dalkeith House, where 
iio is to rcoidc. By this arrangement, 
he avoids the publicity and staring 
which the perpetual leveti of the mob 
’would provide for him iu the Palace. 
1 think it a still more fortunate rid- 
dance, that he escapes Ilolyrood itself. 
( )f all the Uoyal residences of Europe, 
this seems to me the most depressing, 
th-' most irresistibly sepulchral. Its 
history is dark with crime and mis- 
fortune, — and to me it has the entire 
past stamped on its grand btit sad 
physiognomy. I have never seen a 
before w'hose gate 1 should be 
so littlf surprised to sih; the scaifold. 

A j, general illumination had been in- 
tende<l for this o\ ruing ; hut the King's 
departure has postponed it till to-mor- 
row. I'his, in IjOTidon, would liave 
been beyond the power of municipal

turn. And this would have been be- 
cause Your London Magistrates arc 
a parcel of sots and simpletons. No- 
thing of tile kind was done hcre^— not 
a window was broken^ not an indi- 
vidual hustled, — ^not even a cry heard# 
And this, because the F#dinbui;gh Ma- 
gistrate's are gentlemen, and men of 
sense and honesty,— -who know their 
duty, and will do it. Bills were post- 
ed up in time, stating the change, and 
adding, for the occupation of die 
crowd, that fire- works would be ex- 
hibited in one of the Squares. The 
law was threatened against all offences 
of riot, compulsory lighting, &c. The 
riotoudy-disposed, if such there were, 
felt that it would be enforced ; and 
this great city, crowded with stran- 
gers, was as tranmiil by eleven o'clock, 
as if its multitude were stretched on 
the heather, or lodged in the watch- 
house. 

The fireworks were in Charlotte 
Souare, where die Lord Provost lives. 
Tnese exhibitions are, of course, aU of 
the same kind, and Vauxhall is cer- 
tainly still unrivalled by the squibs 
and crackers of Edinburgh. But 1 am 
not ashamed to say, diat I have a great 
fondness for fireworks, and was satis- 
fied to look upon them even in their 
diminished glory, so much nearer the 
pole. Even a common squib has soine 
interest for me in its bright and spark- 
ling brevity. But die rocket, with ita 
fierce rush upwards, ami, when the 
sound lias gone beyond us, the power- 
ful and lonely majesty with wliich it 
dimbs the bd^ts of Heaven, luts 


Botnetknea given me impresnstia, 
whidh mnety-nine gnssers might think 
extravagant, but which the hundredth 
would with me know to be true, ab- 
sorbing, and incommunicable. 

The streets leading to the square 
were ctowded^ yet without insure 
or inconvenience to those who were 
ombitimis of a cVwe survey. I was 
not among the ambitious, and took 
my stand at some distance, probably 
with no loss of spectacle. The whole 
opulence of northern pyrotechny was 
displayed. Boinon candles, Catherine 
wheels, fiery fountainite^hot and 
hurst and played, in giw profusion 
and jieTfection, for an hour together ; 
and in the pauses a rocket rose from 
the darkness, like a xeleiiaed spirit 
sliooting up in purer splendour, till 
it was lost m the clouds* 

The nights here are subject to 
rapid changes. From a twilight sky 
and a genial air, it suddenly grew dark 
and (»)Ul, and 1 left the show slill in 
its glory. 

‘ In the distance the fireworks burn- 
ed low, tlie populace were unseen, and 
unheard, except when some new ex- 
plosion roused them into a general 
‘ohout. The tall, uulighted houa*K on 
cither side, and the sky dark as pitch, 
and solid as a vault of marhl£«;Jt^re 
dio strongest resemblance toafiOw^ 
less cavern ; and at die cud of^lie 
vista, glared the cupola of St GoorgO^s, 
a lowering giant, somctiines flickered 
with ]>u]e light, and sometiines ruddy 
with fierce flame. 1 thought of uu 
idol-worshix> in a colossal Ehqihuuta. 
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This was a day of royal rest. The 
Kii:^, weary of the scji, and not im- 
probably weary of the lingering pomps 
had beset him by land, remained 
at Dalkeith. But the city and its 
tiribeswm not die less busy. The 
Levee for the introduction of all 
the proud blood and unpronounceable 
wnDtis of the ncndi, is at hand, and 
eveary chainbi?r in Edinburgh rings 
with note of preparation for the x^ior- 
row. Israel has not been careless of 
this vineyard, and has sent ^up a de- 
putation of her dingiest and most ac- 
csoinmodathig labourers.

This will occur next week^ 
and ought to be a very striking cere- 
mony. The High-Street, witli its tow^- 
iug fabric, long ascent, and various 
and wild antiquity^ is the finest path 
for a pageant in Eoropte. Ranges of 
seats arealready being raised against Ijtie 
houses ; and the civic authorities are 
holding many a weary council on tlieir 
distribution. Portions are set ofi" for 
the (liiFerent public Inxlies, the clergy, 
the magistrates, the oificers of the ar- 
my and navy, &c. The fall of one of 
those hasty ereettons a few days since, 
attended with some unfortunate ca- 
sualties, has produced a city advertise- 
ment, declaring that the chief fabri- 
cator of tlmse perilous prominenoBS 
shall be responsible for any future ac- 
cidents. Is it not singular to find 
Swift's wonderful wonder of won- 
ders" revived after the sleep of a cen- 
tury. A red-hot poker shall be 
thrust into a barrel of gunpowder in 
the presence of any number of per- 
sons! of quality, not one of whom, the 
proprietor pledges liimself, shall be so 
much as singed by the explosion. Tlie 
child of any ]»erson of quality shall be 
allowed to jump down twelve feet up- 
on a board full of spikes, not one of 
which shall enter the said child. — Any 
person shall be allowed to drive a 
twelvepenny nail up to tlw head in 
his own flesh, the proprietor being 
responsible for any pain," &c. 

The illumination in the evening 
was peculiarly striking, from the local 
advantages of the town. The devices 
were innumcroblo, and, according to 
the means and Uiste of the devisers, 
were some handsome, and some hn- 
measurably grotesoue. Tlie King, liis 
niuch-lovfxl and ul-treated Majesty, 
was exhibited in a hundred different 
attitudes and.oRSociationB ; but he was 
generally in the act of being grappled 
by two monstrous women, Scotland 
and Ireland strutting tor him, like 
the mothers in Judgment of So- 
lomon, or fondSy sliariug his smiles, 
like Macheath's wives, and stifling 
him between them. A butcher had 
the royal shepherd, with a pipe at his 
Ups, and a crook in his hands, con- 
trolling the frolics of a large and li- 
oentious flock of sheep ; and a writer 
to Ihe signet displayed him pouring 
^out of his mouth endless rolls of 
parchment, itiBoriliecl with fragments 
of loyalty and law. 1 went up to tlic 


Castle-hill, and had the most njibound- 
ed view. All round and below me 
looked like a city in conflagration* 
Here a sullen glow, there a broad 
burnt of fire ; dark and ridgy roofs 
edged with light ; steeples and pillars, 
that, as Ihe name flashed partially up- 
on them, seemed yieliling and waver- 
ing to weir fall; the sky a lurid, 
smoky arch, that brightened and 
darkened with every change below, 
and, above roof and tower, Artliur's 
Seat, a mighty beacon throwing up a 
column of flame to the very heavens. 

These tilings are, with me, matters 
of reluctant description. No power 
of language can tell the feelings stir- 
red by some of them at the time. 
And how often, during my stand, T 
allowed myself to be vrrapped up in 
wandering imaginations, what glimp- 
ses of ba1&, of suiicrb kingly festivi- 
ty, of lands suddenly deluged by erup- 
tion of the fiery universal storm tliftt 
is yet to lay waste the earth, — what 
whole doud of dazzling and confused 
fantasies filled up the hour, and made 
it like a busy and not undeligbtcd 
dream, passed before me, 1 will leave 
to your own conception. 

The ^^igs were the most brilliant 
incendiaries of the evening. Their 
mansions, and they have them many 
and large, were in a blaze of lamps and 
loyalty. They went through the pur- 
gatory of fire, and with me half their 
stains arc hencctorth burnt away. 

This and other matters have thrown 
me into considerable doubts of the sin- 
cerity of Scotch uartizanship.

To-day the King received dqiutations 
firom the public bodies. The Cimrch of 
Scotland, an establishment curiously 
combined of lay and clerical j)owers, 
probably surjirisrd him by its mixture.' 
of military and civit; costumes with tbe 
dresses of tlie clergy. His reception 
of this diversity of strange faces and 
Stranger tongues was graceful and dig- 
nified. Some of the addresses afiect- 
cd him, and his marked attention to 
the vcneraldc head of the universi- 
ty may be prcsiiiiicd to have laid a 
long claim to Icarnetl gratitude. 

'J'he lenders of the Bar here figure 
in so many public capacdtics, that the 
majority have had fiequerit opportu- 
nities of* standing in the sunshine of 
the Royal Tresence, and party 
to be rapidly melting dowiijN^afe 
King must have l>ec'n appalled 
sight of this formidable and voluim- 
nous array of litigation. Hic Bar -of 
Edinburgh supplies enough of arivo- 
cacy to drain the population of an em- 
pire. A few LcYiauians arc undispu- 
ted Lords of the Brine, but the mul- 
titude who live upon what escapes 
tliose capacious devourers, is altogether 
astonishing and unsuspected among 
the causes of the fall of farms and the 
general sapping and suction of the 
povhiciality* Yet, but for its Bar, 
Edinburgh would have been half un- 
known, a cypher in the sum of cities. 
Even now, in the midst of all her but- 
tresses undjuicra of literature, many 
and curious as they ore, let man grow 
honest and the Bar perish, Edin- 
burgh, before the lapse of fifty years, 
would resemble an English borough 
town in its look, as much as it now

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does, in some points, which I shall 
tiot at present notice, bat reserve 
fur some other occasion. Pedestrians 
might come to wonder and breakfast 
on the spot where Judges read novels 
from the Bench, and where Erskine 
parted bis mantle of puns among the 
remanent and aspiring exhilarators of 
the Bar. Men of mnfamight gather to 
guoge and measure the twofold Bar- 
row, the Pamassnsj which it 
will be the dying labour of Edin- 
burgh to raise to her last two great 
names, the orator, 

** Argutum, fervidum, facetunif eloquen- 
tem;** 

And the Poet, 

*'*' Qtti uincres ? Tumuli ha;c vestigia ! 
Conditur ulim 

IDc hie qui cccinit pascuS) rura, duces.** 

I shall perish before that consum- 
mation, and this hand of panegyric, 
and this heart oversowing with wea- 
riness of absence, and with envy at tlie 
sight of every coach and courier that 
I see speeding south, will be turned 
into the buHts and blossoms of the 
garden. If the ' extinction were to 
hap])cn now, I should have to regret 
Kome very agreable acquaintances. I 
li.ive seen those cleverer persons here, 
who are usually persecuted by stran- 
gers ; but of them and theirs the w<H'ld 
shall not hear a syllable troin me. The 
treachery of your thorough-bred Tou- 
rist shall, ill my Utopia, be visited 
with branding and the galleys. 

( *oniidence and gen tlcnioii-like cour- 
tesy have already become matters of 
peril, and a man of any reputation 
must sit in the presence of one of 
those filchers of face, and swindlers of 
sentiment, in a state of continual ner- 
vousness. Conversation ^ust either 
degenerate into the shadowy non- 
sen.se, tliat alone can baffle tlie grasp 
of those unsparing marauders of pri- 
vate good things ; or it must be con- 
duct^ with dosed doors, and on the 
solemn oath oi every new-comer, that 
he will not, by ink or inuendo, iu any 
shape whatever, divulge a syllable be- 
yond tlie Trophonian cave. 

* For my part, I am determined, the 
moment 1 feel that I am grown into a 
man of edebrity, (a consummation ne- 
ver to be doubt^,) 1 will placard my 
avenue with prohibitions to dl poachers 
of living genius, fix up a board with. 
Traveller-man- traps and spring guns 
set in these grounds.^' And the first in- 
dividual, who shall print an iota of the 
merest trifling that transpires by grot 


armye, tent or tea-table, shall b^aei- 
sea at any expense, and hung up. tw 
terrorenij with a bust of Harpocraies 
round nock, at the turn from the 
road. 

But it is no breach of confidence to 
speak 0 $ the Scotch as among the most 
liberal and hospitable entertainers. 
The Scotch are hospitable just to the 
extent that they ought to be, and aU 
rational men will be. If you are known, 
you will be dvilly received; and if 
you are not, you will be left to regale 
at your hotel, and contemplate .the 
Calton undisturbed. They do not pre- 
sume you, as in Eng^nd, to be neeea^ 
earily a .swindler, nor as in Ireland, a 
grandee in disguise. They give you 
a single glance of their grey, acujbe 
eyes, ahd then leave you to your lu- 
cubrations, without either setting a 
Bow-Street officer upon your path, or 
insinuating a general invitation into 
your hand. You may do as you please, 
and as long as you please ; and there 
are, I am told, instances of strangers^ 
who haVe wandered through the mul- 
titudes of Edinburgh for years,. with- 
out a supper or a smile, until they liud 
imbibed a rigid aspect, forgot their 
English, and were mistaken for tlieir 
countrymen. 

Yet tills let me say for the sister 
countries, that their torridiie8.s or fri- 
gidity is the result of circuinstunceH ; 
mat John is generous, willing, aud 
stranger-loving, when he has leisure, 
of which he bus hut little ; while, on 
the contrary, Patrick Ims or inake.s a 
great deal ; and by the help of this 
arm he is enabled to rout John, horse, 
foot, and dragoons, out of the field, 
ofhos}utality. In England, men whose 
brains are not whirling in Uio per- 
petual tumult of business, have . a 
ready access to books, and can satiate 
themselves with the &11 of stocks, and 
the perplexities of ministers every 

S uarter, and month, and week, and 
ay. But to the generation of' the Pa- 
tricks, those are, ibr the chief part, 
costly and forbidden things, exotics, ci*: 
the rarest odour, mangoes and Jamais 
ca ginger, sent in presents firom some, 
compassionate and recollecting cousin 
beytnd seas. I will lay xny siik goWn, 
in futurOf to the band of any Lord of 
S^ion extant, that at this hour three 
fourths of the resident gentlemen of 
Ireland, out of the confines of Dublin, 
have but very indistinctly heard of 
]t|r Bennet and of the Bonassus. are 
dubious hi an extreme degree about 
the existence of Mr Owen and the Op- 
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pd^itioiiy and hav« not liecn reached 
hy any rumour whalerer of the niteg^ 
Tity HU that calculator of the human 
race-^AnacharaiA Cloota Home. 

Yet those gentlemen are not with- 
oat curioaity ; quite the reverse. They 
haire it of the moat (^n-moathed, 
rapacious, gastric kincU Faxio iiti^ 
man^e hiatv/* Nothing is too large 
liar their deghnition, nothing too tough 
and ferreottS for their digestion. The 
orfftutm must be supplied with foodj or 
it will seise on tl&e most irregular pro- 
^sender within its reach. 1 look upon 
those late excesses) those burnings of 
bams, those crimped curates, and proc* 
tors roasted whole, and the general cal* 
dnation which has gone through the 
country, as nothing more tlien a strong 
development of that rettstkas abpe^ 
for news, to which those Athenmas of 


the West are^ubove all nations, liahlew 
in Munster, and the neighbouring di^^ 
tricts where the human understand- 
ing it searce, the arrival of a stranger 
exdtes a general stir through the 
tbkket ; the natives come by families 
and v^ages from the farthest cover, 
crowd round hisn with Otaheitean ju- 
bilation, load his iuteptments with 
the spontaneous beef and claret of their 
lovdy and teeming soil, and provision 
him for six mouths to come. Vet all 
this is done in the genuine cunning 
of barter ; their benevolence is lavish- 
ed only to extract from him those pre- 
cious novelties, the hornspoons and 
blue beads of English gossipry, the 
obsolete of the London market, but 
to them more pficcious than gold and 
dimnoud.

ut if the eye luxuriates, the memory 
^grows weary, and I will tell you no 
nmre of tissues and blonds,' golden 
lama, and feathers that mi^t have 
erest^ the helmet of Arthur or Ama- 
dis.

oourtesy. The casual pressnre of the 
ladies, passioijiate for a sight of royalty, 
was kept off by slacken^, silkcn-oo- 
Tsred hows that might have reminded 
them of the weap^ of Ciqnd him*- 
ielf.

of pelf, and his Poor Richard is tlu* 
twelve tablcsof shop-keeping. ( iuroe a 
example turned the brains of the Scotch 
Literati of the last age into anudgams 
of arrogant metaphysics and bitter 
seepticinn. TJic success of a ]H>pular 
naifie is always dangerous in ai»ro- 
vince. All rushes along wi di the cur- 
rent of the hour. The frith is too 
narrow for the counteractii^ streams, 
that make the health, and preserve 
die level of the English mind. The 
Scotch are at length begmniiig to dis- 
cover that the fovouritc spccidatiuns 
of their |diil<i80}.diy, falsely so call- 
ed,'* were mysticism and inoonshitu*. 
Scepticism has Iteeuexiltil, and, a few 
meager and decaying casuists i;^ce]>t- 
ed, men are not aanamed te acknow- 
ledge the common truths that give 
comfort to mankind. 

It has often been among my mu- 
rings, how the Scotdi, a sagacious and 
sotud-stepping peo|de, caudous of the 
waste of time, and loving to lay a sub- 
stantial the good things of life, 

diould nave evre abandoned an hour 
to metaphysics. Vriltaires image of 
the science is at once witty and true,— 
a minuet, when the p^ies, after all 
their turning and windings, end on the 
same imt where they bq^n. lliesci- 
snee of mind is palpably prohibited to 
man. It may f<mn a noble and un- 
limited treasure of discovery for our 
disembodied powers. But her^ after 
a few rudinientBScareely above truisms, 
and known to cvcfy genenwtion since 
the flood, we fed the boundary. All 
rile rest is diNida and air^ avast, uncir- 
cmnscribed reghm, where nature may 
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prepare her wondm/bat 'vehere die 
keeps them secret at least from U8» 
An empirenf vacancy, where our pre-» 
anmption may attempt to penetrate^ 
but, after all its fantasies and halioo- 
inp^» must return in profitlessness and 
fatigue. The mq^eriment can now 
scarcely amuse even clowns and diild-» 
ren. 

In the progress of the ladies to 
court, the elite of Scotland passed be^ 
toe me. This is one of the advan- 
tages of the time. The wonders that 
I must have otherwist' sought through 
lakes and deserts, through valleys im- 
penetrable with furze, and mountains 
sullen with storm, are all here togo- 
ther. 1 have here to wait shivering 
on no shore till tlic boatman, the lord 
of the jiassago, ceases to be drunk, and 
conveys me to the hopes of heath 
and a supper. I have nerc to crouch 
at tlte door of no Western l^aird, the 
autocrat of the surrounding rocks, 
and BU])plicate the hospitality of an 
unknown tongue. The remote curi- 
osities of the realm, richer than all its 
Sfafflut and lonas, are conoentrateii 
htve. It would be ungenerous and 
untrue to deny that Scotland dias a 
right to be proud of them. 

Some of the icinales whom I saw to- 
day are among the belles of St James's, 


and the Court dress, in itself hoa^ to 
grace, and here unwisely, because uu^ 
nationally worn, gave a general r»> 
semblanee, but the physiognomy of 
the land could not be luistakeu. I saw 
from time to time the dark eye, pearly 
skin, and . crimson cheek of £ng]^ 
kwelineBS. These were rare, for l^u- 
ty is the rarest product of tlte earth, 
and, to my eye, is rapidly perisliing. 
The multitude bad a strong national 
similarity. No race so scld^ mixes 
its blood with the stranger. 

I'lte Scotch are not a melancholy 
people, but they look an anxious one; 
and whether it be from the. commem 
knowledge of their liistory, or from 
the true writing of their features, I 
should pronounce them a race of ha- 
bitual honesty, goodsraise, and deter- 
mination, but unconvinced that to en- 
joy, is, in some measure, to obey ; and 
chustng by instinct to make their bt- 
tle solitary encampment among the 
thorns and tempest-beaten places of 
mortality. 

As to the men — But what is the 
importance of a man's face } It has all 
its usee, if it have the necessary aper- 
tures for light and ibod. 1 wiu toudi 
to topic no more. Is thy lover a mi- 
neralogist ?

'he King was invisible to-day, 
and all Edinburgh was disturbed, 
through all its municipality down- 
wards,— Bailies, Deputes, &:c. 

“ In tlie lowest deep a lower deep/’ 

by the rumour, that the Procession 
from Ilolyroodhouse to the Castle was 
to he postiHincd from to-morrow till 
Saturday. 1 will not pain you with 
the sliauows of mischief and misfor- 
tune conjured up betbre civic eyes, 
by this disastrous contingency.; and 
among the chief, the utter ruin of the 
^urday's Grand Banquet. The King, 
weary as he must be of publicity, did 
on this occasion what lie lias done froni 
tlie begiiiidng, gave up his own incli- 
natiou, and cheered Uie hearts of aU 
the inrospective sharers of iete and 
feast, by linally fixing the Procession 
for Thursday. 

Tlie Banquet will be theclosingpomp 
of Scotland. 1 went to-day to see the 
site of this exhibition of loyid appetite, 
in the Parliament House, the Scotch 
Westminster Hall. I found it crowded 
vrith the curious, scattered oviir with 
fonns and tlie preparatives to IVosting, 
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and darkened with curtains, that in to 
mid-day sun lovered all our visages 
with a fiery purple. The room looked a 
very noble cavern, very ill inhabited. 

Scotland is contributing its whede 
edible opulence to this entertainment. 
Dukes and Lairds arc sending daily 
grouse and venison ; the trading towns 
make donatives of iish ; and Loudon, 
witli a surpassing muiuficcnce, worthy 
of the lark's! and most turtle-lovii^m 
cities, has sent up Aldennan (^.urtisin 
the highest condition, and ready dress- 
ed in tartans* 

1 dined ivitli some agreeable men. 
I liave foutid.no conversation superior 
to that of tlic Scotch ; clear, intelligent, 
and original. But it has its peculiari- 
ties. 1 have never Ibund rnysdf on a 
soil where the ventilation and winnow* 
ing of character was so habitual. I, 
of course, do not siicak of the paltry 
detractions, whidi can find then* way 
only by chance among men of a cer- 
tain rank aodrty. But intdlect, 
acquirement, professional skill, and 
ptotissional oE^rity, are desperately 
diacutitHed. . This is amusing, but for- 
midable to the alien and tlie sqioum- 
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er, unaccustomed to so rapid and so 
fatal a fire. I am not among tbe most 
^aiervoas of xnankiml ; but this at^^le 
•of diaquiskion abuts up my faculties 
at once. Itmustbefin' Uiose of higher 
ht^ tobave the dignity of dissection, 
W for me, it is enough to see The 
lancets prepared, and the doctors all 
met 5dfe grows silent, and retires 
within me, and 1 |)erish accordingly.

genuity and determined repartee of 
that Pandora's box, the heartj and k a 
consolation for tluon all. 

, For this give me the Irishman above 
all men, rogue as he is. He embarks 
his wlmle soul at once ; he has no cau- 
tious and attaching cordage to the 
shore; he casts no dilatory look be- 
hind. His wisdom is steeped in fool- 
ery, as hk foolery is in wisdom ; and 
in the midst of tlie wildest extrava- 
guice of buoyant veins and habits in- 
digenous to claret, he explodes some 
thought vivid enough to bund a whole 
caravan of phUosopliurs. 

.Tothk,astoall national characters, 
there are exceptions ; Sootland has its 
men of spirit, ease, and pleasantry: 
and, to an Jmbeciie^JMtiierf Irriand 
could supply occasional speciinenswor- 
■diy of the of Aldrovandus. 

>.vVot 1 Ime' the fearlessness of the 
Seot<h conveiaatiou tenfold better tlian 
the couventioqid courteous cant of 
English riuhs^apd conversaaiones. I 
am dkgusted to die midrifi^ with the 
paltry jargon of panegyric and insin- 
ceri^ that perverts truth in every 
1hiru\^prd t^ftijcd in the atmosphere 
of ILiondon l^pature. Wliy am 1 to 
Hve in this h^&ess hypocrisy? MTiy 
am 1, with a spine of ‘ eternal ourva- 
ture, and a prostrate soul^ to dance 
tlu3 wearisome miadrille of unwiHing 
admiration, with etiquette more au- 


tlioritative than Count Caraman, fid- 
dle in hand, commanding that I should 
bow tjp this side and courtesy to that, 
and exhaust my life in the entrechafs 
and queue de chiens of boudoir and 
Morocco-bound idolatry ? Why is ta- 
shicniy that master of the ceremonies 
to fools, to issue its edict upon me ? 
you shall how at tlireu yards off to 

, fiir he has visited the Troa- 

Sachs, and k supposed to review him- 
self ; you shall Kneel upon your left 
knee to — — , for he is of the Al- 
bion* and has the rarest collection 
of Fhftrucci*s Modern Antiques ; but 

to you shall thrice kn^ick your 

forehead upon the ground, for he is 
the chief or the Black-letter Eunuchs, 
the Kistar A^a of first editions, and 
turns the key u|K>n a Harem of MSS. 
in vellum unapproaehed by the eye of 
man. — This, if I have done, I will tlo 
no more. Nature will struggle for its 
crectness at last. 

The blood will follow where tlic pincers

And though I should have proceed- 
ed ten ihmisand miles in th«' direction 
of the Kviouy 1 Avill, like my T./onl Ain- 
lierst, grow indignant in the crisis of 
humiliation, revolt at the sight of the 
crowned Cahnueks thaiiselvcs, and in 
the bristling of wrathful }>ens, and 
the renionstFances of Bluc-Scockings 
trembling for their lea, retrieve iny 
honour, and return as untramplcd as 
I came. 

As J walked home along the fine 
Terrace of Prince’s Stret't, then as de- 
solate and still as a dreamer cxmld de- 
sire, ] was caught by a blase towards 
the Bridge connecting the Now with 
the Otd Town, And tliere 1 saw, float- 
ing in the air, a hundred feet from 
the valley,*^kll above and below the 
blackness of darkness, a vast diadem 
of fire. Inhere was not the twinkle of a 
taper, not a star to divide the honours 
with thk gengeoas ein1>lem of the sove- 
reigntMf Erebus. This had escajied 
me in^e general lightings of the city. 
In the morning I visited the site of 
the magic, and found the skeleton of 
a crown perched on the chimney of a 
gas manufactory! Dkheartcning as 
thk was, it idione out again at night 
in magnificence, without a rival, — ^the 
crown that "strongimagination^’might 
have seen dropping upon the head 
of the usuiper"— a meteor worthy of 
the wierd sisters— .a thing of true de- 
moniac splendour. 
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Thurtda^f 

The High Street is a very singular^ 
andfidcturesquc^ and memorable range 
of building. In the Scottisli history it is 
classic ground ; many of the most iin« 
portant events of the monarchy have 
passed under its roofs. It has been 
the scene of feudal ^andeur, and of 
feudal crimes; divimni as it now is 
between trade and the lowest orders, 
it was once the place of palaces ; and 
here the mrcat chieftains of a disturb* 
ed and loosely-governed realm — ^re- 
sisted the government, or oppressed it 
by their aid— held court and festival 
— indulged in the wild luxury of ba- 
ronial life, or perished by the axe and 
the ilfigger. 

In this street, and those sh^ting 
from its sides, those fibres projected 
from the enoniious spine, is to be 
foun<i all the peculiarity of Edin- 
burgh. The New Town is Imndsomc, 
but the Old Town is unique. U]he 
modern improvements may be copied 
wh ('rover stone can be laid on stone ; 
the High Street 1ms a stately locality 
t(» whi(7h Euro)>e can hiid no equal. 
The (Corporation have made some at- 
tempts to altvT tliis veiicrablestreet, and 
have puliofl down a cross in its centre, 
and un antique gate which marked one 
of its divisions. Against this sacrilege, 
mulct and imprisoument ought to 
have been denounced, and its aidere 
and abettors should have been fixed in 
the loftiest stocks, for all their furs, 
t'ross and CraU- ought to lie nunstated 
without loss of time, and a Committee 
A])poii]ied to see that for tlie hiture 
nrtt a stone or tile should be changed 
in this great national memorial. It is 
in the view of the closes ami mentis ^ 
from a safe distance, however, that ray 
most amusing speculations have bcicn 
stirred. In all places tlie populace, 
their liabits and habitats, are ray 
auprcinc* attraction. Here I stand up- 
on their bridges and look upon a sub- 
terranean people. Curricles and cor- 
porations, troops and train baii4s, are 
passing round me ; and in the midst of 
a tuni^t that shakes the ground, I see, 
at an ahnost telescopic (lepth below, 
another race utterly untouched by the 
disturbance upon the surface,— a plu- 
tonic tribe, a mole-eyed colony uncon- 
scious of tlie sun, a busy, dim genera- 
tion, vaulted over by the inextricable 
vapour of the mine, and winding its 
way through chasms and valleys of 
stone' as black and precipitous a§ the 
mountain fnmi which they, were tom- 
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And here I hover, a luxurious and 
lofty drone, hxiking down on the 
obscure hive; an idle and elevated 
mite gazing on the minute toils and 
thousands of this huge and curiously- 
delved cheese- 

** Suave marl magno.** 

But the High Street is bright in the 
blaze of day, with its jiarapetB and 
pinnacles, the height and wildnes^ 
and rich, antique conihsion of its ar- 
chitecture, wiudingand sw^ing away 
down the hill, it has sometimes had to 
me the look of the most beautiful 
and impressive object that architecture 
ever gave the eye, an unroofed Ca- 
thedral. The Cathedral was now full. 
The procession commenced at haM 
past two, and moved from Holyrood 
House under a roar of confp’atulation. 
The - sky had prexmised rain, and its 
promise now began to be amply lulfiU-* 
ed. 'The glory of the naked galleries 
was delate iu a moment, and never 
was pojiular good will more severely 
drench^. Still the procesnon as- 
cended through waving liandkerchiefs 
and appkudmg hands till it reached 
the ("astle-hill. Uliere the entrance of 
tile multitude was forbidden, and the 
pageant, unpressed by the crowd, ex- 
panded iu all its b^uty. Heralds, 
squires, and chieftains, tne hereditary 
ofiiccTs of tlie throne, bearing badges 
and batons, followed in glittering suc- 
cession, with intervening guaitls of 
Highlanders and cavalry. Froissart 
might have dwelt with delight on the 
stately bearing of these Chevaliers, 
and some anonymous and well-known 
novelist to come, when we are beyond 
tournament or tale, will tell of*^ the 
crimson coat that flowed doiim to the 
golden spurs of my Lord Lyon — ^the 
green velvet tunic gold-embroidered— 
the golden rigol round the cap of 
crimson — the enamelled staff flowered 
with ^Iden thistles, — and the Arabian 
caparisoned with gold tliat he caracoled 
and caprioled with such knightly dex- 
terity.

ing his royal Majesty’s great double 
gun camre.^ with the hall cliniums. Al- 
.V) tlio great Pourec said to me, that I, ' 
Omai, must go again to tho island of 
Kihnhuj’gh, 10 bring from the illustri- 
tms Mv>rton more of his plough instni- 
ineuts for the cultivation of the land, 
anrl a waggon cart, paintwl with red 
jiaiiit, for theuseof liis royal household ; 
and cannon-guns to kill tlic Dutch, 
when they arc enemies, for they sure 
hud im Uj because their sliips steri, and 
they live at the island of Amsterdam 
and Java. And because the good Cap- 
Uiin Fraser and his ship was not at 
Otritn itc, therefore Captain Smith, 
even from Greenock, which is an 
island beyond Edinburgh, he was my 
captain, fie was a great man, because 
lie ivas from Argyle, anil slept in a ca- 
bin-room by himself, and bad no cffual 
in the ship; and ho was good and 
kind lo me, Omai, because 1 was the 
favourite of tin* king, and wise, oven 
among the missionary men of Ota- 
heite. 

And after a very long sail, the great 
ship of Captain Smith canic to Grccii- 
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ock : and it was not Edinburgh ; but 
Glasgow is between, and that is a city 
of a great people, who spin cotton 
clothes for all the world. But I, Omai, 
did not stay at (Hasgow, hut came 
through a river, in a boat drawn by 
horses,, which sails to the island 
Edinburgh, for all the people were 
hastening to Edinburgh, to see the 
great King of all the world, the King 
who lives at London island, and makes 
tile laws of Parliameht, And though 
I, Omai, knew tlie great city of Edin- 
burgh, it vrtis no .more the same, for 
the peo})lc were all rejoiced to* see so 
great a King ; they looked also so hap* ' 
py, that Omai was glad at heart Mind 
every person, both young and oldHiad 
/iratfy in their hats, by way of orna- 
ment. if Omai be askinl what this is, 
he will tell, it is a kind of grass, 
called heather, with red purple flowers, 
and that is heath. And all this people, 
who arc the sons of chiefs, wore stars 
on their breasts, as ihe great Erecs of 
the King do : and this star is of silk 
and silver, curiously stitched, and it is 
like two flu^^or.'A put across one another, 
hi'cauec it is the cross of tit Andrew. 
Who St Andrew is. I, Omvai, have also 
read, liccause his name is in the Bible 
l>ook ; and he was the first missionary 
who came to teucli the' i.slanders of 
Edinburgh the true religion, and to 
say questions out of Catechism. They 
that wore this cross were very nume- 
rous, because all this people .are noble, 
and the great King of Loutlon or Bri- 
tain be is thdr father. How this is, 
I, Omai, cannot uiidcrsiaunl ; but I 
iviw it in a newspaper book, printed in 
black letters, that his name is Gturfre ' 
Fuurthy the Father ojkii Pro/)/*?, there- 
fore it must be true.

tho Omai, who was known to 
this King's fothcr, 1 took off iiiy sail- 
ing dress of trowsers ; and the tailor 
man on the shore of l^eitb, his name 
is’ Kirkgate— what nimble lingers that 
man has 1— he sewed me a blue coat, 
with buttons of gold^ and the image of 
a erown upon them, unlike cloth out* 
tons, or those of tbie sailor-men, and 
imt 8t Andrew's star on roy coat. J, 
'Omai, also put the heather of broom 
in my hat ; and the vest, that is for 
llie bell?, it was white, with coverings 
Ibr my legs of ycUow, called nankeen ; 
and tnen I, Omai, was like a chief of 
many, and the ^nd of tiiie King. 

. And money pieces were made widi 
the King's hesu upon them, for joy 
that the King was to come. And they 
were white and silver, their name be- 
ing medals. And noboilv went out 
Without tliese inedak, and they hung 
mind the neck by a ribbon ; the la- 
dies also wore tbexn, far they were 



the KiTig's tUtlier was the friend of the 
father of the father of me, OtnaL 
The number of coach houses tliat 
came with the chie& who could not 
walk to see the King was very graft — 
who could cemnt them ! and many 
had four horses, like the coaches of 
mail'; rod ami yellow men were on their 
backs to keep diem steadj, with long 
sticks iu their hands to sliew their 
dignity, and hats with corners called 
in KngUsh Tliesc were very 

great men indeed, and much grainier 
^an those in the inside of the coaches, 
and there is none like them in Ota- 
heito, for their breeches arc red and 
black, and th^ arc a stout people, 
whose name \9,jfaHkieSj in the language 
of the people of this island, as Captain 
Smith told me, Omai. Az«d every 
great ^chief, and every great chief s 
wife, keeps some of these grand men, 
who are of a peculiar race, for tbty 
cannot want them ; and John Haul- 
yard, the captain's mate of the ship, 
he called them because 

they are fed on beef to make them fat, 
and they can cat nothing else. And 
^ their heads are covered with the white 
* meal of flour, and grease ; and it is 
the same with the men of Hottentot, 
at the CBf»c, only Hottentot men use 
the black powder of soot. But 1, 
Wraai, do not admire either, Iwcausc 
the colour is red powder in Otaheite. 


That I, Omai, might not forget the 
wonderful things which I now saw, I, 
Omai, resolved to write it all in a book 
to karn iny own peojAe how to receive 
their King ; and I therefore went with 
my captain to buy a white book for 
writing. And the man that sold it to 
me, ms name is Toroson, and he 
makes all tlie luajfiB of the country at 
the post-oflice, behind tlie Churcli of 
Tron; and the book e*outuined J.^>0 
leaves of ^Aper for writing, and w'as 
covered with red skin. 

And Captain Smith, he took me to 
see the great King's palace, w^hich is a 
stdne house, near a mountaia called 
Salisbury Craigs, and at the bottom of 
the Calton mountain, wherti is the 
rtmnd house of Nelson and the pri- 
sons. How flne a house is a |>alacu ! 
— 4>ow many windows it liaR’-suid the 
crowns for light, and the boxt^ for 
Uie soldiers, how curiously formed ore 
they J— it would take me, Omai, all 
my life to describe} them ; i‘or the 
Kings of this great island are true 
Kings of the world, mid the Kings of 
India are their ser^’aiws. And 1, ( 
saw the cliiefs of the King s pniace ; 
and tliey liad bkek and ri^d dresses, 
and had round black sticks in their 
hands, ami gold nauius on them. And 
other chiefs iiad petticoats of different 
colours ill s{K>ts, rolled round tlnau, 
which did not cover them all, because 
part of them was naktil, and their legs 
were bare. And these were pnmd 
men, and wore not a hat like me. 
Omai,riiorred soldiers raps, hut only 
bonnets, which is doth, like a turliau, 
and a goose feather stood cut betorc, 
to shew they were loarued men uml 
could write. And some of them cur- 
ried round tables in their baiidh to 
write upon when the JCiug urdeicil, 
and swords were flxt^d unrkr ibdr 
anas, and no guns but pistols, which 
’ are small guns. Another pica* uf 
loured cktli was rolkd round tbiir 
bodies like tlic rneu of Olalteite ; but 
they wore little aprons of hairy nkius, 
to shew that they were Celts, uiul not 
men of the island of I'klinburgb. Thty 
are also callerl clans or tribes, because 
they follow difibreut duefs ; only the 
King is tlie chief of all. Tlie music 
of the clans also, it is not true iiuisic, 
for it is loud, aud drones without any 
tune at all, and this is called jii/iexf. 
which arc skins blown up by wiiul 
from the mouth, and the sound is 
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squeezed out through reeds b3r a strong 
man's ; and it resembles the 
moaning and crying of a hog when 
it is going to be killed ; and the man 
who blows is named Piper y because he 
pipL^s and walks proud. 

And when the day came for the 
King's ship to am>car on the sea^ all 
the {)eH)ple of tlic island ran to the 
tops of the hills. And the odier ships 
on the sea that ivere waiting were all 
covered with flags and ribbons, to be 
beautiful in the King’s sight, and to 
please him, for the King must not sec 
things us they really are, only bis mi- 
nisters and viziers. And I, Omai, waa 
on the Cnltoii, where the cannon were, 
and tile blue soldiers ; and the mo- 
nu nt the King's ships aprieared, they 
kiit'W he would be pleasetl to sec how 
tht'y eould fight his enemies: and 
they all fired off their cannons at one 
unotiier; it ivas a aea^fight, and the 
poa was coviTed with smoke, so that 
1, Omai, could see nothing, though 1 
had the telescope glass of Eree Jar- 
diru*, that hriJigs ships ntmr the Ob- 
servatory house. The cannon guns 
on the (Hilton also fired at the Castle, 
and made a louder noise than die sea 
cannons, and the Castle fired at the 
cannons of the Cal tun. The noise in- 
dccfl was tt rrible, and the ladies were 
afraid. And the men that lighted the 
cannons were soldiers of the King, 
with blue coats who live in jound 
tents, that is cloth fixed to the ground, 
'rhoy ar<‘ brave men with swords, and 
not afraid to touch the cannon. And 
it ruined heavily though the great 
King's ship w^as there ; and the ladies, 
that Is women, ran down from the 
hill to g<» home, for their clothes are 
not mailc for keeping out rain, but 
only for ornament. And the streets 
were full of the King's real soldierR, 
who ride upon war horses— ^onic wt.Tc 
blue, some were red, but all looked 
brave, with long swords for catting olf 
tlicir eiienut:!!s’ heads when the King 
bids. But 1, f tniai, was not afraid of 
the rain, though the Captain said it 
wouhl spoil my gold buttons with the 
crown ; therefore I went home with 
the Captain, to cat and drink for joy 
that the King's ship was there. 

And this day tlierc was no moroiof 
tluj King ; for he would not leave his 
ship ill tlie rnin, and so he told his 
chief Krees ; but it was given out and 
printed, that the King would come 
out of his ship next day. « 


DAY SECONIl.

And next day all the people got up 
very early and crowded to the sca-slde 
to see the King land, as a king had not 
been seen iii Uie island of Kdinburgh 
for many great ages. At mid-day, there* 
ibre, t&e King, who waa waiting till all 
his people had come^ was brou^t to 
the pier of Leith where the sfa ips comei, 
in a grand canoe rowed hy chiefs.

And the (rreat King, after resting 
liiinsclf in his palace, and speaking to 
the gn'at Erees, who are liis effigies or 
representatives in tlie island of Edin- 
burgh, went to Ids sleeping house to 
eat his dinner. This housti, or palace, 
was at a neighbouring city, called Dal- 
keith, U'e;iust‘ it is six miles from the 
iAlaml of Ivdinburgh. And I, Oinai, 
was told, tliat before the goo<l King 
Went away, he was so much surprisetl 
and dfUghted, and overcome with his 
reception, by n'ptople, wdio, my Cap- 
tain ^d(l, wouhl all die rather than a 
liiiir of hh head was hurt, that he 
burst into tears, and said that be loved 
llie NcAHt-.-Knglish beyond all the other 
iifitions lu‘ g«nerncd, hocauso his fa- 
thers luul ol‘ old time Ih cu their own 
kings, and lu* was proud of being the 
kinsiiiiiii of so true a people, with 
win It hi'ceches and blue coats. 

And 1, Onuii, waited in the ]>ark of 
the King, winch is al the palace, all 
this time ; lor the gootl King iookal as 
if he willed to s|>cak to me, Omai, 
wlu'ii I saw him puss, and when I 
said the prayer for iiiin on the W'ulk of 
lA-ith. It was also ibolish in me, 
Oinai, that J did uot bring a IcttcT 
from King Eouree; but (hmd did not 
think at' ever seeing the iJreut King, 
who lives iu liOiulon island, in a palace 
of gold and silver. So nobody eainc to 
me from the King; and he rode away 
in Ids coach carnage, with four horses, 
like a mail-coach, and his giianis rode 
also away, and it would not have been 
becoming in me, Omai, a stranger, to 
hinder tiiein. So 1, Oimii, w*eTithonie 
witi) t aptain Smith. And as I, Omai, 
went in the streets, I read on the walls 
a proclamation, Aut is a printed puixT, 
like tlic leaf of u book ; and it said, in 


large letters, tliat all the King's suh-i 
jects should go and sec the King’s fire- 
works, which were to Ire tired out of 
joy for the King. And the Captain 
said he would tike me, for 1 would be 
delighted, there being uo such thing 
in (Jtaheite ; — so, after I, Oinai, had 
eaten of the roast^ flesh of cows, call- 
ed steak-beef, in a tavern-house, and 
drunk the wine of irortcT, and oUier 
grog wines, till I felt orave and strong, 
1, Omaij went to the place ot‘ tbe fire- 
works. 

.And this place is the house of the 
King's effigy or representative in tho 
island of Edinburgh— that is tlie lord 
of Provost — it is a square surimfided 
by iron sticks, which are blafl, and 
has trends iu tlie centre like a garden, 
and there was tbe wooden fire-works. 
The name of the place is Cliarlottc, iu 
die language of tlic country, wliidli 
means a woman's name. And the 
crowd of laconic that were there would 
have filled a hundred islands like Ota- 
lidte ; for Captain Smith said they had 
come in lire sliips of stt'am from all 
the neigUbfmring islands to see tJic 
great King and his fire-work«. And 
rolls oi* fire calletl squibs, which wvnt 
oft’ witli a noise, they were running 
and hissing among the people, and no 
man could stop them. And I, Omai, 
was at first afraid ; but the ladies that 
were there were not alraid, for they 
arc Unions oi' the island of Edinburgh; 
so J, Omai, thought that it would not 
do for the smi of the son of the great 
Omai, the fricinl of liritons, to be ter- 
rified by squib fire, and I only started 
at the noise. And Captain Sniith said, 

Eire away, my hearties," wliicli is 
-the sea way of sj»eaking to crowds, 
when they arc squibbing. 

At last the great num, or magicians, 
who make tbe fire, began ; and the 
rocket fires spouteil high in the air, 
amt, w‘hi '11 very liigli, fell in litile bolls 
like stors, but more benutifiil. And 
the iieople Bhoiited to see the stars hill- 
ing. After that there u groat bluo 
lire, %vhich was terrible to look at ; 
and 1, Omai, prcpareil to ran away, 
lor it st’taned as if tbo very streets and 
houses were in a flaine, and going to 
melt ; but the captain stopped me and 
bid me look, for it would soon go out 
of itself, it being otdy the blue Hglits. 
And one David or Davy Jones, be wiid, 
often put up such blue ligi)t.< at sea to 
decoy ships, that he might get the men 
10 
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to eflit. Then I, Omai^ saw mills of 
Ike, which whiiied rounds and made 
a noise like the King’s cannon, with 
a prodigious hissing like tlie sound of 
the surf at Otuheite ; — then a red dame 
which lighted all the trees ; and oil of 
a sudden, a temple of pure fire^ and 
Ae King B crown, and the letters of his 
name, whicli is George Fourth, in fire 
also. Ail this was beautiful, thoi^h 
I could not conceive how it was ilone ; 
and I was astonished. And all the 
people, tlmt is. the crowd, nvired out 
for joy, for that is the way the Eng-l 
lish of Edinburgh show their gladness ; 
and the ivord of joy wliich is roared, 
is, n^n written in letters, printed 
Hvm/* and no other word is used, 
even by tbe King. And 1 could never 
have tired of looking at the dying fire 
which went into the air ; but it went 
out at last, and was done ; so I, Omai, 
the son of the son of the great travdi^^ 
ler, went home with the good Captain 
Smith to his lodgings, and wrote down 
in t»y white book all that I hail seen, 
that men of Otaheitp may know how 
to make fires to please the King. 

And the head of mo, Omai, was so 
full of the grand sights 1 had seen, 
and which nobody in the hundred 
islands of the Great Sea of Otalieite 
could conceive, that 1, Omai, could 
not eat, nor speak of anv tiling else ; 
only I ate a hen, whicn was roasted 
at the Captain’s house, with the Cap- 
tain, and another Captain, who oom- 
mauds the whale shi{^ And wine of 
' Port was broiiglit ; and it is the cus- 
tom for the people of the island of 
Edinburgh, to express their joy by 
drinking this liquor, which is reef. 
.And so I, Omai, drank' the King’s 
health; and the whale-captain, he 
aungthc King s hymn, which is **God 
Save the King ;*' and ('aptain Smith 
sung the sailor-man’s song, whi<h is. 
Nobody shall Ik* slaves, while the 
King rules the waves.*’ And 1, Omai, 
bought a song to sing, from a lame 
man in die street, for a penny ; and 
though I did not know the time nor 
' the words, for it was not in Bible Eng- 
lish, but only Fldin burgh KngliKii, 
such as is spoken by learned men, yet 
1, Omai, myself, sung this song, to the 
tune of JFa rra mto, which was the 
same thing. And the Cantains laugli- 
ed, and were pleased, that 1, Omai, 
litping so wdl. And this is the song, 
1 pm in my book, because it 


was printed at the top of it, that it was 
an Excellent New Song, and dmt 
Otaheitemen may know how to inuloe 
songs for their King.

The next day was the grv'at d«y of 
the fire illumination of candles, when 
the whole city of lioustfs was to In; 
lights^ to please the King. And this 
is au iliuintnation — tme candle or lamp 
is not an illuininaticm, but when ail 
the candles and hunpa in the islmd 
are lighted ut once, and Bros upon 
the hills, to warm the^cepund cows^ 
and to let them know the King was 
come, that is a true illumination. And 
the great Erees and chiefs had crowns 
and reading words on their houses, all 
made of fire, and it was womlerfitl, 
for they were fonned of little glaas 
bottles and light in the inside. And 
some of' the lights were green, Bome 
blue, and some yellow. 1, Omni, be- 
ing learned by the Missionarit's, could 
also re»td tho nam^, and they were 
tlie names of the King, which isCieorge 
Fourth, and good prayers for the King. 
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And thistles of fire; also burned curi* 
ously, with c:ibbages of ilaine^ for the 
thistle plant belongs to the island of 
Kdinbiirgh ; and I, Oinai, likfid to nee 
bow the cunning men lighted them> 
for this wise people can do any thing. 

And there was no walking in the 
streets for the number of people, and 
ladies, and children, for nobody must 
stay in their houses during the King’s 
illuininiitlon ; so I, Omai, went up to 
the hill of Calton to see the town burn- 
ing ; and when I got to the top of tlic 
hill, it was like a dream, for all the 
great island of the city of Edinburgh 
was shining like gold, and noi^re any 
more, only the Castle building Was a 
terrible fire to look at. And I, Omai, 
came down again with the good Cap- 
tain, and walked along all the streets, 
ami touched thousands of ladies so 
beautiful, wiio smiled so sweetly in the 
face ofun*, Omai, (for I was pressed by 
thf crowd,) that 1 could have walked 
iiujoim' them for ever, it was so plea- 
sant to be near tliem. And when I, 
Omai, w*as tluuking of nothing but 
the light'4 aiul the ladies, all at once 
there came a great noise of thunder ; 
and I was afraid that the fire-men bad 
l)ui>t the city up with gun-novrder* 
Jiut the I'aptain said it was tlie can- 
nnn-m:';i in the Castle firing to let the 
Kill:! bear them. Then I, Omai, look- 
ed at the bring ; and I saw the flame, 
and it was no ragre, only in a little 
came the sound, very hard for the ears 
of me, < hniii. And the light flame glan- 
cing in the <l!irk, and the noise, I, 
Omai, eoiimot describe ; but I have 
scc^n It, that is what I know. And 
), did not go home till all the 
tires and liglits were put out, and then 
it was dark, and there was no more 
ilhiuiimitionj for all tlie people went 
to sleep.

And all that tlic King does is ])rint- 
ed in u htw»k of newsiifiiHjr calk'd Ga- 
zette ; and it is nairicil so because the 
great Krees write in it what the King 
speaks. And it was prinieil in this 
book that all the people who wanted 
to sjuak to the King were to go next 
day to lii.s palace ; and it i.s called 
Holyrood, because that i.s its name. 
But ], Omni, was afraid to go, lest I 
.should not be able to speak before tlic 


King of such a great people ; but Cap^ 
tain Smith, he j^rsuaded me, and said 
that I neeiicd not be afraid, neither of 
the King nor of the men anti Uie 
swords, for they were not fighting 
swords, but merely for ornament, like 
fhe tail of a dog or cat. And the King 
likes to see no person, that has not a 
sword, and a black bag at the neck of 
his coat, in< which. combs for the hair 
arc kept in readiness that their heads 
may be smooth before the King. No 
person also must go before the King 
in his own clothes, for it is the custom 
of this country that every Eree or 
chmf tdiall put on other clothes, curi-<* 
ously made, and which are hired out 
fbr money by tailor incti wdio follow 
the King ; only the Celts, that is. 
Highlanders, they may go in their 
own dress, because they come from 
the mountains, and have no money to 
got other clothes. So I , 'Omai, thought 
I sliould like better tbc spottc'd dotlies 
of doth of tartan, as this {teojdc call 
it, to go before the King, than the 
flunky men's clothes ; and so my Ca]>- 
taiu took me to a uu'rchant who had 
these clothes, and !, Omai, the son of 
Uie sou of the great Omai, the travel- 
ler, was a Celt, in a philabeg or petti- 
coat, with heath in my bonnet hat, 
and a swonl .md pi.srols, and a pur.se 
apron. And nobody knew me fbr Omai, 
not even the great wise man Ambrose ; 
and t'TCin some of the real mountain 
Celts spoke to me in a language which 
is not a linguugc but in the High- 
lands, because 1 was a tartan Alac- 
gregoT, — ^that was my name. 

And I, Omai, was no more the same 
Omai tliat I was bidbre, and knew not 
mysdf even in a mirror gla.ss. 1 alsc» 
skipped for joy of the dre.ss, whidi is 
better than breeches ; and thought how 
great 1 should look in Otaheito, iu a 
dress like no otlipr dress. And 1 went 
with Captain Smith, who was a Celt 
' when he was young, bd'ore he was a 
sailing CapUtin, in a coach like the 
other Krees, though it was t»nly half a 
coadi, &dled chaise, the Captain's bro- 
ther being there, lierause he came from 
Argyk" island. And I, Omai, went to 
the Palace of iho Great King, like one 
of his own dan chids ; and 1 mixed 
with the*bthtT Krees with the little 
cock-hats, and the minister.*; with 
gowns, and the soldier men with red 
coats ; and some did, and some did 
not, know me to Ik* Omai. And the 
green captain of the lliglihind Oells 
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be diook mo by tlie hatid^ because he 
saw thmugh the little glosses befi>rc 
bis eyes that I was myself^ though in 
this dress. 

And all the people s names are writ- 
ten with a pen on square pieees of pa- 
jHjr, and the&i* are given lo the King’s 
great Erees^ for the King to look at ; 
and on the card of me, Omai, was 
written Mr Omai of Otaheitu. So 
1 went l)efore the King ; and 1 did not 
know at iirst it was ^tho King, tbr he 
was not the King for this day, but 
only a Highland that was his dress. 

' And the Go(h 1 King looked kimlly up- 
on me, Omiu, and bowed., and W'os 
going to speak to me as 1 fell down 
upon my knee before him, for he knew 
me not for a stranger, but thought rnc 
a great Highland Kree, beaiusc 1 tvalk- 
eil RO s*ti\tely. And as he was prepa- 
ring to speak, a fat drief or lord touch- 
ed me, (Jtiiai, ujKm the diouldvr, to 
go away ; so I went, for it w^as im- 
j^sible for the King to 8])eak to so 
many Erees as tverc there ; and, there- 
fore, 1, Omai, the stranger, could not 
expect it. Rut the great Tlmnc he 
S|iok(s and fwiid, How do you do, (Ha- 
heite? you area very excelfeiit fellow;" 
and this was true. Anti I, Omai, 'was 
not coufoundt d before this Great King, 
whose name h Georg? Fourth, Ik’cause 
'I was his friend, and he is the frientl 
of the people of the country of Omai. 
And 1 shall call iny son Onuii ^ieorge 
Ftmrtli, out of love to tlic King of this 
grtrat island, when I sail back to Ofcv 
hdu*. 

This meeting of Eree* before the 
King, i.s called iriEnglisb a l4evee,wdiich 
means a visit only, because they eat no 
meat ; . mdther is tlieie hri-ad, nor tea, 
nor ICnglish }}orter wine pn*«enU‘d to the 
people. It Is <^nly that die King muy 
.sec his Frees, and know tlum. And 
both Oiiwi and die King were in the 
same Highland drcfcS for the tirst time. 
This was curious, and cannot be ac- 
eonnted for. 

And the coach-houses for travel- 
ling, uo man could tdl the number of 
thtm, nor of the liorses, nor of the 
Runky nitii, that were at the levee in 
the park of the King,— and thongli 
tlu sc men have fine ciothca, and look 
Well, the Kirig does not go out to see 
the»n, but they hold a levee by them- 
selves Qii the outsiilc with the horses, 
wliile the Frees arc in the inside of the 
imlace. And they rido in rows of 


coaches.; and such a number were 
there, that I, Omai, could scarcity find 
the coach, which 1 as a chief nnle in, 
though it was all painted of yellow, 
with windows in the front behind the 
governor of the coiich, and had tlie 
name of John Wells, a gre.it man, who 
keeps coaches for the chiefs, priuUul 
in letters upon it. But the graiulcst 
of all the cuach-houscs, dial was die 
giHJat Eree's, whose naiui? is Thane, 
and there w'as nothing like it ; for 
Highland Celts w ere in place of flunky 
men, and they run by the wheds of 
the coach to turn them routid that 
theyahpiht nut stop. And thes.^ moun- 
tain mew run as fast as a coach and are 
not fired, for it is their nature. Hut 
this men of Otabeite could not unticr- 
stand, though I. Omai. sliimld write a 
moutl), and fill my whole while book 
ofpaj>cr. 

And when the Icw'o was over, that 
is when the King had seen all the pro- 
le^ his coach carriage came a ml look 
im away ; for it is nc't *lu' i iistom tor 
the King of the English Britons to eat 
in the same iwlitcc in which ho sets 
the Frees. And int,n on white ho^^e.s. 
with ship-huckets coveiriKi with Iniir 
upon their heads, and bferds ht low 
tneir noses mi their lips. hkIc beibn; 
and after the King’s coach with (bur 
horses. These nK;n arc calVil (irty 
.Scots, on account of their krril iL look'., 
and each of them is a 'warrior ol' re- 
nown in the wars of tlie King. Ami 
they carry drawn swords uod hiiKes for 
pisloh on the horses iicek.'., ai.il a gn:ju 
deal of leather hriddes Ui keep them ou 
the horses, and lead home their pri- 
soners, wdth a chain of gold under 
their ^in. No such men .‘ire in all 
the world bc.sidi?s as tluse Grey Scots, 
vrho guard the King of the inland of 
Kdinhurgh. 

And jHiople from all the world canii' 
here to sec the King. Even the Lai»- 
lauderswerc there ; and I, Omai, saw 
them and their deer, -which aie hor- 
ses, only they have horns, and arc ra- 
ther like cows or goats. They came 
from tlie very end of the world, when 
snow and ice grows, and where 
the ground is always white. Tliuy 
are little also, and live in a hut in :i 
great boiuoi near the Calton ]Honu- 
roent ; and I, Omai, could kill a hun- 
dred of thtm if they were my enemies, 
they are so little.

On the next day which ia called 
Monday, becuiuse it comes after Sun* 
day, the King came again to his palace. 
And all the nilniaters of the eburehea 
on that <h^ went to the King, to tell 
him how the people h^ved in church, 
and if they were all good. And the 
ministers nad nothing to say aguiist 
tlic people, at which the good King 
was pleased ; and when the King is 
ideascd, my Captain says, he givos Ms 
hand to kiss. And so to please the 
pKiple, and to let them know that the 
King was satisfied 'with tlieir going to 
rhurch, it was printed in a newspaper 
book that the iniuisteni kissed bands ; 
for 110 person most kiss the King's 
inouih but only ladies, because thdr 
rheeks ani soft, and they have no 
Ijeards. And after the minifitere, then 
the learned men who teach the yoadi, 
tiny were commanded to appear ; and 
the King found lliat they were very 
wir^e and good men, their name being 
ITniversities, because they teach every 
thing. And they read papers before 
the King, callijog him latid names ; 
and tlie King said to them that be 
knew they were faiihM teachers, for 
that all the |)eople were learned and 
wise. And so they likewise kissed 
hands, and came away. I, Omoi, was 
not at the King's palace on tins day, 
because 1 did not go, and the King did 
not send for me, Omai, though on this 
day, as the Captain rc^ it in a print- 
ed piiper, tlic King saf'oii a great high 
stool all gold, which is a throne, be-

the nest day, wbkh was Tuesday, 
tlie Ki^ gaveapnnted order, thaiall 
the ladies of the idand might come, 
HuLt he naght see if they made good 
wives and nwtiKsia to Ms people. -And 
all the wives tlie gresit £i!«cs 
are coUed.IhicheMejt and Cowttessee^ 
what that is, I, Omai, cannot tdi; 
but it is not the same as Ladiet, nd- 
ther is it Miuee, and no lady is a 
nor a miss a oemntess. This m 
not to be understood by sbrangexi; 
but they axe all women, that is, 
are not men, for no man nor dbadl 
tan be a dui^ess cr a countess, and 
their dress is dtfihrent. And no wo- 
men who carry fish on thw badka 
arc allowed to go near the King, nor 
the wives or daughtcfu of the great 
men who work for money, but oedf 
the wives and daughters of the Ernes 
and chiefs. AndUmiiscalledaih*asiM 
tf^rooss, because the beauty of the 
ladies of this country draws all the 
men after them ; and it is not to be 
resisted, because they are beautiftil 
and white as angels* And I, Onud, 
,love them ; and because 1 could not 
go to the King to see them. Captain 
Smith took me to the Street of Wa- 
teiloo, that is on the Calton Moun- 
tain, where all the coaches were in a 
row waiting till ihj^ King called them. 

And I, Omai, stood close beiddc 
the ooadies : and the sight waa de- 
lightful, anti no man couid tire of it, 
for they had feathers in their heads, 
and tlieir beautiful white necks were 
naked, and they were gUitering with 
gold and silver and shining stones, 
and looking so happy. Ami 1, Omai, 
uevor saw so much beauty, only the 
old ones were not pretty for all their 
fealihcrs ; and if I had not a wife in 
my own country, and a house at Ma- 
tavai, I could not choice in a year, 
there !were sp many so like one an- 
otlier, BO young and pretty. And all 
were in coaches, and some had Erees 
beside them to kad them before the 
Xing ; and as they, passed, I, Omai, 
kiss^ my hand to them after the fa- 
shion of Uie country, thou^i I had ra- 
ther kissed their pretty little liands.

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An<t thi‘y smilod a sweet vnule 
m(\ Omai, lK*caust* they stiw 1 was no 
common inan« but the *^n of a chiet‘, 
and ail Krce in my t»wn country ; ami 
some of them iioddinl their heatls, and 
looked .happy that 1, Dmai, noticed 
them. 

And when the Kinp fsaw the ladies, 
he was glad, and kisstxl them, for who 
could help it, and bi*! them go home 
and he goo«i ; and they promised this 
to the King and went away. How 
man\ hwlies wore there, how many 
carriages and flunk) men, and how 
inaiiy Knx's, thosi* who teach to count 
groai rmiiihtTs can only tell. If I, 
(hnai, am asked, I do not know. And 
the King, good man, thouah he loves 
tJie ladies, kept none of them to him- 
self, for it is not the eustom of this 
country, and he likes to make all his 
iKHiplo happy. But T, Omai, fidt un- 
happy ut hi art, because 1 was not a 
great Eroi' of the island of Kiliiiburgh, 
that I might sit in the ioaeli-inachiiu^ 
with such iH^autiiul crcaturcb. And 
I, Omai, went home, ami not kdiig 
able to forpet thoir kauty, for all the 
meat and wine that I urot in the Ca)*- 
taiirs hnlginp, I wiiit to my hid-lutn- 
moek of leathers, like a little house, 
and dreamt of the white and nsl 
heautiLs of the island of Kdiubiirgh. 
N<‘xt morning T, Omai, took out my 
l>Oi»k of paiH'r that was got from Uu* 
kKikinan, and In fore 1 tat my roll of 
hreakta^t and U-a soup, I, Omni, wroU' 
down a metre pwni, like tlu k)ok of 
tin BjIhts in the VVihmI, which is a 
jiriiib d book, but shorter.

«Ud wished to rest And I, 
therefore, w'dit down to the 
soa-tOWn of liCith, witliraptani Sinitli, 
out to th(‘ K*a in a canoe-boa I, 
Omai, might »i*e the vreat 


King*s sliips that be sails in. And wo 
l>i*gaii our voyage trom the stone plact* 
for sliips called in English tin* pier, 
because it runs out into tlie sea ; and 
many people and ladies also went, for 
the King's ship ib like no other sliip, 
because it is a yacht-ship. And its 
name is the Koyid tirorge, for all ships 
in this country have names of men 
and women, Uiat the captains of the 
sea may each of them know their own 
ship ; only it is thus, that though the 
'ship bear a man's name, it is only 
spoken of as if it were a ivotnaii ; and 
the Uoyal George, though a man and 
a king, is only .vAc, that is, a lady, ami 
the shipultord Nelson and the ship 
Owen Glendower, though W'ur-sliipsof 
many cannons, ore never talkeil of but 
as old women. 1, Omai. cannot un- 
derstand this; but ihi:'. people is 
knowing and wise, and do nothing 
without reason, tlicrefore it must be 
right. 

And tlie King's yacht-ships /ire vi;ry 
pand ships, with large rooms like u 
nouse, and quite diflerent from (raji- 
taiu Smitii's ship. And the siats anti 
the tables, and the puinttiig, and the 
beds, are so fine, tliat I, Omai, w.ih 
afraid to walk or sit. And the ofticiT 
lieutenants, who arc the chiefs of the 
ship, they are great men, and skilled 
in lighting in the wars. And one of 
them wasOaptiiiiiSiiiitlfs friend ; and 
he gave me, Onuii, what is called in 
this country a lunch, which is an at- 
tcnioon dinner in the forenoon, and a 
glass of the black wine of ]>ort and 
brandy to drink the King's health, tiir 
lie liked every body to drink his 
health. 

And after this the boat sailid with 
{ladfUes to a ivar-ship which was full 
of cannons. And it was a greut ship, 
with many sailors and cannons ; and 
it was as strong as u castle. And there 
arc no shipH like the shi|»s of ibis peo- 
ple of the island of Britain or Kdin- 
nurgli for their cannonK, and they are 
made for kiUiiig tlie French and Spa- 
Tiiard.s, who are bad men, liecuuse they 
live under n different king, and liuvo 
no liberty, being only slaves. And flags 
wer^ flying on Uie ships because tin y 
are the King’s ships : and their go- 
vernor is a great Free whose name is 
Admind, bi cause he understimds eve- 
ry thing about ships. Ami tlie sea 
iiere i.s not broad, (hr it nut far 
to tlic island of Fife, whiib I, Omai, 
saw on the other side, and bteuiii bliips 
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wliicli go by fire upon wheels^ with«- 
out saiK smoking inudli all tlie road 
across. And tbo King's sailor men live 
upon salt beef of coirs^ and Inird bread 
called biscuit, and grog of wine rum, 
tliiit is their itiod ; it is good, and makes 
them Strang. And I, Omai, after see- 
ing all the ships and men, came away 
when there was nothing more to be 
seen, and went home and wrote it all 
down in my book of white paper. 

DAY sighyu. 

TV H0tpd Progreat, 

The next day, which was the ila}r of 
'i'hursclay, was the grand procession 
to the C'aHtIr ; and I, Otnai, could see 
by the ]>eople*s facc^b though T had not 
kiiowu it before, that something ex- 
traordinary was going on. All the 
streets of bnildings were full of people 
ill the iiioriiiiig praying for it not to 
rain, and riiiiniTig about like hiie-in- 
jiects, to he ready for the coming of 
the King. And no man would speak 
much to iru’, Omai, nor the Captain, 
for they said they had not time. And 
it was not sun-weather, for il was a 
fog. or what is called mist in the iau- 
guiige of this people, so that no man 
could 800 a far distance, even with 
♦vlescoiH! glosses, and it wotted the 
(dotiies. Anil sonic said that the great 
Castle can won to shoot if the 

King was to come, and some said they 
wore to shoot if the King wan not to 
come, and no man know whsit to be- 
lieve. But I, Omai, not minding the 
mist or rain, went to the scatFold 
scat with tho Captain and an Erce, 
tbr till the street, which is Called cause- 
w:jy. was full of these seatN, alulinaiiy 
were ciiriouslv hung out of windows, 
with carpets for ladies that they might 
fiLV the King. And not far from the 
seaitbld of me, Omai, that is the scat- 
fold of the great Kroi-« who arc coun- 
st'llora of Merchants, was the scatlbld 
of the ladies ; but it was not a true 
fu’afFbld, but rather thc» top of a house 
cut across. And there wa.s nobody 
tliere but ladies, all in rows so beau- 
tiful, with bonnets of the straw- 
plant oYer their faces, and tartan silk 
round their pretty waists. And this 
scaffold, or rather nouse- top, was over 
ngiiitist the scaffold uf my ■I.ord, and 
the honourable Magistrate men, with 
the red cloth robes, who govern the 
city for the King, And all Alagistrate 


men arc honourable while tliey are 
Magistrates, but not after nor before, 
except only the King'sgreat Krecs,wlio 
are nonountble when they arc liorn. 
And. tbis .scaBbld was by itself* over 
against the ladies, that the great go- 
vernors of the island of Edinburgh 
might look upon them and be proud 
of their ladks^ and that the ladit^s 
might see their flue red dothes. And 
the Ministers, their scaifdd was to the 
g[reat church with the steeple and 
tinkling tune-bells ; bi|t my Claptaiki 
bid me notice, that the backs of the 
Aliiiisters were to the diurch, and 
thrir faces to the King, and he laugh- 
ed at what he said, and an Eree next 
him laughed also ; but it was not so 
funny as to make me, Omai, laugh 
before 80 many j^icoplc, for I did not 
perceive its meaning. 

And many i^poplc were in fear from 
the rain showerb that the King would 
not come ; but when the bcu in tlie 
steeple struck twelve times. to tell the 
peo]>le the hour, for I, Omai, counted 
the number of sounds on my fingers, 
and I heard no sound of shooting ; 
and when 1 saw tlie people in hands, 
that is the clans of didcTcnt trades, 
such as shoemakers, and masons, and 
bakers, ami tlie bouk-inen, and the 
mercbaiit-men, all walking to tlie 
sound uf music, then I, Omai, knew 
that the King was to come, and that 
he, good niaii, wouid not disappoint 
his people. And all tlicse jneu rauk- 
efl tbeinsclves up with .white sticks 
in their liands, aiul flags, on each side 
of the street building, as far as 1 , 
Omai, could see ; and 1 was told, and 
1 read it in a liook, tiiat tliey rcaclunl 
even to the King s Palace. And liaud- 
some meu were they, and great in 
their own clans. But the most beauti- 
f\il of all these tribes or nations, was the 
BoM'er-men, or gardeners, that is, those 
who cultivate the apple-fruits and 
cabbages for eating, and tbc flowers 
for smelling. They are a great people 
and numerous, and the Howt^rs they 
carried on polos, and the apples, and 
the feather flowers, and the thistle 
trees, nobody ever tho like, — suid 
1 , Omai, could have looked upon this 
row of meu for a tvcck. And tue street 
was like a great river of people stream- 
ing down to tiic palace. 

And as I, Omai, was looking, horse 
soldiers, very strong men, on dark 
horses, they came up from the palace 
riding so brave, and their swords glan- 
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cKng< And .they ^tar for bats only 
lieJine^Bf ,ILIid Uair ou ijiic putside ; ai^d 
the Cttptfdii s^d thcy were dragoons, 
that Woa ttevename* And these dim- 
fpoooa dr^|^)Qiijsd the jpeonle in rows to 
keep'<ni «a(^Bicte toliet die King pass* 

---CM tfi^.horssi were parondi mi 
Idck^; sand so A rood in the streets 
was cli^ oidy Ibe rod-men of the 
tfade'ci^i> wim white breeches and 
stars, Uu^ were on each side to let the 
Sing see ibeiDj and to behisgua^ 
when he nass|d ibr all the men in 
the island are die King’s guards* 

And in a little there waaanoiae and 
a himn ; and OeM, looked to 
see what it was, and I ce^ M 
thing to cry for ; but an £xee who was 
sitting next to me, Onud, he Md, and 
poinM with his finger, that it was 
the CTeat learned xnau who makes idl 
the histories of the country for the 
people, and songs for tliem and the 
king to ni^. And 1, Omai, dien 
knew it to he the same Kree that I 
saw in the blade cloUi, writing what 
the Judges said in the House of Par- 
liament, though he had ahat of cocks 
and otlicrwisc was not the same. And 
he w*as walking in Uie middle witli an 
Krec, for there was none like him In 
Uie crowd ; and I gaye the hurra cry 
ivith the rest of the people, because he 
was the greatest Swt of the idsikl 
of Edinburg, and the inend of the 
King. 

And as we wereaU look^ with our 
faces to the road of the King’s Palace, 
h came on to rain a shower. And 
I, Omsi, was delighted at the caiu, 
aB this pe^kj and the whole peo- 
ple of all the islands were there, then 
ut up their umbrellas above their 
eads to keep the rain ironi their 
clothes. And the ladies, they Imd pa- 
rasols, which arc but little umbrellas* 
And an umbrelk is a little lent, like 
that of the soldiersi, but of a difierent 
colour, which U held in the band, and 
is a staff when it is not an unibrdla $ 
and dtoughtlmpcopkbaveimtkw 
ed to st(^ the rain, they run it off 
themwlves. The ladies’ ptrssols are 
also for the sun, t^ keep it from their 
&oeB. And when all these umbrellsa 
were e^^ded, it was a ddightful 
sight Omai. How snugly I 

sat, rain ronuing all round me! 

No itislp of Oiabeite can conceive it ; 
and tj|p!lwes they were like a forest 
of angA sitting under lAslin-trccs. 

At last my Captain desired me. 


Omoh to look j[|ow, finr that there was 
a>clattoring of horses’ feet; and tlm 
horses* feet clatter on the stnet stones, 
andmakeanoise^because all the horsea 
in this country ore shod with iron, 
not to wear their feet, wliich are mily 
l»)ofsjofhom. And I, Omai, saw the 
horses coming with blue riders, 
who are soklimsi, with swords in their 
haadi, and trumpeters who tnimpeled 
before them* their horses were 
sensible bpism^ fiw diey marched in 
a row as if they were men, and knew 
that they were before the King. After 
them came a gmt clan of Highland 
Celts, with their swords, and ^ns in 
&eur heads, and wrifing-^taUesiu Uicir 
hands* And some eff them wore the 
smne Maogregor tartan that was the 
dress of me, Omai, though they did 
nc«t look 80 well. And their pipers 
played before them, £br no Highlander 
can inarch wHbout pipes, because th^ 
do not understand any other music. 
Then there were more horses, cveu the 
terrible Grey Seats, with the large 
heads, looking fiercely on the people. 
And then uras a great man with a dres^ 
all of gokl,— a very great man he wus, 
if thtYre had not been othenrs there ; 
tlien more Highlanders or Celts witli 
the naked knees and petticoats ; then 
rich Erees on horses— very grand men 
and proud ; and then a greater chief 
still.. 1, Uiuui, being a stranger, can- 
not tell their names ; but tliis great 
Kree, my Cai»tain said, was tlie ^al 
Knight Marischal, that is, the man 
who keeps the Crown of tlie King, 
and his sword and bis sceptre, when 
the King has no use finr them. 

, And tJie horses of these great men 
were not common homes ; they were 
beautiful, and some were white, anti 
of a peculiar kiud with long tails, which 
is not the ikshion of the other horses 
of this country. And they walked so 
lightly, and pranced, that it was plea" 
aant to seeit ; and if, Omai, would nave 
liked to have had one of these hoiucs 
to ride on. And as I, Omai, was look" 
hog, an old chief behind me hrid out 
tome^ Omai, abox of* silver to look at. 
And i lofdc^ at it, though 1 would 
TatherltovebeenlookingattbeprooGa" 
aion of the King, and gave it him back ; 
and ho smiled, and put it in his pock" 
et* But my captsun said I should 
have opened it, for that it was a box 
of the [Hiwder of snuff; and no man 
in tliis country but must take this 
IwwdiT wlien it is offbml to him ; for 
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this is theettstonij and it ie ntrt to be 
neglected* 

And after this I, Onud, looked again, 
and chore came nore Hig^bhmdeFs; 
and the l^hlanda must be a large 
island, ibr Cher arcao many; and these 
were followed by very etrange metr, 
who wore c«rt>eta of gold, all figured; 
withhcttstaonthefarba^, andfrnisip^ 
eters ammig them, who trumpeted iii*« 
cessttBtly* And die hifeea wore now 
BO grand, that I, Omai, ootdd not 
tell which traa fini^ Only two wiU 
I name, and the name of the one waa 
Usher, and the other the Lord of Li^ 
ous ; for heiaa King, my captaiiloaid, 
but not the true king, only a kingttf 
anus 4 bat I, Omai, cannot understand 
the distinctions of ibis great peopte, 
for they are like none of the people ia 
the island of Otidieite* 

IVIany more men in strange dresses 
now apt^i-^ared, some on horses, and 
bouK} walking on foot ; but I, Omai, 
cannot tell tlieir names, neither could 
1 count them ; only oile great £rec 
i!iirricd a large sword, whiw was the 
King’s ; and ti>e King does not carry 
his own sword, but a caiief lord carries 
it for him, that be may not be troubled. 
And beibre this great sword men iu 
black clothes carried silver tea-pots on 
tlu: end of a silver stick, to make the 
King's tea, and Uicse sticks are called 
itiaces, and their niuol>cr was three. 
TiKin came the King’s sceptre, which 
i ^ of silver and gold ; but nobody could 
tell me, Omai, what was its use, only 
it is to be carried before the King ; and 
no Erce can have imeh a sceptre, un« 
less he be the King. Then came more 
rich Krees ; ami the greatest Kree of 
Sill on a home, w^hich was held by two 
tuen, that it elionld not ran aivay.-— > 
Aiul this great cliicfcarxied the Xing's 
Oown on a lud doth with his hands, 
fVir no niiui must put on the Crown, 
but only the King ; this is the law 
among this lumple, though all the great 
ICrecs may wear little crowns, but none 
BO big as the King's. And this great 
Kroe is called tlte Duke ,* for 1, Omai, 
heard his name, and he is next to the 
King. 

And whenihe people saw the Crown 
and the Sweird, and the King's first 
couch earringo, tlien ail the people took 
oii’ their hats and waved thorn to cool 
tlic uir for the King ; but it was only 
the Great King a servants who were 
in tliat coadi ; Ibr tlic King ilid not 
come biimxrlf, till more of the Grey 


Scots came with thehr homes. And 
then it was the Kiiq^s ooodi with red 
riding men, and each home a servant 
to lead H, because they are the King's 
horses, and they are twtter than men in 
any ofimr eountiy. But I, Omai, was 
dwappointed beontse the etmeh was 
elose at the top, so foat nobody in the 
high windows ii the street could see 
throuidk it ; also the BIxig dould not 
see his peoide at the Iiigli windows^ 
udiidb, in tms great dty, reach almost 
to the clouds. And aU the peqile 
cried louder and louder at the appear* 
ance of die King, and repeatra the 
p^gP|^|^^IQngj^hiA is shmrt; 

tbcie. And the iSidies waved^hite 
dbihs, which is their manner of hur- 
raing ; and my Lord of Provosts he 
bowed to the King ; and when the 
Kin? came oppMte to me, Om8i,near 
to where the ministers were, mn he 
looked out and bowed his head, and 
smiled upon me, Omai, and upon the 
people and Erces. And 1, Omai, wa* 
red my umbrella tent, which Is big- 

f er than a liat, to cool the air before 
ira, and hun^ with aU my mi^t ; 
and the King he saw it and was ^d, 
and bowed again even when he was 
past me, Omai, he was so delighted. 
And the hurras of joy were continued, 
and the whole faces of the houses were 
fiuttering with cloths, the people 
were so glad that their King was come 
to his own Casfic, that thm Was no- 
thing like it ever seen before in the 
islant!. And after some more Grey 
Scots, and some more Highland Cdt^ 
and some more blue mnrlor horses 
had passed, then there was nothing 
more to be seen ; it was all done tiu 
the King came back from bis Castle. 

And as 1, Omai, waited on the plat- 
form scafild^ looking at the great 
crowd of peab and ladies, the lUng 
had gone to ms Castle, and when he 
was there the people knew, for the 
Munons of the Casfle went off with 
joy and a loud noise ; and the cannons 
of die Cahon mountain, and the can- 
Dcms et the Arthur mountain, and the 
diip cannons of the sea,— ^ tbese 
were let off to nrodaim to tdl die 
islanders, and to lot them know that 
didr King was in his Casde of the 
island of Kdinbuigh ; and I, Omai, 
saw no more till the King came back, 
and when he cainc Imck he did not 
pass my seafiold, nor niy Lord's, as he 
went home to his Palace by the great 
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Earthen Hill vhich leads to Water** 
loo ; and tills the good King did^ that 
bis people in that quarter^ and on the 
hill, vrhidi was covered with crowds 
that the ereat street of Bdinbiirgh 
could not nold^ mi^t sec his Grand 
Procession cf Erees. This was told 
to me, Omai, by a great Eree, and it 
is true. And there was no more King 
for tilts day ; so 1, Omai, went home, 
and all tite went home, because 
it rained, and because the King was 
gone to his Palace of Dalkeitk island. 
And I, Otnai, wrote it all down in my 
iMiok, that die people and tlie King 
Otaheite might know of this King's 
greatness, and be the friends of uie 
inexi of the maguideent island of Ed- 
inburgh,

Cavalry Review and Peers* BalL 

And next day I, Omai, rose early, 
and sent for the barber man who 
sliavcs the face to make it smooth ; 
for it was printed in a newspaiier book 
that the King was to meet his warriors 
all at once, as an array or multitude of 
lighting men on horses. And this 
tnetitlng of w'arriors is called a Review, 
^cause the King looks at them ; and 
it WHS a cavalry review, because all the 
soldiers were cavalry, that is horse 
soldiers ; it is diflercnt from a review 
(d: walking soldiers, because it is not 
the same, and is nothing like it. And 
thisweview was at Portobdlo Sands, 
for that is the name of the place, and 
it is a town or dty of the island of 
'Edinburgh, where the bathing carts 
are, and where the great peo])le go to 
badie and wash themselves in the sea ; 
for the sea comes to Portobello Sands 
though it does not come toEdinburgh. 
And the ground was Hdftim the shore 
of the sea, and there was the review 
And I, Gmai, never saiv, nor did any 
man of Otaheite betbre me, see so 
many horses and warriors as were 
tlxere, all ranked up like a wall, ijxd 
the crowd that came from all the cities 
round about was great, beyond wiiat 
I, Omai, could number ; likewise were 

« coaches, which were enough of 
Ives to dll an island, and horse 
bat were not soldiers, 
wilt'll the King came, the whole 
multitude, which covered all 
fiir ground, cried out, and shouted 
hurras of joy ; and the gun cannons 


fired with a loud noise. But tlic King 
thia day was not the same King that 
he was befrre, for he was a horse 
King this day, because it was a Re- 
view, and he was not in a coach, but 
only on horseback. And 1, Omai, saw 
the King on horseback, and he could 
ride, and was not afraid, and his horse 
WB3 grey like Uxe Grey Scots, whicli 
were also there. And mdien the King 
rides on a horse, all his nobles ami 
Exaes must ride also ; and they were 
there all riding about the King. And 
the ICing rode bidare all the soldiers 
on horses, and liowed to tlieni ; and 
after ho had seen them on one side he 
looked at the other, for that is the 
custom. And none of the horses durst 
move wkiye the King was looking at 
tben^' 1, Omai, could not follow 
the King because of Uie crowd, and 
because 1 had not a horse ; but I stood 
onlhe top of a dyke building, and saw 
very well. — And all the C.'aljc Iligh- 
lamlers were there, commf|m|ed by u 
great Eree of Argyll, culhd 

Ihike; for there was doiuf 

without them, and wbcn^W'l, Ound, 
went, there were the^iifMpKKit men 
and their chiefru ^ ^ '}]),[ v* 

And when tlie 

looking at the iiorsc* lie tnmh. 

his horHc stand still ; and tlien all tlu' 
horse soldiers, which uro regiments, 
marched past him in little regimeub, 
tliut the King tui{^it count tlicm. And 
the King was pleased, and so wa^i 1, 
Omai, at the behaviour of the liorKt:s, 
how neat they walkinl, looking so wise 
and sensible. After tliis the horses 
stretched out again to let the King sec 
what tliey could do, and marchcci u]* 
all like a wall ; and thisis a review, — 
for there was no ra<ire of h, beeause it 
was done, only there was eryhig oi* 
hurra, and anollier firing of cannon 
guns. And thb king now came off liis' 
horse, and went into his coach, for he 
had nothing more to see ; and tbc 
people of Portobello Sands hurraed af- 
ter liim for joy as he went away ; and 
1, Omai, having stood by the High- 
landers till they were done, marciieil 
away with them to the tune of their 
inpes, for it is pleasant to walk to tlu^ 
CDund of music; and their green chief 
with the little windows licfore bis 
eyes, he was the friend (»f me, Omai. 
And great lords of the King also walk- 
ed home with the Highlanders, and 
lonne of them ro<le on norses, and the 
chief of these lie is named Thane, 1 h - 
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cansc lus HighlaiKlers arc iVom Fifc^ 
and because ne i» a fVieiid of the King. 
And be rode before, and the j^ople 
were glad and hurraed, because it was 
the Thane of Fife, on a white horse, 
and because all men like him. And 
the road to the hSand of Edinburgh k 
tlirough fields, and by the luirse bar* 
racks, that is stables for the men aiul 
horses — I, Oinal, know it, for it is 
called Jock's Lod^. 

And 1, Omai, went home to eat 
meat, l>ccause tlie review of Portobdlo 
Samis makes people hungry, and to 
rest, because I, Oinai, was to go with 
n ticket, aitd Sir John, to the great 
Peers' l>aU, or grand Haim* And a 
Peers' ball, or Halva^ is not like a can- 
non ball, or another ball, because it 
is dificrent ; — ^it does not mean a round 
thing, but only a round dance ; and it 
is called Pc(*rs, becaiwc all the great 
lords and chiefs are Peers, tliat is their 
other name. And a Duke is a Peer, 
ami an Karl, that is another Peer, and 
lionia are Peers, but not Sir Johns, 
they arc not Pews, but only gentlemen, 
'riiis Sir John iuanKMl||kc, Oinai, ami 
r writt' it down that then of Otabeitc 
may know what is a Peer j — and the 
women Peers, or ladies, tliat is tlic 
wives of the great Frees, they arc 
Peeri'sscs, for that is their name, 
though many ladks are not Peeresses, 
but good* And oil this is written 
in a book, und all their names, tliat 
the j)C‘ople may know who are I’eers, 
and who arc not, otherwise the people 
could never know ; and the names of 
tlu'ir wives arc in this book, und it is 
calk'd Almanack— I, Otoai, Have seen 
it — it is a red book of much reaihng. 
And the place where the lialls ore 
held is* calltsl the House of Assem- 
bly, nnd it is in the street colled 
Clcorge-Street, or King-Stroet, for 
C^corge is the King’s name, and it is 
the Kiiine thing. 

And I, Omai, went in my High- 
land dress of a (^elt to this ball, in a 
coach with Sir Jolin and two beauti- 
ful lathes with feathers in their iicads, 
and all white, with pretty little shoes 
for dancing. And a great crowd was 
in the street of people come to soc the 
ladies, and tlie illumination, for the 
House of Assembly was all in a fire 
illumination on the outside; as well os 
in the inside. And I, Omai, went up 
btairs out of the coach to the great 
room ; and one of the ladies leant on 
the arm of me, Omai, all the way ; for 


nobody could have known me, Omai, 
to have been the same Omai 1 wais lie* 
fore. And the room was all full of 
^hts and seats, aud the people walk- 
ing, and a throne seat for the King. 
And tlie seats are called sofas, bccauiic 
they hedd more than one person, and 
their oolour k bluje^and red and gold. 
And a room for the Kin^s supper it 
was there. How ^and it was with 
paintings, and ebths of every colour, 
and gold, the lights being: candles, 
hung on a thousand dropt of crystal I 

And DO man can describe the gran- 
deur of this Assembly ball, for all the 
riches of the world were tliere, and 
even the coverings of the seats for 
sitting on were richer than the robes 
of kii:^ in the country of me, Omai. 
Bo I, Omai, looked with wonder at 
all the grandeur and lights, and mu- 
sicians cunningly stuck up in a box in 
the wall. And Sir John described it 
all, for he being learned knows of 
those tilings, and every body knew 
him, because he is a great chief And 
he told all the Kreeshow far I, Omai, 
had come to see this ball, and wliat a 
chief I was in my own country, and 
how the father of my father was tlie 
friend of the great Cook; and they 
were pleased to see me, Omai ; ana 
the ladies particularly, they liked to 
look upon me.

And Captain Smith was not at tibe 
Banquet, because my Iiord Ibi^got to 
ask him to come, therefore he wotdd 
not go. But the great wise man of 
Kdiii burgh, that is, Ambrose or North, 
he was there, because all the great 
Krees like him, and the King he can- 
not want him. And be took me in a^ 
great coach, with four seats ; and Sir 
John, a chief, he was in that coach. 

Truly 
wc wore a precious coachfhl, that is, 
me, Omai, himself, and Sir John ; and 
this was true, and nobody could deny 
it. Anti so we went from Sir John^s 
house, or rather rode, to the Banquet- 
house ; there being a Bunky-maii on 
the back of the coach, like the other 
Krees. And soldiers on horses guard- 
t‘d the road, to let nobody hi but those 
who were asked by my I/ord. And a 
great iminhcf of ICrecs were there be- 
fore Omai came, and they were walk- 
ing and smelling in the great hall of 
justice, for the smell waa pleasant to 
the nose. 

And while I, Omai, tvaited, Mr 
North introdut!ed me to all the prin- 
cipal chiefs ; for I, Omni, had learn- 
eel to s])rak in the fashion of this ]>co- 
ple.^and could wiy Yitur (trace to 
a Duke,— 3/V/ L^ml to mt Earl I^ord, 
or the chief of the city, and Sir John 
or Sir Thomas to the others, according 
tif their names. This is diihcnlt to 
learn ; hut I, Oiuai, being taught by 
the missionaries, soon came into it. 
But what is most strange, the King 
hiiHKelf is not called gracious, or lonl- 
ly, — not because! he is ungmcimis or 
linlordly, but because he learm all the 
grace and lordliness to the great Erecs, 
who are most in want of it. And f, 
Omai, and King Georgia the Fourth, 
liave only the title of Sir, Sire, or 
Sirmk, which is all the same thing ; 
because I, Omai, and the King, are 
gootl men ; and us no superduous titles 
coukl make either me, Omai, or King 
George better, so the want of them, as 
they may be more needfully disposed 
of, cannot make us worse. And this 
is the true reason why 1, Oraoi, and 
the good King George, arc only ad- 
dressed by the title of 5*7*/— .only the 
King sometimes takes the title of Ma» 
or Sacred Mqjestv^ which titles,

of the Englisb Church, would bjr po 
means bf$ appropriate if addrmud to 
me, OmaL Though I, Omai, see no-' 
thing in fnyself that should make me 
think myself infoior to King Pour^, 
or any Duke of tbom all, yet I, Omai, 
would almbst blush it any feUow-man 
addressed me — Sacreit Alq/eity Omai, 
or as any other than a humble d^en- 
dent imn the gr^ God of Nature, of 
the rnisskmartes, and of IQug Geoi^. 

And when I, Omai, aid all me 
great Erees, had sat down on our 
seats, we widted for the King ; and the 
King was not to be hurried, so he did 
not come till we were all waiting. At 
last, however, he came; and my Lord 
brought him in, and walked before 
him to riieW him the way,— for tlie 
King had never been in the Parliament 
Hall betbre, though his name is much 
used in all tbeir proceedings of law. 
And the musidans played on tlidr 
fiddle drums tbo prayer of God 
save the King,*' only it was in music, 
that is, sounds, and no words; and 
wlien we sat down then was the din- 
ner, for all was ready; but no man 
dared to eat before tW King came. 
And the cook-mm put it all in order 
on the tables, only the King's table 
was higher tlian the other tables. 

And then when 1, Omai, and the 
King were ready to begin to eat, we 
were stopped by the ^eat Reverend 
Erce Baird, who was to say Ac short 
prayer to bless' our eating. And I, 
Omai, knew that man,— und he is a 
good mail, and fbt; and the nrayer 
was not long, for he knew that the 
King was hungry. And all the Erees 
began to cat, and the King; and he 
was never so h^py as with his Erees 
of the island of Edinburgh. And T, 
Omai, ate a good dinner of meat, call- 
ed venison, which is Highland deer, 
ami turks, and a fat animal bird call- 
ed dufcc,-^r an Eree Bailie gave me 
a leg of a duke to eat, and said it waa 
good for me, Omai. And I, Omai, 
ate all that was put on my plate, I, 
was 80 glad to be at a dinner eating 
with Gemrge Fourth; and I drank 
wine of H^dra, CalJod Sher^, when * 
I wtis dry, and the ilrink or Spruce 
and Ginger beers, which is gbod after 
hot meat. 

And after the dinner, or Banquet, 
there was a second dinner, and it is 
called a dcjoterf, because there is Uo 
beef meat for Riling the belly ; and it 
wa^. composed of sweet things of the 
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confectioner^ ami ftaxen ices of cream^ 
vbkh were good« though very cold ; 
and apples^ and all kind of fi’iiits that 
could pleaae taste of die nM>uth» 
And I, Omai^ liked tliis dinner better 
than the other, becaitse it was so gooil 
for the uumchx and bo pleasant And 
only the King and the Erees, or great 
chiefs, cat this dessert-dinner ; m it 
is so good, it would not do for the 
emnmon p0ople,<r-«nd they know no- 
tlitng about it; ior their meat is por- 
ridge of oat-meal, that the horses cat, 
— and it is better for their work. And 
after this came an Eree with a ba<iin 
and a towel for the King to wash lus 
hands. And all tlie people and Erces 
looked to see the King wash his hands. 
And the Kii^ laughed to the man, 
and was pkas^, fewr hia belly was fulL 
Then the siugtng men began a song 
to the tune of None of as, 
which 1, Omai, did not understand ; 
but tlicy sung it for some time and 
tbeu stopped. After song, my 
Lord rose up, and gave for a toast 
health of Our Gradnua Sovereign, by 
which, my Lord meant the King, then 
sitting at his side. At this word all 
the company rose and drank out their 
measures of wine, and cbpped their 
hands, and hurraed, and there was no 
liottiids to their joy. And 1, Omai, 
roared out with all my iniglit among 
the Erees ; and as soon as the CusUe 

f uns heard the voice of me, Omai, and 
card my roaring, they all fired ; hut 
f heard the noise and X was afraid, 
and roared no more that evening. And 
because 1 did not roar, tliercfore Uie 
Castle guns did not fire any more. 
And the King, good man, when he 
saw all tlic people and Erees so hapyj 
about his health, and to have him 
among tliem, he stood up and left his 
throne seat, and spoke a ^ech, which 
though I, Ornai, cannot ivrite it down 
wortl for word, yet never will I forget, 
for I, Omai, felt tears coming at the 
afi^'tionatc and kind manner of the 
good King. 

Then my L(wd toasted more toasts ; 
and if I, Omai, asked what a toast 
is, this will 1 4g|fp9Kr, that a toast is a 
wish or desiia'i||6lten by the mouth ; 
and all wImiiImw it must drink their 
measure of wine, or be put from the 
table. Mtt I, Omai, liked to be at ta- 
ble Erees, and I idways filled 

my and drunk it all down 

my Jg i p t, for the wine was good and 
tliiiatoinprgne.f only ^le Hock was 


not good to the taste, for it drew the 
lips of me, Omai, together when drink- 
ing. 

And it came to the King’s tma to 
give a toast, and so he rose and said to 
the Erces, JMy Lords and Gentle- 
men, 1 will give a toast." And I, 
Omai, and all Uie Erees waited to hear 
what it was to be ; and this toast was 
“ Tlie Lord Provost, Sir William Ar- 
huthnot, Baronet, and the Ckirpora- 
tions of Edinburgh." And there wm 
a great noise ami a lout! shout at this 
toaat, for it pleased all the chiefs ; am) 
niy Lord then kmdt down before the 
King and kissed his hand, for that ho 

waa made by this toast of the King a 
Bmronet, and a Sir William, which, 
aAor the King has said it, every per- 
son must use in iqpeaking to my Lord. 
And this is the way the King coiii'crs 
Baronet titles, he only siicab it, and 
it is done, and the man is a knight, 
though he were only a common man 
lieforo. And nobtxly expected my 
Lord to be Sir William at this tiini*, 
therefore it surprised them all ; hut I, 
Omai, was glad, for my Lord asked 
me, Omai, to the banquet, and he Is 
a good man, and deserves to \)c a 

King's baronet 

And after this the King rose again 
and spoke another speech, and every 
body waited to bear what the King 
was to say ; and nobody breathetl im 
fear they should not luar. And the 
measured of wine were all full ; and 
the King said he would give a toast, 
and that toast was, “ May G«wl Al- 
mighty for ever bless the J.and of 
Cakes !" and all the Ekjcs and pco]do 
were mad at this toost, aucl mp]»ed 
tiieir hands and danced ; and the 
Bang put his hand on his breast, and 
said, " O me !" and I, Omai, thought 
that the King was calling me to $|>eak 
to me, Omai ; and I was preparing 
go before liim, andhml wipecimy nose 
with the silk diawl for noses, wlieii 
Sir John stopped me, and the King 
went away. And I, Omai, was afraid 
that it was me, Omai, that frightencil 
the King away : and 1 feared to look 
tti>. But nobody minded ; and my 
Lord, who went with the King to see 
him away, he came back, and Hixt down, 
but not on the King’s throne-seat* 

And after tlie King went away, iny 
Lord, that was now Sir William, be- 
ing in the King’s place, then the King’s 
health was n^n drunk with tlie same 
joy as before ; and then a great Erce 
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called Duke gave a toast, and many 
other toasts were given ; and it was 
iiecessary for mc^ Omai^ to drmk up 
all the measures of wine to the toasts, 
for it was claret wine ; and I, Omai, 
fhlt myself uplifted because of the 
•claret wine, and ready to dance with 
it^it won BO strong, and the music so 
cheering to the spirits. And a gmt 
Erce called my Lord, he was the lord 
of the saiknrs, gave a toast, and a 
speech, which heqmkc withhi&mouth ; 
and it was about the Edinburgh Peem : 
so the great Duke man he rose and 
fipokc angrily to my Lord's speech, and 
said be vras more a People-man than a 
Peer-man, and did not core a snuff 
about it. And 1, Dmai, thirdting 1 
could speak as myself, and bk- 
tcr, rose up to speak ; and 1 said to 
Sir John 1 would spede alter the Duke 
man i but Sir John, finding that the 
wine was ipo strong u>r me, Omai, and 
that I stand steadily, he and 

another £rec took me out to my coach, 

which was Sir John's; and though 1 
was sorry to go away, yet the coach 
took me, before 1, (Wai, had heard 
all the toasts of the other F.rces, arid 
the rest of tlm singing and music, 
whid) 1, Omai, regretted, fth* it was 
pleasant. But it was not to be bdped, 
and BO I, Omai, went to hcil, and tliat 
was an end of tlic Banquet dinner to 
jme, Omai*

And neict day, it was the Sunday 
morning, I, Omai, rose to go to church. 
And because the King was to come to 
church, 1, Omai, was asked to go with 
my Captain to see the King there at 
preaching. And though the King goes 
to chuirdi, it is not necessary ibr the 
people to put on their beautiful letee 
or Iwnquct clothes, for tile lutnisters, 
who are gcorl men, do not mind it. 
And the church that the King goes to 
it 18 called the High Church, because 
St stands jii the High-Street And 
a King hod ttotgoti^ to a church in 
Kdinburs^ bbni for a long time, ao 
the people Wore glad to see it, for the 
King goes to a mfibrent church when 
. be is in Londem, and great men called 
Bishops speak there ; because there 
is singing with ati organ, and little 
preaching, and it is all difierent. And 
ihe red soldiers with their horses were 


on tlie street to guard the King jto. 
church, the same as in a procession, 
and the men, widi large h&ck rulers 
to fide tbe people, called Constables ; 
and the wiudaiws also were filled with 
ladies to see the King as he passed. 
This 1,^01, saw, and walked in the 
middle of the sddlers, as a j»eat Erce, 
when I went to dmr^ wim the Cap- 
tain. But I, Omai, did not go to 
church by the pre^ door ; for it is 
the fiishion c^ims country, drat when 
the King goes' to church ml the people 
must go tu by tlie back door, only 
the King and ms Erees going in by 
the fVont door. 

And I, Omai, went up stairs to the 
High Church, which is the gallery, 
m)a sat in a seat beMnd my Lord, CIr 
Sir William, and the city Erecs ; and 
befiire my fitce were the great red men, 
who are Judges ; and great Erecs, with 
black clothes, were round about. And 
after a long sit, and all the people and 
the minister, who is the chief minister 
of tile English of the island of Edin- 
burgh, were waiting, there was a noise 
of steps and walking* And the people 
looked, igid the minister and judges, 
thinking it was the King, and so it 
was. And the King went to lus. seat, 
which was in a gallery by itself, but 
so as I, Omai, cotud see tlie King, and 
the King could sec me, Omai. And 
;be was dressed as a soldiei^gencral 
this day, because he is the Defender of 
tile Faith ; and he sat in a grand chair 
or throne coyered with curtains like a 
bed, and all bis Erecs about him, and 
he looked very grave, and did nojt 
laugh ; for the ^ots English are a 
grave people ; and for all the crowd 
on the street to see his Majesty come 
to church, and for i^l tlie sddient, 
there was no hurra nor noise, for it 
was Sanday,and die islanders of Edin- 
burgh work: not nor play on that day, 
but go to church.

poor iu Edinbiffgh island, save these 
who are too old to work, and so the 
King kept the rest of his money to 
himself. And there was no more of 
the King for this day, for lie went 
straight to bis palace at die island of 
Dalkehh ; but I, Dmat, went again to 
chttrdi, for it is good to hear sermons 
preadi^ on Simday*

with pillars, for 1 have sec*n its pic- 
ture in the Theatre-house ; and it is 
a grand church, because it is the Na-

drom all the islands, were there*, with 
little aj^ns of leather, and flags and 
sashes of silk across the body. This 
Is what I, Omai, wore, and it k be- 
coming. And soldiers on horses guard- 
ed the road to the hill of foundation. 
And 1, Omai, mordiod to the sound 
uf iDUsie, that is the tune of the ma- 
sons' anthem or i^xron, and the streets 
were crowded to look upon nu*, Omai, 
and my brother masons, as if it had 
been the King, for all masons are bro- 
thers ; and the King he is a mason, 
and a farotber to me, OinaL And the 
gicat stones for the foundation they 
were oti the top of the hlU, and a lift- 
ing inachixie to lift them. And the 
King sent £re^ from Waterloo to set* 
the stones prox>er 1 y placed, and they 
marebtd with Omai and the Grand 
luodge to the hill ; and the inunber of 
people was immense— 4 io man could 
eount them In a year. 

And the Grancl Lodge was so great 
and many, that I, Omai, could not 
it alt done, only money and bottles 
were put in a hole, aiul o great stone 
let douir ; and the Duke man knock- 
ed uiioQ it, and it was done, only there 
Wtts spceching ami praying, as masons 
do. And so it was left, and all the 
xnasons went away to dinner, and tlie 
Kinga Erees went away to their Wa- 
teritxi house. 

This same day, in the evening, the 
Great King wanted to go to the 'I'hea- 
tr 6 -houae,where play tare played. And 
I, Omai, knew that he was to go, for 
it was printed iu a playbill pqier tliat 
the King wished to see Hob Boy, — 
and the master of tlie nlayennen he 
If ould not refuse so good a king ; and 
he put up a palace box for him, and a 
throne choir. And 1, Omat, went 
early with the Captain ; and the jdace 
where we sat that was called boxes ; 
and it was bi^ up, for there wt^re 
boxes below um boxes above, and all 
iliesc boxf» were full of ladies, beauti- 
ftd with teatbers, as at the Ball dan- 
And the galkiies where tlie 
common {)eo|ile are, l^e peotde in them 
were very noisy at the music men, 
for it is not the custom to moke the 
play till die King came. 

And then tliere was a noise of the 
King coming ; and he came, and all 
the people hurraed the hurra of joy ; 
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and the King bowed, and was plcasefl 
tlmt the people liked to sec liini. And 
the player men and ladies they 
came forward, and sung the prayer 
hymn of the King, and all tlie people 
Btoud up and song it likewise, and it 
was a terrible loyal noise. And 

till the so^ or hymn came to an en§, 
when was the play of llobert Hoy, 
which tlie King wanted to see. 

And I, Oioaij cannot describe this 
play ; for some of it was like speeches^ 
and some of it like songs ; only one 
ilalUe Jarvie, he was a funny man, 
•and isade me; Onisi, and the King 
langli, he was bo comical. And he was 
not dressed very due, but Uobert, he 
was a i lighlantler of the tartan of me, 
Chnai, and a fighting man, and there 
was a bn tic, and Ereet Nicol Jorvic, 
lie fought with a dre poker, which 
pleased the King and me, OinaL And 
when they fought and sung, this was 
tlie play, and it was done, for there 
was no more of it.

Profouml, heartfelt, and universal 
was the sensation wdlh wliich the joy- 
ful mrws of the King‘s visit vihratcfl 
throiigli tile bosoms of his faithM 
lieges in the royal city of Glasgow. 
Between the Cross aud^fadcim court, 
from tin- I-ixchange lo Veracity hall, 
up the lliglwatrect to that monument 
of ojipression, the celebrated Inch- 
belly- IJridgc-ToJl-bar, down theSalt- 
marki t, and !ien>ss the (!lydc, and far 
Ixiyond the Barracks in the euj!.t, every 
rnuiitoirmce that morning was radi- 
ant with unwonted iiitelligenea. The 
J'ro\ost ii'.d Bailies, and thobc who sit 
in roimcil with them, were seen in 
Ilu ir ollicial r-ahlc, a<Uii'ued with awik- 
e»l lints and golden chains, walking 
tlio pLiinstoiics in a magisterial man- 
jiiM*. — Pvinch- howls that had not been 
tn'ic-- usi-d siincClirisUnHs, were placed 
iiw.tiiu’tntJy on the Mdc-boarils-— le- 
mons and limes disappeared, as if by 
cnoli.intmcntj from every window where 
tluy stuod exjwscd for sale — ^bareftwt- 
e«l lasses, with baskets in their arms, 
hurritd to ami from (he tish and HokIi- 
inarkcts; and to them buccecdcd fresh 
flocks of other girls, hastening with 
pyes and puddings to the bakers.-^* 
The King's tnum’, and the plunk m 
corks drawn to tlrink his hoitllh, re- 
sounded in every house — Ducks and 
hens were instantaneously put totleath ; 
geese were seen tiying in all directions 
from ilie out-stretehed hunds of their 
destroyers ; lurkies were allured by 
hfuidfiils of corn to meet llicir fate — 
the pots exultingly boiled — tin; jacks 
whirled in cc^stucy — glasses moaned 


that thejr were so long empty— «nd 
hours before the cooks bad (lone their 
art, tlic ready tiibles spread tlieir 
road wide bosoms to recti ve rlie gor- 
geous gourmatulry of tljc congratul^ 
tory feasts. 

At dinner nothing was discussed 
but tlic part wdiich Glasgow ought to 
to take, worthy of herstilt^ on so great 
an occasion ; some veniurea to doubt 
if the tow'u council wt^uld bt: suffi- 
ciently liberal to enable the Lord Pro- 
vost to. vie wMth his civic brother of 
Edinburgh ; and the general sentiment, 
if sucli should prove to be the case, was, 
that every man was bound to b(Mir a 
a part of the cxpcnce; for all were 
concerned, and all wouhl J)c affected 
by the style in which their chief ma- 
gistrate, repn*scnting jl, he did the 
second coiiimcrcial city in the uni- 
verse, appeared within tlie htams of 
the royal prewmcti. ife, tin y said, is 
the sample of our community, and by 
his appearance thequalifyof the whole 
lot will be valued. A state coach, horses, 
and servants, were minor considera- 
tions, things of course; but it was tho 
tuiiversal opinion that his Lordship 
ought, on no account, to condescend to 
lodge in any hoU?L— Xo ; he ought to 
rent a mansion suitable to the grosit- 
ncss, the rank, and the cliaractcr of tlic 
city, and order a spacious brass-plate 
to be placed on the door, bearing, in 
large and magnificent letters, this iu- 
fscription, at full length, — " Thk 
B ioiiTiloNouiiAiii.K THE Lonupjio- 
vosT OF (jri.ASGOw,** Soiiio disciibsion 
arose as to whether his Lordship should 
or should not keep open table during 
his iiresciice in Edinburgh ; hut lliis 
suggestion, so becoming the liberal 
public spirit by which alien this joy- 
ous occasion W'ere then animated, 
seemed to many impracticable, on ac- 
couii t of the vast mill ti t iidc that the ci ty 
would probably pour from ever)' rank 
and profession ; ninety-nine thousiuul 
nine hundred and ninety-nine wus the 
very lowest estimate. But, in consider- 
ation of tliat diificulty, it was agreed 
unanimously every w'hcre, that, al- 
though it might not he expedient to 
make any minute of council on tho 
subject, in the iiistruciions to be given 
to the Lord Provost, nor that lie 
should be enjoined to oat nothing 
to_ hreukfast hut wariii currau Imu, 
mid fresli butU^r sent out from Ilar- 
loy^s dairy, with marmalatle, or str.. w- 
berry jam on it ; yet, if he so pleased. 
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Ik* should be free to support the ho- 
nour and reputation of the towii^ even 
to that extent. * 

Such is a faint, imperfect, and, in 
manv respects, inaccurate sketch of 
the nrst ehectsof the loyal enthusiasm 
which burst forth with such a resound- 
ing explosion, from the very heart of 
the great and gorgeous city of Glas- 
gow. Next day, when the tumults of 
exultation had in some degree sub- 
sided, the subject was tiiotc tleliberate- 
ly considcjred. The intended inscrip- 
tion on the brass plate was abbreviated 
to the m federate and elegant simjdicity 
of “ Tin: JU»RO Phovost of Glas- 
gow." No attempt was made to in- 
terfere with the purveyance of his 
lordship's tabic; and, altogether, a 
judidoiis sjiirit governed and ruled the 
whole of the municipal and corporate 
preparations. 

tSouic doubts arising as to tnasiy par- 
ticulars with respect to the place ami 
piirt which Cflasgow would be allowed 
to take in the aTcmonials, a secret 
deputation was appointed to proceed 
to Edinburgh, in order to confer with 
the grand h'adladcen of the pageants, 
and torc'cnve from him such instruc- 
tions as, in his supreme wisdom, might 
be deemed requisite to enable the Pro- 
vost and Bailies to go through the bti- 
6mc»« with all the dtgulty and pomp 
so imperiously deinandeu from |>er- 
sonagea endowed, as they were, with 
such a most momentous public trust. 
The deputation havingproceededtothe 
capital, held profound oonflibulations 
on the object of their mission, and af- 
terwards returned home, on theoutside 
of 0110 of tlic stage-coadies, to rqiort 
the result of these tuinisterious dcli- 
bcorations. 

From the rootnent of their return, 
a marked change was evident in the 
countenances of all interested in this 
important business ; and a dipiified 
reserve was mnintained, both with res- 
pect to the degree of consideration 
with w*hich Glasgow was to be acknow- 
ledged, and also with regtird what 
her various representatives, of muni- 
cipal and corporate authority, were to 
(do when tliey arrived in ICdinburgh. 

In the iMUittimc, the preparations 
proceeded i«k the most munificent spi- 
rit**— afi l^hfiLt could exalt hnporiance 
and dignify opuh^nce, every thing, in 
sho^, worthy of Glasgow, — and of 
what is not (ilasgow worthy?— was 
con^egated to augment the splendour 


of an occasion; which Bailie Clclaud, 
in a new edition, is destined to chro- 
nicle as the most brilliant event in all 
his glowing pages of her eventful his- 
tory. 

But let him not trust too much to 
his own eloquence when he employs 
the crysbdline prism of his genius to 
separate the screral component rays 
of iliat glory which so daxzlcd all the 
age, but confer with KnolmThus; for 
only the golden barge in which Cleo- 
patra descended the Cydnus to nu'Ct 
Mark Antony, can enter into com- 
parison with the Provost's state coach. 
After the conference, we may tlicn e\- 
|>eet to read, how it shone like a 
burnished throne, the panncls ladug 
yellow painted-— Grcem the livtrics of 
the B ankles, who were so pcrlunu d 
that the winds were love-sick with 
tht'm— the handles were plated, and 
the wheels moile the dirt rise uji af- 
ter them, as joyous of their whirl- 
ing. For tl»e Provost he brggarM 
all description, as he sat bn tlic back 
seat, and before him hvo prittty dimp- 
led bailies, like smiling Cupids. O 
rare for Edinburgh ! 

The set-out from the College was 
worthy of tlie meteoric spltiulours of 
the Provost. No cost was spared by 
the tasteful members of the Stnatus 
AcadcmLciis, to evince their loyalty, 
their knowledge of the world, and 
their orthodox rcsfjiect for Prtsiivto- 
rian simplicity. — It is true, ib.it ilici'r 
liveri('s, instead of vulgar clutb, like 
those of the King or the nobility, were 
made of sumptuous purple velvi i, 
dyed to the riglit Archicpisijopal hue ; 
but the footmen, by appearing in dark 
greyrig-and-fuiTOW worsted M(»ekingh', 
shewed that this jiroeci ded from no 
carnal regard for any such pndalic 
vanities. On the contrary, no shirt 
of liuir-cloth discovered laneuth the 
papistical vestments of a Cardinal in 
the Vatican, could more effectually 
verify his pretenaons to be regarded 
as a saint, than did this cmnbinatinn 
of worstisd hose with pujqtb and fine 
*011, denionstmte the genuine and 
uncorrupied orthodox nuinility of 
the UiiivcTsity of Glasgow. In a 
vrord, in wliiehcvtr way tin; pre- 
parations in that classical and manu- 
facturing city could he cotinidered, it 
must be alloived even by tht; m<»st 
invidious, that no cxpcncc was with- 
iichl, and that a remarkable tiistc 
|H‘rviuicd and predominated over all. 
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l^ut although the first care of tlic 
community was to see the representa- 
tive authorities furnished and equip- 
ped with all becoming and appropriate 
magnificence^ no sooner were the pub- 
lic interests secured, than individual 
feeling and individual loyalty prompt- 
ed tile most meritorious arrangements 
in private life. The beaux, one and 
sill, Ymrniug with ssco!, and emulous to 
ap)u.‘ar wiUi the greatest possible ad- 
vantage, forthwith ordered new blue 
coats with welcome buttons, and nan- 
keen pantaloons, in exact conformity 
to the instructions in that laudable 
proclamation which the Magistrates 
of Kdinburch so shrewdly issued, in 
onlcT that tlic shopkeepers might ob- 
tain substantial reasons to rejoice in 
the Iloyid Visit, limy also to 

practice walking with their coats but- 
toned, for it is a most remarkable 
natural phenomenon, that the Glas- 
gow people rartdy button their coate ; 
and many among them made tbem- 
stlvcs almost unintelligible to their 
friends, in the loyal endeavours to 
speak exquisite English, with a view 
to render themselves proi>crly qualified 
to entertain Ids j\luj€\siy with tlieir 
conversation when they sliould have 
the honour of being in his company. 
The wits no less assiduously endea- 
vouri'd to construct ingenious puns, 
nthl one of the most celebrated among 
them tli'iuYitkss s|>ent nights in the stu- 
dy, sol;u-cd by the hopes of Knighthood 
uh 11 reward 'for the |mngenoy of the 
rijMitfis winch he expected an op- 
portunity to let off at tJie Uoy^l table. 
In a word, b'>th the public and pri- 
vate character of Glasgow was felt to 
he at hazard on this great occasioii ; 
and neither cost nor pulns in the cor-, 
porale aiul individual cajiacity of her 
Zealous citizens was omitted to give 
eclat to the part she was determined 
tr> pi rform in the drama of tlie R(»yal 
\'isit. But some of the ladies remark- 
ed, the gentlem^ seemed to con- 
sider Alajt sty as a bowl of their own 
ineffable beverage, only to bo eiijoy^ 
ill male society, for among all thoir 
preparations no regard wms shewn to 
the loyal curiosity of the fair sex. We 
hope there is no truth in this allega- 
tion, Init should it unfortunately be 
otlicrwise, all W(‘ can say is, that the 
ladies of (Glasgow have it in their 
potver to be amply revenged. Let 
them only, os; often as they know when 
the punch is most palatcablc in the 


dining-room, take care to announce 
U*a. Thus will they institute a jwr- 
petual remembrancer of the King's 
Visit, and vindicate their own cause. 

The Moeemeni, 

As the period when the King was ex- 
pected to arrive drew* near, the wdiole 
west began to move. The AI'Aus- 
lans and the Goroghans from (rrc'en- 
ock much to the annoyance of Mrs 
Goroghan, were obliged to come in the 
M^aterloo steam-boat together ; but 
during the voyage it was impossible 
that any fellow-travellers could be 
more cordial. On the part of the Cap- 
tain and his wife, the reciprocity of 
civUities was sincere ; but the lady of 
the ship-owner, being a degree higher, 
was in the greatest alann, during the 
wimie passage to (rlnsgow, lost evil- 
minded fortune would force them all 
the way in tile same vcliiclc.

%gers till anotlier boat would arrive, — 
J»r, by this time, the whole canal was 
idive, and, in addition to all the ordi- 


nary {lassRgc-lxHits, ererj thing that 
would carry or could lie dragg<^ was 
put in requisition to accommodate the 
public, as the Canal Company said, 
but, as every body knew, in fact to rea- 
lize as much profit as possible from 
the occasion to themselves. 

Among those whom the skipper 
and his wife found seated iu the inn, 
were Mr Duffle the cloth merchant, 
with Mrs ]\laclc.ckct, whom Ik; was 
treating with a jaunt to soe the King, 
and a short plump little bustling bo- 
die, Mr Swetaies the grocer, who took, 
as he said, advantaj;;e of the sample- 
room being closed for a- week, out of 
a loyal mark of respect for his Ma- 
jesty, to go likewise to join in the 
plaudits of the Koval Welcome. 

In a comer of the room by herself; 
near tlie door, .sat a plain, dcimire, 
l»atient-l6oking single ivomun, M>me- 
what hard favoured, but modest and 
calm iu her demeanour, and pu'^sessed 
of considi^rable iutelligcnec of counte- 
nance, and a serious obseiw'ant eye. She 
was dressed in a sol>cr-colourcd pelisse, 
and lier straw-hat, vritliout any tlowcr 
or bows, was tied with a blue-and- 
white ribbon, the livery of' the time, 
and which showed that slic also in- 
tended to partake of the metropolitan 
revelries.

Between 
her and Mrs APAuslan some acquaint- 
ance ivas soon formetl, and that lady, 
in addition to other fiarticulars. had 
the satisfaction to learn th'it Miss 
Nanny was not only provided hy the 
Keverend Doctor himself with hitters 
to his soil Andrew, the advocate, to 
facilitate her inquiries, hut had likt*- 
wise, by the insinuncntality of Mrs 
Pringle, obtaiited introduetjons from 
Sir Andrew Wylie, to sevtral of the 
most distinguijMied personages in the 
royal suite, by all wliicli Mrs AI'Au- 
slan perceived that Aliss Nanny was 
a most desirable ncquaiiitiinee, and 
might be of tlie most essential service 
iu assisting her to see many ceremo- 
nies to wliicb otherwise she could 
fjcorcely hope for access.

WMcJliey^ra^ooamBliig on these 
topics, the sound of n horn announced 
the arrival of the boat ; and Captain 
M^Auslan taking the trunk in Ins own 
hands, called to his wife and Miss 
Nanny tt> £:>llow, by which alertness 
and activity they were among the first 
safely i^^atm in the trade-boat, which 
was almost instantly crowd^ with 
passengers, and drawn off from the 
banks of the canal, Uxat nomore might 
get on board ; for the Qiptain of the 
Wt having come business to setde 
in the ufBee before his dejiarture, was 
obliged to keep her wailing about half 
All hour after every body that she ooukl 
safely take was seated. 

In the meantime, as the passengers, 
who had thus secured tlieir speidy con- 
veyance, were skttirigon the deck and in 
the cjibin, all talking of j^he King, a vast 
number of disappointed strangers, cla- 
morous for a boat, ptthcrecl on the 
lifoiks, and Mr I/***, to p^ify their 
importunity, ordered, at their own ur- 
gent request one of the dung ^barts 
to be drawn out, and a few planks pla- 
ced on her foraeats.*— Into this the loyal 
throng joyously kap&d, happy to be so 
quickly and so w*cU accommodated ; and 
before she was ready to move, who 
sliould make their appearance on the 
Ilian IvH of ilic canal, but Mr and Mrs 
Cforoghan, with a porter sweating 
uiiil snmking under the load of their 
trunk? 

On reaching the Black-Bull, it seems 
tla y had found that not a chaist' nor 
horsf could l)i’ got; cighiccuof diebcst 
iiorst's were engagetf for the public 
autliorities, and the itlasgow common- 
alty had thoinsi'lves hired every other 
Ml tho town. 111 a word, the Ship- 
owner anfl his Lidy ha<l no choice but 
to prtK'ced Ibrtliwith to Port Dundas 
to catch the track-boat. They, how- 
ever, as wc have said, arrived too late, 
Hiid wt^re in consequence constrained by 
noccssiiy, in the very view’ of the M*-

In the mean time, writers and wri- 
ters* derks were seen trembling in the 
breeze, dressed in the Celtic garb, that 
their peeled, white, ladylike legs might 
ac(|Uire^fhe heathery complexion of 
llighlaim houghs. 

But neither Colonel Davie nor Sir 
Walter, nor Fodtaileen himself, had 
half so much to do in preparing for the 
reception of his Majesty, as Mrs Lorn 
of Cowul, the jointured lady in Gecxrge 
Street, jC^tain M^Auslan’s Argyll- 
shire cousin. According to the hospi- 
table custom in Edinburg, Mrs Lom^ 
was in the practice of holding oau an- 
nual general meeting of her dinner 
creditors, but out of respect to his Ma-^ 
jesty, and in order to display her style 
and taste before the expected droves 
of her west-country kindred, shc^re-, 
solved, from the first momeiit that the

room. The moment, however, that she 
heard their voices in the lobby, she

But Bailie Maefie, as he 
sat at the bead of the Council board with 
bis valiant peers, the intrqnd BmUe 
Ueoch and jliilie Newton^ snapp^lhis 
fingers at the huge bugbear, and it fled 
wailing away, discomfited Uke the spi- 
rit of Lodafrom the spear of 
and was visible no more. In cuuto- 
quenceof riiisbraveryoQ the part of the 
Leith Bailies, when Captain M^Auslan, 
early on the rooming after Mrs Loruls 
banquet, walked to Leith to enquire 
what accounts had been receive<l there 
of'tha royal squadron, he had the gra- 
Sifleatiou to see preparations gmog for- 
wanl flir die lung a reception, which 
reflected great iKmoaron the taste and 
'ingenuity of the engineer, and ac- 
cemniodations getting ready for tlic 
public, all which riicwed how truly 
worthy indeed the town of l<eith wus 
to revive his Majesty, and how 
fetunate in having a Greenock gtm- 
ricroan at the bead of her Magis- 
tracy ; for it is well known, at least to 
all Greenock folk, that there are no 
sudi clever people as themselves any 
where in the known urorld. 

Captain M'Ausiui, howo%’er, ha^at 
that time hut litdc opportunity of 
wonvemng with bis townsman, for die 
jiaUie, as we have indmat^, was 
a roaall^y^ve and indefatigable man, 
anAlim not only to see aU things well 
imul'iyperly done, but to carry on an 
imsing ooaref^iidence for the pur* 
jpUeef gaimngintol^ in 
*uoant|j|^tiietiiaeb^ 


teriotts authority to whldi wehavcidlu- 
ded, and also to compose acoogratula- 
tory address, and loacquirea fit Eng- 
lish accent tbr the delivery. Never- 
thelesB, the Captain had great reason 
to be pleased with his cxiurtcous aU 

tendon, fiir the Bailie not only assu- 
red him and Mrs M'kudan of [daces 
in the gallery oonstrueted to overlocik 
lhe<*tlaadiiig, but in his coutliy way 
gave him to undccstittul, duit 
he could aooommodate a friend adihr 
tional, whirii was joyous news to ('ap- 
taiu M^Amdaa, as it enabled him to 
gittdfy his kinswoman, lilrs Lorn, iu 
a way that he codlil>AeVcr have ho|)iHl 
for, had the senior Magistrate ol Lcith 
not been a ’Gtecnockian. 

While the Captain and bis townsman 
wore flaking, the news arrived that 
the royal squadron was ki the Frid>, 
and mi^ht hourly be cxpc^tetl ; at 
which hitelligetioe the Bailie wished 
the Captain good xnoniing, and has- 
tened to invigorate with his 
the preparations diat wore not qiiiu; 
complete ; and die Captain quickened 
hts steps towards Edinburgli. As he 
ascendcid Leith Walk, he halted in aU- 
miratiem, for the Calton-hill wm like n 
pyramid built of ladii^saudgL'ntltwn, 
ail assembled to descry the approaclt 
of the yachts. 

Wlicn he reached the bottom of tJu* 
stair leading to the residence of Mrs 
Ijorn, and to die lodging-hous^ of 
Mrs iiippt?!, he fell in with Air and 
MrsGoroghaii,rctunungfrom thet al- 
tim-hlU to brc>akfast ; and having toM 
them where he had been, hu e\uh'.Mi 
in the eatraordinai^ kindness ho had 
received flrom Bailie Alactk*, and ex- 
imdatod on die great favour which liad 
been <foiie him, in die tliree tickets 
to the grand scalihld erected on the 
drawbridge.

tliw^aiftlUhehadlireakfiisted, which 
spirited ocmduet on his part wc tlio 
more approve, because, altlioagh it is 
right that married men shcmld be 
guided by their wives, tlicre arc occa« 
sions in whidi in this, as in aU other 
general rules, exceptions may bo al- 
lowed. 

But the firmness of Mr Oereghan 
was not rewarded by ?tlic success wiich 
should ever attend the wactioe of any 
virtue, for when he did, after break* 
fast, go to Leith, his fHcnd was no- 
where to be seen, or rather, waseveiy* 
where but in the jdaccs %vhere Mr Oo- 
roglmii expected to see him ; and when 
he did at last find him in die Council- 
CluxHil>or, every ticket that could be 
issued to the drawbridge gallery was 
alrt'ady engaged. The BaiJic^howfver, 
quietly told his old acquaintance, that

Fortunately, however, wliile they 
w^erc standing before the mansion. 
Captain M^Auslan recogniaed Mr 
Duffle, with Mrs Alaclecket and Mr 
Sweeties, in the crowd of'GIaspw p^ 
pie who were gathered there, huzzaing 
and shouting their admiration of the 
brilliant display of their city arms ; and 
the usual iuterchanges of How do ye 
do ?*' and “ Vera weel,” having been 
performed, tlie travelled cloth-incr- 
chant explained the meaning of the let- 
ters. The I F," said he, stand for 
FttCL' Ikocstry, the H M for His 
Majesty, and the E A for Ease and 
AriaiJiiNCE ; thereby signifying that 
free trade and loyalty beget case and 
aflSucnce/* ** A very beautiful senti- 
ment," said our old friend Thomas, 
and wa‘l wair't on th<^ town ot' Glas- 
gow, than whilk there is no toun in a* 
the King’s dominions, where IVcc trade 
and loyalty, with their reward, case 
and (tfflucncc, more abound." All pre- 
sent concurred in this opinion, as most 
just and correct ; and the whole party 
being by this time satisfied with the 
view they liad Uiken of the illumina- 
tions, returned with ^Irs Lorn to her 
house in Cireorge Street, where they 
piirtook of a cold collalion, furnished 
from the relics of her banquet, and 
spent the remainder of the evening in 
tiic greatest Tecij)rocity of cordialities 
that could possibly be. Thus had the 
benign influence of the King’s arrival, 
in till' viTv first night, not only the de- 
lightful effect of extinguishing the an- 
gry s|arit of rivaliy and disappoint- 
ment in the breast of Mrs Goroghan, 
but of laying tlie foundation of a last- 
ing frieudship between her and the 
M^Auslans, and augmenting the circle 
of lier acquaintance, by an iutroduci* 
jtion to the famous Mr Duifle. 

The Leive and Drawing^Ttoom. 

The meeting of Miss Nanny Eydent 
with Peter Gauze, was in many re- 
spects fortunate; fbr alUiough she

But 
a happy inspiration of genius, similar 
to that which induced the inhitbitiinis 
of the Port so fondly to paint their 
new bell, supgcstwlan expedient which 
rendered the misfortune a triumph, — 
for that address proved in the cud by 
far the iriwt splendid of all (Itdivcrcd 
to bis M^sty in Scotland. A skillul 
painter was employed to adorn it with 
a glorious margin of giidifig, to the 
breadth of an inch, so dazaling, that 
had tile King been gractously pleased 
to look on it before it was consignid 
to the sooty paws of the printer’s devil 
in tlie Gazette Office, there is no 
doubt that it would have dazzled even 
the eycB of Koyalty. 

But why should wre diverge from 
the straight line of our narrative, to 
expatiate on the pildcn address of 
Port-Glasgow?— .\ye might as well, iii 
B|)caking of the prepuratiotis of the 
municipality of Edinburgh, have taken 
occasion to mention how the Lord 
Provost, IMogistratcs, and Council, 
came dancing down the street, to the 
jocund sound of the pipe and tabor, 
when the learned King Jamie graced 
their baDquete. It would, however, 
have been deemed irrelevant to the 
occasioti, and, tlHTcforr, we rdned in 
our excurmvc pen, and confined it to 
the beaten track of plain facts. c 
dhall, also, with the seme* strict ad- 
herence to the severe logic of our ar- 
gument, barely advert to the Levu', 
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and give as litde dme to ii as was 
given to tUc presentees to make tlieir 
bows ; nor shall we |muse to inquire 
which of the gausey members of a 
certain Western Corporation, cm being 
desired by the Lord in Waiting to kiss 
handf^ kissed bis own with a magni- 
ficent flourish, as prettily as a child 
for an apple, and tlien walked past 
the King like a king himself in a stage 
play. Incidents of that sort are too 
trifling for our theme, besides being 
liable to cause controversy ; for as our 
attention is chiefly occupied with the 
Glasgow people, the Greenock foik^ 
and tlie Paisley bodies, it might be in- 
ferred that the Bailie alluded to be- 
longed to some one of these towns ; 
than winch notlntig could be more im- 
pro^xir ; for although we have certain- 
ly not one jot of evidence to the con- 
trary, we have yet a strong moral per- 
suasion that they arc in no way im- 
pUcateii in that an'air. PasaiTig, nicre- 
fore, over the I^vee, in which the pre- 
sentees glided as swiftly across the 
Presence as sunny glaikcs on a wall, 
or shadows from a magic lantern, we 
hasten to the more interesting and 
cveiuful ceremonies of the Drawing- 
room. whore, as we are mostlupy to 
record, no fuojc /m/a- uras coininiilra, so 
well had iite ladies acquired the ma- 
nagement of their tails, by practising 
with table-cloths. 

At un early hour, idiss Xanny Ey- 
dent, with the Greenock ladies and 
Mrs Ja>ni, rc|>aired to Jlolyroodhouse, 
and on stmding in her name to I^ucky 
HaTnilton, as dm Thane bad concert- 
ed, they were all readily admitted, and 
placed in one of the anti-chainbcts, 
where they had the most satisfactory 
view ]> 0 Ksihlc.

We, howeteMbope that 
Miss Nann^s case was solita- 
ry one, atm that many aoiithcr Jlliss 
had the same day the gratification to 
find their hesitatw lovers brought as 
eflcctually to the pint as Peter Gauze. 

T/iC Finish. 

Mrs Goroghan, under the happy in- 
fluences of Mis)^ Nanny Eydent's ac- 
quaintance, and iiartidcingof the high 
good luck cf the Alf Au&lans, was, from 
the day of tlie Drawing-room, in the 
most conciliatory good humour with 
her liusbaiid. But still she had not 
yet seen the King ; for on the Levee- 
day bhc was so anxious to behold the

Her 
diFappointj^oirt was in consequence 
extrenui', Mittbe emotion of it Wiis not 
of long duration, for Miss Xatniy itii- 
iiicdiately adininistert d the consolatory 
cordial of a promise^ take Iter to the. 
Calc^doniau Hunt mil, to which, as 
well as to the Pern', through the in- 
terest of the aflable Utatje, sh^* was 
to obbitn adnii-^sion as a .srx'ctator in 
the supper niOTn, 1 wouKl take you 
wf me the mwrrs night to the Peers*, 
hut 3lrs M*Aushin has been so vera 
discreet to me, that 1 am bound togie 
her preferment.", said Miss Xaony ; 
** but, IVIrs Gorogban, ye may dt.|M;ud 
on me for Monday.'* 

Mrs Goro^tan was certainly highly 
ppraUfled with this oiler, but still it ivas 
like ail earthly pleasures, shaded wdtU 
dubieties, for she was afraid that tiie 
Caledonian Ball would not be equal in 
splendour to the Peers', TJuk appre- 
hension being somewhat earnestly ex- 
l^kressed, so interested the kindly feel- 
ings of Mrs M^\iislan, that she, in 
return for the civility wliich Mrs Go- 
roghtui ha<i shewn m jiroviding the 
window, proposT'd to excha^e nights 
with her. Thus <!id civiliticB bring 
tbeir natural return in favours, and 
Mrs Gorughan was enabled to repair 
with a ilelighted und ctmtented ho**rt 
to the Peers' Ball with Nanny, and to 


take her station in tlic place which the .

The stjueaks and lilt- 
ing of Gow's fiddle, like tlio joyful 
Khoul.> of a incn y child, W'as therefore 
in glad accordance with ht r fcHliiig.s ; 
and during the time liiss Mupciy ci«n* 
tinned in the bull-room, she was the 
happiest of her .sex. At length the 
musk ).mu;i;ed, a bustle was ht'ard, tin- 
King i» tziining. IMrs Goroghan's 
heart for a inomcnt stood slili. lie s 
going aw'ay — he does not come into 
sttp|K:r,” w'as instatiUy whispered, and 
beibre tills most iU-faUd of womankind 
could fetch her breath, he had leJ’t the 
Afi.-'embly -rooms. 

Wliat was now to be done ? Mrs 
AHAu&lan could not he expected to 
give up the chance which tlie Cakdo- 
Ilian Ball afflirdeil. 7'lie faculty oi 
ho}>e in Mrs Gorughan was for a time 
extini^aisfaed ; but the reviving breath 
of Mias Nanny again whispered coii- 
sohtiion, and her spirit revived. The 
City Banquet in the Parlimnent- 
House was to take place ou the fol- 
lowing evening. Now yo ken, 
incni," sold Itjiss Nanny, that Mr 
Dufllc frac Gla.sgow, whoni we cun- 
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fhbbled the niKht of the lumina- 
tionSjhaBputoiitft book, andnaedoubt, 
thrown;}) liis instrumentality thereby, 
ye Tni{:!;ht aiblins got leave to gang up 
intil the Aiulvocatts' librally, wliere 
the* King is to be after the dinner, and 
there ye would hae a prime sight of 
his Majesty/' 

Mrs Goroghiin was heartened by 
this suggestion, and accordingly re- 
turning liomc, she begged her husband 
to go forthwith fo Mr Duffle, and so- 
licit his interest and influence. — ^Mr 
<T(»rog)ian began now to aymiJathwe 
will) his wife's repeated disappoinfc- 
tnents, and went immediately to the 
house in Uose Street, where Mr Duffle, 
with ]\Trs Maclorket and Mr Sweeties, 
had t'lken up their abode, and %vas 
iniir.nliatcly admitted ; for they were 
just come honjo from seeing the King 
returning from the A ssc-m lily-rooms, 
and not in the host spirits, Mr Sweeties 
having had liis j»oekt't picket! in the 
cr 4 iwrl. As the sum he iiiul lost was 
not, however, considerable, the effect 
was HOdii mastered, and thi»y all cx- 
prcsscfl thonsclves most happy to sec 
Mr (rorogiian, nho Wtis invited to sit 
(loun ancl take a tumbler of lime 
jMinch with them, Mr Swoeties having 
iiroiiglii in a supply in his ]iortmanteau 
from niusgow. 

Mr (ioroghin having accordingly 
assented, told his errand to y \ r Duffle, 
hut the in;j4*nious author of the Stuam- 
i)(iat Kiid. he jealoused that he had no 
mean »' getting admission for Mrs Go- 
roghan intil the library — Mrs Mac- 
lecket, liowevcT, reminded him of ]\Ir 
.hiinplircy, ■whom ho Ijad so laudably 
s))okt'ri of; in relating the story of Mrs 
Ogle of Ilulbogk'S law-ploa anent the 
kill and the "mill, saying that there 
w'as no doubt, if he would apply to him, 
be would bo most proud to do all in 
his pow'iT to serve him — For," said 
■Mrs Miu'lecket, “ ye hae nflcii tellt me 
that lie was just the very suckling 
ivi't nurse to every writer of books, 
and that nothing gave him more' sa- 
tisfaction than to say pleasant things 
of those wdio stood in need of praise." 

T7pon this hint, Mr Duffle promised 
to apply to Mrs Ogle of Balboglc's 
angent and counsellor for behoof of 
Mrs (hirogbau ; and after drinking 
his ])unch, the happy husband of tbc 
lady returned home with this hojie* 
ful iiitclligemv.

luck, were all highly gratifted. Peter 
indeed was delighted. l^gaed/' said 
he, as near to the coach window as 
I durst for deccucy,'* which e^itfireasion 
from ari-<3^effaii^ Paisley radical, affards 
a better illustration, in our opinion, of 
the respectful character of Scottish 
loyalty, than any thing we liave heard 
on the subject, and containa an admo* 
nition to we rattling, roaring PadcUes 
of Dublin, that tliey would do well to 
remember when they are next visited 
by Royalty .r— But a truce with digres* 
mons, while we return to Mrs Goro» 
ghan, who, in a state of inconsolable 
dejection, had returned home to her 
lodgings, venting upon her sympa* 
thizing husband, ten thousand, bitter 
words that Mr Mash far bet^r de- 
served. The Lord's day was^iffcon- 
sequence, spent her with unaffected 
feelings of humility and inortiffcation. 
On Monday, however, the paroxysm 
had subsided, and she was determined 
to make a desperate for herself 
to see the King in his way to the ball 
of the Caledonian Hunt ; accordingly 
she accompanied ^liss Kaimv and Mrs 
M^Auslan to the Assembly rooms. 
Kow dkl tbriune snnle.—nJust as they 
reached thsdoor, the Thane's carria^ 
drove up, and his Lordship in alight- 
ing recognising Miss Nanny, spoke to 
her. — O sir my lord," cried Mrs 
Gorogban, iuspiml by his affability to 
use the freedom, can ye no get mc 
in ? I dinna ken what I would give, or 
do, just to see the King." 

The earnestness of tlih appeal so 
moved bis lordship, that Iter ^yer 
was readily granted ; and, by w ixw 


tercession, the three were admitted 
upatairs. Mrs Goroghan on no ac- 
count could be induced again to go in- 
to the supper room, but t4K>k a station 
between the door of the anti-room and 
the entrance to the hall. In the course 
of a few minutes after, his Majesty's 
arrival was announced by the shouts 
of the multitude in the street, and the 
stewards forming an avenue ibr him 
through the flocks of ladies that hur- 
ried, as on the nighrof the Pews' Ball, 
to the spot, Mrs fvoroghan's loyal 
heart was at last richly and entirely 
satisfied. Indeed, being a handsome, 
mtly woman, she hail some n>otn to 
ml Highly gradffed, for, according to 
her own account, his Majesty looked 
at her In a manner so unusually gra- 
cious, that she even ventured to joke 
with Ikt husband on the subject.' 

Thus were all the wishes and de- 
sires of our loyal west-country friends 
amply satisffed. 

Next day the Gorogbans and 
M^Auskns prepared to return home, 
excellent friends, and forever knit in- 
to intimacy by the remembrance of the 
^easurts they hud enjoytil tc^ether. 
The banns lx*tween Peter Gauze and 
Miss Nanny Eydent have been three 
several Sundays proclaimed both in Ir- 
vine and in the Abbey ('hurch of Pais-

** Pity the Sorroiirs of a Poor Old Slot.**

The term Stot^ as applied to the 
Scotsmau, was, we believe, first used 
in this Magazine. It immediately ac« 
(juireil great piipularity, and got into 
very cxi('HsivL‘ circuktioii. Wo cau- 
noi siiy tliat we understand all that 
was thus asscrU^d or insiimatcd of the 
Sciitstmin by the original inventor; 
but \vu Misp(*ct that tilt* Stot himself 
entertains erroneous views of the epi- 
thet, and we therefore beg his atten- 
tion for a few minutes to the follow- 
ing cunjcetiires on its true import. 

It appears to us to be a figurative, 
or uirtaphorical expression, and to in- 
vol ve nothing personal. Not the most 
distant allusion is made to any defi- 
eJeney about the Scotsman, merely con- 
sidert d as a loan born in Seotland, eti- 
tiiliiig him to claim the appellation — 
Stot. 'i'he toL'iii seems lo us to Itavc 
been originally ap]>lied to his iiiiiul,—- 
not to his IhhIy. And if at any time 
tluTf \v4juld i.tv!u to Vk* soiiietbiiig like 
uii allusion to his body, wc beg to as- 
sure onr r< ucltrs, that it must have pro- 
ceeded eiiiircly tnuu the imjicriVction 
oi'liumaii language. It is said to bo 
i x.lrei»el) d.irfieult to avoid tlie use of 
levnis boironed I mm material objects, 
nihil speaking and writing of mental 
oiKTalioiJs ; and wo again request the 
>colsinaii lo lielieve, tliat every di'gru- 
ding .md igiioiniidous meaning iinplitd 
in ilie obnoxious Urm was in- 
temled to apply stiictly and primarily 
to liis mind, not his IxKiy, — to his 
priiieijdeh, and not Jiis ]>ersoii. This 
vdll, iiowcYcr, retpiirc a liitic expla- 
nation. 

In the first place, a Stot is, most 
fri’quciitly, a sour, surly, dull, dog- 
ged aainial. lie retains a mast ab- 
surd nsiiiiblaiice to a Bull, — and 
the ulxYiirdity is nugmeuted by the 
idea that he once absolutidy was a 
Bull. He £?cms to have a dismal re- 
nuiiibranee of luivhig acted in that 
previous capacity ; ami you may ob- 
serve liiiu standing by him.s(*if in u 
solitary nortk, up to the ankles in dirt, 
or among oilier cattle, with a most 
distressing expression of spite, jealousy, 
rage, and hatred. 1 1 is forehead lowers, 
and his eye is swarthy ; but look him 
ill the face, uiid you discern the ma- 
lice of eiiiaseulation, and the cowardice 
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of his curtailed estate. 'J'lie fine, 
broad, threatening Jovo-like curls of 
the Bull firont are wanting, and their 
place is supplied by a long kuk friszle, 
as if his owner had put the beasts 
forelock into papers^ and sent forth 
tlte useless brute from his stall for the 
derision of the field. 

Secondly, when a bull attacks a man, 
he gores a.id tosses him with his horns, 
as lie ought to do ; bu: a Stot knocks 
you repeatedly against a wall or a gate 
with his mean numskull, kicks with 
lus hoofs, and even entUisavours to bite 
in the ferocity of his transient cou- 
rage. If a (i.ilioway Stot, so much tlie 
Worse; for then the devil is without 
his horns, and fearful, all the while 
that ho is battering, of hk inastL-r's 
cudgel, he feels that he must either 
kill his enemy, or be forthwith driven 
despairing by the tail, with a wooden 
shower of blows mercilessly pelting 
his iHisteriors, till he lies down ex- 
hausted in his own filtli, alternately 
spurting, and respiring from his nos- 
trils the black bile of nis palpitating 
Imr. 

Thirdly, more accidents, especially to 
women and duldren, occur from the 
Stot tlian the Bull. This we assert ou 
the authority of Sir John Sincliiir. A 
buUlus little hisure-tinie on his hands, 
and though wayward and capricious to 
an unfortunate degree, yet, with dua 
caution obscrvtKl towards him, he is 
not, on the whole, a very ugly ens- 
toiiuT. But a Stot having nothing to 
do that is worth doing, and cunscious, 
at all times, of being an unproductive 
labourer — moreover, seeing others jiar- 
taking in ha]tpiness wdiich can never 
bo his, and not unfrcqucntly exposed 
to indignities even from the cattle with 
whom he herds, he berumes day af- 
ter day more ja'cvish and sullen, till 
he is ready ut last lo pick a quarrel 
even with the dirty red liillt of liis 
own tail, and ratheV than lie idle in 
las imiM)tcncp, will savagely assail, to 
the discomfiture of his own skull, the 
very stump of an old tree, till the shat- 
ters I fungi blind the blinkers of the 
bawling brute.

Do not our friends feel with us, that 
the Hoytil Jubilot; is :i very spiritotl 
perfiirmaiuv, and highly creditable to 
the worthy .Shepherd's talents and ge- 
nius ?

He is evidently slightly in- 
sane through the whole poem, as in du- 
ty bound on such an occasion ; for it 
would have lK‘eri most monstrous and

unnatural for a paktoral poet from Et- 
trick Forest to have kept his wits 
when writing a Scottish Alasmue, m 
the ityioi, to celebrate his King s Visit 
to tlic metropolis of his native land. 
Accordingly, our Shepherd is like a 
man in a dream. He questions the 
propriety of nothing that occurs ; — 
wlien a Fairy trundles like a toad out 
of a block of freestone^ James feels no 
manner of sutprise -when a Sea- 
nyinpli plays the part of a fumacc- 
inan to the engine of a steam-boat, it is 
all ]>crfcctly in character ; — and when 
Archy CamplKdl takes hold of Gilli- 
nour, the Genius of the West, by the 
collar, or cuff of the neck, as he would 
do a Glasgow pickpocket from tlic 
Gorbals, he iit^cnis to the bard to be 
laliouring in his vocation, at a salary of 
X'lon a-year. This siraiglit-fbrward, 
unhesitating, unquestioning, and inat- 
ter-of-fact-looking mode of jirocecding 
throughout the w^ulc Mask, coxninu- 
nicatc-s to the reader something of the 
wild spirit of the writer ; and really 
any critic who could soberly sit down 
to |>oint out tlic defects of this compo- 
f-ition, ought to sit dow-n to one sob‘- 
tar)’ half-raw kidney, half an old po- 
tato with a holey jacket, and a bottle 
of fu-thing frotli. 

In the versos which wt have quo- 
ted, whimsical and absurd as many of 
them are> there is much that denotes 
the true j;>oet. May we venture to 
hojio, that the King’s eye may be di- 
rected from them towards another 
work of the Ettrick Shepherd's, the 
Quetm's Wake? That is, indeed, a 
work of genius, and proves die Et- 
trick Shepherd to be, beyond all doubt, 
the most original poet whom Scotland 
has produced from among the people, 
since the death of Burns. 

A good deal of verse kept floating 
about during his Majesty's Visit, and 
most of it seemed to us extremely 
gowl. Yet we frankly confess, that 
at the time we were but indifferent 
judges. We were, and still are, (l iV/r 
the Sorroivs of the Stot) in such per- 
fect good humour with all about us, 
that Maevey Napier himself seemed 
to us as great a man as Lord Bacon, 
and VMllison Gloss another Milton. — 
We got a groat many of these fugi- 
tivi‘ pieces oft* by heart, without know- 
ing it, and fear we shaU never be able 
to forget them again ; and as probably 
most of our juvenile readers arc in the 
same predicament, we need not bore 
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them with Carlc^ now the King's 
come”— old Crabbe’s Vision” — and 
The peak of yon mountain is shining 
in light.;” all of which are excellent of 
their kind.

we have blue dcubt, that lieforc the 
publidation of our PfiOth Number, so 
prevalent will breeches be in tliat coun- 
try, that the very married women will 
shew their attachment to what will 
then be the national dress, by occa- 
sionally wearing them, aiW the fa- 
^on of their fair sisters in the Low- 
lands. For be it nemenibcrt d, that 
while the elements of knowleclt'o are 
increased, the ekmenta of nature rt - 
main pretty much the same ; and is it 
oonceivabie that the Highlanders, when 
Oiligbtencd and dvUized by means 
of those powerful agents eniimeratcil 
above, .wul oautinue to expose their 
extremities to blasts more scMrching 
than excisemen? Impossible. Brccclics 
will triumid). 

Here the reader may pivhaps, in ih c 
wannth of our discussion, ask us, if it 
would not be right to institute a sc- 
ciety for the encouragement of breeches 
in the Highlands of Scotland, as a 
coanterocdaetothefiitalinfiuewcet^ the 
Celtic &riatyj No. Things will find 
thdr own level. There is no call for 
anyamdiassodation. U would do more 
liann thw good. Celts might be en- 
ticed into breadipi, who would after- 
wards turn renegadoB and mstatea ; 
and many would adhere to kilts out of 
ifdte tcMhe BreecN Somty. We might 
aee .the.fiames of a civil war. 

W« have not time to pttrsue this 
aattl^eet. now, but we may ask, if it 
«"eaii beauppe^ to bea matter of pure 
iiidiffbrence to a man vriicther he wears 
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kilts or brseehst? We meati^ nan Hie 
saine tnan^ without dinsf^er of distrae^ 
tioD or flcath/ wear kilts one part of 
year, and duiing anotlier part of 
Che earth's revolution round the 8Ul»^ 
breeches? By*weanng kilts^ doesiiOt 
a Celt make the akin of bis. kw ami 
thighs about as thick and callous as 
so much tanned leather? Such a per- 
sonap appears to have no need even 
of a kilt ; for he looks as if clothed in 
the hide of a wild animal, with the 
hairy side outwards. Now, suppose 
such a Chieftain forcibly immersing 
himself into the streights of a pair of 
breeches. What misei^ ! Witness the 
indigenous or Celtic savages of New- 
Holland. They will wear breeches, 
when detained amon^ tho colonists, 
with astonishing fortitude. But the 
moment they make their escape into 
the wild country, off* go the breeches 
to a man. When, theretbre, a High- 
lanii Chief, uninured to breeches, 
nitikes a descent upon the lower parts 
of Scotland, his own lower parts are — 
must be — ^in torment. Breeches, It 
wil? be observed, are the national dress 
of tltc Lowlands — and there is the 
rub. But our argument (against kilts, 
we bciicve) assttmes another shape, 
when iiistrail of coiishlering the suf- 
ferings of tho Highlander descending 
into the Tvow lands, wc turn a tender 
eye on him who has become a Low- 
lander ascf‘nding into the Highlands. 
Tie has worn breeches for ten months 
of the year. Nevertheless, his 
tliighs are not hairy and now, on 
fl visit to bis progenitors, he must wear 
kilts. Every blast is like a ikmch of 
nettles— and he would give ten pounds 
for a f)air of breeches not wortii nine 
shillings. It is fifty to one that he 
catclus his death of coll. Is it any 
consolation to him in his last moments 
that he bus died of the tartan ague ? 
T^iat he has been killed by a kflt^ and 
perishes in the cause of the Celtic So- 
ciety ? In short, !takc a Celt of another 
class, namely, a shclty, and on dri- 
ving him down to Edinburg, dap 
him, with his long hair over his eyes, 
and bb brown ragged bide, into a 
crowded stcik-pan of a lirery-staUe, 
and cover liim urHh horse-dotlis two 
inches deep, — ^would he cat his com ?

— M'eil, 'I'imothy, I don’t wish 
t«» prt'ss tlu- servifv upon you ; for I 
tliink llitTi’ should be a very ilecideil 
ap]»:'tife tor war to rentier ir palatable, 
which I certainly never discerned in 
you. \'ou seem fond of books ; and 
ihough \our education may have been 
negleclod, you may even now rwleoni 
tile time : and if yon will f.jihvw dili- 
gently the instructions 1 sliall be haj)- 
py lo give you, you ni.iy in no vei*y. 
long time' 1)0 lit tor an tuiice, which I 
should much like to see in your hands. 
I am loumling a school, which is mneh 
Avauled in tliese pavls, and if you like 
to heeome its superintend. int, [ will 
an.'^wer lor your ijualitieation®! ; and 
jeu will ll;id the undertaknur. I trust, 
rejxiy yon for your Irouhle, and aii- 
.siVi-r your just expectations.” I was 
clwrined with this friendly julvico ; 
iiiubthc consent of my parents being 
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i^ine^i 'applied myself regularly to 
tbecourte of study pointed out to lueby 
my benefactor^ ^lom I attended doily 
•in bis study^^ and in a few years^ when 
Jhia plan was complete and rip for 
execution, I was established in the 
new Seminary, of wliich 1 became head 
master. 

In that honouratde and important 
. offitt' have I continued to this day ; 
and if it is permittetl to any man to 
hoast of not hanng lived in vain, 1 
think verily that man is the master 
ot* the village School of Birchoudalc. 
There the ingenuous youth is initia* 
ted in the simple and useful arts of 
reading, writing, and arithmetic. And 
the attainment of a perfect knowlidge 
of the gi'eat rule of life, as it is laid 
down in the Scriptures, formed the 
leading feature in the plan of instruc- 
tion laid down by the worthy Mr Bur- 
tou. From this haven of life, which 
has sheltered me for so many ycar.s, 
1 have looked on the more adventu- 
rous career of the rest of my family ;

^ore than ever endeared to me this 
spot, where I have found pace and 
safety. Owing to tlie exertions of Mr 
Burton, my father reccive<l pressing 
of&rs of service from I^fOrd ***••, and 
bo was at last prevailcnl on to allow 
iny two brothers, on the strength of 
these pronut.es, to enter the pr<jfeK.slt>n 
for wiiicli they both eagerly panted.

,as far as Carlisle, which was seven 
luilcs distant ; and, as 1 had never (in 
my memory,) been so far Indore, I 
was licwilderL'd at tlic idea of the long 
journey they had to cricounUT. They 
talked "rapturously of their uniforms, 
and oAen calleil upon me to decide 
between the rcsiiectivi* merits of the 
blue and tlie red. I saw' them to the 
door of the coach, which w'as to hear 
them away, perhaps for ever. At 
length all was ready ; they seized my 
liand, (I can see tlieir ruddy faces 
now,) and b;ido me farewell, over and 
^or again. I could not speak. — 

^ Come, Tim, don’t be cast dowrn ; I 
^ shall come buck in a few years from 
Ini^lia, with a fortune for you all.” — 
** And I shall have lots of priztvmo- 
said the youngest, and shall 
'£t>tuxn a captain at least ; and mother 


and Louisa shall be as gay as larks ; 
and our dear fatlicr — ^take care of him, 
— and so good bye, good bye and 
they sprang into the coach. I stood 

f azing afti^ ihem as long as I could 
ear the sound of tlie wheels, and peo- 
ple passing and repassing gave me 
many a pitih76s shove. At last, recol- 
lecting myself, I liastily wipd my 
eyes, and tiirntHl ray back on the road 
they were pursuing, with such nu 
aching heart as I shall never forget ; 
and when I reflected on the distance 
that separated us, and which w'as iii- 
crcjising in a doiibhj degree by every 
step I ttxyk homewards, I felt so wrotoh- 
e<l, that I involuntarily tunuHl and 
went some distance in the other direc- 
tion ; but I siwn felt how useless it 
was, and I hastened hnrac to find conso- 
lation in comforting my parents. Kvery 
foot of ground reminded rne <lrearily 
of the companions 1 hinl just quitted. 
Some boyish frolic, some droll reimirk, 
haunted me at rvory ste]^ ; I sighed 
heavily as 1 thought wlu ii their jo- 
cund spirits and merry tongues woulit 
again enliven our silent dweJliiig ! 
Poor lads ! I never saw them more ! 
and, even at this distance of fiine, I 
can ft‘el the sensation of sorrtw whidi 
their untimely fate protinced in us all. 
The eldest went out to India as a ca- 
det, and soon rose to the rank of lieu- 
tenant, and distinguished himself very 
much in his profession. He perished 
in an enga 3 :emem atlin early age ; aiul 
all the consolation we liad, was to see 
his death n'cnrded in the (Tuzetti*. a?id 
his name moniioned with honmir, Tlie 
other made a sliort hut brilUaiit career 
in his line. While yet a midshipman, 
he acquitted liiniself so well in the 
coramauil of some boats iutnisted to 
him, that he was recommended ior 
promotion, mid was made firsi lieute- 
nant of a friirate, on lioiird which In? 
bravely fouglit, and fell in an action 
with two French vessels, both of which 
■were tfikeii in the end. Absence and 
long years of siq>arariori had not weak- 
ened the tie of affection which liad 
bound UH from out cradles ; and bit- 
terly did my mother lament their un- 
timely fkte. But my father comforted 
her as usual ; and rieclared ho felt hap- 
py to think his children had sunk to 
rest in the bed of glory. 1 was now 
the only remaining prop of our house, 
my sister Louisa having been long 
since in/irried and settled abroad with 
her husbaiul^ au officer in tin; army. 1 
had the comfort of seeing iny |iurcnts,

in a good old agO) as happy as oonstan- 
cyj aft^tioii, and compttencc, could 
in^c them. When they paid the 
(Uibt of nature, and 1 had seen their 
last relics laid in the sttent grave^ I felt 
a solitary and isolated being in the 
midst of the worhL But 1 was not thus 
long alone, for, a few years after, tny 
pmr sister retunied to me a widow, 
with one little girl, whom she be- 
queathed to me upon her dcath-hed, 
entreating me to sufiply the loss of pa- 
rents to her. I undertook the office, 
and liave endeavoured to fulffl it to the 
Utmost of my power. Poor young 
thing ! she is now near forty, and has 
been €'X]K)sed to few of this world’s 
hanlsliips. IiuU’eil I have carefully 
avoided putting her in the way of 
tliem, as 1 am sure she must jircfcr 
living safely with me to encountering 
the daugorA and difficulties which her 
poor mother and graiuhnothcr encoun- 
tered in their matrimonial ventures. 
Idving all her life in this sequestered 
spot, she has run no risk as yet of 
iiieetiiig with young officers, or indeed 
any young men : She is now old enough 
to judge for herself*, and can chiisc 
whichever state slic thinks most pro- 
j»er for her hu]q>ine«'S. In the mean- 
while, she has been of inestiimible ad- 
ViUJliige to me, in superintending the 
concerns of my house and school, and 
I am glad to give tins public testinmny 
to lier merits. 1 have lived more than 
half a century in iliis spot, and have 
never left it, "hut on a Iat<; occasion, 
which 1 shall presently detail. One 
of my severest trials ivas the loss of 
my benefactor, the excellent Mr liur- 
toii, ’IVenty years ago iht* parish 
luouriiai the loss of thdr beloved vi- 
car ; there was not a cottager near him 
that did not love him, nor a rich man 
that di<l not respect hinn ile was a 
true follower of tlie gosiu l ; he Iove<i 
the creed he taught, and shewed, by 
bis conduct, hour lovely must be that 
religion which dictated actions like 
Ids.

Some or my frieiids frequently tes« 
tiffed Uieir surprise that I had not 
long since exchanged my single state* 
for the more cheering lot of matrimo- 
Dy. Indeed 1 am s^ris(;d, perhaps, 
myself, when I consider liow flourish- 
ing were my circumstances, and how 
much iny occupation seemed to need 
a partner of inv cates, that I never 
took it into inyhead to marry. It cer- 
tainly was not for Want of thinking of 
it, for it was frequently suggested to 
mo by many of my best friends, espe- 
cially tliosc of my neighbours who h^ 
families, and who kiiewexficrimentally 
the advantages of that state, and who 
often, in the warmth of friendship,

Miss Fairfield would beg me to 
stay, saying there was plenty of room 
for all ; hui such was my sljy)ic>s,that I 
never couhl avail myseh' or the* <.]>pf;r- 
tunityolVultivatiij'^ llu-iriieipiaiTil iiict - 
1 Still continued to ruminate on tl.is 
subject, ami rcsoUed the Vi ry next oj>- 
portuniU to eciisult my coumii, \Vi 11 
Wince, wlio cuino r< ^ularly to see me 
once a-ijuartt r. Ho is the only mule 
relation J have left ; and he* 'well 
knows Tny intention to n.akcliirn joint- 
heir with myniiee, I Jiavo « very right 
to his friendship and good counsc;!, 
I have hlnuys sought on every 


cmei^cncy ; aiicl in an affair of delicacy 
and importance like the present, a ju- 
dicious and disinterested friend was 
invaluable. Besides, Will was a mar- 
ried man, and knew much of the 
world ; had been several limes to Lou- 
don, and could argue wixh ainsideralde 
dexterity. I have often seen him put 
the curate fairly down ; and one day— 
but 1 must not tell every tiling, and

TIutc are indeed some writers wlio 
have clis]»uted even the existence of the 
safe- conduct ; and certainly, aflter the 
statement which L'Enfant gives of it, 
and the contradictory letters written 
f)y IIuss oil the subject to his friends, 
the opinions of these; writers are not 
devoid of plausibility ; but this is a 
point quite unnecessary for any jicrson 
who defends the Council to diBcoss, 
As this aiBiir of Hubs is constantly 
made the theme of declamation against 
Catholics, I trust, sir, that you will 
readily excuse me for entering into the 
iiuTits of the question a little more 
fully than 1 have yet done ; and lest I 
may be considered as being guilty of 
too great partiality to the Council, 1 
shall refer to L’ Enfant, the Protestant 
historian of the Council, w'ho, though 
he professes impartiality, appears evi- 
dently to have been prej^sscssed in fa- 
vour of Hubs.

mination before the Council on this 
article, Huss admitted that Ite inclu- 
ded kinp:s. So that, in the first place, 
here is a denial of every kind of eccle- 
siastical juridlictioii ; and in the next 
place, if a subject fake it into his head 
that his sovm'ign is in mortal sin, he, 
accordinf? to Hass, is released from his 
allegiance ; because lutUus cst domi- 
nuscivilis dnni e&t in peccato mortili.'* 
These and similar doctrines soon cre- 
ated clisturbanceu; and, accordingly, 
as L’Knfant observes, Jlnhemiti Itc^ 
came the theatre of itit infest ine war**(M') 
And he aftcnva’rds says, fliat John 
Huss, by his sermons and writings, 
and violent and outrageous conduct, 
bad extremely contributed to the trou- 
bles which then disturbed Bohemia. 
Tftis cannot he Thedoctrines 

of Huss were soon made known to the 
Pope, who fiunnnoned him to appear 
before the Court of Borne ; but after 
waiting a year and a half for his ap- 
pearance, he was excomniiinicutcxt for 
contumacy, having refused to attend, 
no doubt, partly, because ecclesiasti- 
cal obedience is an oliedience invented 
by the priests, without the authority 
of {Scripture." Against this sfnteiict‘, 
Huss appealed to the Council, and ex- 
pressed the utmost readiness to appear 
and defend himself ; and so far from 
looking for, orexprcti7>g anrxeuiption 
from tlK? laws of the Empire, if con- 
victed of error, he expressly says, if 
theif {the Coundt) can convince me of' 
nn^ error j or oflujunnff tauji^hf ariif thing 
coNtrary to the Christian faith y I wir.T.

OF HERKTf cs /' ( i) And the Bohemian 
lords of Hubs's party, in writing to the 
Emperor for his libcTation f^nn the

.Tohn Hubs, to ike end that he may he 
Jmttified if’ innot^nt^ and panisked if 
gttiity** (5) Tliis declaration of Huss, 
and the letter of the Bohemian nobles, 
shew as clearly os the sun at noon-day, 
that the safc-conduct granted to Huss 
was neither supposctl by him and his 
party, nor intended by the Emperor, 
as a protectioiti against the laws of the 


Empire, if found guilty of heresy. Let 
us now iiiquin* into the reason why 
Ihiss applied for a passport, and the 
real intention for wdiich it was given 
will thereby be rendered more appa- 
rent. 

Tlie ITniversity of Prague was di- 
vided among four nations, vix. Bohe- 
mia, Bavaria, Poland, and Saxony 
These three* last were included in one, 
under tlu? name of the German Na- 
tion ; but as they w'tTe more numerous 
than the Bohemians, they insensibly 
became Tnastors of three votes in all 
thiMcademical deliberations* and tlicre- 
by of all the profits of the Htiiversity. 
By the interest of Huss at court, he 
procured a decree, whereby the Bohe- 
mians were to have three votes, and 
the German nation only one ; and* the 
Gormans, ]Wovokcd at thlii, deserted 
theUniveri*ity by thouskuids, and Huss 
was chosen Hector. In eoiisequeiur of 
the part Huss look in these proct‘e<l- 
ings, he incurred thecnmiiy of all the 
Germans ; and soon after, when sum- 
moned by the Pope to appear at Homo, 
the C'ourt and Pni ^erf••tty sent a tlcpu- 
tiition to desin.' the Pope lo dispense 
with his api>caranc*e. " hccuuse it was 
not safe fur him lo go to Hoiiiij by reason 
of the enemies he had in (k'nnany.". i'\) 
And, in hisaippial to the I’oimdf from 
the Poptt's sentence of cxcomnmnica- 
lion, one reasem given for not appear- 
ing was, " because arnhushes w»t(’ kdd 
for me on the road. "(7) I/F.nfani ac- 
knowledges, that, whiTi Hubs went t*» 
the Council, " he had indetxl a great 
iriany enemies in Germany ."(h) Tims, 
then, we see the true* caust* and moan- 
ing of the safe-comhict granted by tl»<' 
Emperor — not that it was to serve liim 
as a protection against the laws of tho 
empire if condemned by the Council — 
not that it was to be held us ati anti- 
cipated reprieve from an aiitieipatod 
sentence — not that it was to be consi- 
derc^d as a pardon for crimes allege d, 
but dcTiitnl to have been comniitlwl 
against the Christian fUith and the 
laws of the empire, and, if convicted 
of which, he had readily agret^ " to 
sultmit to all the jiains <f keretics ” — ^Imt 
merely a protection against his " tiie- 
mies m Germany," on account of the 
part he had taken in the business of 
the University.

It is only nooessary, in rcferenco to 
the proceedings which took place be- 
fore the Couiicih to observe^ that [Juss^ 
liaving been clearly convicted of here- 
sy, was condemned and degraded in 
the manner detailed in iny last letter, 
and left to the judgment of tlic state, 
the Council having declared that the 
(Unirch could do nothing further. 
Your corrcspondfiit excLiiuis, “ Com- 
)>as.sionate souls ! — ^lionest, simple Ca- 
tholic I«uynian ; what a w'orthy sub- 
ject is lie tor the tuition of his infalli- 
ble guides! He bclieveri, withoutdoiibt, 
llnit these soft-hearted i?cclesiflstici5 
wt-re not .it all aware th.it the sc'cular 
nnij, to whose care the degraded wretch 
wasc'otiiinitn (h with whom theChurch 
h nl nniliin;^ man tu </«, stood ready to 
bind him to the stake ; and that the 
fagvTotB and the torch were rea<ly pie- 
pjreil for liis exlennination.'* — Ves, 
sir. the C'ouneil knew that there w.as 
an uiirepoaleil law of the I'hiipire, made 
njmanis of years before by the 
llinperor I’rederit k the Second, winch 
ciiaeU’il the j»u?iishuieiit which Huss 
sufferi-d. *' (J;u<i.s idio?,que Inereticos, 
(juueuiif|\ie nomine cuiseantur, tlct^er- 
nimus ut vivi in eonspectu liominuin 
roiiiburantur, fianiinanini commissi 
judicif..'* 'I’he Council actid, if I may 
so speak, merely ah a jury, (and where 
could a inon* coin jieleni j ury bi • fou nd ? ) 
whose sole province it was to find a 
verdict of convjciion or ac<piittaK and 
W'ho, of course, hail no more right or 
title to inu>rfere witli the execution of 
the Jaw, than a jury hjve. It only bo- 
lonired to tin. I'mjKror to dispv'nse 
witli thi'l.nv ; bui binding that nothing 
K8.S than the safety of the empire and 
the stability of his throne were at 
stake, lie most relucuiutly .ilKnvetl the 
law to take its eoiuse. \^'hat opinion 
would 1 h‘ ftirnied of that niaifs uiid<T- 
Htanding. who should inaint.jin, tlnat 

because 'rhistlewood and In's associates 
were found guilty by tlu* vcnlict of a 
jury, that that verdict was the law, and 
the only law, under wliich they suHered? 
and yet this is, mulatto mufufults, pre- 


cisely the argument which your dis- 
tin^ished correspondent” maintains 
with such iicrtinacity. Tf the Layman 
can hope thus to impose uii the under- 
standing of otliers, lie must have made 
an cxtraordin.iry estimate of their in- 
tellect.” In defending tlie Council of 
Constance from the c)):u'ge which has 
been brought against it, let it not be 
understood that I am the advocate of 
the law under which Iluss suftered. 
That law, enacted at a period when 
the whole Christian world wiis C'atho- 
lic, when any innovation in religion 
might have ham attended with con- 
sequences the iTK>st injurious to the 
state, and when it could only affect 
the members of tlio ('alholie (Church 
itseli‘, may liave been suitable at the 
time as a political measure, (atid no 
person will deny that every state is 
entitled, in sound policy, to take pre- 
cautionary measures against innova- 
tions threatening its existence;) but 
it was no law of the Church, wliich 
never permits her pastors to concur in 
any capit.il or sanguin iry punishment. 
The [iractice of the 1 '.iigliim bishops in 
retiring from rarlianieiit in trials of 
life and death, is borrowed from this 
ancient dij'-eipUnc. 

1 shall now shortly notice a fow' of 
the leadingdoctrincsot* Wickliff, whom 
your cori'cspoudent so much admires, 
for no other rcasum apparently but bis 
hostility to the ('atholic (’hurch ; for 
1 will do him tlu; charity to hU])j:>ose 
that he really ditl not know that Wiek- 
liff dogmatizcti in the wav he did, 
Wickliif then main Ijiined, that. If the 
people r.-m discover or imagine that 
their bidiuji, magUtraU', (»r hovertign, 
be in mortal sin, that they may dis- 
cl.iim his authority and depose him ; (1) 
that the people are not obliged to obey 
law's, die juhticij of which camiDt iie 
domom-truted from Scripture ; (‘cf; that 
courts of law cannot lawfully exact an 
oath, (3) or confirm tlic title of an estate 
to any person for him and Ins heirs 
tor ever ; ( t) that it is sinful in the 
clergy to posisess any U iiipor.il pro-

(his charge might, with equal pro- 
priety, be applied to prove that Protos- 
Cants arc persecutors from principle ; 
and so sensible docs your corrcspuii- 
dent seem to be of this, that he now 
reduces the question to one single 
point — Does ^he Uoman Catholic 
Church arrogate to herself the sole 
means of salvation, excluding all who 
dissent from her doctrines from eter- 
nal happiness ? If this be answered 
in the affirmative, my case is proved." 
And how } Because without the int» 
fnitaiion of unworthy motives y an anxi- 
ety for the eternal welfare of mankind 
would urge the rulers of the Komish 
Church to compel all whom they could 
by any means influenct* to come with- 
in her pale.” And so, sir, Catholics 
are to he lield out as persecutors from 
principle, because the rulers of their 
Church have “ an anxiety for the eter- 
nal welfare of mankind ?** What a 
piece of sophistry is this, and how in- 
consistent with divine truth, to main- 
tain that an anxiety for the eternal 
welfare of munkiud,"’ is the criterion 
of persecution 1 

Your correspondent takes credit for 
the tenderuesK f many thunks to him !) 
with which he lias treated the Catho- 
lic Church, or the I^ady of the seven 
hills/' as he politely terms her : that 
he honours the stock from whence she 
Bprang, and that he has ** a warm at- 
tucbinent to one of her younger daugh- 
ters."' If this younger daughter be the 
Church of ICnglainl, your correspon- 
dent will please he infunnod, that tlie 
Catholic doctrine of exchirive salva- 
tion, which hesays the Catholic Church 
atTOgates to herself, is contained in the 
Athauusian creed, which forms a part 
of the Liturgy of the t'hureh of Kng- 
land ; and every Protestant of that 
Church is bound to swear in certain 
casMis that our doctrine of transu Instan- 
tiation is damnable. If again this 
younger daugliter be tlic Church of 
Scotland, she expressly teaches, that 
out of the visible church, ” which 
“ consists of all thosti throughout 
the world that ]Trofess the true re- 
ligion, iJwre is no nrtHtyir^f jx>ssi* 
bitity of stUmium.’\\) This true 
7'Hiffion* is dcduretl by the Na- 
tional Covenant appruven of by the 


General Aflaembly of die tiiutdl of 
Scotland in 1638, and ratifUd by Atk- 
of Parliament 1 64K), that which 
ceived, believed, and dr fvndvd by many 
and sundry notulde kirlcs and realms^ 
but chiefly by the Kirk of Scotland, the 
King's Miyesty and tiirce estates of 
this realm, as God's eternal truth and 
only groui^ of salvation, as more par-* 
ticularly is expressed in the Confession 
of our Faith, &c. But, perhaps, the 
Church of Rome may be one or those 
notable kirks which receive, believe^, 
and defend the true religion. By no 
means, fpr the Covenant thus pro- 
ceeds : And therefore we abhor and 
dHesi all contrary religion and doc^ 
trine, BUT chixfly all kino of pa- 
riSTRY IK OXNLBAL, and particularly 
even as thiy are now diimned and con^ 
filled by the word of God and Kirfc of 
* Scot laild.'* Nay, farther, in answer to 
the 60th question of the Larger Cate- 
chism, the Church of Scotland declares, 
that " they who, having never heard 
the gosjiel, know not Jesus Christ, and 
believe not on him, cannot be saved,he 
they ever so diligent to frame ilteir 
lives according to the light of nature, or 
the laws ofthlit religion which they pro* 
fessf* a question on whidi the Catholic 
Church never has, nor will probably 
ever feel itself called upon to give 
any decision. If, again, this younger 
daughter, with w hora your correspon- 
dent is enamoured, be the French Hu- 
guenot Church, it is declared in their 
Catechism, on the lOth article of the 
creed, that out of the church there ia 
nothing but death and damnation.” 

But does the Catholic Churclt main- 
tain the doctrine, tliat persons out of 
her communion, from mere error of 
conscicna^ procetjding from invincible 
ignorance, incur the awful penalty of 
condeiniiution ? By no means. On 
the contrary, it is the belief of the Ca- 
tholic Church, that a person whose 
conscience erroneously persuades him 
that he is in the true church, may 
be excused from the sin of heresy, if 
this error of conscience proceeds from 
invincible ignorance,” (5) which is con- 
formable to the definition of heresy 
given by the Council of Trent in their 
Catechism ; For not every one, so 
soon as he has erred in faitli, is to be 
called a heretic ; but he who, iieglect-

(Ijy notable kirk^J* 

While your correspondent atlrnits 
•the perset^utions suffered by CathoUcs, 
jbo yet defends, or rather palliates, the 
executions of Catholics in the reigi. of 
f^ueen Klizal>eth, the disgusting 
sentence of a barbarous age/* by this 
subtirf'uge : — ‘‘ but let it not be for- 
gotten, that this was for »)vert acts, 
declared by the law to be treason, and 
iiol for religious opinions, that these 
perM»ns suffered.*' No doubt, that dra- 
eoTtian system of persecution, wliicli 
happier times have abrogated/* de- 
clared certain overt acts to he treasoii- 
ablo ; hut the gentleman surely does 
not require to be told, that these overt 
treasonable acts of Catholics, consisted 
Mihf iif f/ie prufvifsiuH fj/’ tluir r'e/i:^ion» 
iJiit the same excuse was made for the 
most ftacrilegious act ever committed 
by mortal man. (‘i) What, then, were 
these overt acts, which were declared 
treasonable by statute in the reign of 
Klizabeth ? These were, inter alia, a 
denial oi' her sj>irituiil supremacy as 
bead of the ('hurcli, ajid a reconcilia- 
tion or return to tlic (\ithoIic faith. 

During the reign of this female JPope, 
tlie perishable infimy of whose name 
{ms bt 4 u immurtilizod by the murder of 
her amiable but unfortunate kinswo- 
man, ujiwanls (ff Catholics wen* 
imt to death .or their religion, among 
whom were I Pi ])rii;sCs. tliese, 1 d 
were cond-nmed for denying the 
t^uecu’s spiritual supremacy, l‘if> fur 
the exercise of tludr priestly functions, 
and till- ri'st for ’ fiug rerttm ib ti to the 
Catholic fciitli, or for aiding and abet- 
ting pritst.s ; that is to Fay, for endea- 
vouring to pri*serve their lives. Ite- 
fddes these, and during the sauic* reign, 
prie*;ts, or lay persons, died in pri- 
son, and 105 were sent into jK’rpetual 
lianishment. A]thoii;.dt your corre- 
jqMMidetit d(*prerates tliese hariririlies, 
it wouhl appear that he cvnisidc rs them 
as having been iwces^sary ut tlu* time 
they wen* inflicted, from the peculiar 
situation of Quccii lOlzaheih, and he 


prays that ** satne necessity may 
Dover return again." Wltat, sir ! does 
lie mean to maintain, that a refusal 
to acknowledge the spiritual supre- 
macy of another Elizabeth, or the be- 
ing reconciled to the Catholic taitli, 
can, under any circumstances, over 
warrant a renewal of tb^' h^al mur- 
ders which stain die history of Eng- 
.laudp No, I will not suppose that lie 
really means this, though his words 
certainly convey such an idoiu I will 
rather cunshler his expression as an 
unguarded one, though tlos.sl y tl i row 1 1 
out. and lUctatcd by a spirit tifbigotrj , 
which but ill uci*ordb with that HIkt- 
ality and Christian charity he pro- 
fesses, .iiul wUirh none of }a>ur rea<lers 
wouid inure reatidy acknuvvhslge tlian 
1, rliil not the whole iciKir of his wri- 
tings convince me, that these iirofes- 
sions .ite mere cant. IK* has w.iived, 
perhaps wisely, all exnlaiiation, by 
t'lkiug a tiiul atlieu of tin di.'^eu'.don ; 
i* It I have no wish that he shmiul givi' 
ieehi.s r. aSiMK, likeKalst.ul, on com- 
pulsion/* even ilmugh they may, like 
tliose of tin* galUui Ivmglit, be “ a» 
plenty as blu-klArrics." 

'J’he third cliurgo is, tliat (lutho- 
lics holtl it lawful to de|K)se and mur- 
der heretic sovereigns;" and th.it this 
might not be calleil a vague imputa- 
tion, your correspundent n furred to 
the wTi lings ofccriain ( 'ai holic authors, 
whos*.* works, it now t vidcnilv .'ipocars, 
lie hiu I never read : Ibr in ins letter 
lie seems to exult for li.iving “ dt 
st rated** by two or tliive (piotuions, 
that he Inus “ actually turned over the 
erudiu' pages of St Tiioma.’* Actiuinas !'* 
'rhis wa> truly disjilayiug tiie lull 
exlt.nt of that charity wliich is the 
essence of Christianity/* wdth a m n- 
geunce. but if he had lieeii as sineen* 
iiiliisinquirie.s after truth, as he 
anxious to fix an odnnej .stigma upon 
the m .»,st numerous body oi' ChrLstiiUiii 
iu the world, — ^upon the followers of 
the religion of an Alfred, a Wallace, 
.aiid a lirucc, he would not certainly 
have condned his labours to the inert? 
brustiing off tiie dust and cob-wt*]»s 
from the huge folio of St Thomas's 
lucubrations,’* — ^lie would have idso 
cunsvdtod the be.st Catholic authors, 
niid the Catholic caWchisms, and books 
of instruction, and he would have re- 
ported, thatafter the most minute exa-

their oaths and in numerous writiFigs, 
hut that it had been condcjiincd by 
that very Council which hail fallen 
nnder his reproaches ; and, inoreover, 
he vroiild have re]H)rted, that no Coun- 
cil, no Pope, no ('atholic writc'r what- 
ever, had ever held it lawful to dtpose 
and murder heretic sovereigns, lie 
W'onld tlien probably have exclaimed. 
How eprre'uously have I been im- 
posed upon by iujprincij)led authors, 
who have imputed to the Catholic 
Clmrch tenets which slie nev<T pro- 
fess(*d ! I see, however, that there arc 
some writers who, o])li;.'ed by tbu force 
of truth to admit all this, yet main- 
tain that Komaii Catholics cannot be 
bclie'ved in tvliat they say even U]>on 
oath ; l)Ut tlien, on the other liaiid, I 
fiiKl lli.it Itoiijaii (‘atholicK have for 
.‘ibojit 'ioD years refii.'.ed to take cer- 
tain oaths lor conscience' sake, the 
iTHTi' takiiiir of “whicli w()u]d make 
them t*)ip;ible to those otfiecs from 
winch sudi u refusal excludes tlnm; 
and ii;, M\ uiaini.iiiied, they paid no 
rcjj^ard to o.itlo', and could obtain a 
dispensafitjii to perjure themselves, 
v\hy hesitate about I'lkinp; them ? f 
tret Jy cimfev; now, tliat my prejudiecs 
liavi ‘ubsiihd filthouid* 1 thotn»ht 
I possc'SHi'd that eliarify, wliich is ihc 
essence of Clin.-itanity, I lu'wr before 
war aware, w]i< n I ^poke of Uo- 
iiian l’atbolie.s and their rt liLdmi, that 
virtue iijjperceptiMy forsook nn.*' 

In an'-w*’r to the third chaiyt-, I ob- 
serve*! that ilie doctrine ujs proseri- 
ht d of Popi' j'ius the f t!i, b\ a rt script, 
dated 1 7th June 17iH, and was dis- 
elatnud by the opinii>ns of the foreign 
universitii's — that St 'rhoina.-, to whose 
WTitiiigs your ccirres)U’n<leiJt referred, 
never Taught t!iat it was L-nvlul to de- 
pose and murder heretic sovereigns; 
anti that so far from timling the de- 
testable doelrine im|»uted to him in 
any part of bis numerous writings, lie 
had taught that it is never lawful to 
deceive even our enemu's by tH-llijig «*i 
lie or b0|l|||tii)g a promise ; that as to 
Petit, who was also cited as liolding 
tlie same doctrine, ihc Councif of Cun- 
almice had, by a rei^uhr decm\ pro* 
noifFtred ii hrreficul and dun^rroKs. 

Vour correspondent, in his last let- 
CtT, in place of inaiifuliy giving iu» bis 
fiL'aiidafoiis charg*.*, as every candid 
prrwm would have done; aflrr readiiiL* 


iny answer, has cvaclcxl tlic question 
very adroitly, by putting an iqtcrroM 

g atovy, to clash, if possililc, with the 
ackneyed quotations lie has favoured 
us wdih from the w’ritings of St Tho- 
mas, hoping, no doubt, by this nicana 
to perplex the true state of the ques- 
tion at issue, viz. Whether the Catho- 
lic Cliurch liolfLs it lawful to murder 
and dt'pose heretic sovereigns. Tltc 
interrogatory is this, — “ Has the Jto- 
man C'atholic Church verily and in- 
deed an aversion to puFiinh heresy with 
detith } I read, (says he) this merci- 
ful disposition asserted in books of mo- 
dern date; 1 bear it advanced by the 
learned teachers of that religion ; and 
the Cath*)lic Layman of Edinburgh 
holds up both his hands against the 
calumniator who charges her with this 
propensity, and with the detestable 
aoetrine of absolving the* sulyeets of 
heretical sovereigns from their alle- 
giance.*' Yet, strange to toll, all these 
will not satisly the eharitabj ' Protes- 
tant r^ayniaii, nor even the plain con- 
sideration of the doctrine by Pope Pius 
the Sixth, and by the six foreign uni- 
versities. lie rather chuses, he says,. 

to co?^sult grave authority, tvhich 
can plainly inform us touching these 
matters, without the troulilc of seinl- 
ingto Salamanca, VaUadolid, or even to 
Paris, fur al)soliiti»ni.'' But the wlnde ' 
result of Ids consultation consists in 
two or lliree quotations from the Srnn* 
Tftfj 7'hvoli^ria! of St Thonuei, 

which do not in the least degree sup- 
jiort the charge of deposition and mur- 
der, which he had afKxed on St 'J'ho- 
inas. and through him on the whole 
Catliolie Churefu 

Before any exact opinion can he 
fornn.d of St Thomas's views regarding 
JuTesy, it is particularly nece.-vsary to 
keep in \ iew', that at the time he wrote, 

whvh was in Uic tliirUnilh century, 
or about 000 years ago, tJie whoh' 
Christendom wat; united into a sort of 
religious eomniuiiity or conimoii weal t li , 
protessiiig the. f.aiuc faith, ami acknow- 
ledgiiig the spiritual supremacy of the 
Pope. In the preceding ages of tin; 
Cliurcli, there had been heresies and 
schisms, which had always been at- 
tendid with disturbances and outrages ; 
but, with the exception of the Grtvk 
fichistn, w'hich still exists, they all gra- 
dually disappeared. To prevent the 
quiet of kingiloins from being disturb- 
ed, and tlicir sah*ly e ndangered by re- 
ligious anhuosities, various laws were 
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iniik^ in diffl^rent statee^ af^nst he* 
rwry 5 but these were mere civil instU 
tutiofls^ with which the Church had 
no concern, and over w'hich she had no 
control. 1 am quite aware that here 
it may be said, that as the Icprislators 
were Catholics, the Church, of which 
they were tneinbers, must be held as 
approving of the penal laws promuU 
gated by them. This argument might 
perhaps do, if the state were aubser* 
went to the Church, and if the Catho- 
lic Churches, like many of the Protes- 
tant Churches, were confined to one 
kingiiom ; but os the Catholic Clmrch 
as spread over the whole world, and 
can only be represrnted in a General 
Council by her pastors, it is chiltlish 
and absurd to maintain that the laws 
of any particular kingdom, because 
enacted by Catholics, arc the laws of 
the Catholic Church. These laws, 
however, remained almost a dead let- 
ter, by the humane interference of the 
dergy, for the adversaries of Catholics 
have only been able to rake out two 
instances of capital punishments, viz. 
those of Huss and Jerome of Prague, 
lh»m the ashes of eighteen centuries. 
These laws, too, as I have already ob- 
served, were enacted against the mem- 
bers of tlie Catholic Church who might 
lall into heresy, a point of some im- 
portance to be kept in view. 

Such being the state of matters 
when St Thomas wrote, he gives it .is 
his opiuioii, in accordance with tho 
law, that persons who have been con- 
victed of heresy, and excommunicated^ 
may bo punimed, bjf ** the secular 
power” with deatli. Now, before a 
person can be excommunicated, he 
must necessarily have been a member 
of the Church, and subj€^,.|o her au- 
thority, and therefore the law could 
never apply to those who never had 
been members; but the penal laws 
passed in every country where the He- 
fmnation obtained an ascendancy, 
were solely directed against Catholics. 
St Thomas is also of opinion that sub- 
jeeto are set free from the dominion 
of their govcmoni, and from their oath 
of allegiance, after these governors have 
been excommunicated for apostacy, 
which may imply deposition also, 
diough not expressed. But why quar- 
rel with the opinion, wlien our own 
laws recognize me same principle ? It 
is expreimy declared 1^ statute, as 
a fundamental part ef the British 
coBsrituticn, that if any sovereign of 


these realms sliall apostatize from the 
Protestant faith, nnu become Catholic, 
he thereby forfeits bis crown, and 
consequcnlly all dominion over his 
subjects, who are thereby releasetl from 
their oatli of allegiance, and he may 
immediately be sent a-packing, to beg 
his bn*nil in a fbreign counti^, like 
James the Second, merely for thus 
satisfying his conscience. If he should 
resist, the consequences are quite olv- 
vious. And yet, after idl, I am sure, 
if the King of France, or King of 
Spain, or any other Catholic monarch, 
should hapi>en to be deprived of his 
crown for apostacy, nothing would be 
heard from the* Laud's Pinl to John-o*- 
Groat's, but clamours about the cruel- 
ties of Poj^ery I 

These opinions, however, of St 
Thomas, anil other sehoobnen, like 
that of the infallibility of the Pope, 
which Rome few have maint'iin(.'rL were 
never recognized by the Church in any 
shaui? ; and did it suit my puqwse, I 
could prove, from the writings of the 
first Heforiners, that almost the w-hole 
of them taught doctrines much more 
objectionable. 

Your correspondent is perfectly 
aware of his error on the charge of 
deposition and murder, and ^'coriling- 
ly, in alluding to St Thomas’s opinion 
as to the consequences of a sentence of 
excommunication, he obstTves, — ‘^A 
logician, like tho ('atholie La\man, 
may, perhaps, argue that this soiitt Tice 
proceeds no farther than dt position, 
and docs not prescribe murder." Most 
assuredly I do so, sir, as every iiorson 
pf common sense would ; and it will 
remain with the Protestant Layman, 
to shew by wiiat rules of logic an 
opinion wliich merely maintains that 
subjects .irc released from their oaths 
of ^legiance, must imply that they 
hold it lawful to mimler tlitir ex- 
communicated governors. 

To support his charge that the Ca- 
tholic Church holds it lawful to mur- 
der and depose heretic sovereigns, your 
correspondent rcferrul in his first let- 
ter to the writings of Petit, who, he 
said, had inaintaiueti the doij|fate ; but 
upon my shewing that Petifvloctrinc 
was oondf'nmcd by theCouncil of Coii- 
staucc, ** ae erroneous in faith and 
morals, as an heretical, scandalous, and 
most jwrnicious doctrine” he now in- 
consistently maintains that the 
why Petit's doctrine was condemned, 
was because he bad maintained that 
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murder should bo committed without 
any gcntence or command whiieovr* 
This is truly a vory strange mode of 
reasoning. Petit maintains that any 
tyrant inuy be lawfully niurderefl with- 
out any sentence or command ; and 
although the Council condemns this 
doctrine of king-killing, they arc still 
to be held as approving of it, if pre- 
ceded by the sentence, or comniuiid of 
a judge ! An allusion was also made 
to the writings of (Tcrson. the Chan- 
cellor of the University of Paris, in 
support of the charge, but no quota- 
tions have been made from his writ- 
ings ; and 1 can now' infonn your cor- 
respondent, that Cierson assisted at the 
Council, in which Petit's doctrine was 
condt'iniied, not only as the dejnity of 
ih(‘ University, but also as Aml)assa- 
dor from the King of France, a pretty 
sure indication that the charge against 
liiin is false. Indeed it is not itnpro- 
liahk, that as Petit was a doctor of 
Paris, Gerson was ihe first to denounce 
liis doctrine. 

1 shall conclude this branch of tho 
discussion, by quoting the question 
put to the foreign Universities, and 
their answer, to which I have so often 
alluded ; ** Can the Pope, nr Cardinals, 
or any body of men, or any individual 
of the (niurcli of Koine, absolve or dis- 
pense witli liis Majesty's subjects from 
their oath of allegiance, any pre^ 
hit o'hdtsuviiT?'' Answered unani- 
mously, “ That the Pope, or Cardinals, 
or any boily of men, or any individual 
of the Cliuich of Koine, cannot ab- 
solve or dispciiKo with his IMajcsty's 
subjects from their oath of allegiance, 
uvy prvtiri u’hntMK^vvr** And Ca- 
tludics, ill the oaths they take to go- 
vernment, umkr the statute 33, Geo. 
111. c. 21, (called the act 1793;) 
“ swear, abjure, condemn, and detest, 
as unchristian and iinphms, tlieprinci- 
j)lc that it is lawful to murder, destroy, 
or my miy in jvre any person wluitso^ 
ever, for, or under the pretence of be- 
ing a heretic and ** that no act in 
itseff unjust, immoraf, or wirfrrti, can 
ever be justified f or vxeused by^ or under 
any pretence or colour , that it uhm done 
either for the ppunt of the church, or in 
obedience to anil ecclesiastical jx)wcr 
V'hafsnnvr/’ 

Perhaps your correspondent may 
still, with the truest sincerity, lay his 
hand on his licart, and say that he 
believes " that 'the Roman Catholic 
CbuKh would exterminate heretics,'' 


if opportunities should oiler; but lift' 
him keep in mind tliat sincerity ia 
net always the test of trutli, and that 
there are men certainly as respectable 
for their acquirements, and as impart 
tial in their opinions, as he can be who 
have thought differently, lie may for^* 
tify this delusive sincerity, on the 
ground that I have deieiided Sigia* 
mond and ihe Council of Constance ; 
but let him recollect tliat that defence 
is founded on a denial of his accusation^ 
and on the most unqualified reproba- 
tion of those principles he imputes to 
them. He may also keep up this de- 
ceptive security, by supposing, that 
because 1 had stated that .Tames the 
Second fell a sacrifice to the toleration 
of his religious principles, that tliere- 
fore I believed his great error was is 
his too great toleration, insinuating 
1 presume, that I meant to defend, 
(which 1 certainly did not,) the ex- 
ercise of a disputed prerogative, which 
every sovereign \vho preceded him, 
from the earliest period of the penal 
GO<lc, had exercised ; but let him also 
recollect, that James's declaration of lim 
beriy of conscience was the determining 
cause of liis deposition, a declaration 
which was considered not agreeable to 
law* It is thercibre evident, that James 

fell a sacrifice to the tuler.atioD of 
his religious principles/' even 
mitting, what I never disputed, tMl 
the steps ho took were unconstitutioni 
al, so that the definition of your cor- 
respondcnt's “ too great toleration,'* 
resolves into this, that James should 
have been as intolerant as the laws 
themselves with which he attempted 
to dispense. 

Finding the doors of Parliament 
shut against persons professing the 
Christian religion, not because tliey be- 
lieved less than Protestauts, but be- 
cause they believed more, and finding 
these doors quite o^K'n to those who 
laugh at Christianity, and deny the 
very existence of a (tod, your charita- 
ble correspondent, in his first letter, 
most unfortunately for liimself, justi- 
fied the distinction, on the ground that 
if an atheist should reach the summit 
of power, “ tme advantaffe, at toast, 
would attend his elevation f* and what 
is this advantage ? Why, tliat he would 
not exhibit the spectacle of an Auto 
da fe. But on my calling to his recol- 
h'ction the atheistical horrors of the 
French Revolution, he is ptizzlod to 
get out of the embamssmeffit, and lays 
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aixmt hhn like a nmn in the dark* 
betermiiied, however, be the cost wliat 
it may, still to lean to the side of 
atheism, and atheists, notwithstand- 
ing the ** cordial regard,** the “ warm 
t^eciionf which, he says, be cherishc'a 
"for many individuals of the Catholic 
body,” and the hi^h resfccf" which 
he entertains for some of the miiiis- 
tos of that (the Catholic) religion,” 
our coirespoiident thinks that the 
errors of this dreadful explosion, (the 
French Revolution,) were at least of a 
milder kind than the ** infliction of 
mistaken religious ardour ;** so that his 
aversion to atheism, (for I will not 
supiK>se that he wishes to favour it,) 
proceeds not so much from its doctrines 
as from the practices of its professors* 
But even if the exaggerated and fabu- 
lous statements respecting the Inqui- 
sition, to which he refers, were true, 
(and let it not be understood that be- 
cause 1 question the accuracy of these 
statements that 1 a]q)rove of such an 
institution,) tlicy will stand no com- 
parison with the horrors of that aw'ful 
event, which set Heaven at defiance, 
and which hud for its avowed object 
the utter extirpation of Christianity 
from the world. Your correspondent 
asks, wliat it was that gave rise to those 
pernicious publications which wi^e the 
■■^“ledsof till* French Revolution ? aques- 
Vh which I shall immediately attempt 
lb answer ; but, in the first place, let 
us hear tlie answ'er he himself gives — 
** that they derived their origin from 
no other source than the absurd su- 
perstition and intolerable tyranny of 
the Church of Rome.” I shall, how- 
ever, endeavour to account for these 
pernicious publications in a more phi- 
losophical manner. 

According to the testimony of Lu- 
dicr, and other principal Tcforiucrs, a 
deluge of impiety and vice immedi- 
ately siiccfwled the enkindling of the 
pure JlavLd of the Reformalionf wliich 
^ade many of thein regret the separa- 
tion from the Church of Home wliidt 
they had occasioned. That this state- 
ment may not be called ava^ue imjfu- 
iatim^ let these reformers sjicak for 
themselves. The world,”says Luther, 
^ grows every day worse and worse. It 
Sfi plain that men arc rimch more co-

vetous^ malidoufi, and refleut Ail ; miicli 
more unruly, shamele^, and full of 
vice, than they were in the time of 
Popcry.*’(l) Formerly, when we were 
** seduced by the Pope, men willingly 
followed good works, but now all their 
study is to get every thing to tlicm- 
selves, by exactions, lullage, theft, ly- 
ing, and U8ur)'.'’(^) ‘'It is a wonder- 
ful thing, and full of scandal, that 
from the time when the pure doctrine 
was first called to light, the world 
should daily grow worse and worsc."('0 
Of so many thousands," says Calvin, 
seemingly eager in embracing the 
gospel, how few have sina^ uinciulcd 
their lives ! Nay, to what else do the 
greater part pretend, except, by slia** 
king off the yoke of superstition, to 
launch ovLtmora freehf into every kirnl 
of lasciviousness .^”(4) And Ruccr ob- 
serves, tliat “ the greater pan of the 
people seem only to have emhracerl the 
gos|K‘l, in order to shake off’ tlie ytpke 
of discipline, and the obiigdion of fast- 
ing and penatxce,wliicb inyupoii them 
in the time of l^»pery, and to live ai 
their pltaisnre. cnjoyn)‘t liunr lupts nml 
lawless appetites withimt control.^ 
They therefore Itfnt a willing ear to 
the doctrine, that we art' justified i»y 
faith alone, and mu by gooil works, 
having no rdiali for tlieni."(.i) “ Ail is 
lost,” says Capito, “ all gne^ to ruin. 
For our people, now* accustumeil, atid, 
as it were, brought up in licentimis- 
UCRs, have thrown off all suhonlina- 
tion. They cry out to us, \W know 
enough of tlie gospcL'’{b) Allow me 
just to add a lew w'ords from the cele- 
brated Lrusinus, — “ What an evatige- 
lical geiu-miion is this ! Nothing w'as 
vvt'jT seen more lieeiitious and inori* kc- 
dttious. Nothing is Ic-ssevangelical than 
thesi* pretended t vangclics. (7 ) 'fake 
notice of this evangtiicrd people, and 
shew me an individual among them 
all, who from being a drunkard h;i« 
become sober ; from being a libertine 
has become cliastc. 1, on the other 
hand, can shew' you many who have bo- 
cotiie worse by the change." (K) “ Those 
wliom I once knew to have been chaste, 
sincere, and without fraud, I found, 
after tliey had embraced this to 
be licentious in their conversation, 
gamblers, neglectful of prayer, ]>as-

Will your corri'Kponilent say, that 
this libertinism was occasioned by 
the alisurd superstition, and intolera- 
ble tyranny of the Cimrch of Momc ?" 
What, then, was the cause of it, but 
that abuse of reason wliicli would 
make every man an expositor of the 
sacred onielcH } Several of the reform- 
ers K(H)n repetted the consequences of 
that evangelical liberty they had pro- 
claimed ; but matters had j»one too 
far to he mendetl, and the result was, 
that these very reformers shortly dis- 
apeed iimouj' themselves, each becom- 
ing the head of a sejiarate sect, which 
sirth liave been cwiitinually splitting 
nnd sulvdividing down to our own 
d.i)s, and will probably continue to do 
in} tu/itiUum, It is a singular fact, 
that aithough all these sects ililier in 
some respects from each other, and 
have their mutual antiiuthics, yet 
they all concur in running dow'u the 
i’utholie eliureh ; and what tnakes the 
eireuuiKiance still more extraordinary 
is thi.s, that all these Mots coUirtirth/ 
believe every article of the Catholic 
faith. 

'I’liese cojitrijilictory opinions of si cts, 
some of them bortlertng on inlidvlity, 
and all of ilum grounded upon the 
baseh'ss fabric created by 

<legiM‘S an imhlicrviicc f<»r revealed 
nligioii among certain nun of acute 
minds, who, in place of eiili"^tijig in 
the wilds of controvtrsy, ])en’erted 
fheir liileiils by calbng in question the 
truth of divine reveliiion itself. These, 
sir, wtiv I he true causes wdiich engcii- 
deretl and hrotight to lull inatuiity 
tlnit sMitrin of atheism mid infidelity 
which brought on the French Uevo- 
liittoii, and not •* the abhurd siijn-rsti- 
li<»n and intolerulde tyranny of the 
(.’hurch of Home." Uoussoan, the 
champion of infidelity, was bred a 
Protestant ; and in ])l:u*e of this ab- 
Minl superstition anil intolerable ty- 
ranny" iieing the lensoii of his r/Vo//- 
cafififT the cause of humanity, and 
of‘ the freedom of the human uiuler- 
staiiding," as your correspondent pre- 
tends, he declared, thatifheliad Ix'cn 
a ( hristiun, he would have been a 
('atliolie, and tliat “ tlie reiori nation 


W 08 Intolerant fVom its cradle, and ita 
authors universally persccutorb." (2) 

Having now exhausted the topics in 
your correspondent's letter applicable 
to me, I shall ofter a few observations 
on that part of it which is meant as an 
answer to Mr Canning's speech. The 
wliole of his argument resolves into 
this, that by some fundamental prin** 
ciple of the constitution, the exclusion 
of ('atholics from Parliament, and 
from liolding certain situations in the 
State, is to be considered as pcrpo« 
tually fixed. But the absurdity of this 
proposition is at once apparent. In the 
Jirsi place, there is no positive lawde* 
claratory of such a ]>rincij>lc, nor do 
the* acts of the unions with Scotland 
and Ireland recognize it. It is true, 
that the act for the security of the 
Church of Scotland, and the act for 
the .security of the Church of England, 
are ik-clared to be ei!<.s( ntial and fuiida« 
mental parts of the articles and union 
with Scotland ; but the advocates for 
perpetual exclusion cannot avail them* 
stdves of any argument deducible from 
this declaration, without first shewing 

that the security contemplated will be 
endaiigend by admitting Catholics 
into the pale of the constitution. 

In the svi'und {dace, tlie principle of 
exclusion having no foundation in our 
writbin or positive law, nmi** as 
Mr Plunkett well observed, ‘‘have 
hi en in force hr fore the fuu'/* If so, 
there did not exist in England a 
liege num entillcd to the privileges of 
the constitution, before the time of 
Henry VIII. ; for till then aU acknow-^ 
ledged the spiritual supremacy of the 
I’opi*. JSIagna Chartu was established 
by outlaws from the state : iliose gal- 
lant barons, wlu).se deseenduiits havo 
birn so feelinirly alluded to by my 
iioblt* friend (I/ord Nugent), thougfi 
they were indeed permuted to achieve, 
yet were not entitled to share the li- 
berties of their country ; — tliey might 
not dare to open the great charter 
wdiich had been won by tlieir liardi- 
hotxl and patriotism; nay, more, if 
this principle is true, there is not, 
at this moment, a liege subject in any 
(’athoHe country in Europe. Sir, such 
trash as this shocks our common sense, 
and sets all arpincnt at defiaiia*.''(3) 
But lastly, if this principle of utter

to the purity of that constitution, by 
which, to use the words of Ixird Bo- 
DOn, ** ike stthjeci that is naturai bom 
hath a compeienctf or abiitiy to all bene* 
Hit whatever 

Many have been the pretences set 
Bp by the opponents of the Catholic 
^ms for continuing to deprive Ca- 
tholics of their natural rights ; but 
those brought forward by your corre- 
mondent have been so often and so 
loly refuted in the Great Council of 
ihe nation, that no person there has 
DOW the hardihood to bring them for- 
ward ; and most certainlyj were any 
lionourable or right honourable gen- 
deman, or any noble lord, to deliver a 
ipeech similar to your correspondent's 
tetters, such memfiers would he laiigh- 
>d down. Dr Marbh, Bishop of Pe- 
berhorough, whose opinion, as an op- 
aoncTit of the Catholic claims, may lie 
[ustly regarded as equal to that of any 
Protestant Layman in the kingdom, 
has fairly acknowledged (and no 
one of the right reverend bench, in 
whose presence lie made the acknow- 
ledgment, clisavowcd his sentiments,) 
that the profession of the lioinan Ca- 
diolic religion, merely as a religious 
opinion, orotlierwise than as afford- 
ing an inference of a want of civil 
worth, was not properly the subject of 
my political disability. ^'(l) But as Mr 
Plunkett observed, It might have 
oocurred to the mind of the learned 
prelate, accustomed to the precision of 
nathemakiwd proof, that if the lioinan 
Catholic, for the reason assigned, real- 
ly hod less civil worth than the Pro- 
Xistant, it would not therefore follow 
that he should be excluded, unless the

were first proved to be the minimum 
which could warrant admission ; but 
what may be the nature of thia quali- 
ty, which he is pleased to designate 
under the new appellatioD of * dvil 
worth,' he has not mought proper ex- 
actly to state. It leaves out, 1 pre- 
sume, all consideration of birth or for- 
tune, or such like ,* also the oeddent- 
al circumstanoc*s of education, and 
learning, and talents ; also the unes- 
sential attributes of truth, and honour, 
and probity ; those are all dreum- 
stances too mean to fonu any part of 
his abstractions. I must presume so ; 
for the person who possesses them all 
ill the highest degree*, if he happens to 
acknowledge the spiritual su]>remacy 
of th^ Pope, is actually excluded, is be- 
low Zero in his scale of 'civil worth 
and the person who is utterly dcHtitute 
of all of them, is admittcil, provideil 
he is not so punctilious as to refuse 
to deny that supremacy." (2) 

Before concluding, allow me to of- 
fer to you, sir, my best acknowledg- 
ments for the opjiortunity you have 
afforded me of vindicating the religion 
I profess, from the obloquy which h;is 
been attempted to be thrown upon it 
and its professors, through the medi- 
um of your extensive circulation. This 
letter has been hmglhcned to a dt'gree 
far beyond what I liad any conception 
of when 1 first sat down to it ; but tin* 
importance of' the subject, and the ex- 
ertions which huve been made by my 
antagonist to bias your readers, will, [ 
trust, be held as my apology for occu- 
pying so much of your pages. But it 
is not to the bigt>tti*«l and illiberal that 
I address myself; for though 1 }»ad the 
tongues of men and of angelb, nothing 
tliat 1 could say would be iwoduclive 
of any good effect, witliout '' that 
charity which is the essi*nce of ('hris- 
tiatiity." It is uidy to those whose 
minds are 0 |)en to hear and acknow- 
ledge truth, from whatever quarter it 
may come, (ami here 1 earnt*siiy wish 
I could include your C(»rrespondeut 
among them,) that these pages arc de- 
dicated. From these alone do 1 ex- 
pect justice.

the first view of the Jura from a Httle 
above Dole, was what Mother M. 
would call a sensaiioH * — 

My English companiuns thrust their 
hi^B all together out of the carriage 
window, like geese out of a coop, in 
search of Mont Blanc, He s there,** 
aays one. Tni sure I ste him,'* says 
another. There was not n cloud in 
the horison that one of them did not 
metamc^hoae into the uioriarch of 
mountains, divided irotn us at the 
time by the whole breadth of the Ju- 
ra. Dmedcs, a pretty town, strong, 1 
shovdd think, at least picturesquely 
fi>rtified. ^ The bridge, which they 
wm rebuilding as we (mst, was blown 
up in fourteen, to stop the advance of 
the Austrians. We began to ascend 
at PoUgny, and soon found ourselves 
in the mimt of the Juru. Having in 
my anticipation dwelt for t))e most 
pi^ on tlie Alps, 1 had degi*aded the 
Jura in idea into a mere prelude to 
llieir magnificence. 1 bad intended 
to hoard my stock of adiniratiou for 
fihe grander ol^ect. But reserve of 
the kind was in4po£.sible ; and even the 
first view of diese pine forests of na- 
ture's planting exhausU'd the cruise 
to its last dr(m. Those huge moun- 
tains, clothea from foot to the very 
summits with tlie dork spruce fir, thdir 
oiitliiics fretted from (lie subtleness 
of each tree, and jagged from the ha- 
voc of the frequent teuiptst ; and the 
clouds, not crowning the hill tops, as 
with us, but ibr the most part sailing 
in masses on, mid-mountain hmh, or 
scattwd in white ^aps like a flock of 
sheep* olo^ the side, formed a scene 
that all tlie liadclifT castle- 

buildin^ my romantic days. At a 
tOTfl of jS^e^untain road, Morey ap- 
|)eated^l|l^ beneath us, at u&c 


bottom of a deep vdley, scarcely di^ 
tingui^able as a town, jmt fbr its 
shining roofs and steeple tops of tin. 

Sacrisfte <ptil est gcnwc/’ said a Fle- 
ming, who was with us, poirping his 
head out of the carriage window.-— 
Oentife was certainly the last word in 
the French* vocabulary I should have 
expected to hear applied to such a view. 
'Twas like the story of the cataract, 
being not only magnificent, but abso- 
lutely pretty. Nest ce jnts con- 
tinued he, answering my look of ex- 
postulation with a demand of acqui- 
escence. There was no arguing with 
a man that called the Jura gentile, so 
we agreed. Ihroughout the Jura, 
cheese B(*ein8 to be the order of the 
day. In every spot hare of fir, is a 
vacheril; and in every nook of green a 
herd of cows, with their crackt*d bells 
tingling and echoing everlastingly 
throughout the vale ; and indeed no- 
thing eatable except the Gruyrre is lo 
be had upon the roful. Tlu'ugh 
abounding in cattle, meat scarctly 
formic juirt of the food of the country. 
.Simoud, who pas.»cd through during 
the time of scarcity, sajs, Such is 
the prediU'Ction oi'tbe |>eonl(» for bread, 
that its price exceeds that of uu’fU, 
which is scarce augmented. The price 
of bread upon tiic road is tvi dve sous 
the pound, while that of rnc^at is but 
ten, a surprising difference/'* 

There can be few profquictK on the 
globe more beautiful or t trikitjg th:.n 
that enjoyetl, when (Jiucva, its lake, 
and the Alps beyond tlum, burst ui»on 
the view, as one descoiuls the Jura. — 
It is absolutely astounding, although 
the b(?8t part of the lake cannot he dis- 
covered ; but the Savoy Alps rearing 
theinsclvcs from the lake, tfie Sulevcs 
from Geneva, and, still more distant, 
the Mole, and Mont Blanc, covered 
with those eternal snows, which though 
often heard and read of, are never all 
hdieved till set^n, struck me as if we 
wtore nearing the land of another planet. 
In descending, we sought for the Foun- 
tain of Napoleon, of which we hail 
heard so muidi ; it was a respectable, 
decent, little fountain, but nothing to 
speak of— remarkable only, because 
Uie Austrians erased the name of Na- 
poleon on the front. After running 
the diogonal of France, and seeing no- 
thing for four or five hundred miles, 
but unenclosed plains, whether cuUiva- 
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teil or uncultivated, t/uUe 

tBff, as theCockne;irssay, to look* down 
on tlu! rich vale or Gex and Geneva, 
divided by luxuriant hedges into snug 

English fitdds. ** How like England T 
cxclaicnicd all of us : and in truth tlicre 
was nothing there but Mout Blanc to 
contradict us ; but when we hxtkcd up 
to him utiter the coinixurison, the snow 
monarch gave us most magnanimous- 
ly the lie* Height is a thing so de- 
ceptive, that I hail made up my nund to 
he disap|)uinted with Mont Blanc, and 
he re-disa]}i)uinted me agreeably. 1 
watched with eagerness the effect of 
sun-set on him, and looked for the 
crimson tinge our poets speak of ; 
'twas tliere, but not the palpable co- 
lour tliOhc lying dogs swear to. Of all 
times, ^lont Blanc is most grand after 
Kun-set some tune, in moon-liglit and 
twilight united; it is then that the 
huge pale tbnii assumes an appearance 
of su 2 >ernatural grandeur ; and while 
the neighbouring Alps become gra- 
dually indistinct and obscure, it rc^rs 
itself so jialpablo, yet so visionary, as to 
resemble the ghost of a mountain, ra- 
ther tlian a real one of stone and snow. 

The village oi* Feruey litni in' the 
road bctwtvu tho, .luva and Geneva. 
I’lic chateau of VoUuirc is on the 
side of t>;e tijw’Ji nearest to the moun- 
tains, and on the right of the road as 
one descends. A short, strait avenue 
leads tt»it ; ami llie little church which 
Voltaire built, is on the Lft as you 
approach llie lioiUve, It was nine o'- 
clock, and moonlight, when we en- 
h*red the ^rilf ; hut being pressed for 
time, and so unable to atibrd another 
visit, Avc boldly rung the bell, and to 
the OKtoiiiKiiment of the old housekeep- 
er, a ludy, with a flesh cravat round 
her neck, after the fashion, wo 

deiuarided to see the a^iartmeiits of the 
great pot'L \Vc ran through them, 
consisting of a saloon aikd bed-cham- 
btT, by candlo-liglit; saw the cracked 
urn where liis heart ottce lay, &g. Ike. 
The pictures are tlm chief memorials of 
him, — tliereisoueof Madume Villette, 
less btnwc at bcUc ; of Madame da 
Chatelet, a beauty with a bottle nose ; 
of tile King of l^ussia, [^resented by 
his Majesty ; of Catherine, of Kussia, 
worked with her own hand ; with di- 
vers prints of his EucycloiMedio friends, 
and amongst them, are those of Hume, 
Milton, Washington, Newton. The 
I'aniily of Calas, too, his loved buI>- 
ject, is seen in divers prints, witlK«s- 
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ing the philanthropy of the philowi^ 
her, aa a picture or devila whipping 
is enemicB, evinces the bitterness ana 
hatred of a genuine bard. A little be^ 
yond Femev, we apitnl a stone, witht 
the arms or France on one side, ac^ 
those of Geneva on the other. You 
may be sure, that, on the true English- 
traveUing prindple Of have to gat/, we 
took care to scat ourselyes cross-leg- 
ged. on tlie boundary. 

All the inns at Geneva we found 
full, but still continued to' make our- 
selves comfortable* It is as ugly a^ 
town as could well be eontrived in so 
beautiful a spot; huddled, incoilve^ 
uient, and dirty, though the Lemau ib 
at its door. The immense, clumsy^^; 
wooden arcades surprised me; wim 
the arches as high as the roofs of the 
houses. Their promenades are pretty, 
though no one walks in them, and the 
botanical garden, of half an acre, 
might fasfi, if they were not so proud 
of it I was prepared for increased 
heat, and did not mind this essential 
difierence of the south ; what annoys 
me more, is the extreme whiteness and 
glare of every object, tliat obliged one 
to keep the eyes fixed on the ground^ 
and renders it painful to attempt re- ' 
garding, for any time, the lovely pros- 
pects nrouiuL Saw here the Kngllsli^ 
tirt|)ers ; how warmly they have all ta- 
ken up the insults oilered to the Eng- 
lish coinjpauy of actors in Paris! I 
cuuldif t hcli> comparing the jmimols . 
of tile two nations. The French, of 
both jMirties, evidently insincere ; the 
Ultras, ill recommending fbrbearance, 
and the Liberals, in tbebr salvos for 
the pre-emiiionce of their national 
poets, throwing sops to the vanity of 
their readers, wth afraid to venture a 
stcplieyond the known opinions of their 
almnntg. The English, all fire, fury, 
and indignation, about nothing ; ta- 
king Uic start of public opinion ; ma- . 
king the national feeling personal. 
There is mudi warmth in France, 
lioth in speaking and writing; this 
used to amase me. I see plainly it is 
all put on, especially by the Liberals. 
Much as we difier in views from this 
party, it were to be wished that they 
.were more honest and respectable. But 
of tliis another time. 

W e took a calcdic, to go round the 
lake to Martigny. Passed Coppet, 
but saw nothing. The house was shut 
up. We here entered the lovely Pays 
de Vaud,— lovely, not only in the fea- 
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tores of the country^ but in tliose of 
its iuhabitants. The female pc'asan tr j 
arc the finest we have yet st^n. l«ct 
poets praise rural labour as tliey will. 
It was not intended that the female 
sex should so employ themselves. In 
Francti, the general features of the sex 
have become coarse, even to brutality, 
from habits of labour. The bruimi^ 
fuc facie dclk dkmhe was what of all 
thinp;s struck Alfieri most in France. 
And it is the same to-day, with the 
exception of those parts exclusively 
^prothicti\tJ of the vine, where, for tile 
same cause as in the Pays dc Vaud, 
they are exempt feom any severe or 
cbntinucd exertion. The instant you 
pass ftrom the vine conn try of the Vaud, 
to the comparatively sterile canton of 
the Valais, all is changed ; and from 
the goifre to the best-looHng, there 
exist hut few degrees of bestiality and 
ugliness. The same cause and conse- 
quence is exemplified in IHiscany, 
w’here the in-door cmployincntof straw 
work, and bonnet-making, preserves 
them, next to that tif our own coun- 
try, the driest race in Europe. 

l^ausaniie, and all the upper part of 
the lake I^man, form one of those 
rare spots of natural beauty, that pic- 
tures cannot Hatter. To sec it, is po- 
sitively W'orth the five hundred miles* 
drive. The town itself is nothing, 
but the view of it, and from it, with 
the approach to it, is the very ld«d of 
scenery. It is astonishing wfiat an ef- 
fect is produced by a scene, In descrip- 
tion nothing. I1ic slope between the 
town and the lake is covered with the 
Viguoble ; then stretclies the lake it- 
iself; and heyoiid it, rise the ilark 
bases of the Savoy Al[»s ; lost to the 
light, up tlie length of the Leman, 
but Tnceting, oo tlie left, the bt;auii- 
fu! curve, with ivhich the Swiss A^xs 
circuiiiscrtbe and hound the lake. Toe 
^ view can be coiTjjsarcd to nothing but 
an ever- varying dream ; too soft, too 
visionary, to true ; the least cloud, 
the least breath t»r w'ind, is suHicient 
to alter die whole cff'fct ; and the wa- 
ters are at one inonu'nt of the bright- 
est blue, and iho next Idack as tlic 
rockfj that o'mhad^w thorn. The 
muiLSt tov,T. r w'ia ever in, was I.au- 
fs'iiine. Tl«JS, lx)W. ^’tr, was an accident. 
T]^;3^pftcd Caiifems had established 
Morges ; and such roatch- 
tj^^dfrun.njing, fifeing, nid htmaing, 
was h*:ar<l, N^ght < yrn did not 
their military ardour ; and from 


two in the morning till mid-day again 
resoiiudod the infernal drum. We had 
all been liefore very eager to hear the 
Hans dc Vaches,— I heard cnou^ of 
it to last me for my life. After din- 
ner, having drunk Peace and quiet- 
ness, with our other absent fKends,** 
we aet off* on a solitary walk in search 
of them ; and deeming the SiffiMMle, cm 
an eminence above the town, a spot 
likely to afford tranquillity and a good 
view, thither we sallied. Hut pipe and 
tabor were even here before us, ena- 
bling a party of English lieaus and 
belles to dance ; and dance they did in 
most wretched style. A little Svriss 
girl, who sto<Kl looking on, and un- 
consciously rising every now and then 
on her toes, seemed deep in thinking 
how much better she could foot it. 

We of course sought the old resi- 
dence of our historian. It belongs to 
abankcr, who certainly shews not much 
rcap<‘ct to the ineiriory oi' the tbnner 
occujiant. TTpou asking to sec so and 
so, the old lady who admutid us, call- 
ed linully for one of ho* ’.itids, to shew 
us Lfi Gihhfm^ as she calletl it. /.w 
GM>m, the celebrated pavilion where 
the historian relates his having finish- 
ed the Ileeline and Fall, we tbund a 
wretclud Uxil-house, abused, negloct- 
ed, and in ruins. The of English 
visitors woulil, at the same time, kifj* 
a jvalace in rcjMiir. The willow tree is 
there ; atwl above all, ihcWt'W fhim the 
terrace, a tncinori»d luckily not likely 
to fall into decay. I looked over the 
hills to Fc.Tney, and could nut help nv 
peating the stanzas of Childt* Harold, 
^ Ifnu>»aniie and Fcrncy 1 ye have Ikimi die 
abodes,'* Ac. 

Neatly the characters are sketched ; 
but 1 really dislike to see the infidel- 
ity of Gibbon put forward by all par- 
ties, as Ills prominent characteristic. 
Gibbon was something more than a 
clever intidel, anti religion was what 
be knew least of, by his own confes- 
fiton, if we except tne iuHtorical part 
of it. I for my part can smile at ilie 
HUt'ers of Gibbon, and not lV*cl myself 
one jot the less a Chrisitan.

Idea of it be can have none ; and evou 
tlic laiiiute detail of lake, aud 
moantam, and sky, with their r(»p.>c-* 
tive situations aivl shades, though it 
might enable one to <lraw a map of the 
scene, could never display its charac* 
ter or spirit, lu spite of all the lute 
arguments about nature, aud about 
nature’s being |>oetry, I can descry no 
beauty in written scenery, but {is an 
adjunct’ to mind, os a st;^c ami back-* 
ground, where passion may be ac^Ud 
or developtHl with the beat efl’icl. 
What are liitls iiiid dales, be they ever 
so bold or beautiful, unless the ro- 
mance of g(‘nius or of history h.is been 
breathed upon the spot. 1 liave just 
travelled round the J^inan, ami pass- 
ed through the valley of the Uhono^ 
yet not one of the paliiahlo rccullec- 
tions I have uresurved from kcciics of 
such uorivalled beauty and magujd^ 
ccnce, is equal to Botbwell Bridge, in 
Old Mortality, when the military 
stranger ca>ntctnpbites its .solitude ami 
tramiuilLity. The bt‘st writu n tours 
are, after all, the pLiin guiik-books ; 
they have wot the impudence to de- 
scribe, iu>r do they, like tlieir more ani- 
bitious brethren* aiitidpate, and cun- 
sequel! tly destroy first impressions. 
Indt'cd, it is a pity, that any thiug 
more should haw been attempted 
aniongst us. I'he Italians, who are an 
idle, ignovant pt\q>!e, ami, like all 
such, fond of coining to hasiy conclu- 
sions, judge of our nation from their 
books of Truvt'U. Such works they 
wade through, us nationul vanity sup- 
plies the interL>t ; and, inoreov<T, 
most of our T,av^Is liave been re- 
printed in It’ily. Vow', what must be 
their opinion of us? Addison they 
hear extolled as the vitv first ninoiigst 
ourdcpartcxlmenof genius — they read 
his Travels, and find him dull, meagre, 
ignorant, and bigotted. They then, 
^haps, try the received manual of 
our travellers, Eustace. JS'ever were 
poorer, more ill-written volumes, dis- 
playing total ignorance of the fine 
arts, and uniting not the suiallest iK>r- 
tion of enthusiosin to the small stock 
of classical knowledge he passcsseil.

His partiality ia amusingly riiVicidou? , 
he criticises the very duht of llie iiun- 
plon rua^l, S(;ouer than allow any merit 
to the French. Nor is his tiisic less 
remarkable : he in one ])]ace even ven- 
tures to declare Lis preiert net: of Pig- 
notU to rotrarch, a judgment calcu- 
lated to uiFord no sin^l amusement to. 
Italians. In Forsyth tliey find a 
ituvUifuti^iiK of a jM'dagogue, wanting 
every* thing but English spleen ana 
architectural cunt. Matthews, to be* 
sure, was a gentlemanly writer, per-* 
haps too dippiuit and unhreling for one 
who trod tlic scenes of old ; hut, 
itiicrvafhy the best of them* Of By- 
ron, who is a kind of poetical toiu- 
writer, the Italians know aslonishiiig- 
ly 11 tile. What they do know of him, 
whivjh is for Uie most part gained 
through the mediums of the French 
translation, tends but to degrade him 
aud the nation, which at least gave 
him birth. They first of all sco, tiiat, 
ill general, the English allow his 
l.ordship to be their greatest living 
jKiet. They then perceive how exten- 
sively and eternally he but imitates 
them ; and the sc^ue of excellence in 
Uieir own literature being marked by 
the imitated and imitators that suc- 
ceeded each other, they place his Lord- 
ship at the head of English poetry, and 
the bottom of Italian, and arratige na- 
tional prc*emineiice accordingly. Few 
men of talent have certainly done 
more than Bpon to elevate English 
pool ry in reality, but n<» one ha.'j ever 
dcgroilcd it so much in the cswcin of 
foreign nations. 

. Let them think what they please. 

' — AVe left Lausanne and its miiit.iry 
hubbub without much regret, und 
drovi? along the side of the J.ake to 
Vcvay, cucuiiuiering still, to our great 
annoyance, vast armies of the Swiss. 1 
inmiutcd to the cUnrcli to s(*e the tomb 
of Liudluw, aud found the prospect of 
the Lake* much luore interesting than 
the black sUb of the republican. A 
most delicious spot certainly is Vevay ; 
every s]>ot of ground, up to the very 
top of the mountain, is covered with 
the vine, although every row almost, is 
obliged to be proppeil by a kind of ter- 
race. This laud, utterly valueless and 
niiproductlvo before the emigration <»i 
the reformers, is now worth 10,000 
francs on acre. Passed Clarens, a 
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Straggling line of honaea, nmning 
down the mountain-aide to die lake : 
hut their poverty is happily concealed 
by chiBtera of trees, that allow scarce 
a single house of the village to be vi- 
jnble. Near it is a chateau, tliat might 
well have been Wolinar a, and op|)osite 
Is Mdllerie. I was o/fected, contrary 
to jt31 expectation, in passing ; 1 ac- 
tually died one tear, be it' recorded, 
and though 1 desired to feed another 
drop, for che^ sake of recording the 
thenonienoD in the plural number—- 
he would not come. But really, and 
good truth, Christoiiher, I have 
a conscience; — ^we have done Jean 
Jaques some wrong, and it untst 
be amended — nay, 1 vowed atone- 
ment on the soil of Clan^iis, and liave 
serious thoughts of writing his litc. 
Advertise it as in the press, for it is 
very probable I may yet see alxHit it, 
and the work wont take more Uian 
three years to iinUh. 

We walked into the dungeon at 
Chilian, and found it tiiucli larger 
than we could have ijupposetl, sup^Mwi- 
cd by six pillars, in one of which is a 
small ring, to which, they say, Bonni- 
vard was chained. The dungnm is 
very lofty, rather dark, and the floor co- 
vered with the pebbles of the lake, some 
of which divers of the j^arty thought 
projjcr to pocket. Tlie inscription of 
Libtrli ct Fatrie ujxui the walls, was 
somewhat op|)osite in spirit to the raw 
head and bloody-bone stories, which 
tlie damsel of the Castle wanted us to 
believe. A little to the left, towards 
the embouchure of the Rhone, is tlie 
solitary small isle, with its three trees, 
mentioned by Byron ; there is also a 
little hut upon the island, loo unpoeti- 
cal, however, to be mentioned by him. 
In a few minutes we iKidc farewell to 
the Leman, and entered the valley of 
the lUuwic. This valley, rincty miles 
long, is traversed in ils wliole extent 
by the Rhone, wliidi by no means 
answers to the pool’s “ blue rushing of 
the arrowy Rhone/' it being, like all 
the Alpine rivers, of a whitish coUmr. 
It is not, until having passed the Lake, 
that the Rhone assumes its blue co- 
lour at Geneva, a little beyond which, 
it meets the Arvo, which is ivliitc like 
the Hlione itself, ere it joins the J^akc. 
lt,<iu|;^TSOus to observe the distance 
ijpjdh the diflertint rivers run in the 
0tne channel witliout mingling. The 
iWdley of the Rhone, the gmdo-lKioks 
wrill tell you, contains the vegetable 


productions of all climatea, from those 
of Lapland, to those of the torrid xone. 
Not unlikely, thought 1, n>udjng the 
inflated description in the ourringe, 
andbroiliugfromexccssive heat; while 
tlie Diableretfi, topped with snow and 
ice, rosepredpitouidy with their bases 
on our left hands. I aievcr felt more 
suflbeatingly hot. We diverged a lit- 
tle from the road to visit the salt 
mines of Bex, and travelled a long 
way in the dark to the Ixittoni of tlie 
mine, whence W'e were told the sbirs 
can be seen at noon-day. An uii]k>- 
litc doud, however, left our doubts on 
the subject j ust as they were. Strange 
stories Were related of an Englishman, 
that used himsidf to be enclostd in the 
chamlier witli the salt hoilt'r for two 
hours each day for a long time. Five 
minutes* confinement is, it seems, quite 
sufficient to Ruflhc:tu* any living crea- 
tiirt*. It is a lovely drive from Bex to 
to St Maurice, which is the lindt be- 
tweeTi the Canton do V'aiul and that of 
the Valais, and no sooner do you cross 
its htwitiful bridge, thuii you are seii- 
sildy made to jK.‘rceive the ditferenee. 
To cleatdixu ss, cultivation, and all tlie 
signs of imlusiry and wedth, .«uccml 
fllth a^id decay, iiciils and Uoum^s alike 
neglected,— tile worst part of Ireland 
is not worst*. And what is most as- 
tonishing, is, the instantaneous change 
jiercdved in the pliysiognoiiiy ; tlie 
features of the two ^leople are as dis- 
tinct as possible. There cannot W a 
more comely race th.ui tlie t’andois, 
nor a more ugly tlian the Valai.saii.*'*. 
Even to the virv costume, all is dif- 
ferent : a straw hat, in shape nsem- 
bling the bonnets puinud or plact^don 
Mandarin flirures uuumgst us. acinns 
the original coiffure of the females of 
the Vaud, — ’lis odd, but not uupiclu- 
re:}que. The Valaisana ha\e villainous 
flat-crowmd hats, .somewhat reM.'iu- 
hling tliose of the Wed;.!) peasantry. 1 

need not say the rc'scinblancc between 
the two people ends there. What may 
he the causes of this strikingditierer.ee, 
is to be divined by some one who has 
made a longer .stay in the country than 
we did. The Vaud is of tlie Reform- 
ed Religion, — the Valais, (latholic, to 
the very utmost I'here are not so 
many convents, perhaps, to be met 
with in traversing the whole breadth of 
Italy, by any road, as are found col- 
lected in this one valley. And lieuuti- 
ful certainly their white ediflees and 
steeples, perched here and there on 

n 
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every inviting summit, render the de^ 
clivi ties that o'erhang the rad* You 
meet one at every turn, in every com- 
manding situation, most generally on 
the side of the mountains, half way tip, 
with a town, when the site permits 
clustered around them ior protection. 
They seem to have throughout repla- 
ced the old baronial residences, of 
which there exists not a vestige, except 
the noble ruins of the three castles at 
Sion. AtSt Meuiice is a famous con- 
vent of Capuchins; the abbey is ode- 
brated in the history of the country. 
Byron could not have chosen a fitter 
ecclesiastic to attempt the solvation of 
Manfred. Situated as it is, jammed 
in between two of the noldcst Alps, 
th^ Dent du Misli, and the Dent de 
Moreles, the bases of which are only 
separated by tlie Rhone, and the fine 
Uomau briclge thrown over it,— the 
name aud town of St 3icuricp must 
have made an impression on the poet. 

JMartigny, our m?xt stage, is the 
place whence travellers must set out 
to cross the grand St Bernard ; ano- 
ther mountain piith le<oU from it over 
the Culle de Balmi to Chamouiiix and 
]\Iount Blanc. Not far from Mar^y, 
and conveniently near tlie road, is the 
celebrated cascade with the ugly name, 
more elegtiiitly called the CAu/i* de la 
Sti/lettchCf but known to all ranks and 
sexes on the cotf tinent, under the name 
of the Pisse Vache. It is a perpendi- 
cular fall of three hundred feet, ren- 
dered much finer by the narrowness of 
the bed from which it shoots. At Tour- 
tomain, some thirty or forty miles far- 
ther, is another fall, by some consi- 
dered sut>crior to that of theSalleftche ; 
the boily of water is much greater, 
though It does not fall from such a 
height, nor so perpendicularly as the 
Pisse Vache. Sion, the capital of the 
Valais, is a town of the most romantic 
situation. On n hill that rises above the 
town, in the middle of the valley, quite 
isolated from the grand chains of the 
Alps, are three castles, one above ano- 
ther. The view from the highest, both 
up and down the valley, is beyond aU 
description; it is called the 'fourbiUon, 
a noble name I hold for a baron of 
romance ; T wonder Mrs HOflcliffo ne- 
ver laid hold of it. Hero, says £bel, 
is a curious chapel, containing por- 
traits of all the bishops of Sion. 1 dis- 
covered the chapel converted into a 
cow-house, althongli it seemed quite a 
riddle to tne how catib cotihl got up 
Vou XII. 


there* In amusing myself wkh the 
mitred skulls painted in hundi^ on 
the wall, with numerous inscriptioos 
beneath them, I dtscovered one of my 
•couutryfiien umougst them, who was 
designated, as far as my powers of 
spelling could ascertain, Srf»ci //.9 Un^ 
Uutrm die Aite/id, XppolUujt Novi (Sietri* 
But it woctid be endless to relate to 
yoa idl the fine things we saw along the 
road. 

From the Leman to Brieg, where 
one quits the valley of the Rhone tp 
ascend the Simplon, is seventy miksL. 
Brieg is a beautifiil little town, ana 
completely new, having been frequent- 
ly taken and retaken, and at IcngA 
utterly destroyed by the French in 
ninety-eight. It contains, among other 
curiosities, a large establishment of 
Jesuits, almost the only spot now al- 
lowed throughout Europe to a society 
once so pawerfbl and universal. Six 
hours bnngs one to the top of the Sim- 
plon ; it may be about two leagues up 
in a straight line, but the winding 
road, wliich rises only so many yards 
in the mile, at least ^nadruplcs the 
distance. Ihe road is m capi^ order 
throughout the entire passage, not- 
witlistanding the croaking of so many 
travellers. We undertook to walk up, 
but soon repent^ of this determina- 
tion, and stopped! at the second Refuge^ 
to get wmeftesshe anJ terrible 
gibberish is* this German certainly, fbr 
all the enthusiasm of your Horn*. Treea 
and forests liave sunk vastly iumy ima^ 
gination, since having been upon the 
Simplon; the mountain absolutdy 
makes nothing of them. They seem to 
spring up like so many sturdy weeds, 
to be rooted by the first gust, and pre- 
cipitated in hundreds below. The 
streams were chuaked with trunks of 
trees, as if they were but heaps of 
straw carried down* The wood on Uie 
Swiss side is in general spruce fir ; bn 
die Italian side, the larch is much 
more prevalent , This in winter must 
greatly increase the dreary appearance 
of the Italian part of the Simplon ; in 
Itself, indeed, much more romantic^ 
fine and abrupt, than tlie northern^ 
'fhe great beauty of our ascent was tbe 
town of Brieg, which, at every success 
sire turn of the road^ was seen distant 
and more distant, till at last we could 
merely des^y, its white stw^ples, like 
specks upon the inUty blue space, to 
which the valley had faded. We de- 
scended two leagues to reach the town 
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of Simplon, where we elqtt, and were 
cool enongh. Tlie Italian side is much 
finer than the oilier, alternately more 
beautifiil and more sublime ; in.^ a 
Straight line it traverses twice the sp^ 
that the other side docs, and does not 
at all present the same monotony^ The 
catting tlie roafl, too, must liave been 
a much more difficult task ; although 
the magnitude of the undertaking has 
been greatly over-rated. I completely 
agree with Forsyth in ridiculing the 
Iwmbostic name of galleries bestowed 
on a few paltry excavations in the rock* 
Forsyth says, what are tliey to Gibral* 
tar ? The saiiericoity of the southern 


ascent over the other is greatly increa* 
sed by the river Divario, os bur tour* 
ists call it — it is Dovedro, in Arooretti. 
This torrent aoconipani(?s the road the 
whole way, till it joins the Torso near 
I)omo D^Ossola. At Isella we were 
visitetl by the Piedmontese dmuine, and 
met with neither trouble nor extortion 
— this, however, may not always be 
the case. The vale of Domo liaa bi'cn 
a thousand times described, but never 
exaggerated ; hut I am in Italy, and 
must reserve my first introduction to 
her for fVesh cntliusinsm, and a n<‘w 
8heet.-^Thinc ever, &c. &c. 


ON THE AG ai CULTURAL niSTKCSSKS.

Sir,— Will you allow me to offer a 
few pcrliaps too unconnected tlioughts 
u^xni tlie singular osjiccts which our 
agricultural afikirs at present offer to 
our reficction? If our agriculture is 
in a suffering, and, if I may say so, 
diseaserl state, one very material brunch 
of the national industry and wealth 
cannot be thus affected, without indi- 
rectly shedding the same baneful in- 
fluences on all the other great sources 
of national prosperity around it. Plen- 
ty, if we may believe every report 
which reaches us here, has been wa- 
ving in laughing luxuriance over the 

S lains of Britain, yet the more abun- 
aut our harvests are, the louder and 
more general is the cry of the agricul- 
turist! To give this strange person 
perfect satisfaction, if we may believe 
all experic-uce, fhnn the times in which 
Mara sung, even unto our own days, 
18, 1 can wdl believe, impossible. Yet 
there does tieem some reason in the 
present complaint-^he prices of all 
produce have certainly fallen nearly 
one-half, while the public bunlens 
have not do^ased in any thing like 
a similar riXo. This is at least one 
cause, probabW amongst many, of tlie 
discontents. The farmer, at hII events, 
asserts, that he cannot pay his rents, 
and is in the utm<i«t distress, and that 
this distress, horrendum tUctu ! strange 
to say, is, with every new blessing of 
a more than abundant produce, pro- 
gressively Increasing ! 

The eatise of all this no one can ex- 
actly Mm ; it H fair, then, to sup- 
fKMgjt lltat not one, but many causes 
coame in piodudiig these grievous 


effects. It is now, however, at least 
tadit^ oeknowh^iged on nil sides, f for 
the labours of the la«!l Session of Par- 
liament have bevn dt'dic'itcd clvcfiy to 
lessen this evil,) that taxation is one of 
the causes of the uationul di»tr('ss. 
livery party, anc! even faction, i»i tlu* 
House of Commons have been uniting 
their endeavours, whilluT ‘‘ of strife* 
or of love,” to search out ever}' 
blc retrenchment, and although ruurh 
has ftecH done in rrliovin.?, the public 
burdens, we may very iairly doubt, 
whether all that will b * n qiiirtd has 
been effectwl.

* Nor has the public creditor, reagi- 
ving a portion of any loan from the 
contractor, ever hoped even that he 
shall receive X'lOO for perhaps every 
£BS or upwards which he has ^ven. 
All he has looked to, was receiving a 
regulorly paid interest for the mo-i 
ney which he embarked. All that he 
tiien; whetW a foreigner or native, 
can, in reason or equity, require, is, 
tiiat neither his princij^l money nor 
his interest shall be unfairly deterio* 
rated, and any principle diat shall 
place both the one and the other on a 
more secure footing, cannot but be 
cheerfully, and even thankfully em- 
braced. Constituted as the national 
debt now is, it never can be nationally 
repaid. Tbe holder of the 3 per cents 
having a fictitious and nominal capi- 
tal, which would give him an undue 
advantage overevery other kind of pro- 
perty, in any attempt to pay oiF the 
^bt ; while, on the other hand, if the 
debt, or |»rt of it, be not paid oft^ his 
interest will, with tlie fiilting value of 
produce, or, above all, by the break- 
ing out of new wars, be placed every 
succeeding year in a more precarious 
state, and it will be ulthnately iin- 
^possible, the debt always increasing, 
to pay it. It is then the public credi- 
tor s interest to embrace any measure 
that shall secure him at least the same 
money that be advanced, on one hand, 
and the same interest tbe nation stipu- 
lated, on the other. But he must 
guard himself against the financial 
chicanery the day, unfairly redu- 
cing his interest ; and the only way to 
do this efiectoally, is to name such a 
minimum of principal, to he paid in 
hard easily vdu'n /ifiid^ yet saving tbe 
right to fmrcimse at the market price, 
as shall act as a protection. The 4 
per cents will protect themselves ; my 
observations relate only to tbe 3 per 
cents ; and it appears to me that bo 
per cent would protect tiie holder from 
all unfair dealings and would also put 
that propcrt 3 [ on a for safer and more 
popular footing. It may not be too 
much to assert, that were books open- 
ed at the Bank by the autliority of 
Parliament, ftxt the purpose, the vast 
majority of holders (whether foreign- 
ers or natives) woidd gladly absent to 
auch a proposal. 

But what rdUef would diis be ^ 


None whatever, yet a preparative to 
real relief. A merely nominal debt of 
ninety or one hundred tutllions is got 
rid of, bearing no interest in reality. 
This frees the nation from not one 
iota of the burden which oppresses it, 
namely, the interest of tbe debt. But 
it places all properties upon a just and 
equal footing, to go forward to the one 
mat remedy wbich alone can free 
them from difficulties under which 
they labour. In fact, the landed pro- 
prietor has now a trifling superiority. 

One olpectioJi uiged against paying 
off the 2 )ationaI debt might be thus 
I'ot rid of ; Imt it is asserted, that it 
IS well nigh imiiossible, and, at all 
events, impracticable, to effect such a 
levy upon the national property, as 
shall sufficient to discliargc either 
apart or the whole of the debt on just 
and equitable principles. There is only 
one way, it is true, by which the debt 
can be liquidaUd ; and the national 
security fortunately requires, that the 
attempt should be made by de^rrrexf 
which will enable the govenunenl .to 
foresee and to avert any evil conse- 
quence that might arise. 

But tliere exists no imfiossibility of 
ascertaining proi>er means to regulate 
tluB payment, which might be made 
on well known practicable priiicqiks. 
Where wa^ the impossibility of ascer- 
taining tbe value of the income of the 
country ? And if the income could l>c 
ascertained, why may not the proper- 
ty ? The value of* land, and of every 
species of proixsrty through all its va- 
ried forms, is {Xinectly well known, 
and all this will be as readily acknow- 
ledged. But how is niont7y to be pro- 
cured for this property, or that pro- 
portion of it wbich must be sold to 
pay each person s quota of the nation- 
al debt ? Tliis is the next objection. 

We will suppose that 10 per cent 
is to be raised on the national pro]xT- 
ty.'-^gA. has L.90,UO0 in money. — 
nos a aiinilar sum, invested in land, 
commerce, mamifaciurcs, protession, 
See. A. at once pays Ids L.looo. 
But D. cannr>t command that sum 
without being forced to sell in an al- 
ready enormously overstocked, and 
therefore most unfavourable market. 
Is there no inecUuiii course ^ Is there 
no device by wbich he may make an 
equivalent {myment, without this, to 
him, almost ruinous proceeding ? — 
Assuredly there is not one acre of land, 
not a sin^c ship, not one bale of goods. 
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not a house or steam en^^ne/' or any 
one individual trifle in which property 
is vested, that need be forced into the 
market. I^^t ll.’s property be subjected 
to a proportional annuity, redeemable 
if he please, (or if it be a chargeable 
investment, let B., on the jirnfession 
or rw/V to which fi. belongs, lie sub- 
jecteci to an income taxi of 10 i^er cent 
for fourteen years, whicn will have pre* 
cisely the same effect. •^A.'s L.IOOO at 
conxpound interest, yields L.2000 in 
14 years. — B.'s L.lOD a-ycar, yields 
at (xranpound interest L.3000 at the 
close of the fourteen til year. 

It is childish to suppose, that debt 
can indivifiually or nationally he got 
rid of without self-denial, and exer- 
tion, and Ruff<Ting. To argue that the 
nation cannot bi^r an income-tax, is 
to urge that which is notoriously 
fiilsti. But such a measure would 
eiiuse stiff erins?. This might, how- 
ever, be alleviated, by the public cre- 
ditor at once paying his quota in mo- 
ney, and by those landed proprietors 
who have the means in tlio public funds 
or elsewhere, being coinj>elhj<l to com- 
pound also for th(jir estates ; by which 
means a great and insUnt relief would 
be affonled to tlv«e classes of society 
who imut iicecssanly embrace the 
other ulUirnative of submitting to an 
annuity or income-tax. Let govern- 
ment guarantee to the public creditor 
and such landed ])roprietor8, the faith- 
fiil and strict exaction of such annuities 
and ineuines, and }verbaps 10 per cent 
on thi! natimmi prfjpcHif, which could 
bt* at uure eoiniKiunded for, would ef- 
fect an in4ittint relief of seven millions 
of taxation to the country. The increase 
of taxation necessary to ]xiy tliis 10 
per cent income or aniniity-tax, would 
thus, probably, not in reafilt/ add the 
burden of more than a 3 fter cent in- 
come tax, when setoff by this remission. 
This ndief, therefore, would go far to 
facilitate the payment of these annui- 
ties and incomes. I’he greater the 
number of jktsoiis, in whatever way 
their pro|>erty is invt*sted, that can at 
once pay their quota, the greater of 
course would be the relief; and with 
this guarantee from government, it 
would be every individual's interest, 
at once to jMy bis proportion. 

Bui should the Ihrofessions, &c. be 
included to the same amount in this 
measure ? Assuredly, by way of in- 
come tox, for this special purpose of 
paying oil* the debt. They, ui common 


with the nation at large, through all 
its raiiks, and stations, and conditions, 
indirectly pay the interest of the debt, 
HBd the measure, embraced as it would 
be for the benefit of all, should be as 
generally extended as possible, and to 
the same amount ; for we ought in jus- 
tice to pay fbr the wars in which we 
have involved ourselves, and not to 
leave their effects on our posterity.— 
Much has been said of a paduated 
income-tax ; but wherevear inoofne is, 
it represents property. The soldier 
has only an income ; yet we well know 
that a Lieutenant-coloneJej of dra- 
goons, producing only L.5(K) per an- 
num, yet sells for L. 10,000. In the 
■navy no sale of' commissions is allowed ; 
but the pay of both soldier and sailor 
is a perpetual income, arising out of, 
and secured upon, the pnyjcr/// of the 
nation. The clergy have only an in- 
come. but that incc»mc arises from real 
lauded property. The legal profession 
have their regularly established gains, 
and 8|>]ondjd national incomes are held 
out as the reward of superior talents. 
The same reasoning may be pursued 
throughout, witlt but few exceptions. 

By immediate payments, or by an- 
nuity, and income-tax, for a given num- 
ber of years, a great proportion of the 
national debt might lie liqtiidaUv:! ; 
there is no impossibility, no iinpractl- 
cdbility, in the plan, Wc may relieve 
ourstdves from our burdens when we 
please, and to what extent we please ; 
it de|>endB simply on our own 
tlie way is clear and open. The cal- 
culation given is only 10 per cent on 
the property of the nation ; but the 
principle is precisely the same, if wc 
raise that 10 to 20, or 25 per cent. 

Wherever immediate payment could 
be made, it should be made. Wiere- 
ever fixed uroperty cxistetl, annuities 
should be demanded where the itidi- 
vidual could not compound for his 
proportion of the debt, and these an- 
nuities tlie government might dispose 
of as it does of the land-tax, or any 
other public aecurity. for the purpose 
of cffoctiiig immediate payments, as 
many monied individuals would glad- 
ly purchase well secured annuities at 
the just price. Where neither of these 
inodes could be pursued, a regular in- 
come-tax for the fourtet*!! years would 
answer the self-same purpose, and this 
income-tax niiglit be urged as far, 
though all the conditions of society, as 
was thou^it just and equitable.

In fact, sdr, the nation has only to 
rouse itself from its selfish luxury and 
indifference, and to assume some di^bt 
remains of the doing and suficring 
energy of its forefathers, to free itself 
from all these its distresses. With 
what eyes do the nations of Europe now 
look upon Great Britain ? As a towct 
bound down beyond the pcMoibiaty of 
resenting insult and o]^resaion, bv an 
overw helming mass or debtT-.aucb Is 
the fallen stalion that our oountry 
holds, notwithstanding all the boasted 
glories which it has reaped from the 
long and arduous struggle it has been 
en^ed in, but which it has left un- 
BnishcHL Why is it that all our just 
glories are thus tarnished ? simply, be- 
cause we have neitlier the ooui^e nor 
the energy to relieve ourselves from 
the consequences of our warfare, and 
thus to reap our full harvest of well- 
deserved praise. We have attempted to 
rear our "tower*^ of freedom and of 
^ory without ^'oountiug the cost,*’ 
and unwilling to put the finishing hand 
to that tower, mazed and astonifuied at 
the ex})ence, we becotne the laughing- 
stock of the earth. Indwidml selfish- 
ness parali/.cs the powers of the na- 
tion, and prevails over public good, or 
this burden and reproach would not 
long overpower and grind our ener- 
gies in the dust. Let this burden be 
once honestly and justly laid oside^ 
and Great Britain Will stand unrival- 
led in moral character, and therefore 


in eourage and fortitude, while the na- 
tional property, freed from all its draw- 
backs, and rmieved from its present 
difficulties, will, under a Providence, 
which always blesses the efiurts of in- 
dustry and virtue, be again rapidly 
augmented. 

Like, a poor and fpiilty creditor, we 
now startle, and crmge, and exclaim, 
at every new difficulty, ]daiuly as these 
difficulties will eventually lead us to 
farther expeuoc, and thert^ore one dt> 
gree nearer to the ruin whicli must 
eventually overwhelm the ncver-rc- 
peuting prodigal. It is a mean, and 
low-spirited, and even immoral sta- 
tion, enough to destroy the energies of 
freemen. The tight and lioncst prin- 
ciple of individual freedom, holds goixl 
am with nations — “ owe no man any- 
thing, but to love otic anotlicr.*' 1 .et 
this just principle be realized by the 
nation, and all the distresses, and dif- 
ficulties, and divisions will cease. 

If you think tliese rcilectious oi* a 
leisure hour are likely throw any light 
upon this subject, or will in any way 
conduce furtlier to our knowledge, mi 
a subject so interesting to us all indi- 
vidually and nationii^y, tltmn a 
place in your Magaiuiic ; if^>}not, they 
are more easily uestroyeiff'fhan tht 7 
have been penned.

MBMOIR OF ROSSINI TIIK COMPOSi:U. 


Of all living composers, Bossini is 
the most celebrated. He has been in- 
vited to every grand theatre of Eu- 
rope, in succession. Last year he was 
to have presided at the King's Thea- 
tre in Loudon ; but love, or indolence, 
or the Italian passion for Italy, held 
him within the Alps. This year he has 
GTOHsed them, and presides at Vienna. 
Paris next solicits him ; and if he be 
not exhausted by the admiration of 
the French, or overladen with their 
4mulencc, he will come to London ; 
the last, loftiest, proudest, and most 
•lavish of capitals, fed upon by men of 
aong. 

Rmitiid was bom m 1791, 
at Pesaro, a little ^own of the , Papal 
States on die Gulph of V'cnice. The 
.Papal government requires from its 
subjects the regular payment of taxes. 


and the strict attendance on moss.— 
Its subjects, on the other band, re- 
quire from the Papal government free; 
will in every thing else ; and on the 
strength of tltis compact, all the tastes, 
propensities, and passions of uiau, 
flourish and luxuriate in a fearless vi- 
gour, that would ttstonisli the more sla- 
vish governments of France and P'ng- 
land. Man may do what he will, or 
be wbat he will, in that land of sensi- 
bility. This, it is true, fills the roads 
with banditti ; but it crowds the con- 
vents with monks ; it tills tlie palaces 
with but it never leaves the 

Casinm destitute of beauty ; it fills the 
streets with mendicants ; but it sends 
hosts of amateurs upon the stage.. 

Alusic, of all arts, tlie most natural, 
to an idto, and the most interesting 
to women, has irresistible inducements 
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fur the Italian, an emtntrc at best ; three 
parts woman, and tnc fourth part idler. 
A guitar and a voice will carry him 
from Tarento to JJnmo ftOssofa, 
through Italy, and through liffe. Sun- 
shine costs nothing ; and no man can 
contrive so well to dispense with 
clothes; be can be luxurious, when 
luxury is before liiin ; he can last, when 
lie has nothing else to do ; no living 
being can ouUendnre him he con 
live upon an onion, — ^water,— air.p— 
lie (ucts of the canielion's dish," and 
nestling in the mule's dung it the 
Apennine, or the bristly straw of Pied« 
tnont, he dreams of the pence and 
plaudits of the Boulevard, or the goId«> 
en showers of the Haymarket. lios- 
sini's portion from his &thcr was the 
true native heirship, a little music, a 
little religion, such as it Is to be had 
ill tlie Stalest and a volume of Ariosto. 
The rrat of his education was consign- 
ed to the legitimate scliool of South- 
ern youth, — the society of his mother, 
her gossips, and the rlrc^cts i aided and 
refined as he grew tip by the ilarkcr- 
cytMl belles among the bartiers and cof- 
fci liousi' keeper’s daughters of this Po* 
pal village. 

Rossim went on the stage, en amt^ 
ievr. In Italy the stage is not alwa^ 
adopted for a life profession, as in 
Fraiict' or England. There an amateur 
may sing in public for a season or two, 
and then return to that nondescript 
station of a dilletante, without its af- 
fecting his f\iture pursuits. It ap- 
pears that Kossini, who is known to 
sing with infinite taste and spirit the 
introductory song in Jt Barbiereii A’e- 
vijf'fbi, had no succes.s us a public sing- 
er. There were at that time several 
detached airs of his composition cir- 
culating in society, which, though mo- 
delled on the style then in fashion, dis- 
p!ayi*d original vivacity. Two or three 
Wf?aUhy amateurs of Wnice engaged 
him to compose an opera. The ma- 
nager of the theatre entertained hut a 
slight opinion of the coin)>oser, from 
his youth and excessive gaiety, which 
differed little from the reckless w^ag- 
gery of a school* hoy. The patrons of 
Uossini, however, threatened the ma- 
nager to withdraw their support from 
him, till he at lengtli consontixl to 
bring forward thisfirstoperatio attempt 
of Jl Giottine Pemrese. I'his opera 
was I/ingannn Felice, in which there 
are two or three tlaslies of genius, (the 
duo, for instance,) but tnc rest was 


merely in the reigning taste. LHngan* 
fto Felice was played with success.^ 
Soon after, Bossini composed Jl Tan* 
credi, iJltaliana in Alfreri, and La 
Fietra di Para^ne, which are ranked 
among his masterpieces. To be en« 
tirely of this opinion, one should have 
seen them as they were produced at 
Milan ; particularly in 

whicli a Frima Donna and a Bufib— 
such as MarcoHni and Puccini sup- 
ported by Galli — completely develo- 
ped the spirit of that brautifiil compo- 
sition. 

The opera of Tancredi dreokted 
throu^ Italy with great rapidity. The 
dr of Ti nvedrhi mi n*vedrai, was ta- 
ken from a Greek Litany that Rossi- 
ni had lieard chaunted in one of the 
idets of the Lagune near Venice.—* 
This air, to be understood, should be 
mxng, if possible, as Pasta sings it.— 
Rossini, cither through indolence, or 
otlicT motives, has a strong aversion for 
overtures ; so much so, that he did not 
compose one for Tancredi. And at 
present, in Italy, this o|x^ra is preced- 
ed by the overture of the Pieira di 
Paragons, or that of the Jtaliawi. 

Rossini has led the usual life of fo- 
reign musicians. Maroolini became 
attached to him. It was for her deli- 
cious ctmtr'afto voice, and admirable 
comic powers, that he composed the 
part of the Italiam ; the genuine Ita- 
lian vivacity of which has been too of- 
ten metamorphosed upon other thea- 
tres into dull indelicacy. 

Rossini came to Milan, and there as- 
sumed the rank which be now holds 
among composers. He wrote for the 
Milanese, La Pietrn di Paruffonc ; and 
from that moment tliis extraordinary 
young man was placed on the same 
elevation with the Cimarosas ami Pae- 
siellos. It was there too that he adopt- 
ed the idea of his Crescendi, from Mo- 
sca, who has composed about a hun- 
dred operas, among whicli is a single 
good one, Li Pretendenfi Delust, 

It was there that the prettiest of the 
pretty women of Lombanly fell despe- 
rately in love with him, and quitted 
her noble Cavaliere sersetUe, for the 
youtUfol Maestro. He made her the 
first musician probably in* idl Italy.— 
Seated by her at the piano, he com- 
posed the ^eater number of tliose 
airs which he afterwards introduced 
in his operas. On leaving Milan, Ros- 
sini went to Pesaro to see his Ikmily, 
to whom he is much attached. He 
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has never been known to letters 
but to bk moi^r ; and they are thus 
singularly addresa^^ All IfiustrM» 
ma Siffntmi Rossini, Madre Mvelehre 
Mfamtrpy a Pesaro*'

who, half in jest, half in eammt, talks 
of his fame, and candidly ref fsses to 
seem ignorant of it. Deriving happU 
iiktt from the eiforts hk genius^

About the time of hk visit to 
saio, he wasexinnpcedfioto the almost 
univanal opertoion of the misertMe ’ 
coAscriptioti lawai * llto' Minister of 
the Interior ventured toipropM to ' 
the Viceroy of luly ati exception in* 
his favour* The Prince at first hesl- 
taKri, tearing a reprimaml from Pari** 
Rian hdod-quarters, batatlos^th yield* 
ed to the deetded fiseling of the pub* 
lie. Hossini went afterwards to lio* 
logna> where the same trimnph await- 
ed him. 

I'hc Rigorists of Bologna, who ex* 
ercisc as strict adictatonlhip over mu- 
sic, os the French Academy over the 
French language, reproached him, and 
not without ruKson, with mmelimes 
neglecting U&e grammateeal rules of 
harmony in his compositions. lloesU 
Tii acknowledged the truth of ^e^ve* 
pn»cb'> but at the same lime said» 

That none of these faults would 
have remained, if he had read his MS. 
twice ov(?r. But/' added^ he, ** I have 
only six weeks to eoTi]|x>se «n-ofima; 
the first nvonth is devoted todidrips*^ 
tion, ond it is but (hiring the last forhi 
nifd>t that 1 compose every inoraing a 
duo or nit, whicli » to he rehesrsid on ' 
that very evening. Bow, wiH

Not withitamling the candour of this 
excuse,' the mtudcal jniritaas of Bolog- 
na made the asiutl bustleabout those 
veniri ains of hatsoouy^ though the • 
fact is, that they are almost ttiiiw- 
ccptible whfie listening to his music ;f - 
but a knot of comiioscre^ who found * 
theiGniteto ootnjdctcly crushed by tile 
susMS W a hmsome idle youth of ^ 
tiribHy, merti glad to have something 
Jfp Wiefit their envy upon. TberC is 
town in Italy which eoitld 


not furnish dozens of these critics, 
who, for a single sequin, would un- 
derlie to correct the errors in any 
one of Rossini's ojwras. But lie was 
doomed to attacks more difficult to re- 
sist than the pedantic outcry of the 
Bigonists. Bis Milanese admirer a- 
bandonad her splendid palace, her 
husband, her ebildren, and her for- 
tuno, and one morning plunged, %s if 
from the cloud8> into the room occu- 
pied ' by Rossini. • They bad scarcely 
met, when the doeropening, in rusli*- 
ed^ono'of the ridicst and most beauti- 
ful women of Bldogmu A scene en- 
sued* not unlike that in the Beggar's 
Opera, and Roeslniv like Mach^ith, 
lauglicil at the rival fair ones, sang 
thm;a oomie olr, and made his escape. 

After his success at Bologna, lie re- 
ceived ofibm fiwm every town in Italy. 
He generally demanded for an opera 
aliottt a thousand firancs, ( He 
has been known to write tnn^c or four 
in a ym» The management of a thea- 
tre in Italy is curious. Tlic (li]rt^<n4)r 
is Otlen the most wealthy and consi- 
derable person of the little town w'hich 
bo inhabits. He gets togrther a troop, 
conristing of a jrtima donna, kmo 
canfatUt, bassrt bnffb, « second ll-male 
singer, and a third basso. He engages 
a maestro (a composer,) to write a 
new opera, in wdiich he is oldigeil to 
adapt his airs to the oomptuss and vo- 
lume of the company. The director 
purchases the words of the o|kfra tor 
about 40 or t40 tianes, from «<jine uii- 
iuaky son of the tnuses. The troop, 
thus organized^ gives' from forty to 
'fifty Topreseiitjtiofifi in the town for 
‘Which they were engagM, and then 
breaks up. This is whar is generally 
calliifi a season, (Rtagiouc,) the last is 
that of the carnival. The ringii’s who 
■ are not engaged in any of fiiese com- 
paniOff, ore iwually to be found at Mi- 
lan or Bologna. 

Ftom thk sketoh of theatrical ma- 
nagement in Italy, one may easily fimn 
fionte idea of tlic kind of lif4 which 
UoMini Jed from 1010 to lAlO. Du- 
ring' chat hitorvai he visited all the 
ipriAdpal towns of Italy, remaining 
from^ throe to four months ih each. 
'On-htii arrival, h4 was welcomed and 
^fetod by the dfiettonti of tlie place. 

first thirteen or twenty days were 
•passed with bis fHefids, dining but, 
and slinigring his shoulders at the 
nonsense which be was obli^ to set 
to music. For, besides his natural 
'i . 1i2 ■ 
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good tairte* lUMtioi, ihim hoving been 
early accastomed to the writiim of 
Ariosto, Goldoni, Maid)taveUe,afia Mo- 
lierc, was iUUy enabled to judge of the 
nvorthksgnessof tliese poeins. 

When he had been about three weeks 
in a town, be b^an to refuse itivita* 
tions, and to oecufiy himself seriously 
in studying tlic vuioes of the perform** 
ers. He made them sing at the piano, 
and 1 have seen liim move than onoe 
obliged to mutilate and curtail of 
Uieir fair proportions," some of his 
most briUiant and happy ideas, be- 
cause the tenor could not attain the 
note which was necessary to express 
the coin^KMier'g feeling, or alter the 
cliaracier of a melotly, b^uae the jtiri- 
Pm doum sang ftlse. 

At length, when he had acquired an 
accurate* knowledge of the voices, he 
la^aii to write. He rose late, and pass- 
vd the day in composing, in the midst 
of ids friends, who were engaged in 
conversation around him. Though the 
clay of the iirfit rqiresontation was ra- 
pi(Uy iipproaching, he seldom resisted 
the solicimtions of those* iyiends. It was 
after returning at a late hour from some 
of their parties, and shutting himself 
up in his chamber, that he has been 
visited by his most brilliant inspira- 
tions ; these be hastily wrote down 
upon scraps of paper, and next morn- 
ing arranged thent ; or, to mahe use of 
hisowii UTin,i»J(/rum<^a?e6ftheiii« Ros- 
sini has a quick luind, suscoptlble of 
impressions, ami which can oheu turn 
to advantage th^ most trifling or pass- 
ing circuinstanec. When comping 
his some oue said to hhn,~— 

** What, you artt going to make the He- 
brews sing ? do you tnean they sliould 
chaunt as they do in die Synagogue?" 
The idea struck him, and on return- 
ing home, he composed a inagnifl* 
cent cliorus, which cominences by a 
kind of nasal twang, peculiar to die 
Synagogue. The labour of oomposi- 
iiou is nothing to him ; it is the re- 
licarsals which annoy him. During 
these, the povera bos to under- 

go die torinre of hearing his finest 
airs disfigured ; yet thewe ve^ idiear- 
salt are the triumph of Italiati sensi- 
bility. It was at some of those wbidi 
took place in a dilaiudatcd chamber, 
called die ridtdto of a theatre, in the 
minor towns, with no other iiisUm- 
ment than a crasy piano, that I luiva 
docidifdly felt that Italy ia the native 
country of music* You moy there

hear peims> perfirndy Ignomal otmh 
rical scienc^ sing thmr parts aa if by 
instiact, with thAnost adroinibleapi- 
lit and precision. The unpr^udiceA 
foreigner in Italy will be soon kd to 
acknowledge, that it is an absurdity 
to flKpept either good composers or 
singers outof sight of Vesuvius. There 
the infiint at the breast is accustomed 
to the sound of music. . We left Ros- 
sini at die rehearsal of blscj^ra, with 
a wretched piano, in the ndotto of 
little theatre, whi^ obscure little room 
not only often resounds with themod 
original and enchanting music, bat 
also becomes the scene <n the most In- 
diarpufi pretensions and disputes.^ The 
I^een-Toom of an operatic troop is tho 
chief, if not the sole obiec^ of the at- 
tention and conversation of the inhif- 
lutanto of the whole town. Their fu- 
tmp pleasure, or ciMwt, (from thesne- 
ocss nr failure of the new opera,) du- 
nng the gayest month of the year> 
ohiofiy ck^^nls upon the good or had 
undersbii^ing that exists between the 
membcM of this irritable synod. So- 
grasi, an Italian oomk poet, has writ- 
ten a charming lively piece, in one act, 
upon the adventures of a strolling 
company of singers. — ^At length the 
awful day of the first representation 
cofues- The maestro takes his place 
at the piano ; the theatre overflows; 
all other oocupadoiis cease but that vt 
listening, and even gallantry is hnsb- 
etl. As the overture commences, so in- 
tense is the attention, that the flapping 
of a fiin might be hmrd in the house; 
but on its conclusion, the most ^tre- 
mendous uproar ensues. It is either 
aiiplauded to the ckwds, or d - - i d 
without mercy. It is not in Italy as in 
Paris, where the first representation ia 
seldom or over decisive ; where unit^ 
prevents each man from expressing his 
individual opinion, lest it should be 
fouwl in discordance with the opiiuou 
of the majority. In an Italian theatre^ 
they aereoin and stanoip with all tho 
violence of persons possessed, while 
ciideavourmg to fbree upou oshers the 
judgment wmdt they have fomied; 
for, strange to say, there is no intokii 
ranee equal to that of the eminently 
sensitive. An Italian wiU tell y<m^ 
when yon bear a man deaoant calmly 
upon the fine artg, diange the 
sation instasitly, and talk to him of 
something else,— such a roan may he* 
come an exodlent inogialiiute, a good 
physieian, an entetfuiring merchant. 
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or a leameil academician ; any thii^ 

? ^ou nleaaej except one cax^able of fee£- 
tnc charms of music and painting. 
Such is the tact of an Italian audience, 
that they always distiu<ruish, on hear- 
ing imeh of die airs of a new otwra, 
•whether die merit belongs cliieny to 
the singer or the composer ; if the lat- 
ter, tliey shout, bravo, mmtro /'* Hos- 
«ini then rises from his place at the pi- 
ano, his countenance wearing an air of 
great gravity, and- makes three obei- 
sances, which are ibliowed by repeated 
salvos of applause. 

liossini presides at the piano du- 
ring the first three represeutatious, af- 
ter which he receives Ills 800 or 1000 
francs. Uc rests himself a week or 
ten days ; is invited to a general din<« 
ner, given by bis friends, that is to say, 
by the whole town, and then sets out 
(with his portmanteau full of music- 
paper) for some other town, dierc to 
commence a similar course. On the 
success of on opera, he generally writes 
to his mother, and sends her and his 
.aged father the two- thirds of what he 
has received ; and tliough often tra- 
velling with but eight or ten seuuius 
in his }K)cket, lie is the gayest ot the 
^ gay, and never fiiH, if he lias the good 
fortune to meet widi a blockhead on 
the way, to turn him into jest. Once 
goin^ to Heggio, lie pissed himself off 
on bis ftdlow-pasvfongers as a vuicsh'o, 
the mortal enemy of Hoasini. As they 
went along, he composed the most 
aboulinahle music to some of the well- 
known words of his bi*st airs, which 
he made st^me of bis fellow-travellers 
sing, which be criticised in the 
most ludicrous manner, as being the 
of that mootitcbank call- 
ed liossini, whom none but people of 
the most execrable taste could admire. 
Hossiui was at length called to Home. 
The director of tlie theatre there ha- 
ying had the wonls of several operas 
put aside, by the objeodons whicli the 
police made to them, as containing 
certain allusions, iu a tiiumcnt of dis- 
appointment aud ill- humour, proposed 
it Barbitre di Sttnj^Ua, which had been 
already set to music Iw Facstello. The 
govcrnfiumiaaiwcncea. Hossini, who 
is inceUaistaal enough to be modest, 

. wbtjsnytlit in competition with true and 
aeto^Iedgecl merit, was extremely 
sattbarrsfised by the ciioice. He in- 
shmlly wrote to Paesielio, acquainting 
with the circumstance. The old 
vAMtro, who, tbougit a man of un- 


doubted genius, was not devoid of a 
mixture of A*rt.vtvv/Avwi, retdied, that he 
was pertectiy content with the choice 
which the Homan police had made, 
and that he had no doubt as to the re- 
sult. liossini prefaced the iibretio mo- 
destly, shewed PaeHudhfs letter to all 
the Jilt'iianti of Home, and itnmediato 
lyset about the composition, which 
was finished in thirteen days. He has 
said, that, at the first represtniutiott 
of // Burbwre, bis heart throbbed vio- 
lently on placing himself at tlie ]»iuiio. 
The Homans seemed to considirr the 
commencement of this o{K>ra tiresome, 
and very inferior to that of Pac siello. 
One of the airs sung by Rmtina {Som* 
Docite) appeared entirely out 4>f charac- 
ter. Tliey charged Kossini with lia- 
vitig substituted the saucineiis oi* a vi- 
rago, for the complainings of a 
sick and gtMide girl. Thr duett be- 
tween Rosi/hi and drew tortli 

the first applause. The air of Drflu 
Calumita was pronounced to be non;- 
nificent, tnougii in fact it rcscmbl.s a 
little too close]) tin* air Vrnduihi 
in tlh: lit of Moxirr. 

The fate of this opera was singular. 
Oil tlH' first night it experienced al- 
most a complete failure ; ttml on the 
second, it obuiticd the ino>«t enthusi- 
astic ap|>lausc. However, the Homan 
critics thought they disci/veriMl tli.ic 
Hossliiiijiad not only Ixvn inferior to 
himself, but to all the oelcbrauii (‘oin • 
posers, in tbe exprensioii of iiiipiiibion- 
ed tendernesH. Hodim finchiig iu Al- 
maviva a faithful lover, instead of a 
faithless seducer, which she has beiMi 
lefl to supjiose he was, in place of gi- 
ving herself up to a gush of cchtatie 
feeling, bewilders her voice, ht-r luvt r, 
and her audience, amidst the umneau- 
ingintricaciesof roulade.s and c.ulciiccs ; 
and yot these very instginficant and 
ill-placcd embellishments are. always 

S plauded to the echo in otlier c^p'i- 
9 . Music, and dramatic music in 
particular, has made a consiiierablc 
progress since the lime of I*Siesiell»>. 
The long and tiresome recitative has 
been discarded ; morceaux tt aisroM: 
aremore frequently introduced, which, 
by their vivacity and " musical up- 
roar,’* keepcyinae at a distoiico.*. It was 
tne opinion at Home, that if Ciinarosa 
liadset II Bttrhirre, it might have been 
less animated, but would have been 
much more comic, and infinitely more 
tender. They aiao seem to think that 
ftofisini has not tippruachiHl Poesidlo 
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in the quinietio ** Bona Sera,' where 
liasiUo in entreated to go home. 

About this time, M. Barb^lia, of 
Naples, who, from being a waiter at a 
coifae-house, had acquired a consider- 
able fortune, and even contrived to in- 
gratiate himself with the King, hud 
jwlgment enough to perceive that Ros- 
aini would be the fiivourite composer 
of the day. He therefore drew him 
to KapU's, where he undertook to pro- 
duce three new operas a-year, for which 
he WAS to receive 3000 francs each. 
Rossini was apfK>inted musical direc- 
tor of Stm Carlo, This arrangement 
has continued during the last six or 
seven years ; notwithstanding the well- 
known rc^ilcssneaa of Rossixtva charac- 
ter. i his iinuanal constancy is chief- 
ly owing to a devoted attachment 
with which a Neapolitan lady has in- 
Kjnrcd him. Rossini composed for 
San Carlo, Armidr, Xorau/e, La 

Donna di Lrtifo, Elhnlwttay Moisr^ &c. 
It war* in vain that he objt^ctod to the 
Italian imitation, or rather caricature, 
of Othf/lo- 'rhe author. Marquis Jic* 
rio; otherwise a restjectable man, irio- 
ving in, and rcceivii^, the Iwst society 
in N\iplcs, persisted in maintaining 
that Shakesj>eare s Othello was a bar- 
barian, and that it was absolutely ne- 
cessary to correct him. Rossini yield- 
ed, but with a groan. He has been 
often licard to say, that the translation 
of Shakt*speare'fi (il)jello, by Letoni, 
froze up iiis blood ; and that be- 
fore sitting down to compose to the 
dal and lifeless rhajfsody of the Mar- 
quis, lie took care to imbibe inspi- 
ration from lii'Oiii's version. How- 
ever, this inspiration did not seem to 
eommeiKx; with tlie overture, which is 
very lively, and by no means in ac- 
eoT(laiH« with the story. Rossini, jn 
bt'coming rich, has also become fond 
of money, and even indolent; which 
last circuiiiKtance has, in some mea- 
sure, injured his fame ; for in some of 
his later productions, there ore not to 
be found more than one or two origi- 
nal ivissuiges ; nil the rest is little more 
than a new arrangement of old ideas. 
The public of Milan, whicli is the 
second niUHic;d capital of Italy, ex- 
pressed their conviction of this, at 
Rossini's last visit, when he came 
to compose the Gav,:‘At hidru ; yet 
never was there moat* brilliant suc- 
cess than that of its first representa- 
tion ; for the Milancw.*, though sen- 
sible tliat Rossini had copied himself. 


yet were too highly flattered by bis 
having come to compose a new opera 
expressly for them, to shew any evi- 
dence of dissatisfaction ; besides, the 
public cn^ufdasm was roust^ to its 
utmost height hy the sublime and tra- 
^cal powers of Galli and Madame 
Belloe ; but when this intoxiciition of 
feeling subsided, and they had leisure 
to reflect, they discovered that thc5rc 
were some tmngs in this opera too 
closely resembling the noise and con- 
fusion of Ggrman music. There was 
not, however, a dissenting voice as to 
die lofty beauty of the cavatina, ** Di 
mover mi Aaha ?/ cor/* lhat air 
breathes a heartfelt pathos, worthy 
of Moaart and Cimarosa ; the mean- 
ing and expression of words have ne- 
ver been more faithfolly translated 
into melody. The same may be said 
of die prayer Sung by Galli, ‘‘ A^a- 
me heneficio /* and, strange contra- 
diction, in the same opera, the (nri- 
minal proceedings commence with a 
waltz, ** Vtiol dir h fdesso and a si- 
milar objection has bt*en made to an- 
other waltz, which poor Afmrt/a sings 
at the moment of her own condemna- 
tion and her father's arrest. But the 
partisans of Rossini maintained, that 
It was a merit in him to have disguised 
the atrocity of the subject, by the light 
and airy eleganc^.’^ of his cantilena, and 
said, that if Mozart had composed the 
music of the (sazrji Ladra, as it ought 
to be composed, that is, in die style of 
the sombre parts of Don Ghvanni, it 
coulil be productive but of horror, 
scarcely endurable. Rossini s second 
journey to Milan was less flattering, 
lie was given a Venetian story to set, 
Bianca e Fulim); the music of which, 
from its almost total want of novelty, 
(being nearly, from beginning to end, 
a repetition of his former ideas) hut 
escaped being d— d on the first 
night. The public, however, shewetl 
themselves too severe ; for there is a 
quarttiioiii it, tvith a darionct pas- 
sage, diat may be classed with thefinest 
creations of the roost celebratwl roas- 
ters. There is nothing in il Harbicre 
or Jji Gtasm Ladra comparable to it. It 
is a sublime effort of composiflDn ; pa- 
thetili as Mozart, vrithout bis gloom,, 
and superior to the prayer in die last 
act of Othello, it has bec*n introduced, 
with enchanting effect, into the bal- 
lets of Vigano. It was at Rome that 
Rossini comxM}Scd TorumUloe Dorliska, 
This opera also was little more than a

TIhls eKtimrdinarV aitMss is, how* 
ever, an obstacle to mdnratton of ids 
popularity ; for Italy may be said at 
fument, to be aaturatod widi his mu- 
sic; andthedrsteDiDposer whodadl 
have courage and genias enouj^ not 
to cemy Rosiitii, and who shall ahan* 
don dw traseimdi and theraittdtfi^^ 
ino!VBBseiiti» and return to the fcntpi 
and the true expresnou of the 
worai, wdl assunsdly dtoi dm Ito 
hktooeBdant. 

Roodni's thidUty in oomposhig is 
not ane of his least extraordinary qoa- 
iidtt. JUeoidi> die principal music* 
oelkr in ltdy» and who W mode a 
•v«iy fasEge tortttlm by the sale ot‘ Ros- 
tomb worfai, has said that some of' the 
finest airs ^ the fitansa Ladra, were 
ootiipatod in die space of an hour, in 
u roaiti it the back of his shop, in the 
midst of 18 or IS mvfetc-oopierB ; some 
of whom were dictating tlotid to i>tli«Ts 
the mntoc whieh they had to ikiw.-**- 
Vigand, whom Italy presents to the 
world as proof, that she Is still the 
queen of tiie fine arts, has adaptetl his 
pantomimical tragmlies, called Ballt ts, 
to Rosdiiib airs; |or instance, Othello, 
La Vestale, Mirraha. Vigano having 
taken care to choose only the best of 
dioac airs, it often bappenis, that after 
scuitig one of his ballets, the opera ajw 
pears tome. Another unfortunate cir* 
cnmstance for Rosdttt is, that thi. 
tomc-nrrte opera has come much into 
ibshiem, which has kd him to adopt 
n kind of stnphibhRfs style, neither 
hojfi itor aeriff. Every one in Italy 
agrees, dint the serious opera is dull, 
and brides, it is a species of compi- 
lation that requires tho utmost iK*r- 
feedon in die mribrmaticc. One se- 
rious opera in the year at La Scah, or 
Pan Carlo, is fband to tw quite tufR- 
dent. In the present deplorable state

The pleasure which music gives 
arises from its power of leading the 
imagination through an exquisite but 
evanescent scries of illusions. The 
chief characteristic of Rossini's music, 
is an extraordinary rjqiidity, which 
does not permit the mind to indulge 
in those profound emotions and sooth- 


paniod by a sparkling freshness that 
calls up involtaineary ddight. Hence 
it is, that, compared with his oomfN>* 
ritions, all other music in general ap- 
pears heavy and dnlL 
But this ever changing brilliancy, 
is pewhaps the chief reason why his 
eompotitions leave no profound im- 
pression bidiind them. They may be

aide uegreo of attention is iiea^ssary, 
in order to feel the emotion which he 
wislies to produce.

must solciiniiy, vrhile he emphatically 
giiaslifd his teeth, prunaunc.?tl to be 

Denfh / or sucli other punishment 
as a court martial, in the consideration 
of all (he circlnT^^t^lnees of tho case, 
shall deem it to tleserve.** — After go- 
inpi through tins uppoliio}^ enumera- 
tion, which to all .ijipearance had a 
powvriul efie.*l in .>olensnizing a good- 
ly number of merry tiiees, he unwit- 
tingly followed tbetii up by I'caAlitig a 
succe*. ding article, wbicO not only bad 
the efiiset of breaking the charm which 
the U rror of the ott-repeated direat of 
./>« i/M / liarl naturally entnigh in^pi- 
nd. but was the u'casion of much wit 
and Uitigli ter afterwards. This article, 
so unfortunately stuck in, relating on- 
ly t ) olKcets and their subalterns com- 
ndtiing any of the aforesaid crimes, 
all ears were more than commonly at- 
tcuiive; wlien coming to the place 
where tile word iJeuth was usually in- 
serted, and hearing him read, Shall 
be cjisiiicrcd and diKUiisstitl the service,

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luines ulth which the artists and scho- 
lars of every Eurojficai) nation have so 
iiulustriousfy furnished their libraries. 
Amidst pict\u*esque descriptions and 
erudite disquisitions, a few occasional " 
reniarks are here and there intersi»cr- 
sed, all of a tendency to awaken our 
liveliest sympathies for the degrad^^ 
tioii to which the descendants of the 
noblest pi'oplc of antiquity are now re- 
duced ; and tins degradation is nni- 
fonnly ascribed to the influence of 
Miihoinedan tyranny, without any 
eoniparis-on being inkituted as to the 
relative condition of the opprt-ftS4>r8 and 
the opprest-ed* Hence it is, that wc 
Mvni gratuitously to assume, that the 
(j recks are in a state of the impest ser- 
vitude, of privation, and of poverty, 
wliile thi ir masters, the 'forks, revel 
in the plenitude of every eujoyineut, 
which A delicious cliinatis unbounded 
power, and luicurbed dc'iire, c;iu sup- 
ply. Ilut what is the fact? Is not lh«* 
whole country in a state of general and 
comparative hirharitv? Was it not 
falling into that state hefore the Turks 
had made anv attempt to ovcrtbniw 
the Fai-vUrn l*in]'irc? And may we 
not, therefore, Iw justifled to Jisscrt, 
that the lamented degradation of the 
t»rc(‘ks is probably as much owing to 
their own foriner ilemorali&ition as to 
any tiirt cl effect of Ottoman de»}>ot- 
ism ? — these questions, witnuut 
having vislU**! (ireecc, any man, at all 
iicqnuintcd with tlie History of the Full 
«»!’ the Uuinan Empire, is capable of 
giving a clear and satisfactory answer. 
Long before the jrruptum of 0th- 
luaii and Jiis followers, the barbarians 
from the novib and Iraiu the east had 
tlillcu upfMi the dominion of tlie Ein- 
|>erors, like vultures iq)on a carcase, 
and neither a moral energy , nor a com- 
bination of jdiysica) power, evistfxl in 
(iircecc* Cii])Ab]c to oppose tlieiii, al- 
though, both in punt of numbers, c;f 
intelligence^ and t>f discipline, the as- 
sailants were lar^itcrior to the an- 
cient Persians, wwra the Jittlc classic 
republics had so often and so glorious- 
ly repulsed. Tlu.* (vreciaii spirit was 
dead ; a base and sordid demon, tlic 
offspring of lUnnaii oppression .and ec- 
clesiastical fraud, occupied its place, 
and influenced the greedy anti the 
guil^ pUribUits of the |>coph*. Nothing 
of (AUse rei^aiucd but the name an<l 
monuments. Long befon* the iin- 
^ jioster of Mecca in.^tig itcd his tblLow- 
4 era to attack Constant inopk’, her very 


traditions had expired ; and fVom the 
date ef tlie flrst siege, in 668, down to 
tlie nicmorabkii^OtU May, l4.-i3, when 
tlie Turks made themselves inusters^uf 
the Iin^ieriul City, tluTO luid been ho 
jiause ill the gradual relapse into bar- 
barity whicli had commenced uinoiig 
the inhabitants of Greece so itiany 
ages before. 

In the sixth ciatiiry, the schools of 
Atliens were suppressed; and from 
that jicriod, a hktnk of seven hundred 
yc'jrs is found in the history even of 
that city, — of A tbeiis, the most rcfiih d , 
the most elegant, ilie seat of* the arts 
and of philbsoph V ; of all tliat was 
great and renowned among tlie li recks, 
and yet the public M tiii to ascribe ibt' 
ilegradAtiou ot* the modern Atluniaiis 
to iho Turks ! 

In jioint of historical fact, (Jrcccc. 
and Oil that cronstitutos iu Europe tlu' 
Kaatem or Constuntinoi>o]itan empire, 
has actually revived uiidiT the sway 
of the Mahoincdan eoiiquerors. 'J'lu y 
have reanimated tlx* carcji8<‘, and b\ 
the tranRf'usion of a new and activl 
tnergy, tlie .barbarians, iiitouhielii ibc' 
dc'iK.*endatUs of the aneiciit hiininarii's 
of science and instructors of mankind 
had rcLipRt*d, have begun to lift up 
tbeir heads, and lokud; forward again. 
The population of (?onstait(uiopi(\ 
when wc lately reskUil there, could 
imt be less tliaii halfa million of souls ; 
it wa.5 considt ri'<{ mucb greaUr. Phraii- 
ai, lilt minister of the I’anperor ('on- 
staiitiiie l^ula tdtFgUi,, who was presi in 
at his tali, au<l who lias WTitic n an ac- 
count of thc'sk'ge, .says, that only four 
thousand nine hundred and .seveatv 
iiKn.'iinoug the cicizeiis were willing 
to asskt in the ilefence of tlie raiii}>»rl>:, 
a fad Conti iniatory of our view ; for it 
citlier proves the dastardiiiu ss inio 
which the ]koi»1c hud sunk, i>r the 
abridged state of the population, linr 
t'OiiRidering it only with reference to 
the flinner, the indifiputabie truth, tltat 
for many years the buildingK of l‘on- 
stuntinoplc, esiH.cia]ly in (kilat.i and 
Peru, have Iwjen greatly exU nded, ami 
that they now occupy tlu* Ix igbts and 
flekls which, during Uie siege, were 
covered with the tciits of tliut division 
jof the Ottoman army, uguinst which 
Justiniaiii, the iaiiious (jenotse mer- 
chant, defended (ialata willi so much 
brarrery, is, we think, conclusive as to 
the improvement of the metropolis, to 
!«iy nothing of the numcroua inagni- 
HtViu mosques, which excel in gran- 
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deur and beauty, the celebrated St So- 
phia, respecting which so much Grc- 
eiun exaggeration k so credulously be- 
lieved. 

It may, however, be said, that this is 
not owning to any improvement in the 
state and habits of the i>cop]c ; but to 
the barbaric pomp of the I'urks, and 
that Constantinople has been fed and 
fostered into this new and ino<lern mag- 
nificence at the cxpcnce of* the pro- 
vinces. But Larissa, which has been 
the alleged scene of recent battles, is 
u lurgt'and populous city, eniirrly of a 
modern character ; the country around 
is riclily cultivated ; the houses are 
haiidstmic, the inoschos* elegant ; the 
cotton and silk inaiiufkctures are ex- 
tensive ; a superb inodcrii liridge cros- 
ses the i*eDcus, wliicb is there a large 
stream. J«'ivery thing both wdihin and 
without the (‘ity, would not disgrace 
Kngliiiul, and it has grown into all 
this (jpuicnee and cuu‘»norcia1 iniport- 
aiico, undtT the baleful influence of 
Ottoiuau opprc^sioll ! 

Ill the vale of Tempts where wt 
rested one night after leaving I^arissti, 
we found tlie im[K)elical village of 
Arnbrlaki as industriously and as so- 
berl v t'ligagetl in the thrift of weaving 
eottoii ctotli, and printing calico, as. 
New Lanark itself, andtlie iiihahilants 
as lia])j)y in their prospcTity, for their 
trade was then brisk, as if the henc- 
voli'ut Mr Owen had himself ngu- 
Ijiic d rhiir kiiohenR, there dormitories, 
and tli(‘ir daucef^. 

The country, from tlie bridge of Ly- 
cn.‘'tomo, which crocuses tlie Pt neus as 
it leavi'S the vale of Tempe, is as rich- 
ly cultivated us tln' strath of the Tay 
behnv Perth, or the wliole vale <iJ‘ the* 
I'lianus from Oxford to Windsor. 
'I’lic viTy existence of tlic bridge of 
Lyoo.st<*mo itself, a strui:ture thruaj as 
large as that of Diiiikeld, or of Ferry- 
bridge in Yorkshire, or of any bridge 
lK‘twecn Berwick and London — a very 
rumlern work — is a striking proof of 
an impri»ving country. The whole 
cimntry, indeid, from r.ycostoino to 
isaloitika, is eiiltivana) in a style not 
at all unworthy of its fertility. It Ixv 
trayed to us no symjitoni of decay, 
but cvtTy where exhibiU'd a vigorous 
pros|»erity. 

The city of Salonika (Thessalonia) 
may, ])crhap.s, have Ix^n formerly lar- 
ger, but to our eyes it was a great and 
grow'ing place- 'Pbe fKipulutioa was es- 
timated at seventy tlioiisaud souls, of 
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whom nolessdiantliiriy thousand were 
Jews, twenty tbousund Turks, 'i'he 
Greeks— the Greeks! were not cstima^ 
<ted at so many as fiftet^n tliousaiid, they 
were 6Up|)osed to amount to but a few 
more than twelve thousand, the re- 
mainder were other skctauians. 'i'he 
trade of Salonika consisted chiefly of 
tlie produce of the adjacent country, 
and it has confessedly greatly incrca - 
sed — upwards of forty tiiousand load> 
of cotton, of tlirce hundred ix>iinds 
each, Jin article of agricultural pro- 
duce, hut of recent introrliictiori, wa.s 
ill IHio sent overland to the inanufiic- 
turers in (Germany. Such a success- 
ful spc^culation in a new article of 
rural experiwient, docs not imply any 
thing like u decaying country. 

F rom Salonika to lihodosto the conn - 
try is various, but in nnitiy parts beau- 
tifully cultivated. In trim hedges, ami 
neatly kept Adds of lohaeeo and cot- 
ton, the vicinity of Bhodo.sto may ri- 
val in appt^arance the general as(H‘ct of 
Kngland. Do trim licdgcs and well- 
cultivated fields indicate dt’c.'iy r and 
the country, in many pluws, as far ii:^ 
Khodusto, "l>orc striking proofs of re- 
cent and prosperouirimprovement. The 
large tow^n of Bhodosto might indeed 
be described as almost a new one. ( >ur 
notes, written at tlic time, remind us 
that several of the cottec-rooins wen; 
equal in neatness to the ordinary cof- 
fee-houses of l.^ondon — and the popu- 
lation is chiefly Turkish ! 

From Khosdoto to Constantimqdc, 
we observwl a degree of languor in the 
agriculture of the country, and from ' 
tiio capital to Adrianople and the banks 
of the Danube, the same tiling may 
Ik.’ Siiid ; but at the period wlicn \\e 
visited that extensive region, the cause 
could easily he explained. ‘ The Turks 
were then at W'ar with Bu-ssia ; nuinc-. 
runs detiichments of the armies tra- 
verse*! within our view the best j»or- 
tiotis of the country, and the Turks 
are not the most generous or tendor- 
hcarted of foragers. But still, in this 
hasty sketch of a route of irinny hun- 
drwl Tnilos, wo venture to affirm, that 
the country bore incontestable signs, 
not of oppre.ssiou, butof improvement ; 
Ind we have chosen to refer particu- 
larly to tlu' region between Larissa ami 
Constantinople, because the Turkish 
portion of the population may be de- 
scribed as three to otic more niuiKa ous 
than the (iroiJc, and because it s(*rves 
to corroborate our opinion, that the * 
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Turks h»?e tended to revive the dor-, 
ffiant enermes of die eeuntry* 

To this^ nowever, it may be olgeeted, 
that but a fsvnidl portion of Gnrce is 
comprehended in the sw<vp we have 
taken from Larissa to ('onstantino^ 
pie. True, of ancient Greece ; hut it 
compreliends a very wide portion of 
thaa part of the Ottoman empire, to 
which the public iniml is tatif^ht to 
look as the theatre of the prestiit 0 })e* 
ratiooH. And if it be contended that 
ancient Greccti was in our time still in 
a state of de^rradation and de-. 

pressiun, the cause must be lookt*d ibr 
in something very diderent from that 
of the mere circumstance of the coun- 
try being under the doininatioti of the 
Turks, and we sliall pri'sently liave 
occ8£iion to advert to it ; ali at j.rcsn nt 
which we contend for is, that the Otto- 
man dominiaiis in Europe, comprehend- 
ing Greece and the Cydadfj^. have bix'n, 
till the recent ins\ji:Tecticn, repuiaily, 
since the abrogation of the Grecian 
Empire by the conquest of Constan- 
tinople, in #statc of gradual resusci- 
tation, from the trance in which the 
whole ctmntry had slumbered Irom tlie 
era of the abolitioiNif tlie philosophical 
schools of Athens* 

In nothing was this more rcinarkn- 
hly doinonstratid than bv the state of 
the islaiids. 'J'hc city of Sdo, which 
has lately been ll:c sccuv of such out- 
rages, had undoubtedly tiilien otf in 
its general app'ar«nce fjoni the time 
in which it hitd hven occvipied by the 
enterpri/ing merchants of (Jciioa; hut 
Genoa herself, since that lime, had al- 
jio grdaily faded from her former t.plen- 
dour. I’hc country of iScio, however, 
sii fibred no decay. Jl v/as aiieiently 
said, that the islatid consisted of tlircc 
parts, two of which were fetoiid; hut tl.e 
|»opu)!ition, down to the period of our 
viistt, had continued so to increase*, that 
nearly the half of the v,dioic surface 
had been rendend produouve, and yet 
with all that industry, the inhabitants 
were obligcfi to import a great deal of 
corn and othtT provisions, nmeh, 

tlu'refore, with rc«?p(;'rt to the ]x:stifc'- 
iwj® infiuence of Mahoincdan cU'spot- 
ism, as it affected the ^^ciots, who wer^ 
geticrallv .speaking, (irceks. ^ 

Huttl lie most d^('i>iive pr<3of of all, 
that the Greeks under the 'Eurks were 
in a atatc of n‘gencration, is tlif-aatc in 
which wc found the if-land of Idra, or 
Hvdra. lliat city ony;in. !.tB<l in a wiiall 
coioay of fishermen ; about fifiy years 


ago their little vUlogea liegan to us- 
sumc the appearance of a town, and 
they hud sloops and schooners that 
traded os fur as Constan t inople. "W hen* 
the French Revolution broke out, they 
began to build larger vessels, which 
they loaded with grain, along the 
shores of the fpihs of V^olo and Salon- 
ika, and sent it to France during the 
scarcity which prevailed in that unfor- 
tunate kingdom, at tlic beginning of tlie 
late war. The profit, arising from these? 
successful sfHX'filations rnabled them 
to mcrcasK* their shipping. When 
wc visited the island, the Idriots had 
eighty square-rigged vessels, of more 
than two hunditxl and fifty tons bur- 
den, besides several hundred sinnll- 
er of every deKcriptitm. Several of' 
their ships wero not inferior in sikc; 
and strength to frigates. This the 
iiiqterial Ottoman navy lias since felt. 

, Ko town in ICngland or A uu i iea lias 
hiicn HO rapid j.i iis rise as ilydru. It 
contained ujiwnrds of forty churches, 
and two of th>;in wi-re adonnd with 
very handsome stei ple «. I he popuKi- 
tion vxceedtd twenty tiuuoand sou Is, 
and many of the housis were very 
lianilsome, and oniamentcd witli far- 
iiimre from France and holy. — hut 
without enlarging on this hr.neh of 
our suhfcTi, enougiv lots linn ndtluet d, 
r-aiid it onnof be cotJtrevt ritd,— to 
shew that the* classic ripiei: efUiqumil 
by the I’urks, has Ik en in ?» pre'gre..*- 
sive stat;* sdtice the conquest ; so’e! it 
will not Ik- doni' d, that j'rii^r to Ihe* tall 
of Consh'mtinople it v, a‘i reL jKshig in- 
to hfirbaiity, at?d liael sin.K :o lejw, 
that there ditl not appear to e'.ist nny 
ptmer within itself by wl-dch its teilal 
ruin could be avcrlcii. Win n, then, 
we assume that it rewiveiid energy 
by the introduction of the Turks, wc 
contend that the prenuscs Justify the 
conclusion to which we clahn atlcn- 
tion ; namely, that under tlie Oitoniaii 
dominion the moral or pt>liticnl cniuli- 
lion of the Greeks has Ijccn ameliora- 
ted, and ainelioraUii V)y tlu* Turks. 

Now let us conrish r the iininediatc 
question a little closely. 

A disliviction of the most delusive 
dfVet has been wite.ehow iinidc by tlio 
public with rcsqtect to the two great 
srcTAuiAN' bodies of which the gene- 
ral ]iopulatk)ti of Greeet: consists. W e 
employ the tmn 8i:t.i a hi an, not with 
reference to the faith of the. inliubit- 
antH, but bi?causc it implies not only a 
{lolitica] difference, but thatdifikrencc 
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exasperated by religimis aniittonties. 
It serves, we think, to convey to the 
reader, at least we intend it should do 
Ko, tliat there is an iiTeconcilablc pre- 
judice between the Turks and tho 
(i reeks, which is only to be overcome 
by the influence of some ..new and 
purer reli^oii than that of either. For 
altlkoufcU the Greeks do possess a spe- 
cies of Christianity, and, indeed, are 
only calleil (iroeks in consequence of 
their religion, still it can scarcely be 
questioned, that as their religion 
rnfnistrrrd^ it is almost as obnoxious , 
lo a protestant mind as the simple wor« 
Nliip of the Turks. We trust, there- 
fore, that we shall not he misunder- 
stood, or, rather, that we shall not be 
repreacntvd, as at all considering the 
religion of the Greeks and Turks as 
oN'r ndigion, of which Mahometanism 
:ntd ('iiriKtiatiity uresectarian branches. 
Wo use the term in some degree iiie- 
tajdiorically, and we entreat particular 
attention to this circumstance. How- 
ever, to return. It is assumed that the 
'I’urksure still alicrt.<, and that they have 
never amatgaruated with the (irt'eks ; 
uud that tho (ireeks are the al>origines 
of the country. There is much fallacy in 
this, amt it iscalcuiated to produce fa- 
i<il errors; for all our affi-etioiiii end 
pr.'jiidices lean towards the (mvks, 
wink; ilu* )»<ior Twks are ohligcd to 
endure iht? consequeiic.’s of those an- 
tipat hies ag'unst tlieni, which the art- 
Jui monk ', who foincJiled the crusades 
soinduritrioiisly prtipu gated, and which 

tiu* dc.'cijcrati* dastards over whom 
tile JVgans tri inn liiivt never cea- 
sed to cheri?.h ; to say nothing of the 
elegant lament'itions of poets and eri- 
tits fresh tVoiu rollcgi', nor, though 
last not least, the aril'ul misrq)reson- 
tutions of lUtssian pniitieians. ami llio 
*)utcrii-» of Iliirigarimn;, ui'raid of such 
warlike neighbour.'). 

The truth, and wo challenge con- 
tradiction, is, that tile iiiujor part of 
the )K>pulatioii of Turkey in Kurope, 
coini^reheiidcd in a line drawn from 
Widdin on the Danube to Sidoni- 
k:i, and i.\ten(ling from the Danube 
to the Jlliick Soa, is Mahomedan ; — 
wc do not say I'urks — and we retjuest 
attention to the distinction— dmt pro- 
fessors of the Mabouicdan religion, 
united with tlie I'urks, bearing their 
name, although descendants from abo- 
riginal Kurojiean parentage, 'i'hroiigh- 
out Greece there are thousands and 
tens of thousands of similar Turkti : 
The Albanians, and those with 


whom LordBytem haA made the pub- 
lic BO fkiniliar, the military of Al- 
bania and Macedonia, and even of 
tlte Morea, are in general the offspring 
of apostates from Christianity, and are 
as truly the regular heirs and pro- 
geny of tile Greeks of the Iliad and of 
Sparta, as theSciots, wliom they have 
probaMy assisted ta massacre. 'Now, 
wliat is to become of' these Greco-Ma- 
homedans in the disposal of the grarirl 
question of ** the Greek cause?”— ^Are 
they to be put to death ? are they to 
be banished and extirpated from the 
land of their fatber.s —and for what f 
—for the Greeks— And who are the 
Greeks, for whom such crimes are to 
be committed ? — Arc they not the off- 
spring of tliat i>eoplo, who, abandoned 
l)y every virtue of antiquity, sank in- 
to tlie Ottoman servitude without a 
strugd«» with»)Ut the grace of one re- 
deeming effort — the basest, the gross- 
est, the most deprived of the human 
race, who, with all the vices of cinis- 
cuktcvl civilization, united the harsh- 
cBt and fellest passions of ^barbarity ? 
a?id whoso only claim to the sUghU'st 
interest with mankind is, that they have 
been tauglit by their conquiTors once 
more lo lift tlulr eyes from depravity, 
and cast rhern forward witli ^pirations 
towards a blotter sutc? 

This, it will be said, is allowing 
evi-ry tliin.T. — 'Phi y do, know their de- 
praved cond'tioii, 'and they long for 
freedom. WhtTcfore, then, should 
not every gtviCRuis spirit be eager in 
their ? — 'I'he proposition sounds 

well ; but, afu’r all that may be sung 
or said of the (vreeks, is not the plain 
statistical fact this, that, the distinction 
beiWM'ii <» reeks t7iul Turk's is a mere 
SFCTAitiAN ilistiuftion — religious, not. 
national — a Protestant and Papist dis-* 
tMictitJU ^ Now, ivhat would those sa- 
politicians, who arc crying out 
Ibr tin'-hrands to biini the seraglio^ 
and choppers to make minced meat of 
the Sultan and his Viziers, Pashaws^ 
Ut'ys and Fftl*ntli8, to satisfy tho vul- 
turtvmaw of this new (treci«in liberty ; 
— whiit would tliey say, were emissaries 
and orators as seriously to call on the 
natives of Liurope to comped tho Bri- 
tish government not only to emanci- 
pate die Dissenters and Homan Catho- 
lics, but to abdicate the sovereignty, 
and not only that, but to retire witli 
all tlie Kpiscopalian population of 
k^ugland ; all the Presbyte4rian popu- 
lation of Scotland ; all the Protestant 
population of Irckuid, and leave the 
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thm kingdoms a free and perpetual 
heritage to the Dissenters^ the Anti- 
burghers and the Pai>ists; for such« 
if we at all understand the subjix*.t, is 
nothing less than what is proposed by 
those who have undertaken to advocate 

the Greek cause/* 

Thirre may ho a few of a more mo- 
derate philantlfrom*, whoso benevo- 
lence and charitable |>o]itiea extend no 
farther than to intimidate the Turks 
to desist from tlic atrocities which they 
have coinniitttxl riiiee the insurrection 
of the (creeks, liut what is there in 
the law of nations to warrant any such 
intimidation ? Is not the Sultan hovc- 
reigu of hia empire? Are not the 
Greeks his subjects ? Have they not 
rebelled ? Doi'S he not but punish 
them os relkds ? Is tlie puiiishmeiit of 
rebels any thing dew in the history of 
nations ? Have we in this country no 
ouch criTiie as higli treason ? 1 fas tnere 
been ino rebellion in Ireland, W'hoa 
force, and fraud, and cruelty, and 
burning, and bloodsbe^l, the demons 
of civil WHTi w-ere let loose, as they 
ever unfortunately are in all similar 
ead transactivms ? 

It is true, that some good might pos- 
bibly he done by frleniily remonstran- 
ces with the Sultan. Hut the Greeks 
are in rebellion ; they arc still in open 
und deelurcHl rebellion. It is not re- 
tribution for treason past with which 
they are visited, but only the means 
which the Ottoman Government em- 
ploys to put dow'ii an actual and ra- 
ging rebellion. With wdiat grace, then, 
or proj)riety, or ptiliey, or fitness, 
human ailiiirs are liiaiiaged, can any 
government interfere ; for to ask an- 
other not U» op]»ose a rebellion, vwaihl 
be to declaie at once for the rebels. 
And hero, as far us the ^wlicy of the 
question reaches, we now grapple with 
the advocates of tlic Greekr. and the 
Greek cause. 

Wc shall, for the sake of argument, 
lose sight of all that we have shewn 
with resi»ect to t?)e history anddiarac- 
ter of tnc Greeks ; all that regards 
their mere bc‘ctarian distinction, and 
admit that tht 7 arc lije noble race 
winch so many orators endeavour to 
prove them, by relcrcnce to tlm jKiets 
and orators, and W'orthk-sof antiquity, 
witbvrboni, by the way, l)Oth they and 
i|Vt>f'.tion have about as much to do 

rorifucius, and Columbus, and Ge- 
neral Washington, had with the wars 
of Home ami Carthage. Hut udmiL- 
ting t])is — and admitting that it is 


most desirable they should triumph, 
we would ask, has this rebellion yet 
{troceeded to such an issue of probahh' 
success, as that, in policy, the Ib'itish 
Government, or any other disinit reutvd 
government, could reasonably Ixi cx- 
jK'cted to interfere, in oriler to stay thi- 
iarthcr effusion of blood, and the i^cr- 
Iietratiou of crime? l«’or, sureJy, ii 
will not be said that when a rcbcllitui 
tfdccs place, fcjreign governments ought 
immcoiately to takti the part of the re- 
bels ? 

It is, wc believe, a mnxiin quite 
well undtrsl(x>d aud recognized in po- 
litic, that governments are not to in- 
terfere between kings and subjects ; 
but we ailinit it is also as gt;neraljy 
know‘n, and more regularly practix/d. 
that tvhenever it clearly appears u go- 
vernment is not sufficiently strong to 
put down a rebellion, the cause of thi- 
rebi‘l8 may then bo esjMmsod. 1 lave the 
Greeks yet shewn that llioy are so far 
u match for the Turks, that disinton - 
ed governments might rationally de- 
clare for them r Gn the coiitriu-y, ih 
it not inauifcst, tliat, supposing by 
such an iiiteriVrcnce their ludc prud- 
ence were recognizcil by the Sultan, 
tliey are mu in a condition to main- 
tain themselves ugainst the Turk*), and 
that they w*onJd bo ubligc.il tu seek tin- 
protection of some 1‘oreign power? and 
IS il not notorious to all tlic world, 
that UussLu would be that power, or 
hitbertoher ]Mdiey and statesim n iniisi 
liave)K*cn grc’atly traduced ? 'I’lie whole 
question, therefore, rclalivt,* to tin; 
Greeks and the Greek cause, turns on 
this narrow' gn^uiid, as far at least a- 
the liritiah Govermoeiii is eonceinctl 
— Have theGr<?eks yet shi wn that they 
are able tu preser\'e tln ir inilejHud- 
eiice, were it conceded to them, with- 
out having recciurse to foreign aid ? If 
this ctui bi* answered in tlic aftirma- 
tivo, then every government slum Id 
declare for them at once — and every 
day's delay is an error. Hut if it cannot 
be so sfiHWCrcd, or must hg aiiswertal 
with doubt, then we say, the time for 
interference is not yet come ; and all 
that can be done in the mean tinu*, Is 
to deplore the atrocities which we 
must submit to witness, with fieliiigs 
similar to thost>of the spectators who 
stand upon the strand willing aud 
ready to assist some sliipwreckid crew, 
but who, for their own safety, dare 
not venture forth, untd there is a 
change in the wind, ora subsidence in 
the waves.

In this age of Mammon, when so 
many both of books and razors are 
manufactured, simply to sell/' it is 
agreeable to fall in with a little ele- 
gant volume, evidently got up for the 
gratification of individual taste, and 
never expected to make any impression 
upon the great mass of the reading 
public. The taste of the British pub- 
lic is indeed more decidedly dead to 
the excitements of such delicate fare 
as this volume presents, than that of 
any other natJon, arrived, t^uoad a/ia, 
at the same sortof pitch in refinement : 
audit was always so witliuA. Peilmps 
<mr a^tites are, on the wliole, coarse 
as well as ravenous ; Init it is quite 
certain, that notliing ever will go down 
widi us that has no bettor recommend- 
ation than extreme and elaborate ele- 

r ce. Force is far before flavour in 
opinion of your intellectiial Kit- 
cheners. The Bridal of Trier main is 
out of all sight the most elegant of Sir 
Walter Scott’s poems— and yet, had 
it continued in its original anonymous 


state, the first edition of it would still 
have been lumbering the publislier's 
garret. Mr Wordsworth i* out ot‘ all 
sight the most ckgat.t poet of the day 
— ^itt real grace lie sur|>asses the Bo- 
gerses, iSce. as far as a Cilrcek statue 
docs the. cast of a French dancing- 
master ; and yet the public mll nU be 
jiersuaded to look at AVordsworth. 
The Bridal of Trieruiain, and Words- 
worth’s Poems, w<'re TK'gleeted Infcmiite 
they w*ere elegant (tor in ntithcr of 
them surely was there any dcfuiency 
of vigour), while it would not be dif- 
ficult to point out more instances tlian 
one in which vulgarity ^ almost by it- 
self, would sctun to have been enough 
to carry a certain sort of popularity. 

The truth is, that books arc no long- 
er tlm chostm food of chosen spirits. 
Literature has ceased to be Uie delight 
and luxury of the enlightened and re- 
fined alone. She has descended from 
her loft^ place ; and bo who would 
vrritc himself up to fortune, must first 
write himself down to favour. Fani^,

Is VVords- 
woul) frigid v.heii he embodies the 
.I’.viul (beam of Dian, or when he 
pouTs :t the stately and Soplioclean 
])athi)s of his Jwaudaniia ? 

It. i> ^.xtreinely ainu'-ing to observe 
^v^Jrking towards the i>aine 
end, at the vrry saiTse time, by means 
of two ]>' neetly o]>pns\te sets of tools. 

I lere ,tT.. lhi‘ Kdinbur i;]> Keviewers, on 
the oih- hiuul, running d<»wn every- 
thing that IS elussic-d, meiely because 
they tlieniM Ives are deslitutc of classi- 
cal holarsl’ip : and there, in the other 
end of' t)i(‘ isl.iml, are the Cockneys 
pursuing \i plan still more cflicacious. 
There they .are, a pack of poor illiterate 
creatures, '(not one of whom could tell, 
within fifty miles, what is ihc mean- 
ing of a AlifMle Voice. J all pil’ing 
ulH>ut Pun. and Apollo, and EndyUiion, 
and the Muhes, and the (traces, and 
“ downlooking husks and Nymphs, 
“with tremulous mess internally,” — 
Ihipchus, — Silenus, — Tritons, — Gany- 
medes, — riml tlie Hesperian apples. 
What a jumble of marred antique mag- 
nificence, «'intl speck-and-span*ncw 
{Kitebes of vulgarity, in their odious 
verses ! A kilted negro is not more dis- 
gusting than a classical Cockney. A 
deeper gulf is nut In'tween the 
Pedant and the Por.son> than sep^i- 
rates Ooriicy WVbb from the author 
of “ Catiline.” 

'I'ho volume before us is therefore 
tlu^ production of what llusditt coiisi- 
dcis the most contemptible of all hu- 
man beings, “ a scliolur and a gentle- 
man.” — (And, by the way, how much 
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better is it to spmk oift one’s mind, 
smack and plain, like Ilazlitt, than to 

f o about the bush inincitig and num- 
ling like the rest of that brother- 
hood !) It is a volume which will ne- 
ver sell,”— a volume which the great 
vulgar corpus of readers will disdiin to 
look into, unless perhaps for the sake 
of the spirited engravings, which, in 
general, are executed in a style not un- 
worthy of the verses they accompany. 

Though the prints are slight, yet 
the outlines are coriiectly gjiven, and 
tliat is all that can be regarded as of 
any real importance. 

They have, be.<iides, ilie merit of be- 
ing wisely and well chosen ; for there 
is not one design in the book that does 
not {lossess some striking peculiarity of 
chann and interest. Above all, we have 
Iwjcn delighted with the jKtrtraU gems. 
It is well remarked in the prclace, 
(which also appears to be Mr Croly's,) 
that 

‘‘ Tht? importance of the*;e relics to learn- 
ed invfhtigalion, to the artist, and to the 
amateur, to the natural and elevating in- 
dulgence frit in looking on tlie i'eatureK of 
the mighty dead— ticserves to make tlicni 
a favourite study with the acconipli&lied 
mind of EnglancL Gems illustrate the 
attributes and talcs of mythology, the cos- 
tuTiies of antiquity, the fine romances of 
the poets, the elmracters of the early lan- 
guages, tiic great hittoric events, and the 
progress of the arts ; , the t;ountenaDces of 
Virgil and Miecenas, of Cicero and ^Vlex- 
uiider, live only on gcnia % the Venus of 
Praxiteles, the head of tlic Fhidian Mi- 
nerva, the Apoxyonicnos of Polyclctus^ 
that triumph of ancient statuary I arc to 
be found only on gems ; the restorationa 
of the V'enuB dc Medici and the Laocewn 
have been made from gems ; they offer an 
endless treasure of the brilliant thoughts, 
and huriwl wisdtim, the forgotten skill, and 
the vanished beauty, of a time when tlio 
xnmd and form oi* man reached tlieir per* 
fcction.'* 

The first gemin the scries Ls one re- 
presenting Ao heads of rL'KicLL'S and 
Asfasi A. Pericles is bearded, as in the 
very pride of manhood, and the caaq^ue 
is on his hood, but the neck and shoul- 
ders are nude. Asnasia wears a veil, 
and has her hair elaborately arrayed 
on hf;r iront in long and separate curls. 
Notliiug can be mote uoble tliaxi the 
serenity of the hero's countenance;

for example, on “ Venus clipping the 
wings of Cupid,” arc in every respect, 
phraseology, versification, &c. as mo- 
dem as any in tlic voluniie, and yet 
you write.

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Sir,— I am surprised that you have 
not yet favoured your rcaderR with 
any opinion on that great topic which 
at present ^ universally eiijsyosscs the 
public attention, — I moan th« Aunt- 
CULTURAL Question. It is due from 
the vigour and independence with 
which your work is oondncwHl, that 
some notice should lie taken of the 
humbug connected with that import- 
ant subject, and that the inerib: of the 
case, frof up for the country gciitleineti, 
should be ex^)Oscd, not so much in its 
principles, as in tlie importatjt consi- 
derationH which are so carefully kq>t 
in the back-ground. It seems to me 
that an attempt is made, with gn^at 
industry, ami some degri*e, botli of ta- 
lent and ingenuity, to represent ** thi: 
LtANPJcn lNTrHiiVT”as‘' iheN.ition;” 
^d by a dextor^s juggle, to confound 
the metaphor ^uunin//* with those 
plain matter of facts, “ the country 
gentlemen” Every thing relative to 
tlie general question, as far as the 
j||^le community is concerned, is lost 
I Mb tof. and our fears ami understand- 
are pU79iled with crude notions of 
''^utieal economy, somehow deduced 
^Tkom the stottery” philosophy of 
':)ialthu&, atid doctrines drawn from 


the theoretical dogmas of the radicals. 
It swans to lx» assmiit'd immitro- 
vertihlc, that mir populatmii exceeds 
our means of employment; nnd that, 
althongh wc are over; iden with abun- 
dance, it is yet ne(’ep.‘.;»ry to eTic mrr»rf 
emigration. It seem*; al.-io, in like man- 
ner, to be assumed, that tlu re ilocsevisf 
certain inhiTcnt rights in the lower 
classes of thcpeople, by which they arc 
authorized to set asidethe orderoftlJi ng*- 
which has growm up among u.-, which 
onler of things is as much ii nccessiury , 
I Would say (1 natural product, as tlic 
man himwlf is, tliat is fornusl in our 
civilized state of* society hy the influ- 
ence of tlie erlucation he ivccivcs, nod 
of the Circumstances in which In- ispla- 
ccd. Tlio rights of man, which it has 
been tlie misfortune of the wot 1<1 to 
hear so niucli about during the ).ast 
thirty years, arc only practically ap- 
plicaole to ihc condition of inankiml 
in a state of nature ; they are only 
useful as integers for tlic scientifre 
A'alculatioriR of philosophy, lliey havc^ 
no cmemtivc existence in tlie manifold 
combinations and dependencies of llic 
civilized state, slaving and excepting 
that of equality, which, in legislation, 
is the principle of justice. lu every 

17 
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other respect^ by the blcsinng of Gocl, 
and tlic progress of that atnelioraiioti 
which forms so visible and so bcaud* 
ful a part of his Providence, tiik 
HiGHTS OF Soct£TY havc supcrscdcd 
THE liiGHTs OF Mak, and it Is no 
lonpir a c^nestion, what we are entitled 
to, but wiiat is the best mode fbr conti- 
nuing that progressive state, which 
necessarily evolves itself by a careful 
conservation of the rights of society 
from the shocks and injuries to whicn 
they are exposed by those who venture 
to set human law at deHanCe^ and to 
act on the instigations of nature. 

Nothing, 1 conceive, can he more 
indisputable, tlian that it is the nature 
of society to generate ftr itself, out of 
tlic industry, the intelligence, and the 
]>ower of individuals,^ a stock of public 
wealth ; and that in the judicious ap- 
propriation of this stock by public opi- 
nion, consists tK9 secret of preserving 
coniinunitics progrc'ssivc iu all those 
things which adorn the physical world, 
and improve the delights atid wonders 
of the iiitrlicctual. Now, the infer- 
ence which I woukl draw from the 
historv of this country , is, that hitherto 
the Jlrilidi nation has becnprc^CFsive, 
und that out of the appropriation of 
^ the Ftock of public wealth by public opi- 
nion among on, has arisen tliat power 
ami frame und order of things which 
now exists, and by which such achieve- 
ineiitb inarUaiidurnisaiid benevolence 
liave been jierturined. U'bis does not, 
howwer, appear to be the opinion ei- 
ther of the (kiuntry Gentlemen, or of 
tlie Uadicals. Theiormcr, as 1 have al- 
ready, said, appear to consider the coun- 
try as tlKnrs, and theirs only, merely 
tiecuusc, iu the existing ordcrof things, 
their official duty to the public, is 
to see that the land is proiierly culti- 
vated and imiiroved ; and the Uadicols, 
on the other hand, with their one-eyed 
reason, regard the stock of public 
wealth as capable of being apportioned 
equally to ail, and that the tirogressive 
state w hicli we enjo v may still lie ^treser- 
vt‘d, totally fewgetting to consider what 
would be not only the moral, but the 
imlitical conseouences of a changi^that 
would have the effect of destroying 
those institutions which, like public 
conduits and tbun tains, constantly re- 
pair in thdr eftlcts and operations 
the detriment that is done to we rights 
of' society, by those who venture to as- 
sert the rights of man as individuals. 
The adjudication of guilty,” is the 
VUL.XIL 


land-mark which diews where tbc 
rights of man end, and those of society 
dadh with them. 

But, not to enlarge on these pointa 
beyond what is r^uisite as a pm- 
fkee to my immediate object, I wish 
to draw your attention to the agri- 
cultural question, in relation to the 
rights of aodety, and to suggest to 
the members of his Mijesty's govern- 
ment the only possibfe mode of re- 
ducing the evil with which that body 
of public servants, the Country Gen- 
tlemen, are at present afflicted. 1 qdl 
them public servants, because if they 
cannot be so considered, th^ must be 
public enemies ; for I hold it to be ut- 
terly impossibly, in the interwoven in- 
terests of such a state of society m ex- 
ists in this country, that there can be 
any class of the community endowed 
by the order of things with public 
trusts, who arc not de facto public of- 
ficers, by whatever name or title they 
may be distinguished or classed. 

1 do not pretend to point out any 
way by which the difficulties of the 
agricultural question can be lessened 
to government; but I expect to be 
able to shew that the views which the 
Country Gentlemen have taken the 
subject, ore not only erroneous in prin- 
ciple, but d»erving of general r^ro- 
bation. 

Tbeoldectof Country Gen tkraen, ifi 
can understand what they want, is, that, 
in order to enable them to enjoy their 
present exorbitant and unnatuitu rent- 
al, the ndlionaiestablislHnentB must be 
redu^d, and that, to clFect this, it is 
necessary to abridge the amount of the 
taxes. And they go mudi farther: 
They say, if the rmuction of the na- 
tional establishments arc not suffl- 
dent, the public creditor must make 
up the difference. Now, 1 propose to 
myself the task of examining Uie causes 
which have led to tliia open pnxfcsdon 
of private greed and public dislioBeatr* 

In the first place> 1 M'ould asK, 
by wliat superiority of right ore the 
landlords cntitiled to any preference 
in the general commonw^th over 
the rest of the cemmuoi^ ? Ihey 
ere but the custodiers of tlie soil, for 
the behoof of .Uic nation at large, -and 
'their incomes, arising from the rents 
hereof, nre but of the nature of sate.^ 
ries for their superintendence and care 
of the sources of the national suate- 
^nance. Iu fermer ages— in feudal 
times— they were, it isJtrue^ somewhat 
3P 
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mim impcntBOt than themcre steifarcls 
to which tjhev have been reduced by 
the change or manners^ and the rise cu 
ilte commennal system ; for they not 
ptily held their lands by the natural 
tenure of supplying the people with 
the produce^ but also upon condition 
of remiering military service to the 
crowm I'he whole army, in die aiv» 
jS'eht penods of the monarchy, was 
mised and maintained at the expence 
pf the landlords. — 1 am not going 
into this subject minutely ; but treat- 

» B general question upon its gene- 
merits, and this broad fact shall 
not be nibldccl at, merely because 
there were probadsly here and there 
jome half a score of jocular tenures— 
J, therefore, repeat, that the laud was 
for the maintenance and sup- 
port of the army ; that the landlords 
Msed the recruits at their own ex- 
ptmcc, accoutred them for the field, and 
riot only maintained them there for a 
certain time, free of expence to the 
^ntry, but afterwards, in common 
with toe other sn^ccts, contributed 
to their support so long as the Crown 
r^uired their service. 

By the rise of the coratncrdal sys- 
tem, and the requisite establishments, 
in coiiRoqucnce, of stamling annies, 
available fbr colonial purposes, the 
obligation of nnlitarv service was 
commuted, and tlie land-tax, and other 
assc^ments on rural industry, sulisti- 
tuted. Lawyers may say that thtre 
it no record pf thus in the stritute- 
book ; how, induetl, was it^o be ex- 
acted th 9 .t the nature of territorial 
property should be set fortli in the 
preombf^ of tax-bills ? But the liis- 
tof ical fact is ho ; and the enormous 
free incomes of the modern landlords, 
distributed according to their 
pleasure, is the effect of the advan- 
tageous arrangement which tlicv made 
for thcnnscly^ by being the legisla- 
tors, when they ^adually disencum- 
bered hind from the obligations of 
the feudal tenures, it is, therefore, 
clearly manifest, that the landlords, 
inaiew of possissing any superiority 
of rig^t entitling tliem to a preference 
in, the general commonwealtn over the 

S ie comnmnity, actually stoud 
edicamept of enjoying a lar* 
iiaeratiqp for their trouble as 
$ of the soil, than what they 
^ the feudal char- 

•whii^ they have diseneuinbcr- 
ihemsiclv^ bemg, at this t^rae. 


mudi heavier to tbe community, thao 
the whole amount of tlie land-tax, and 
die direct taxes on agriculture. Bu^ 
even were the amount of these taxes 
equal to those diarges, supposing for 
a moment it had bc*en practicable to 
have continued them in the altered 
state of society under the commercial 
system, siiJl, by the change which that 
system has induced on the old agricultu- 
ral system, tlie cares and haxarda of the 
custody of the soil have bevn so much 
reduciea, tliat the remuneration of the 
custodiers ought also to l>c reduced. 
But what is the tact t Their remune- 
ration has been increasiHl, and they 
have been largely belted ltd by the 
change. In one sentence, and regard- 
less of the constiTnation which it may 

E reduce among the pluckicss,” the 

mdlordn, during the growing and 
glorious advantages of the commercial 
system, have beim reduced into the 
condition of j>RONf:s—iheir occupa- 
tion is in a groat measure gone, and 
the race of great farmers, gt‘ueratcd hy 
thu commercial system, has htcoine 
the custodiers of the wdl, ihe rent 
which they pay to the landlords being of 
the nature of supenmnuacion pensions. 
The (/Oiintry frentlemcn have placed 
themselves in this invidious ligiit, by 
encouraging the system of farming on 
a large scale, a system of which I shall 
have occasion ro speak herc^after, hut 
which, 1 may here notice, has hud the 
effect of making the rents more irre- 
gularly paid, although at first it pro- 
mised great facilities in the mode of 
collection. j 

Now we would ask the landlords, 
how is it that tliey dare presume 
to ho|>e or expect that their pen- 
sions and salaries are to be preserved 
entire, at tbdr present exorbitant 
rate, and those of all the other public 
servants abridged or sacrificed Iki 
they think that those new custodiers of 
the land will continue to support their 
sinecures ; or rather, which is the 
more scientific mode of placing the 
trutli, do they iiuiigine that the agri- 
cultural system, as it Is at jireseiit mo* 
dified, con afford a sur^dus of profit, 
(aftdr paying the tear and wear of 
capital, and tlie expcnccs of labour,) 
we say, do they expect that it can af- 
ford a surplus of .profit equal to the 
amount of those fixed incomes, w hidi 
they have for so many years calculuted 
on receiving ? — 1 1 cannot ; and tins they 
perfectly l^w and understand ; but 
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averse to loa}z at the real circumstances ous they may be closed. But in' that 
of their case, and to acknowledge the cose, f^onl have mercy u}M>ii us, far 
truth, tliey factiously ami jacobiriical* we shaH tjieu he obliged to yield to'

Xt thu^ Ifpcars to me. that the agri- 
enltttiM^f'jffiitre&s can be quite ade- 
te^ for by these causes,* 
wl^it is by no means clear that it

death poor Londonderry,' will be able 
to comprehend them. Nevertheless, 
I shall take the liberty to state what 
occurs to me on the subject. 

I n the first place, then, it is manifest- 
ly a1>sttrd, and contrary to the nature 
and fitness of things, that a revenue ari- 
sing iVAn land should he valued by any 
other standard than the value of the 
produce. It would he a waste of word» 
and time to offlT any thing in illus- 
tration of this. But what is the fact ? 
Is not the present standard of rents 
from land throughout the kingdom 
the Mint price of gold ? Now, in the 
name of common sense, in what way 
IS it possible to regulate tbc fiiictua- 
ting produce of the cartli by the value 
of a standard so comparatively iteady ? 
If the sovereign, we suppose, for tne 
sake of calculation, should hap|ien to 
represent the value of a quarrer of 
wheat, and we lot a crrtaiii portion 
of land, capable of producing a thou- 
sand quarters of vrheat, for two hun-* 
dred sovereigns per annum, how is 
it |)08siblc, when, by some failure 
of the harvest, the hind yieMionly 
five hundred quarters, that the te- 
nant can afford to pay the rent of 
two hundred sovereigns ? Or, in tlie 
event of things being os they now 
are; If the thousand quartern are 
reduced, by the evil of abundance'* 
to be worth no more titan five hun- 
dred quarters, how can he still affiird 
to give the same rent ? The thing is 
monstrous ; and yet it is what is now 
in existence, and to which the whole 
attention of the public is eidled, as if 
a system so unnatural could any 
poBsibillty be preserved. 
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. 'iWe iSf in fact, no remedy for the 
evil, tot to regulate rent bv the ]>rice 
of produce. Instead of taking aver- 
ages, for the purpose of regulating mer- 
cantile specolationsj in order to pre** 
vent the artizan from living os wcU, 
atul working as cheaply, as he is en- 
titled to do, in consequence of the im- 
provements with which ^ence, and 
coinmerce, and his industry, have en- 
riched the world, the averages should 
be taken.to regulate the pjrices of sala- 
ries. Considering, as I do, the priestly 
stipend and the lordly rental as of the 
nature of salaries, I would have ail 
these regulated by the market price of 
grain. And what objection, rational or 
political, could he made to such a pro- 
position ? The effect of it as a relief 
to the farmer would be immediate; no 
doubt, it would materially abridge the 
enormous and unnatural incomes of 
the land1o;rds, but in that abridgment 
lies the only remedy that can be ap- 
plied to the effects d' the artificial and 
unsound value of the land, and of the 
edects of the quantity of prtoucc 
raised beyond the imniecliato demands 
of the population, u e, die evil of 
abundance.'' 

1 am aware, that to take the price 
of grain as the standard of the va- 
lue of rents, still some inoonvenience 
would be felt ; for it is not to be de- 
nied, that the labourer, as eagerly 
in quest of luxuries as his superior, 
Bi'cks t<v sup]dy the demands of na- 
ture with the\%aiK‘st food be can 
obtain ; and in oriler that he may be 
able to spare as much of his wages as 
possible, for other purposes, he is con- 
tent with potatoes. The consequence 
of wiiicfa is, that for a number of years 
the cultivation of potatoes has been 
gradually increased; in so much, that 
the price of the article has a material 
effect on the price of labour ; and a 
failure of the potatoe crop, even in 
England, would a dreadful calami- 
ty, from the price being so low that the 
labourer, by his otlier wants, could 
not adSbrd to purchase more expensive 
food. Connected, therefore, with the 
question of agricultural distress, it 
would be of, the utmost conseoucnce, 
were it clearly ascertained, wheUier the 
improvements of the kingdom have 
been followed by corresponding im- 
provements in the living of the labour- 
ers ; for if the fact be as we suspect, 
that a cheaper article of food has 


come more and more into use, the iii- 
iSucnoe which the change has on the 
agricultural interest must be very con- 
siderable. In Scotland, we are sensi- 
ble that the change has been difibreirt, 
and that the material of sustenance 
among us lias lieen greatly improved ; 
but we doubt if It has been so in Eng- 
land, and the^subjcct well merits in- 
vestigation. 

For sliould it turn out that the eul- 
Uvation of tbepomtoc has in any ma- 
terial degree affected the cnltivation of 
corn, or should it be proved, which 1 
suspect is the case, that it has not 
tended to diminisli the cultivation 
corn, but has been merely extended to 
meet the wants of an increasing po- 
pulation, still the effect must be the 
saino^ and there might be some hazard 
in regulating rents by too fixed a stand- 
ard, were the price of wh^t for ex- 
ample only taken. 

There would, no doubt, be some 
difficulty in carrying into effect a new 
standard for the measure of the sala- 
ries of the national officers ; and, were 
we to judge by what passed in the 
House of Commons, with relation to 
the averages, it would appear almost 
impossible. — But if a rj^ster were 
kept ill every market town of every 
bargain struck in corn, and no bargain 
held binding unless recorded, antTie- 
turns ffnin such register-offices made 
periodically, the whole matter might 
IM! managed without trouble.*— I be- 
lieve the number of market towns in 
Great Britain do not exceed fourteen 
hundred ; an offiax at a small salary, 
the post-master for example, might 
kee}) tile register, and transmit we^ly 
the average rates of the bargain^ to a 
derk at the treasury, (and one derk 
ought to be sufficient,^ who could pre- 
pare the accounts and strike the aver- 
ages quarterly ; the rents payable at 
the ensuing quarter to be regulated 
by the returns of the barons con- 
clude in the preceding. It appears 
to me tliat the means for carding 
the scheme into effect arc exceedingly 
simple and practicable, and I know 
not one word of rational objection that 
can be offered, either to the principle of 
the suggestion, or to the plan proposed. 
1 shall, therefore, procera to consider 
it with respect to tlie eifect it might 
have as to what t would callmy first 
induction^ namely : ^

1 think it must be obvious^ that 
mercantile s|)CcuIation proct^'ds on att 
assumption of one or other of two 
tilings, either tint the speculator ))os- 
sesseS information wliich has not reach- 
eel the public, or is of opitiioii tlut 
ccTtain causes are in operatioUi U)c 
effect of which he has more sagacity 
Ilian his neighbours to see. Now, ft 
is quite clear, that whatever influence 
aagaetty might still he allowed to pos- 
sess, the speculative influonce of su- 
perior information would be materially 
abridged. Every man interestetl in the 
price of corn, in land and rents, would 
nave, in the publication of the official 
averagcs>naturaland Icgitiinatcchcck 
on the spirit of the speculator, and the 
rtMsuItwottldof necessity he, a more cor- 
rect estimate of the value of land, form- 
ed from theonly valul stmree, the prices 
of produce. But it may hesaid, thatihis 
would do very well with respect to the 
land of the kingdom in general, and 
that local value would still be as much 
shrouded, and as much under the iu# 
duence of the speculator, as ever. Not 
so; the knowledge of general troth 
always promotes the koowledge of 
truth in detail. The official or trea- 
sury average would starve os a criterion 
for rent and salaries speddcally, but 
means would soon be found to ascer- 
tain fh>m the returns, tlie capabilities 
of the land in tfic dift'erent districts, 
and a local knowledge, of a compara- 
tively correct kind, would soon be dis- 
aeminated, the advantages of which 
would prove alike permanently bene- 
6cial tohuidlonl and tenant, and there- 
by tend to reduce the value of land to 
its natural levcL 

My second induction is, That at

This, as I have explained, was ow- 
ing to the effect of contractors coining

lliey are at present* Insofar, I there- 
fore consider, that the pressure of the 
agricultural distress which has ariat*n ' 
from the subsidence of the high arti- 
ficial ami unsound price of produce to 
its natural sUtc, is in proccssof amend- 
ment, but cannot be amended by any 
legislative wirrangemcnt, save ^ only 
such as will have die effect of impo-^ 
sing the natural check of superior iu- 
telligeuce on the spirit of speculation. 

The influence of time also can alone 
reduce so much of the oil of abun- 
dance as has arisen from the unnatu- 
ral incitement to over cultivation, pro- 
duced by speculation. The fall in the 
value of produce must necessarily in- 
duce a diminution in the amount of 
cultivation, — ^iKior lands must he al- 
lowed to He waste, until the rental of 
the kingdom has been regulated by 
some stamlard, that will enable ihe 
farmer to know much more correctly 
than heretofore, what he can affonl to 
give in rent ; and the full efl'ect of any 
such standard cannot be known, until 
the iinscfund and swollen eilbcts of spe- 
cttladouare rtinoved. 

But, sir, my subject grows umler 
me ; and the ramifications which each 
new branch seems to send forth, a$ it , 
is considered, show how unwieldy this 
great question is for the the alight 
i^etdies of a Magsainc. 1 have ad- 
verted to theahsunlity of complattiing 
of the evil of abiiiubnce, and yet en- 
couraging omigratiott. 1 thiuk it would 
be trilling widi your readers to offer 
any thing further on this point than 
the mere statoment of the proiHisition. 
F or I am sun: there is not one who will 
not at once see, that if thi«rc is any 
truth in this alleged abunrknee, emi- 
gration cun only the efioct of in- 
creasing die ml. It would seem, in- 
deed, that employment, and not cim- 
gration, is wliut is wantetl ; that emi- 
gration, under these circumstances, is 
a curse, and an imjioverishment of 
the country; and that uuy yiortion of 
the public revenue which is iippro|>ri- 
ated to lemovc consumers from the 
market of the fanuers, is only aggrava- 
ting the calamity, and tiiat such por- 
tions ought rather to be appropri- 
ated to public works, in order to 
detain them at home. The policy 
which induced the gieat statesmen of 
antiquity to build and settle cities, is 
a branch 'ot political economy that has 
not received the attention it (Icsktycb* 
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—Far better it w^e to devise some 
means of concentrating into new towns 
those whom so many theorists have ren-> 
dcred rcst]os8> than to «M|uanclcr the 
public slock on Uiem in settlements in 
distant islamls. GraciousGodj isit possi- 
ble that those who sec around tbdr own 
d\vellinp:s so many thousands and tens 
of thousands of unoccupied acres, can 
seriously recommend, and, not only re- 
c<nnmend but assist, the most athletic 
portion of the population to bring into 
cultivation tlie wdlds of America and 
Africa, and of the South-sea islands ! 
But it is said, tliat tlm removal of such 
persons from the country wdll help to 
lighton the poor-rates. Here conics the 
question of taxation again. For the 
poor-rates may be describul as one of 
the m'liiy means evolved out of the 
state of modern society, to appropriate 
the vast accumulation of the public 
stock in this country, in such a man- 
lier as to furtlu'r the improvement of 
the people. I will nolnpeatmy words; 
jnit I state the initli so — and I wish 
the stift^'iiicTitto be received asfiilly and 
as broadly as the f<*rms will warrant. 
But bear in niirni, that I do not siy the 
poor-rates are any more than any other 
tax desirable. At the same time I do 
not hesitate to say that it would wot 
have been pr ieticable to have brought 
the stupendous frame of productive 
in.'udjinery m tb.is country tothatasto- 
nisliing excellence hut for the poor- 
rates. hut for them llteVxild and spirit- 
ed ad\enturers who established those 
vast machines, could never have found 
the mean<? of keeping the* capital em- 
barked in thvdr works t igether, in times 
W'hen the operatij'ns of their business 
left nothing, or almost notldng, to pay 
the artiz in. During the fluctuations 
of trade in a time of war, the true na- 
ture of the boon that numkiud received 
from the ccoius of Arkwright and 
Watt, was not know'u. It is only in 
the steady times of peace, tvhcii the 
machinery is allowed to work regular- 
ly — not ovcrlieated for sudtlen do- 
manrfs one day, and then Ii-ft to rust 
idle the m*xt~that its benefits and 
blessings ^vill be felt. It is only in 
peace, whi‘U the artizan, enlightened 
and incited by the ingim ry among 
Ills hands, iviU find himself yielding 
to the progressive inftueiiCi* of society, 
and his faculties enlarged by the re- 
ilcctionH which immediate objects awa- 
ken, will learn that it is better to hus- 
ban<l his little eariiiiigs for the Savings- 
Bank than to spend ihm in the ale* 


house, to raise the price of malt, and 
thereby to encourage the Country Gen*- 
tlemcn to condnue their high rents. 

But of all the pendicles of the agricul* 
tural qucistion, there is no one mcHtu 
fertile in error tlian the attempt to 
convert the popular prejudice against 
machinery into one of the causes of the 
existing distress among the landed in- 
terest. It is felt and acknowkdged, 
that the want of employment for the 
labouring class is one of tlic present 
afflictions of tlie country ; and it is in- 
ferred, that but for the machinery this 
want would not exist. The Country 
Chintlemcn, jdausibly enough, imagine 
that were the labourer more employed, 
he would eat more quartern loaves, 
drink more ale, and thereby occasion 
a greater consumption of agricultural 
produce, and consequently increase the 
value of land. But they do not advert 
to ihc omission" of an important link 
in the logic of tRis reasoning. With- 
out question, were the labourer bettor 
employwl, all these comfortable eficcts 
to himself, and beneficial results to the 
landed interest, would ensue ; but ia 
the lack of enqiloyment owing in i^y 
degree to the machinery ? It woultl 
seem to be assumed, that it is to a cer- 
tainty ; and therein lies the fallacy of 
the reasoning ; for it should first be 
shewn in what way the introduction 
of the manufacturing machines has 
diminished the employment of the la- 
lioiiring classes. That it has a tendency 
to supersede the hard labour of man, 
nebody denies ; but that it has re- 
duced tbc actual number of p<Tsons 
engaged in the labours of manufactu- 
ring, I not only deny, but I will as- 
sert the contrary; and vvitboiit do- 
scciuling into any more minute details, 

1 will appeal, first, to the increased 
population of the country generally, 
as substantiated by the parliamcntiiry 
census ; and next to the evidence liefore 
the eyes of every man — not resident 
in the ancient city of St Andrews, or 
** Ihrovcst** Gibson's borough of Cul- 
ross — in the increased ])opulation and 
iuiprovcments of the towns individu- 
ally : That increase and those inp. 
provements are mainly to be attribu- 
tt'd to the advantageous introductiuii,- 
of machinery in aiil of labour. That . 
kcUIkt the one nor the other can lie , 
ascvibf’<l to any influence of the landr . 
■ftl interest or the Country Gontlenien, 
is, I think, indisputable ; for f/ieir , 
iinprnvuniL'iits have had a din ct amV 
obvious tendency to reduce the nuiu- 
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ber of hands fom^ly e^loyed in the 
•laboors of the farm. Tlie system of 
great larms is a Malthusian system ; 
-Its tendency is to increase tlie means 
of subsistence^ and to difniinsh ]x>pu- 
tation ; and it has had these effects. — 
Hamlets have almost disappeared from 
the fm of the country ; and villa^ 
-have grown into totvn^ by the dis- 
possession of the rustic imputation 
from the liomely abixles of their sim« 
pie and rude forefatht^ns. It is imssi- 
d1c> for 1 will not undertake to asBcrt 
•the contrary^ that at the close of the 
war the number of hands employed in 
agriculture may have been greater than 
at any former period in the history of 
the country ; hut 1 ^will assert, that 
it was not owing to the agricultural 
system then pursuedi but to the ex- 
tension of cumvation required for the 
support nf an increasing population;i 
and for the purposcs^of Uiose specula- 
tions to which 1 have* so otten rcfei'retL 
In a word, any lack of employment 
that has been caused by the changes 
which have taken place in the coun- 
try, since the inveiitionfi of Arkwright 
and Watt came into use, has arisen 
from the system of {^eat farms ; and 
if there 'were any utility to come to the 
Libouring class, or to the kingdom, by 
raising an outcry against the introduc- 
tion of inventions and improvcinents, 
calculated to lessen the labour of man, 
that outcry should be directed against 
the Country Gentlemen, W’ho liave de- 
populated their estates, to make room 
tor the great-farm system. They, and 
they only, are the class who have Ics- 
ficnod the employment of tlic poor. 
From them, aij^* them only, thecouiv- 
try at this dine has a right to demand 
relief. For, to return to the point im- 
tnediately under consideration, i would 
ask, is it not a notorious fact that such 
HAS BRi'.N the demand for labourers, 
created by the use of machinery iti 
tnanufactureK, that the adult pcq)a]a- 
tion was not sufficient to supply the 
market, insomuch that children were, 
in consequence, employed, and to such 
an extent, Unit it became an evil, which 
some years ago requirerl legislative re- 
gulation ? Xow, Iiow could this have 
4)CcuiT6d, had ilie intrcKluction of ma- 
chinery reduced the number of la- 
liourers? How could it have hap- 
pened that, ivhile the Country Gen- 
tlemen were remorselessly driving 
their teiiantry like herds of swine into 
fhv market townis, and burniug and 


destroying their cottages, that thejr 
might return no more, — ^how could it 
have happened, that, while the de- 
mand for tobourers among the manu- 
facturers was so brisk, as ibat, even 
with all those who were driven into 
them by the great-farm system, they 
were necessitated to employ children, 
—how could It have happened that 
the introduction of inacliiiiery had les- 
soned the value of human lalumr? 
The fact is, that hitherto the introduc- 
tion of machinery lias had quite the 
opposite cfiect, ^d tbkt it bus creattnl 
many new branches of employment, 
which were previously neither known 
nor conceived. The trade of making 
machines is, for example, a vast and 
flourUbing trade, which, prior to the 
era of Arkwright's invention of tlw 
cotton jennies, and W att a a|qilii*ation 
of the steam-engine, had no existouce. 
Tlie consumption of timber and of 
iron, in the preparation and the use of 
machinery, has given cmpioym|i^,^ 
thousands of additional la^i^fir^itii 
the details of the ti inber and iron trsSk, 
above those formerly employed. The 
construction of buildings for ilic inatiu- 
facturesand the manufacturer, has call- 
ed aLo for njw bands of masons, brick- 
layers, and carpenters, Tlie very gla- 
zing of the 'windows if those buildings 
has occasioned a domand for new w'ork- 
ineti in the glassworks. But, sir, your 
limits do not pcniut me to cxlciul my 
ilUistrations ; and. perhaps, it is bet- 
ter that I slioiild hi re p.iu>^e, and al- 
low tliL* reader ralhtr to draw from 
his own rccolle4:tions, the countless 
proofs of this fact, that the demand for 
mhourers has been increased by llie 
use of machinery, tlian to ciit<*r upon 
any illustrations at all. Ouc word, 
however, before we part. 

There may be some among thoae, 
who, while tliey oilmit tl^ fact, will 
contend, that whate\’er the additional 
demand once was, which the use of 
machinery created,‘it exists no longer ; 
on the contrary; the inritement wnicli 
it cau.^ed for labourers, has had the 
cfFw'ct of raising a greater population 
than can nour find employment. Pos- 
sibly there may be some truth in this ; 
possibly machinery may have been 
carried too far, — for tlie productive 
powers of machinery Vc unlimited, 
while the demands or mankind are li- 
mited, and the increase of wants are of 
slow developcment But I think there 
is iinothcT causi^, which will account 
1o 
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for that d^ilcienc^ of employrn^ot so 
grievously distrct^ng at present/ 'and 
fully adequate to ftcount for it with- 
out having rroourse to any othtT. Be- 
sides, be it observed, that it is but a 
tioiionary cause, a ikiere opinion, that 
would ascribe to machinery the effect 
of the diminished demand for labour- 
ers ; whereaii the one 1o which I aQude, 
is matter of ibet, ^d widiin the view* 
and scojK? of eveiy mattes experience; 
1 allude to the revulsion from a state of 
war to a state of 'peace ; to the sua- 
pension of the labour employed fn the 
mbricatibn of the weapons of war *— 
to the suspension In die deidand for 
soldiers and sailors; — to the Conse- 
quences of disbanding the navy and 
anny, whereby so many thousands 
of the most athletic of the Icbooring 
class were sent in queid of cmploy- 
inent ; — to the entire reduction of Inc 
tninsjioTt ft*rvicc, with all its ships and 
crews, and tradesmen of every descrip- 
tion , agents, and clerts, ami artizans ; — 
to the diminished numl>crof the la- 
bourers In the dock-^rds ; — to the dis- 
persion in search or other woric of the 
thousands employed in the minuter 
operations of tUe public service as con- 
nected with the war ; — to the diminish- 
ed incomes of public officers, whose 
‘household establishments in servants 
have, in consequence, been reduced 
to the frugjility induced by the re- 
duction of so many officers to half- 
pay, by which the profits of their slio{/> 
Ke^rs and tradesjieoplchuvcbmi cur- 
tailed to the abridged transactions 
between these retaikfh* and the whole- 
sale dealers, and to tlie consequent 


il^minudbn in the tr^nsactbins . 
wholesale dealer with the farmer, jme 
foreign market, and the ii]anttfa(fi:nireiK^ 
all umiebi 1 do contend, constitute 
ag^tegate cause, quite sufficient to 
codnt aD that want of cmploymrat 
which it fa attempted, or proposed, ^ 
obviate, by reducing die means of eihr 
ploymeht more and more. Already has 
the dhninished'eJcpcnditure of govern- 
ment thrown so miidi capital idle, that 
the value of money has fallen SO per 
cent ; and yet, with this fact staring 
them in^he face, the Countnr Gentle- 
men think it r^ble, by legislative 
.regnlationa, tolkecp up thdr rental at 
the war mte ; and they think also, in 
common with the Uadleals, that Air 
their particular behoof and advantage/ 
all the rest of the community shoflt 
make sacrifices. Iti one brief sentence, 
instigatesd by ** art ignorant impatience 
of taxation, tbt*y have endeavoured 
to force government from one act Of 
ifijustice^to another, against the mdst 
active andintdligeni part of the coijn- 
munity, — the merchants, the manufoi^ 
turrVs, and all thbse connected with 
tlie management of the public 
until th^ may so derange the existing 
admirable order of things in this coun- 
try — a country, which has done Set 
much more than Any other for the 
benefit of man, and of the world— ^ 
that a faction may be strengthened/ 
which win not scruple, not only to in- 
vestigate their sinecures, but to swe^ 
them from their possessions, h'kc duiff 
in Ac whirlwind.

Ainon{.; the thouHaiid iuvesti- 
lures of the human Ibriu, from the 
llimi/lala to the Andes, and £h»nt the 
days of Alirahoin to our own, tliere is 
nul one that, urj})crverUNl, does not oihl 
to the dignity or tin: licauty of man.

of all sirvices, tliai make him one day 
A ScJinun and tlic next a Soldier, the 
luM a Privy (Counsellor, and the next 
all but u lh»hop. The dose and con- 
sunjiinition of my tviuiopha will be to 
Kee him invosieil in the eostuine of 
row./Z/y, a costume uushanil wdth every 
captain of horse, f(fot, and marines, iu 
his royal pay ; ii cuHinmo that consult- 
ing grace, shall consult dignity, and 
exhibit him every inch a King. 

In the mcaiitiine, let the Celtic So- 
ciety go on and jirospor. them 
preserve the llighlamUr in his origi- 
nal stutfs, and proselyte the laiwland- 
er to the adoption of any dress tliat 
will extinguish the indescribable mis* 
ccllany now worn by the generation of 
the Saxtm.

the plunuxl cap, the flowing plaid, and 
the claymore, look the emhltans of he- 
roism, and may often have made he- 
roes, But a hirv, in tlie uniform of 
the English line, tlint specimen of how 
iar the, force of dockmg and bt'ggary 
can go— tliat cramping of the limbs, 
and curtailing of the prop<»rtious of 
man — that grotesque contiivance to 
scrape the human figure down to the 
k1iu]h; and smoothness of a carrot — 
impossible. The result may be, a sed- 
dicr, a sturdy serf, killing, or being 
killed, according to orders. 

The Highlanders here iiave carricil 
ofl* all the admiration from the whole 
various multitude of scarlet and fca- 
Uiers. There are hut about three hun- 
dred, finder diflerent chiefs ; fifty Su- 
therlands, (x>inmandc^d hy Lord Fran- 
cis (jower, annod only witli the clay- 
more j tldrty Drummonds, from the 
empire of T..iu.ly (iwydyr, as heiress of 
Tenh, with claymore and targe ; twelve 
!M.w:<loin4l gentlemen, with their gil- 
lies, armed with cliymorc, turge, and 
long forest gun^, lieaded by Glengarry ; 
thirty Maegregors, under Sir K van 
Maegregor ; fifty BreadaUwnes, under 
their Lord. The Strathfillaii and Cel- 
tic Societies swelkd the number of tlie 
lucn with the kilt. But those were 
amateur Highlanders; their Ic^swerc 
white, their cuticle was sensitive, their 
Erse was bastard, aud their cannibal- 
ism was doubtful. 

The aitc of the Iteview was near 
rrestonpans. Just seventy-sewn years 
ago, the fathers of these bold fellows 
haul on this spot struck the first bloup 
against tho Bruiiswdcks. All nations 
are alisuni. Tlie Scotch, even the so- 
ber and sliarpwiiied cons of tln.s frigid 
land, are proud of the exiicdition in 
174>.5, as if it w«ic not conceived in 
follv* and brought forth iu bhiulness ; 
as if the fragments of the British army 
tliat they dispersed were worthy of the 
name of opposition ; or as if their higli- 
<. est success would not have been to load 
the tliroDC with a contemptible hy|^ 
crite, at once a tyrant and a slave, uo- 
minoering over tiie liberties of Eng- 
land and Scotland, and kneeling at the 
footstool of Franco and Home. 

Seventy-seven years ago, 1 should 
have seen these plunoes, now bending 
with such emulous loyalty, stiflened up 
in relK?Uion. Tiiose ]Hpcs now scream- 
ing “ God save great iieurge,” swelling 
with triuinphaut shrii:ks to Jatiuy^ ; 
and those iron visages, now smooth with 
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sinilinp; alleg^tice, tuniing up tlidr 
srim features to the Southem air, nnd 
smelling their quarry in the beeves and 
httlHon of London ; the Vathalh of the 
northern imagination, a glorious dream 
of oombined slaughter and festivity, 
citiaens swept before the ckymore, 
and Lord Mayor's feasts every day in 
the year.

Still the Hisfhlanders arc worth pre- 
serving, as a curious spednien of the 
past. Hie true Caletlonian breed, and 
to the full as useful and honourable a 
stock as sbi'ep or bullocks. Hicy are 
the last r(»nmant and the finest of a 
military peasantry ; and tlieir Kpirit, 
intelligence, and manllnosK, their hold 
fictions, and their wiki poetry, alto- 
gether form a race made to be the 
masters in field and hy fireside. The 
clay-brained diligence of the English, 
and the blundering ambition of those 
sons of frolic and ill-luck the lri:«h, 
are made to be outwitte*!, outworked, 
and trampled down before them, and 
will be trampled down ho forth and 
for ever. 

But 1 will not allow the inordinate 
precedence in jjcrsonal intrqiidity, 
claimed fbr them by their lovers, and 
the lovers of romance. Tbe kill is at 
the bottom of this. The plaid plays 
its firesfige before our eye*, and even 
the great living ]ioet of Scotland baa 
suffered hi.s intelligent eye to be so 
•bandaged hy the tartan, as to pronounce 
them, pear cn tbe hratn*. This 

is whim, fondness, fantasy. The ma- 
terial of cmiMgp, like the material of 
whisky, exists in every nation alike. 
The difference is hi the form. M{>ine 
pn-.'fcr their corn in the shape of ardent 
frite. Some like to send it in quietly 
rough thcsystcYn, and swallow itas 
bread. All nations have the same 
ayerege intrepidity* The fire some- 
time* ]>erisbes to the eye; and tbe 
national ashes are tntmpled on by every 
heel : but it is not de ^1, but slecpetb. 
Let tbe mre summon* come ; let the 
wind of lieaven once descend, and we 
shall hnve the blrixe that consumea tlie 
trampler, and illustrates human na- 
ture tor a time. When wa* oppression 
safe } The Sjiaiibrd, f^rd of the 
World, in his |)et*danrt, trod down 
•IteP l^iifrlmian ; the Triisty, grmind- 
niud-ied ItutcUman'bowul the 


head patiently for a season. But na- 
ture Was at last roused, ilis amphi- 
bioiisness, with no more of resistance 
apparent about him than in the floun- 
ders of his native ditches, suddenly 
warmed ; the water in his veins grew 
sanguineous ; he rose* out of his dui*k- 
vreed, and in fair fight, smote hip and 
tbijtii, the brilliant, hook-nosed, chi- 
valric Spaniard. My conviction of 
this universal subsistence of national 
courage is so strong, that I doubt, on 
prinwjde, the every-day outcry of fo- 
reign cqipression. I hate Bkivery. But 
1 f 4 ^ 1 , with the force of an instinct, 
that no nation, with virtue enough to 
desire honest freedom, will ever be 
suffered to Unger in chains. 

There is a provision against it in the 
providence that makes generation 
crowd on generation. Thirty years 
chaTig*^ the f ice of siK‘iety ; the u^rroiu 
of the tUmqnest are oblileralrtl ; the 
conquerors are dead ; tbe (basin in tlie 
]>opuktiou has fen times riiUd 
up ; the fduce of tbeabngiUer, and the 
tomb, is levelled hy the ^feps of new 
million**. The enormous numerical 
strength of nations is a dcfetict invin- 
cible. What would \x‘ the army of any 
European |¥>U‘ntate. locked up in the 
inidstof the jiopulaiiimof Italy or Eng- 
land ? XaiwicKm, in his last legacy of 
tVaudnnd ttilschmMl, has asserted, that 
with his twobundre«l tlioimnd men. he 
could havereacli*.-!! Irfondtm. Mecnmld 
not have reached ten mile* from the 
spot wh(H*e lie planU^ hiK foot on the 
sand. The men of England in aims, 
ready to meet invasion, wi-re HOO.Ooo ; 
and theae would have btt*n reiiifiirceil 
to tile last man of Eiiglaiul, on the iirsc 
sounding of an enemy’s trumpet ; and 
thoHc would have died to the last man, 
befere Kapolcon should have been tlu ir 
master. 

Wbena true- causestinm nation, even 
wcakn(^4>a becomt^ sudden atremgth, 
and sm^ngth weakness ; some great 
inter|M>sil}on, which we, in our blind- 
nesR, call accident, rhuiigeatlic tideof 
evil; a way is made through the wa- 
ters, and toe Oppressor, with all his 
chivalry, is east out for the wolves and 
the vultures. Without some impulse 
worthy of uniting a people, some no- 
ble necessity, wliole tniticHia will not 
thus rise; and where they do nut, 
there is demonatration that the cause 
is not worth the labour. I am thua 
convinced, that the I talian* have not 
yet buiicred opprtbbion that dn^rvts 
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the name: tliat the Irinh are alto- 
gether doubtful of Uie re|K>rted con- 
nection between the Eiiglinh Cabi- 
litit and the late rotting of their i>o- 
tatoes; and that our fcttereiland swar- 
thy slaves of lEidostau, are Imppy in 
their assured muslin and rice. The 
sound of Slavonic, and the possibility 
of walking the streets of Milan with- 
out being ^loniarded, may he torture 
to the Italian, euainoiired by the sil- 
vt.'r tongue and the atrocious cuf^ins 
of his country, hut I will prove it, on 
the testimony of the most vivid and in- 
dignant Lilicral among our freshest re- 
turns, that as iiiudi vennicelli is dc- 
voure<l ; as many ot><>'rua adored ; as 
many gambling- tables crowded ; and as 
many tiddlers traintdi as in the ireest 
an«l bloodiest times of the land. — 
It is true there isuii interdict on some 
national pri villages. The bctialc of 

Safurd. 
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Venice cannot torture ; the little re- 
publics cannot eut each otber*fi throats ; 
Visa cannot starve Sieiinu ; nor. Luc- 
ca roast the municipality oi' Modena 
alive. ' 

True injurieii wil] make tlicir cure. 
Fantastic nyuries must not disturb the 
world by insurrection. It is wisdom 
to be inexorably deaf to the sorrows 
of professional Revolution. I'liis is the 
head and front of the offendings of the 
age — -the hypocrisy that deals in 
blood. 1 would grasp those manufac- 
turers of luiscliicf, doiuesLic and fo- 
reign ; those speculators in regicide ; 
those insolent and subtle snuiiers up, 
of rebellion round the world ; and 
pack them up in liales, and despatch 
them in the first ship bound for tlie 
JMeiliterranean, for the eternal use of. 
the Einpei'or of Alorocco.

The three Jong table.s tliai extended 
doa n the hall, w civ covered w ith plate, 
towering candelabra, viands inexhaust- 
ible, und ail higli appurteiuiia*sof 
royal revelry. The King arriveil at half 
past six, and entered the hall under au 
univer&tl acclainaliou, and surrounded 
by a crowd of t!ie chief of the least. 

I'hcn roinuicnccd the general assault 
on the luxuries that lay embattled be- 
fore tlieiu, in more various linea than 
ever ‘‘ Saracen or Christian knew," 
and for tlie first lialf hour, ail homage 
was forgotten in the most imperious 
indulgence of our nature. At length 
the tumult was partially appeased, and 
men hail lime to look uiiou tlicir Mo- 
narch, who, tVom his conunandiugi^ 
esition at the head of* the hall, hod a 
perfect and ideasant view of this vi- 
gorous ineloe.

of the King, sat in succession tho Lord 
Provost, tltc Duke of Hamilton, the 
Duke of Argyle, the Marquis of T wed- , 
dale, the J^ord Register, Uie I..ord 
Advocate, the Duke of Dorset, l.^rd . 
F. Conynghain ; on his left. Lord Kr** 
rol, as High (Constable, the Duke of 
Atliull, Uie Marquis of Queen^rry, 
the Karl of Morton, Lord J\lelvRie, 
the l^rd President, tlie Lord Justico 
Clerk, Sir John Reresford, Sir Tho- 
mas Bradford, and Earl CathcarU Al- 
ter dinner, the loird Provost proposed 
the King s health, in a few words, well 
conceived, and impressively delivered. 
The whole assembly rose and dmnk 
tlie toast with a grand roar. A signal 
hail l>een made to the Castle, ana as 
his Majesty rose to return thanks, the 
salute bi^au. Thj cHect was iucom-,. 
parably line. The words of sdvereignty ■ 
are not trivial things, let them be spo- 
ken wlien they may. Bui here they 
were uttered in the midst of inagniR- 
cent associations. Wiicrever the eye 
was turned, it fell upon splendour and - 
dignity r ujion memorable men in all < 
tile pompous diversities of official cos- 
tume ; great magistrates, powerful no« 
bles, ami distinguished generals ; every 
sight and sound conspiring to fill tlm 
mind with Hui)erb images, and in the 
midst of all stood a KIMG, utibriug 
lolly and cheering words, followed at 
every pause by a peal of cannon; Rke 
the uns wer of distan t thunder* 

'I'lie King’s speech was but of a few 
scnU'i)ct..N, but those were kind, digni-

fietlj and appropriate. Notliing could 
liave been fitter for the place or the 
people. Hia Majesty^ ii' the restraints 
laid on the heir ajiparent had allowed 
him to cultivate i»arliainentary debate, 
would probably have become a dis- 
tinguished speaker. He lias the exter- 
luds of public effect, a manly presence, 
ail impressive voice, and a coiii]iost‘d 
and lofty action. Those who liave a 
Xiersonal knowledge of his habits, de- 
scribe liira as unusually accumplisheil, 
master of a large extent of ancient U- 
texature, general reading, and many 
languages; rare actjuireinents even 
among the men wliosc &iac and for- 
tune depend uiK>n their possessions. 
What might have been done by the 
anibicion of public life, the difficiilties 
of party, the rivalry of i>owerful mind, 
the ivhole immense ferment of inte- 
rests, from which the noble sjnrit of 
genius and eloquence rises puritiul 
and jwwerful, is to he conjechirecl 
from what is done. The King’s deli- 
very of the annual addresses to i*ar- 
liamei:^, is remarkably efll.ctive. Hut 
his utterance of tlie iinpnssi.m of thr; 
moment, in the prestmcc of lhi>» great 
assemblage, gave a higher csthnate of 
his popular ]>owcrs. His speech was 
nearly in these words ; — “ JiJy Lords 
and Gentlc>io<?ii, — It is htijiossiblc for 
me to express my feelings at this mo- 
ment. This is one oi’ the proudest 
days of my life, f have not words to 
express my gratification at the very 
flattering nmtincr in which I have 
bec-n received by the citizens of Edin- 
burgh, and the marked aitoiition which 
has Ix^cn paid to me on all 'occasions 
since 1 have »’oine to Seotlanil, 1 am 
indeed higlily satisfied with my recep- 
tion by all ranks of my subjects. How 
strongiy-^how dteply — tvitli iviml fbei- 
ing — with w'hat sincerity, f have licen 
affected by t1u)sc' things^ no language 
of mine is adequate to dcMTibe/' 'lliis 
address was strikingly delivered, the 
commencement was in a low tune ; 
after a slight pause, the voice rose, and 
all the remainder was vigorous and 
far-heard. Minutenesses of tliis kind 
arc not trivial ; tlie honour paid by the 
mightiest niitt ntate of the world* to a 
portion of lus j>eo]>]e, is worthy of all 
merxibry, not foi the idles pnrtiOfie of 
flattering either King or iKiople, but 
as an evidence of the te'Xturo of the Jjri- 
tiaJi fonstitution. The King's s}.wcch 
was a manly tribute* to nculom. 

It: what fither country could the lan- 


guage of familiarity aiul gratitude from 
ihe tlirone be ottered or received with 
so mucJi safety. J’ivery wisxd of the 
King this day was an honounible ho- 
mage and pledge to tlie liberty of the 
people ; and no man who sat within 
that hall, with the heart to fwl tlie 
rich aud exalting associutiotih of the* 
presence and tlie place, would will- 
ingly auftet their rejneinbrauce to be 
liiminished by tlie loss of a look, a 
gesture, or a Kyliable. After the usual 
lieuhhs of The [&oy.‘d Eainily/' 
the King rose once inord, uml pre- 
facing the h\ a few words of re- 
spect fur the city of KxUiibiirgh, gave, 
‘‘ The healtli of the J^ord l*rovoht. 
Sir WillLnn Arhuthiiot, Huronet, and 
tht CortHiration.” 'J'he new-iuiide 
baronet droppetl iijwn his knw, ki&s- 
cd the royal hariil, and \va.s ruiseil uj)» 
under a W'cight of hoiumr and a])- 
jdaiisty

On the j^iovosi^t’s re- 
turn hepresidetl, and ainducte d tht fes- 
tivities of the evening with ,creat goo<l 
taste and spirit. \ su(*ces4oh <«f tua«tit 
to public men and luibUc objects filled 
up the night, wdtii some interesting 
fcjKwlies, anti getKTid go<xl humour, 
llie Duke of Ifarnilton hinl the meril 
of interrupting tliis harmony i>y a 
«qKx*ch, for which a banquet oi tli. 
gentlemen of Scotland, in liummr of 
their S<*vereign, was the most lucklei.*^ 
oi* all locations. 

Among the toasts, was 'I'lu* Aii- 
thorof \\'avtTley, ivhocver he is this 
was ilruuk with great bihirity. Sir 
Walter Scott leading ihi viuy in ae* 
elamatiou. The llaiiquet wkkl on the 
whole, a very fine, display, and highly 
crediteble to the coqioration. As a 
matter of equipment, nothing could 
be more suxLptiious ; it was conduct- 
ed without awkwardness, hurry, or 
confusion. As a feast, it was choh*.e 
and cor>tly. But in its higher Htaise, 
of an assanbly of the tKiblcst and most 
celebrated names of Scotland, it de- 
BCTvi‘R national praise, and is worthy 
of national cfftnineinoralion. Annual 
cUiinera arc sometimes absurd revels,

this country, and whose multifarious 
Observations on tlie Manners, (''tis- 
tbins, and Literature of Knglaiid, arc 
now in the press, once remarked, that 
in widking through theprincipal streets 
of this metropolis, particularly in the 
great avenues leading from Hyde-Park 
Comer and Cumbcrland-Gate, to the 
Royal Exchange, he was inconvenient- 
ly crowded, and that the pressure did 
not proceed so much from the num- 
bers congregated, as from the obesity 
of the separate individuals ; and on re- 
collectiug the macilency of the Parisi- 
ans, he justly inferred, that double the 
number of French iKJoplcmiglu inlia- 
bitLondon,and i>erambulate its strevts 
without inconvenience.

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he describes with equal astonishment 
and sorrow. He particularly bewailed 
our condition, when he l)chold the 
priw-oxen and shei-pso ostenutiously 
displayed in the butchers’ shops. As 
fat is in all c.ises ii inoibid accuui illa- 
tion, he lununts, in rather indij^naiit 
tenus, that a soci^*ty should have been 
tbrmcd for its encouVagianrnt, and that 
prize-niedals, andotlier rcimuimtions, 
should be distrilmtiNl for the propaga- 
tion of disease. Jn order to e%ct a 
reform, botli moral and iutcdlectiial, 
in this country, he conceives tlmt a 
Constitutional Association for the Suti- 
pression of Fat should iminedlaU'Iy be 
fomicdt to act in unison with the So- 
ciety for the Suppression of Vice. 

He next atlverts to the domestic 
inconveiiiency of fatj and afons it to 
he a common topic of eomplaiht among 
the gentry of England^ that the house 
is too small for their accommodation^ 
so that they arc constantly changing, 
and yot every man's dwelling apart- 
ments are in general better than his 
company. 'Jlie professor is perfectly 
coiivinctxl, that by a reduction of bulk 
to the healthy standard, double the 
nuinb(*r of inhabitants might lie com- 
fortably accommodated in each dwell- 
ing ; and he is equally well assured, 
that the different church-yards and 
other cemeteries might, on the same 
princijjlc, Imve Ivvn kept frw from the 
vari(»UK imx)i»veiiientx^ conqdaincd of 
in the majority of parislies. lie pre- 
scribes 11 remedy for thia evil in the 
Course of his lucubrations. 

Dr Bum- 
grosclicii enumerates the intellectual, 
physical, and .uoral inconveniences of 
ob^ity.

At length come the solid and im- 
portifit distributions of the osseous 
matter, with which the Essay con- 
cludes. 

J^ofessor Buingroschen states him-

bones nmrrowlcss ! How often has he 
cast an anxious look, a jealous glance, 
at the diurch-yard — 

^ Beneath those rugged elms, the yew- 
tree's shade, 

Where heaves the turf in many u moul- 
dering heap f 

where the cypres!i flourished, and the 
luxuriant ivy shed its gum ! Many a 
time and oft has be compared the 
dwarf and watery potatoes, the stint- 
ed celery, and spindle-shanked green- 
cole of his own gaaden, with the rich 
foison that sprouted from the grav^— 
the revelry of vegetation. This ap- 
plication of the ossifle material is the 
only mean of protecting the bones from 
insult, and of preventing the obdurate 
grave-digger fVom playing at loggets 
with the skull of tlie xM)et or tlie phi- 
losopher — 

* Quis desiderio sit pudor aut modus 

Tam cari capitis ?* 

''By adopting this manure, we shall 
obtain double crops ; famine will be- 
come an obsolete term, and the land 
will flow with milk and honty. In- 
depcmdently of the blessings that will 
accrue to agriculture, there W'ill re- 
main bone sufficient for the manufac- 
ture of elegant toys and useful imple- 
ments. We have the example of a 
noble poet for quaffing claret from a 
silver-mounted cranium, and it may 
now be literally followed by the bib- 
Hopolists, who may take their com- 
]M>tations of wine from the skulls of 
authors who spun their brains for them 
while living. The clbow-joiiits of a 
gambler may be cut into dice and 
<»rd-counters ; a gourmands arm- 
bones may be carved into kriiie-han- 
dles ; those of an author into paper- 
cutters ; the femoral bones of a t^or 
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may be sawn into button-moulds ; and 
the shaiiks of a dandy converted into 
bodkins^ apple-scoops, and whistles/* 
llic coiiduding passage is as fol- 
lows : —

post-obitoary employment of the hu-

A WALK frora Diiomo to the beau- 
tiful convent above it^ was ns Italian as 
a certain friend of ours could liavc 
wislied — the thonnoincter 03 in the 
shade — objects uroiirid too bright even 
for gra»ii spectacles^ and vines sup- 
jihrtetl on small granite pillars, con- 
verting the mountain side into so many 
bowers, to our tMionnous envy us we 
scorched upon the road. Too languid, 
driving south, to look back to the Alps, 
of which, by the bye, we bad seen 
quite enuugli, just sufftqicnt energy 
was left U.S to observe the abundance 
and beauty of tlic cultivation. The 
land is separated into narrow, oblong 
fields, by fig-trees and rows of vines, 
not the dwarf and hicrative S’|-H'cies of 
France, but the more picturesque and 
chtssie kind, whicli, after Virg^s pe- 
evpt of “ ITltnia adjungere vites, are 
aiLiiched to standard trees. The crops 
were for the most part millet, and 
Turkov com of a stupendous size, with 
here and there a field of rampant po- 
tato Klaiksr. Those who can afibrtl it, 
oat the bread of our common wheat 
in .sumuuT, and use that of the *J'ur- 
key corn in winter, it being (»f a heat- 
ing cpiality. We were aroused from 
languor at Keriuoli by the breeze an«l 
prospect of the I .ago *Mnggiore, which 
IS not HO very bt^auliful. The Hor- 
rouHM) Palace on the I sola Bulla, is a 
barrack unworthy of remark ; and the 
terraced gardens wiiich eucliantt-d 
Burnet, and which still call forth the 
udmiraUou of our travelh-rs, are curi- 
ous ctriainly, but Jiotbing more. Nor 
docs tlic view over the I..ake towards 
lbs sister one of Como, promise any 
of the beauty said to be tbund there, 
t’oino, I am ashamed to say, I did not 
visit, liaving arrival at Milan quite 
satiated with the jiicturesque ; nor did 
the ujiine of l*liny, nor his intermit* 
tent fountain, -stviu suihcient attrac- 
tions to cuunterhulunce two ilays’ broil- 
ing under an August sun. * On the 
shore of the lake, near Belgirata^ wc 
were indulged with a thunder storm, 
that st>ou dismissed the gay pU^asure- 
bodts lionu , and set the Alps in ear- 
liest coiivensatiou with each other. It 
passeti, however, in a little time ; .ind 
from the balcony of the inn ut Arona, 
we enjoyed u most delicious view of 
lluf lake by nuHniiiglit. All was Ita- 
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lian — the moon, though she was not 
“ yellow" — the lake, and eke the cham- 
ber — immeiuk^ saloon, superbly 
painted and adorned, with n powl of 
water in the middle of the tiled fioor^ 
(the effects of the late sliow^tir), round 
which our beds were placed, conveni- 
ently enough tor tliose indincil to 
bathe. We protested, but in vain— 
ate, sflept, and departed. 

Being market liay, or rather morn- 
ing, we met numl^s of peasantry 
going to Arona, all latlcii with chick- 
ens. Save and cxcq>t one lean cow, 
we saw no commodity going to mar- 
ket, ill a road crowded tor four or five 
mUes, but jKmltry. The Piedmontese 
of and adjacent to the mountains, arc 
a fine race — as tine as they are the con- 
trary in the lower ]>arts of the coun- 
try. Comical head-dresses tlie women 
wear : as one of them a)q>roBche.s, you 
}H.T<»ive large liitu)>s of metal on each 
side of the head ; these are found to 
be the ornamental ends of a long bar 
or needle, which is thru.st through the 
hair behind, and t\\ i^led till every lock 
becomes tightly screwed to the skull. 
I'o complete the coitturc, a dozen or 
two smaller auxiliary bright-limded 
pins arc stuck round in a circle, so as 
to fonn .a star at live back of tlu* head, 
while a knot of ribands from the top 
gtinerally falls over tlic forehead and 
temples. This is univiTsally the head- 
dress of the lower ortlcr of I'cmalos 
throughout the Milanese*; the mid- 
iUing ranks appear generally in a black 
veil. The liat of the breeched sex is 
picturesque, as we know from the cos* 
fnini of Piiielli. While on tlu* sub- 
ject of peasant coiffure, I may as well 
exliaust ray stock of observation. Kast- 
wanl of Milan, till one draws near to 
Venice, the damsels .are to be met in 
plain round hats, like our own ; and 
pretty face » arc to he si'cn under tlicsc, 
especially at Verona, where the race 
of Juliet, if love and beauty lie the 
characteristics, is C4*rtainly not yet ex- 
tinct. At Venice ate the fnzzuoli, 
which having in general remarked 
filthy, and over the ugliest face.s in 
Italy, I beg leave to difibr from so com- 
plete a judge of female beauty as the 
Author of Don Juan. At PVrrara :md 
Bologna the inetul pins are again cn- 
counierecl ; anil at Home, in fine, an 
PJ 
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midi nets did square-crowned 
fs, both «o weQ hnown from 
pictiires. 

At Sesto Cdondoi wo crossed tbie 
Ticiii Hke other Hatmilials, and root* 
od, with a fSew francs^ an anny of di?v* 
aiUfrjf on cither bank. jMUumS 

was addcTcd in what they called a,/^* 
Uidge— a double htkt, that tooh 
a&at a quarter an hour to pass thb 
narrow atream. Hannibal’s nrst’ eii* 
wement in Italy took place lower 
down the river^ near to whim theTido 
joins the Po. A few hours brou^t ns 
to the intended gate of MiUOx. W^th 
which Bonaparte purposed to terlni- 
nate die Siniplon road : we had seen 
one of the destined pillars^ as we de* 
soended, a litthi above Dinmub arrested 
there by the frll ef the Emperor. For 
the first time, I saw Anatnan troops, 

. rather Hungarians, of whidi die 
XiOmbard garrisons are composed^, 
stout, short men, with mdr stomadis 
itnroerdfUny strapt, like wasps. Chir 
dandies are nothing to them in the way 
of ladng; besides, thdr belt is hot 
round the waist, but the bdly*-the 
custom sems extremely wdl adapted 
for short commons. To a person who 
has read GoldNmith’a history of Home 
at school, and nothing since, the sight 
of Austrians dominant here is dum* 
ii]g; <but a little further reading 
stnoodics, in a great degrce|,hia indig<f 
nation. If he is not moved by respect 
for the name and fiunily of film Ca^sars, 
and.if he think it a ]wofanarion that 
Germans should reign in Italy, he at 
least cannr* censure the Austrian goi- 
▼cniment tor endeavouring , to hold 
those territories, that have been in its 
posfsoasion, a few intervals excepted, 
from the very infancy of modem Eu- 
rope. Whether antiquity posses- 
sion, or vicinity, bestow the . right of 
dominiem, the Austrians have &r bet- 
ter claims to gov^n Xombardy, than 
ife have to nue l^iau Afrer die de- 
cadence of the succsssam of Chairle- 
nmgne, it was the Italians tlieiasclTes 
who cdled, in 960, Otho the Gmt 
from' Germany, to rule over thm ! 

' nd let it be' remembered, that die 
[ties of Italy, so celehrat^ and so 
prosperous in the middle ages, mihri ' 
alt jbeir xightH and liberties toGcrman 
^gAgsoitsi, which, under native princes, 

tterace of Otho became extinct, and 
some cities thought of elevating a na- 
tive of Italy to the siiprento rule, who 
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wei% they diat stood and sn^p6rted<the 
Getiiuoi interest Muancse. All 
thnpUgh the middle ages, the Italians 
uidvemOy j^refrmd to be governed 
by a fisreigh prtnee, a preference, hot 
merely on j^kNisy of each 

ofib^, but on experience and sound 
policy ; for a tnoce wretched, unsafe, 
filArimstiiteof soc!fety,i8not tobefeund 
in histoij, than that existing either in 
the republics or under the tyrants fif 
Italy— 4he word bespeaks 

the oneT^nd, fer the republics, wc 
hare but h> l<m at Dante, or the bis- 
t(^ahs of , his thn^ to learn the hap- 
piness of petty Independence and no- 
nxintt frbedqpni* But all this is out of 
plaoe. lim Mfiimcsc, perhaps, prefer 
tile i but havinc neither the 
kbowlftlge, the territartai force, nor 
indeb^ toe wish, 'to be independent, 1 
had rawer see Austrian than French 
ettofrsph thejr fortresses. 

We^ eourse saw all &c sights— 
the Dnomo, or Cathedral, imprimis.' A 
Nbrthera is sttprised to fina the cht^f 
Gothic architectun' in ItoJy, 
and more surprised to find the work 
going on at tins day. This C'aliicdral, 
)^un in JA66, is not yet finished. Wc 
may, however, live in hope, for there 
are aetoally half-a- cloren workmen em- 
ployed daily (feasts excepted) on it« 
enonnoiu mass, h is Imtlt of white 
mar^e, as all the guide-books take 
fktiss to infenn uA These vaunts sound 
big to thtoe wbo have not heeti in Italy, 
aM have not seen how their wretched 
brick are inlaid, as it were, with inarblo 
and stone. Gothic edifitvs are mid to 
be sombre, and to suit the cloudy cH- 
matea of the north, for no better rea- 
son, I helieve, than that thrfr fretted 
surfaces have^ gained that character by 
collecting the smut of smoke and tiine. 
One should think that tbeminute beau- 
ties of this order were jH*mliarly a- 
dspted to thos^dearatmotqiberes that 
allow every denture of thechisd to be 
ooAspteuous.' The lately ornamented 
paii of , WmttmifuAer Alrbey ought to 
he here tnider the same sky with the 
MOaneic Duomo, and the Tuscan pa* 
lai»e of the Htti and the Sfrozxl ought 
to he Off the banks of the Thames — 
they have no business in .Florence, imd 
notbiag in common with the Amo. 
An exiMtkm, however, must be made 
as to spires and steepk^thci silent 
fingenr’ are nothing beiieatli tlie lofty 
sky of Italy, that ^etns to mock any 
attempt at ueight on this earth of ours. 
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With us» where the heavens do not al« 
together leave us in the lurch^ altitude 
is sublimity. But in Italy, one Catn- 
mnile is worth another; — even the 
Aighest, that of Venice, to look at, 
seems nothing. The gi’cat diderciice 
between the «Ustant view of an Eiig- 
lish and of an Italian towm, liosides 
the essential one of clearness of sky, 
is, that from tlic latter lofty square 
towers are seen to rise, in place of our 
subtle steeples. 

I was astonished, on visiting the 
J.ast Siippt.r of Leonardo da N^iici, to 
lind it so much injured hy time, and 
so little by any other hand, 'fhe door 
for the monks’ supper, so much abused, 
and so liappy a tiieiiie of vituperation, 
can Ij.'ive clone not the least harm to 
the picture. I'lic lad, however, who 
shop's the rc feelory where it is, seems 
to have caught up tlic' rant of each iii- 
digiiiiiit traveller, and talked <»f those 
yist(* tii fruii that bored their door 
through the j»recious fK*.seo. The Aiii- 
brosiati library poRseshCs many valu- 
able relics* of Leonardo; among the 
rest, u pv)rtriiiit of himself. Like most 
of the institution's of Italy, it com- 
plains of not having receivtd hack all 
the treasures tukeji by tlie I'reticb. I 
strained my eyes to reafl Pttrarch's 
autegr.ij>b imu:, '‘concerning Laura, 
written in bis Virgil, but in vain ; — a 
beaiitiuil little text-hand he wrote. 
The margins of the v»lunie are eovtr- 
ed with iiis notes on the /V.neid. The 
Scala was not ojien ; we, however, 
gained admittance. It is about as 
large as the Lomlon opor.i, broader 
perhaps, but iieiilnr so long nc»r so 
lofty. iJebind tht scenes it contains 
much mote nxmi, the of which 
is tln,‘ great defect of ours. 

I’he colonnaiU* of St Lorenzo is a 
true foretaste of Homan ruins. It con- 
sists of sixteen Corinthian columns, 
the portico either of a hath or a tem- 
ple ; the two uses to which antiquaries 
.'ll ways assign duiilitful fabrics. 1 1 may, 
however, be Siilel y referred to the tinuia 
when the Uomau emperors made Ale- 
(liolaniim their place of rcsitlince, and 
wrhen its spKiidour was etlcbrauJ hy 
Ausouius. Jf the greater part uf this 


have faded, Milan still at least pre« 
serves the imlmsi moles cuneatio ihea* 
iri" to which it soeras peculiarly at- 
tached. 

Saw the author of " Fazio*' at Mi- 
lan, returning fijom his tour ; — a broil- 
ing time for travel this univeifiity va- 
cation. 1 regretted the iinpossi].ility 
of feeing Monti, who has been at Pe- 
saro since the death of his pon-in-law.

But the poetical spirit ef ^Monti has 
long since evaporated, t'ilhtT Iroin age, 
or from employing his talents in gram- 
matical coimoversy. lleisat ilie head 
of the anii-Tuscjin party, wdiose very 
laudable aim is to shake off the dicta- 
torship of Florence 0V4r the rest of 
Italy as to elegance and proj'riely of 
language. The prcfu nt quarrel coni- 
ineiiccd hy the Institute at Milan, un- 
der the sanction of its government, 
inviting tlic OuacanR to join them in 
a reformation of the dictionary, &c. 
The Crutcans took the proposal in 
dudgetaj, and refused to takcjmy steps 
in an undertaking which did not ori- 
ginate with them, r])on this, ^lonti 
took up the biuiiiess singly ; and, with 
the aid of Pertieari, has in a great 
measure' succeeded in shaking the U'us- 
can pre-eminence. Ilia 0 ]>ini()n, which 
seems hy no means arrogant or unrea- 
sonable, is, tliat the classic dialect of 
Italy cannot be concentred in any one 
town, nor regulated by rollrenec to 
the particular idiom of one province ; 
hut that it should bo considered the 
same with that spoken by the men of 
letters ami cuUivatetl society through- 
out Italy. Indeed, the able dedicatory 
letter to the IVIarquis 'rriviikio^with 
whicli the 7V(7^r>.v/u”* commenres 
is sufHcient to si ttlo the ^luint, with-

Count Perticari of Pesaro, who mar- 
ric*d the beautiful daughter of IMonti# 
died in June last. It is surprising^ 
that the death of a man, here so eele- 
Irrated, should not luive hecn noticed 
in the Itjaat ih e:ree by our numerous 
journals. Il«' was’ the iir^t jurfso 
writer of Italy/’ observed to me a man 
of fn'eai literary eminence here, (Mus- 
toxidi). “ What is it he has writ- 
ten asked the English ignoramus. 
What a shrug, well ineritcdy followed 
tile query f — “ Sar It htt^ur” was the 
reply.: “ On the language!’' — Ah! 
Cette niaudite hn^-ut! Toujours la 
latigite, rien quo l:i laiipuc ? — Vou are 
a long time settling the preliminaries 
of writing; when do you intend to 
begin ?’* — What a lauientiible siglit is 
it, to see a nation divided on such ti^ 
pies; each party clotliing the petty 
sentiments of municipal’ rivalry in the 
language of fishwonun, to prove that 
— its speech is f 7/1 M/c — The elegant 
Perticari, however, cannot be imm- 
bered amongst tbci'C. 

The cry with many people is, Sc- 
mrate literature frean politics; thty 
nave nothing in common," il'c. ^kc. 
Hut let any one consider the squabbles 
on topics of pure litenilure,— on words, 
on incriptions, on nothings, — and he 
will find all the venom of imlitical 
contention, joinc<l with all the con- 
ternptibility of anger and excitement, 
when called forth by insigniticant 
causes. The abuse of Dennis is mere 
Billingsgate ; but that of Cicero — all 
as bitter, as jicrsonal, aU as vulgar 
—is accounted hublime, ami justly. 
Passions will come forth ; literary men 
will have their quarrels ; and poliiics 
aflbrd a grave, a dignified, at least a 
respectable jwint of difference, which 
was wantinj; to the schools of the mid- 
dle ages, and is to tin.* grammarians of 
modern Italy. Among persons that 
ani continuany intfTfering with each 
other s views or Vanities, as literary 
men arc for ever, i^arty spirit is tlie 


only antidote to potty raneoar and in- 
dividual animosity. 

Erotn Milan, we made the regular

With feelings 
not so (vothic, 1 looked southward t/i- 
wards Mantiui, along Virgil’s own 
Mincius. 'I'he country that inspired 
the jH)et of the Creorgics may be fer- 
tile, but is far from beautiful. Still 
many an object rendl ? the reading t>r 
our school-boy days; the pteuliarly- 
traiued vine, and tljc white oxui, ehiv- 
sically though awkwardly )oked, met 
at €*very turn of ih;. nad, a\M»ki- ‘!oir;e 
dorinam hexaimur of the Maiiinan 
bartl. At IVschura, seemingly a for- 
tress of strength and importance, we 
left the Beiiacus. crossing the Miiicms, 
into which the k»k«’ jumrs.* D.oue 
has left a description of this clus'-ie 
part of Italy in his fa/i m*, more ac- 
curate, how'ever, than poetical :

The amphitheatre siieaks more the 
grandeur of Home than even a decade 
of Livy. Every guide-b<M)k will tell 
you its dimensions, * but <if its gran- 
ileur none can give an idea. The inside 
is quite perfect at least as far as the se- 
cond story, whicli good fortune it owes 
10 having had originally no boxes or 
recesses for princely spectators, simi- 
lar to the Coliseum. It consisted then, 
as now, of a circular row of plain mar- 
ble benches. t{» the number of forty- 
five, ca]ia\)li‘, it is said, of containing 
ujiwards of *^0,000 sjiectators. In the 
arena, at present, stands a modem 
theatre, at handsome diriiciisions, in

which repreaentations were going on 
the evening we visited it ; — no inapt 
type, one might say, of the different 
ogi's — the modern shrunk into a mere 
nucleus, and lost even amidst the ruins 
of the ancient. 

It is astonishing, that no I.atin 
writer has made mention of this stu- 
(icndous work. A letter of Tliny, that 
records great amphi theatrical exliibi- 
tions at Verona, makes it likely, that 
it was built before or early in the 
rcigii of Traj.an. But this is no proof. 
'J'he conjecture best supported assigns 
it to the reign of (Tallieiius, and Maf- 
fei secerns inclined to this opinion. 
Though better preserved in the ‘inte- 
rior than the Coliseum, its exterior 
has suffijed much more ; tluTe being 
only the breadth of three arches stand- 
ing of the outward wall of the amphi- 
theatre, wliilc that at Bume is still 
jjcrfect in half of its circuiiifcrLiice.—

Tfir existence of such a being as 
ISIacliuiic dc Staid, was long wanting to 
tilt* lemulc sex ; it has for ever laiil at 
rest the question, whether the highest 
order of genius is c*,>mpatible with the 
<ielicato tranu- and temper of womau. 
One might imagine her indeed to have 
been sent into tlie world tor the ex- 
press pur))ose of answ ering thi-* imper- 
tinent doubt, of which her life and 
writiuj^s have left a most couiph te and 
practical refutation. Xor arc we, lords 
of the creation, permitted to support 
our afccndancy, by idleging the inas- 
culine eliaractcr of t!)e lady's mind, 
since Aladauu* de St-.ol does not seem 
to have jmr chased her ndghty aiid uni- 
versal geniu‘j liy the siicriiice of a siii- 
gk* feminine quality — the jicrsoiial one 
of heautv being porbauh excepted. — 
JiiidowtA with the hijihest powers of 
inttdloct, as well as the strongest sus- 
wptibiUties of pa.->won, she ap|>eaTs 
equally at home in tin; exercise of d- 
tli<r ; nml we searcs* know whether to 
admire her most in the love-scene of 
romance, or in the ahstni* r.ness of nie- 
ttqdnbical discussion. 'J'hc great and 
cliarot'teristic beauty of h.-r writings, 
is the In k between tlr* he,«\ and heart 
manilcstcd throughout them ; tiie w'ri- 
tings of tnost people betray an equali- 
ty, an. unjileusant tflruggk* between 
these tw'o ruling powers ; there in in 
general tither an ungoytTried and pue- 
rile warmth, an ostentatious callous- 
ness, contented and glorifying in itself, 
or :x capricious balancing from one to 
the Cither, wbi;h, according to our 
tcnipiTB, kufls us to ccmtciim, to dis- 
like, or 10 distrust the wTiter. Hut no 
such tfeelings cun be excited by Uje jaT- 
uwil of .Madame dc iir.icl ; every qua- 
lity is duly tempered : all are soagree-

ably blended into a oneness of cliarac- 
ter, abounding in sympathy as well as 
in wbidoin, and altogdlier uniting into 
such a glowing uml gimerous philan- 
thropy, that to read without uhiiost 
itloli%iiig is impossible. Ko creature 
ever crossed her path in life, without 
exciting in her the deepest interest. 
She w.»s warmed by the most conrtned 
as well as tbemo«t *»xtendrd attl-ctions. 
Parental love beeatue a religion to her ; 
fritMulship, little less ; and, contrary 
to the usual fee lings of men, in whom 
warm aHections towards individuals 
tend to abate those tow^ards the bum jin 
race, collectively, no brc^ist twer beat 
inure strongly with true and genuine 
philunibropy. She carried her heart 
with lier inth polities, and loved even 
nations with a woukui’s love. She has 
sp'»ken of idmosi all the countries of 
Kuropc — Fraece, Swiuurland, Ital\, 
(iiTinany, Itussia, finglaixl — and wit’n 
ditiicuhy could she iitid a harsli word 
for any/ 'Phey are all jiaradises in her 
ilescriptioTis ; wlicre the people will 
not ])ertnil the comparison, the Ekii*K 
ami rural beauty .su]»ply it ; and where 
the cUio.ate will not ]H*rmit, ahe finds 
soinethitig to praise in the frozen in- 
habitants. Kngliind was [K'diliarly 
the object of her rtf//e ; and %vcrc not 
tin? extravagance of the rites in uo 
smull degree tfalatbifed to render the 
worship ridieulous, the oci au-girt 
isle'' could ri( ver have found a more 
glorious inonumciit than in the [mges 
of De Sitii'd. 

When Itousseau cast his eyes around 
the nations to choose the lieroic model 
of a in-Jii according to his iileas, he fix- 
ed upon Kngknd, and drew’ my I^rd 
humston, Hut ^Tr.cbmic dt? Stael was 
not contented with human heroes. Xu- 
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tioiis^ as well as individuals, figured in 
li(T airy castles ; and in spit*; of the heavy 
acres of old England, and the niattcr- 
ot-fuctediiess of John Bull, she cleva* 
ted this worthy island of ours on the 
stilus of romanct\ She set us upon a 
stecil, clad us with her own fanciful 
fingers in the ariuour of knighthood, 
and sent iia forth, like another St 
George, to kill dragons ami deliver cap- 
tives, in honour of some fair chival- 
rous theme. All this was mighty well 
as long as we n^mained tighliiig ; but 
wlu'ii we hod killed tiie dragons, and 
demolished the sorcerer and liis castle, 
then our knight-errantry was at an 
end ; and the fairy drcanici of the Ba- 
roness and lier votaries vanished like 
Arinid;fs garden. Then wore th(fse]>o- 
liliciuiV') from the schi\)l of the Arabian 
Nights dkigreeably undeceived, and, 
to their gre** surprise and clisii]>poiat- 
iiuint, they discovered — that the war, 
which KiigliVinl liasl su:>iaincd for a 
Serbs of years against the power of 
3Son:i]nirte aii.l the e »ntincnt, W'as no 
fairy t.il , or legeinl of roiiirmce, but an 
actual baxiily combat for lift.* — that it 
was eanied'en witli tlic exponee of 
red bUiOxl and harrl inonev-— ami that 
the tine iljeories tor tlie eiilight( nment 
iiTirl tVeedom ot mankind, svhich the 
Baroness was drawing vi]> in her clo- 
set, could neve r have (‘riteixd into the 
views of nations struggling for their 
very existenee. Then did the fair ide- 
ologet grow angry, and address sun- 
tlry nn.ah- ni ei and recaiilations of 
jir.tise to our isbu.!, accusing it for not 
forcibly lilieraiiiig ail the other de- 
gradcil nations, who were and are con- 
tented to rt.-main slaves, and reproach- 
ing us th.it we did not once more “ run 
a muck" against i.urope, in defence of 
tho.ie descendants of the old Romans, 
who have not courage to strike a stroke 
‘ for themselves. Ma<lamc de Slael, in 
the latter years of her life, ought to 
have recalled to her mind the seuti- 
inents wliieh she put of old into the 
mouth of Lord .Melville, expressive of 
the noble iileal of English character ; 
“ I am st'vere towards nations ; they 
always deserve their fate, be that fate 
Wliiit it W'ili." 

-fAIadame ih* Staid, though not per- 
hufte the foundress, wc.s certainly the 
high priestess of that political sect, 
wlioiii ilouajiirte used to mock umler 
tin? iijumc of Id.':olcigi.sis. As, like 
her follower, Benjamin Cotmtont, she 


unfortunately divided her time be« 
tween novel- writing and politics, she 
endeavoured to s\ycll the laws of pri« 
vate heroism into rules and motives 
for public life. 'Ehis is the complete 
key to her political principle— her cen- 
sure and her praise. She was utter- 
ly ignorant of that truth, so fully es- 
tablished by history and cxperit*nct», 
that the heroism of bodies of men, 
collectively, has ever been just what it 
should l>e — selfishness and intcrested- 
ncss. Generosity is an individual vir- 
tue, — so is honour in its romantic ac- 
ceptation ; and the consequence of im- 
osing such laws on nations would be 
ut to render them more disgustingly 
^Machiavellian, by the addition of un- 
iiLcessary hypocrisy. But these pro- 
saic principles were deemed by her un- 
worthy of public men ; she would 
have a ptudry of politics, and w'as tor 
converting the cablnet:$ of Europe in- 
to BO many courts of chivalry, merely 
substituting a republican code of laws 
for their old aristocratic ones. As 
thc<»ry is nothing witliout evample,— - 
and as the continent of iCiiro]>e .seemed 
not at all inclined to illustrate the po- 
litical dreams of the sect, England 
was j>itched upon as the praux da m- 
lii r of the occasion. They be-lauded, 
be-praised her, and at length came to 
fancy, that by these gratuitous eu- 
coinium.s, they had imposed on her 
an obligation to fulfil for all the world 
the idle projects of a few spouters and 
scribbh‘rs. Ilhw iUtv lachrymiv — wc 
have rel‘iiseil lo be Quixotes ; and they 
who were kind enough to promise and 
prophe.ny for us, arc wroth, being con- 
victed of reckoning without their host. 

it was disgust at the cant of this 
sect that drove Bonaparte into the 
open profession of Macliiavellianism. 
lie was naturally ulK)ve such feelings, 
and if they left him alone and un- 
prcachcd at, he would have remained 
all his life a reader of Oasian, and an 
admirer of muxUice. Bqt in this case 
he Hit that he should play but a sub- 
ordinate jurt, lliat he should be but 
second to Do Staid, and no pv>ct ever 
posp?sed jealousy of intellectual su- 
periority to a greater degree than Na- 
poleon. Qiund on ]»roferiiit de- 
vant Napoleon quekjuo chose de iiouf, 
ou de frappant, il lui arriva quolque- 
fois de dire iivee une esiHH*e d‘ emo- 
tion chagrine: Ou avez-vuus pris cela? 
Qui vous a dit cela } 11 senibUit que

such feelings^ Mmlatiie dc Staul was 
obnoxious to him, from personal as 
well as political jealousy ; and his un- 
accountable severity to wants her be- 
speaks the soreness of u rival, rather 
than tile caution of a statesman. The 
Ablw de IVadt, from whom is the 
above* extract, and who was secretary 
to Napoleon, has given us in his last 
work,* a full account of tlie state of 
the casi* between the Kmiieror and the 

Lady : 

“ Na]K>leonap.d .'^tadnme de .Stsel could 
never agri*c« they were two rival ]K>S'erH. 
Napoleon was no Homan Kn>peror, to al- 
low of an associate in the aiipirc; and 
JMadame de Suiel, prohibited by her ^cx 
from acting the part of Juffusins^ wished 
to be and made herself in cvety thing 
somewhat of the Ca’Aur, hlodern thrones 
do not admit this partitiiin. And Napoleoo 
defended thcSalick law against an usurpa- 
tion, which pienaced to boar tlie French 
sceptre under the distaff. Napoleon did 
not person:d)y hate Madame de Stael — a 
man of geniuK cannot hate genius in any 
one he dreaded it, when he could not 
subdue it — iudqiendencc was the only thing 
he feared, lie perceived that Madame dc 
Stael had too much talent to make use of 
it solely in supjiort of another*.^ power, and 
that poKcr lie wished to keep for himself* 
ills persecution was but homage to .supe- 
riority recognized by him what a pity 
that the means employed were equally be- 
neath the persecutor and his victim ! fie 
nvengetl himself, as a jealous and rejected 
lover, on a powerful and undiscipliutd ge- 
niu 1. Napoleon was well acquainted with na- 
ture. and the vulnerable parts of his empire 
over Franet ..ml ECurope. lie had torn a peo- 
plefroiii loDg.V(//« nttifin — hehad founded an 
empire at the price of much sweat and much 
blood — ^lie had bowed tlie pei>pie once more 
to that reverence tow'ards authority, which 
they liad forgotten.— he hod h do with men 
accustomed to ukc every thing in jest, and 
to make them then take every tiling in 
earnest— he had to act upon the opinion of 


the world, which wag the seat of bis ])Qwer 
— and he had.to keep tlie regards of men ■ 
turned from the laboratory where he was 
forging the thunders of his power, lie 
knew that it was hut one step from the 
sublime to the ridiculous, and that if tlie 
one w^as his throne, the other was his tomb. 
Thus compelled to defence, Napoleon could 
not for ever remain exjuiscd those deep 
and cutting Karcasms, which, us they fly 
from mouth to mouth, influence, nay form, 
the sentiments of a people, lie could not 
remain exposed to the uio certain action of 
these subtle dissolvents. It hud not escaped 
Naptdeon, that with the French the wit of 
a bon mot was more to be dreaded than the 
lire of a battalion : Kt ll avoit vu ihtns le 
curtjuoh tic A/i/d. tlr Stuel i -s ^fl»cbcA qni 
atU'hidrah'ni un hominc assls snr f'arc en 

cur* 

The first of these Lon wo/j that an- 
noyed him, was her sayitijj, // next 
(pi an JRoLrsptrrc it Slu* tells 

somewhere or anotlx r ratltcr an amu- 
sing .story of her going to .sn]i whtro 
she expected to meet with tin* First 
Consul, and of her arming heisclf 
with all the sharp ami pointed son- 
tenees she could tlevisi*, for the pur- 
pose of answering him — 1 1 e nt v or <»nec 
addressed her. Napoleon, however, 
learned one thing from her, — lhi‘ use 
of epigram, find sententiousiiess as an 
instrument of jmw er. N t vi r tlu less, he 
did not turn this against the Ideolo- 
gists with any degree of success, Ih-- 
jond what woiihl neei-ssarily attend 
an emperor's good sayings. He want- 
ed wi! — he knew this, and niiidc up 
for it in impiulence at times, alotln rs 
in paradox. When set at his ease by 
the servility of those around him, he 
W'as very fond of iiirliilging in that 
hap-hazard sort of argument, which 
Madame de Stiel ilescrilies as excellent 
reasoning, when hacked hy an hun- 
dred thousand hay one ts. lie wouhl not 
deign, however, to discus.s his favour- 
ite principles ilirectly ; it was always 
jjar jtarenihese that he introduced

S .jcFNTiorrs aa were the Italian novelists of the sclioql of Boeaccio, it is, 
e same time, not to he denied, tliat they had attained the highest perfec- 
tion in the agrt'eahU* art of story-telling, which they professed. Nor is it to 
Ih? nislily concluded, 1)01^111*^0 a large proportion of tneir writings is justly cx- 
cojitionahlct that they do not afford abundant matter suited to the entcrtaiii- 
iinnt of a much more reMiied class of readers than tliat to which tliey were in 
gi'Deral addresst d. or that u jmlicious selection might not be formed from the 
eoiiqxvsitions even of the le.ast scrupulous among them, which would not only 
exhibit tlu ir talent to great advantage, but afford a very familiar and enter- 
taining insight into the domestic character and habits of a nation, which so 
many circumstHnce.s combine to render the most interesting under the sun. 
Of these narratives, so iiidiscriininarcly censured, many art* of a serious, and 
many also of a tragical stamp ; nor ought it to be forgotten, that they fur- 
nislted most of our own early dramatisti:, and (among them) Shakespeaio 
himself, witli tin* subjects of their mo.^-t jiopular and most affecting iierform- 
ancTB. This i.s alone a sufficient reasou for always preserving to them a high 
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rank in tihe ferow of the English nation ; but it is not to this class of subjects 
tliat I am now disposed to call your attention.* There arc many which, be- 
longing ndthcr to the tragical nor romantic character, nor being liable to just 
reprehonsion on Uto ground r^f indecency or protlmenesf:, posacss the merit of 
exhibiting in perfection the ])eculiar characteristics of Italinii humour, and, 
above all, of that s[)ccies of practical wit, whicli, transfused irdo otluT coun- 
tries under the names of Hoax and Mystification, lias, nevertheless, no where 
fiourislied in such full luxuriance as in this, which I lielieve Tiiay sahly be 
denoniinateil its native soil ; and, to the credit of the Itniiaii jioax, (in tiiis re- 
fi{>ectA^uiiiiently disting\ushat)lc it^oni that w'hich is fiishionahlc in the Laud 
of Cockaigiic,” whether London or Paris,) is, that it very rarely, if ever, ap- 
pears to be practised to the prejudice of modest worth, or femah? delicacy, but 
to be reserved as tlic merited reward of impudence or knavery. I shall cnd<‘u- 
vour to divert your readers with a few Rpecimeiis of this dCNcriptioii ; and it 
will be obvious, that, although beaiingthcgener.il title of “ Novel," now wn- 
fincd to fabulous narrative, llie incidents recorded are told as oi‘ ptrsous actu- 
ally exiting, and bear the stamp of real occurrences. 

The first I send you shall be from the novels of Anton FranCi Sco Crazsini, 
commonly called “ II Lnsi tj,** a Flonmtinc WTiter, who fiounshed during the 
greater part of the sixteenth century; and who, besides his novels, was the 
author of several burlesque poems, andother works of aeknowledrtd tvlebriiy. 
You have already had his tale of the good Lomlmd AbbiO, ami blaster 7Vi.T- 
so but, before I present to your notice any more of his 'I'alcs, I will big you 
to receive the '' Introduction,’* which, afttr the example of ilocaccio, and in 
common with all the novelists of the age, he thought proix'r to iirefix U> his 
collection. The admirable narrative which ushers in the Decameron, excited, 
by its excellence, tlie spirit of imitation ; and that of 11 Lasca," though of a 
much lighter cast, w*ill be found not altogether valueless, as illustrating the 
habits and character of Florentine aociety m tlte sixtec'nth century.]]

Mcanv- hile. Monaco and Iblucca h -d 
gone n|>on their re.^pectivc lul^sioiis —

Uaving. no muon to disbelieve a 
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litateiAent made with «o much apparent 
ainceiity^ the dd gendetnan immedi- 
ately roscj and calling half-a-doaen of 
his woolcotUbm and ca-ders together^ 
dl stoat young men^ and telling them 
to protide ropes^ they all went to Cec- 
cherino*Sj wnere they found e\*ery 
thing in the terror and confusion al- 
ready described, and Neri himself 
crowing with triuinph at the effects of 
his prowess, and still laying about hiin 
with his lance in erery direction where 
he thought he. could add to their eon- 
stemation, without doing any actual 
mischief. His uncle hamg observed 
for a while bis mad actions, crept dow*- 
W towards him ih>m behind, and sud- 
denly laying firm hold on the Instru- 
ment of fancied destruction^ cried in 
a loud voiee, ** Stand firm there! — 
What, in Goefs name, are you doing, 
nephew Then Cuming to his ibl- 
lowera, ** Make haste,** he said, ** dis- 
arm hhn — throw him on the ground, 
and hind him as fast as pi^ible.** 
These directions were no sooner given 
than followed ; and before he had time 
to recover from his amasement, tlxey 
had him stretched onthe^und, sesae 
holding him by the arm$^ others by 
the legs, and, in t^ite of his exclama- 
tions of ** What are you about ? — un- 
hand me, villains — I am not mad— 
unhand me!'" soon finished tlieir work, 
binding him hand and foot, in such a 
manner that he was unnlde to move a 
limb, and then laid him cm a litter 
which they had brought with them for 
the nurpose, and ried him down, so 
that ne could not rofi off, or slip away 
ftom them while they were carrying 
him.

tpowir^n cloak over him, Co convey 
hack to his own house. 


where Monaco had already been be- 
fbte them to prepare bis mother for 
their reception ; and when the good 
old lady, accordingly, met them in 
tears at the door, and having, with the 
unde’s assistance, kid him on a bed in 
the best chamber, left him there, 
bound as he was, with intent not to 
sneak a word to him, nor give him any 
thing till the morning, and then to 
call in x>hysidans, and conduct them- 
selves by tlkdr advice as might appear 
to be needful. And in so doing they 
were guided in like manner by the di- 
rections of Scheggia. 

Meanwhile, the rumour of this af- 
fkir was noised throughout Florence, 
and Scheggia, with his companions, 
njoidng, went to find their good host, 

. fheCavalierTornaquinci, to whom they 
related aU things as they had liappeu- 
ed, and from whidi he received de- 
light and gladness unspeakable ; aiut, 
it being already the stroke of four, 
they sat down to supper witli so much 
the greater pleasure, as tlw^y knew 
that Master Neri was solely locked up, 
and could not come to disturb them 
with his ira})crtinencc. 

Now when Master Seri found him- 
self alone in the dark, tied to his bcrl 
as if he were a maniac, bis helmet and

So ho remained 
sleetdess, and in an ngony of rage, till 
past midnight, when the iwins of hun- 
ger began to assault him vehcmeti^y ; 
whereupon he cried out lustily, with 
all the voice that he was able to collect, 
and never a*asod from calling, now upon 
faxs mother, now upon her inaid-sctr- 
vant, to bring him somewhat to rat 
and drink ; but it was all in vain, for 
they were determined not to hoar a 
word he uttered. 

At last, about the hour of two in 
the morning, his uncle came to him, 
accompanied by a oousin-gomxau <>1' 
Ills, wlio was a brother of St Mark s 
hoopilal, and by two phystciatis, the 
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first at Florence in their time; and, 
having opened his chamber door, they 
enter^ preceded by his mother bear- 
ing a light, and found him lying in the 
same ^oe and posture as they had 
left him, but ao weak and exhausted 
with his endeavours to make liimself 
heard, and with want of food, that he 
was become as tame and gentle as a 
lamb ; at whose approach he lifted up his 
head, and in the most courteous man- 
ner saluted them, and then entreated 
that they would be content to listen 
to him while he said a few words, 
and to attend tohis arguments.

panions had wound up the frolic by 
supping together, and enjoying them- 
selves with the heartiest laughter ima- 
ginable.

By this time the whole matter was 
noised abroad througliout Florence, 
not only by means of the authors of 
the joke, but also by the physicians 
who had been in attendance, so tliat it 
came at length to the ears of " The 
Magtiificenv* who sent for Scheggia 
to make hiipsclf acquainted with all 
the ijarticulars ; and no sooner was 
Neri made acquainted witli this con- 
summation of bis disgrace, than it 
plunged him into a fit of actual despe- 
ration, during whidi he swore, that 
he would lay u|K>n them all, but most 
of them all upon Scheggia, such a 
mountain of bastinadoes, that 4hcy 
should remember him die longest day 
of their lives, lleflecting at length, 
however, that he had been himself the 
aggressor, he began to fear, that if he 
attempted such revenge os his anger 
prompted, the tables might even yet 
be turned upon him ; and so he pru- 
dently determined to adopt a course 
quite diSerent: to the which end, 
without apprizing any living person or 
his intentions except his mother, he 
forthwith led Florence, and went td 
Koine, and thence to Naples, where 
he hired himself as mate to a vessel, 
of which he afterwards became mas- 
ter ; uor did he ever go back to Flo- 
rence iq;ain dll he was quite an old 
man, when all inemoiy of the traiisao- 
dou liad perished. 

MeanwhOe, Scheggia having re- 
ceived the two crowns which had been 
left in pawn with the cavalier, laid 
them out ill good cheer for himself 
ami his oomri^es, wlio partook of it 
most joyfully, — imt the less so, as they 
were thus quit for ever of the intro- 
don of thdr disagreeable visitor. 


The next story, of the same dderipdon, is not very savouiy, and may appear 
somewhat indelicate to ears of modern refinement.

Oumnetio deVa Torre, Ay a wiUy alhsion, rejiressee the impertinence of a pre* 
euminff jaebanapes, and delivers himself and others from his company*** 


Tor E AS, gluttons, and tavern-haunt* 
ers— all those, in short, who think of 
nothing but how to fill their bellies, 
>and who make it their boast to be con- 
noisseurs in the flavour of wines and 
choice morsclo^-ore, for the most part, 
(as you well know) bad livers, and of 
hrolwn fortunes; since, spending dl 
their days in the tavern, they are 
enongh (as the saying is) to melt down 
the Tarpeion at ^me ; and so, being 
Utterly ruined and bankrupt, tb^ find 
at die year’s end that their dorin is in 
pawn tor ten livres ; or bring down 
their nobles to iiint^nce." Now it 
often happens, that, bearing this loosp 
kind of life, tliey so far k^ sight of 
all the laws of good manners and dc<« 
oency, as, in the midst of tlieir eating 
and drinking, to break wind both u{^ 
words and downwards, without respect 
of persons, in doing which they always 
excuse themselves % a proverbial say- 
ing, AUabarha di eki non la dehiio^ 
Tnis to the beard of whosoever is not 
in debt among us being well as- 
mur^ that they can thereby oifend no 
penmn present, whether of their own 
coinpanv, or others who frequent the 
place of' assembly* 

'With this preface, I proceed to re* 
late how, in this famous city of ours, 
it happened that certain young gentle* 
men cf noble birth and good fortune, 
who associated together, were in the 
hatnt of supplug alternately at each 
other’s hoiises, more for the sake of 
meeting and discoursing togetlier at 
their case, than from the love of Ail- 
ing their carcases with choice wines 
and cosily victuals, although these 
good things wem also abundantly prcH 
vided; and tb«y were in numoer so 
many as to be just able to make out 
the wedc between them in rotation ;

You muy rt inember 
i»y receiving Uie first copy of my <^wn 
work, and with what tkligla 1 hailed 
iu arrivoL Oh, Timothy ! its |Krfuine 
was sweeter to me than all tin*, scents 
of Araby ! I literally hugged it in my 
rapture ; and was some time before I 
could coolly put the leaves and see luy 
Well-known sentences atamling forth 
ip all the pride, iiomp, and circum- 
stance of i^orious print, hot-pressed 
paper, and broad margin. It was a 
moment of ecstasy, Timothy. I look- 
ed it all over to Uic very end. It even 
seemed better in my eyes than wlicn I 
jfirst wrote it. Well, you will iniagine 
«with what anxiety T looked for the 
critical notice of my production, and 
with what a flutter of expectation 1 
prosecuted my researches into tlu‘ con- 
,|6nt»of the parcel. 1 found now pub- 
.UcatJons ; and at the very bottom were 
jieveral reviews. 1 snatched one of 
.tton, and eagerly read over the table 
of contents. I soon spied my Treatise ; 
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and ’With an unconceivable a^tation 
of spirits, I turned to the artide, and 
fastened my eyes upon it. My candle 
was dim— I snuflba it ; and drawing 
my chair dose to the talde, and almost 
gasping for breath, 1 began. Judge, 
Timothy : judge of my feelings, of my 
horror, wiieti these words met my eve :

— Is tliis criticism ?— to try, 
judge, and condemn a work, witliout 
producing the evidence of tlieir een- 
tence ? In sliort, cousin, 1 confess to 
you my indignation was so great, I 
was so confounded with the sense of 
the injustice done me, that 1 scarce 
knew what X did. Y<m aee that pyra- 
mid of dark dust and ashes cm iny 
hearth ; and you are to know, that it 
is all that remains of that vile wrork, 
which, in the height of my fury, 1 sa- 
cirifired on the altar of justice ; and it

Hevotving ^ doubts and bq>ca,

uic qnarto instandy kicks the heam^ 
and almost Icwps out of the scale, llte 
Critic shakes hit bead^look how he 
casts his gleaming eye to Heaven, and 
dwells in intense thought on the me^ 
rits of the case. Do you see that vial 
of bright liquor beside him? With 
diat he tries all the lighter works of 
fancy. It lias the proi^rty of that cele*> 
bmtraliqmdv^icb detects gold* The 
coarse dloy of inferior metal vanidies 
at its touch— thus genius, imagina- 
tion, hanaouy of nuinbers, remedn vi- 
sible on the touchstone, — he is thus 
relieved from the immenk* trouble of 
wading throt^b these piles of lefter- 
prest, and scanty indetri is frequently 
the itwidunm.” I gased in silent won- 
4er— Buteome,” continuetlmy guide. 
It is time to present yourself. This 
air Is too aliarp and outtiug for one of 
your age and profi*ssion; for 7 see you 
ars an author,^* said lie, sinilJiig.

But, Bir, who are the people P—Aie 
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thty the Country Gentlemen ?— The 
whole supposition of the effect that 
would ensue is founded on a fallacy, 
nrisiTig from the error of applying an 
abstract principle to practical matters, 
and niion an erroneous conception of 
who the Ihndbolders are. Sir, at this 
time the fundholders have an iminedi^ 
ate interest and stake in the comma* 
nity, equal in amount, perhaps, to 
more than a third of the whole value 
of the rental of the kingdom; and 
they comprehend, directly and indi- 
rectly, perhaps a greater number of 
persons tlian all the landlords put to« 
gother. For although, on the books of 
the Hank of England, the number of 
the public creditors, coitsislingof bank* 
i*rs, individuals, brokcia, and agents, 
be comparatively, insignificant, yet all 
those who have deposit accounts with 
bankers and agents are indirectly fund- 
holders, — the hioncy which they de- 
posit being geuerally vested in the 
funds. Tuis is perhaps not gcnerdly 
so considered ; the common cquiuon 
l>eing, tliat the bankers, for example, 
discount bills with the inonies depo- 
sited with them. But is this the case 
with bankers who issue their own 
notes? On the contrary, is it not the 
fiict, that the bankers who issxic their 
own nates are all fhndholders? And, 
wiili those who do not issue their own 
notes, is it not tlie fact, that excepting 
ix iloatiiig capital for the convenience 
(»f tliscoiuiting to their eoatomers, all 
the balances lefo in their hands by 
their customers are commonly vestM 
in jmblic securities? Tims it is tlut 
the interests of the fundltolders ore ra- 
in itie<1 to the remotest parts of the 
country ; and the nu^ distant High- 
landers, who join the small savinii^ of 
tlieir pirsiinony, in order to be token 
by the drover to some Lowland Bunk, 
may be said to be foodholdcrs. By the 
institution of the Savings Banks, the 
capitals of which ore, with few 
tioiis, all vested, cither directly or in- 
directly, in the funds, almost every 
labourer and servant in the kiiimlom 
is becoming a fundholder. Xotniiigi 
therefore, can bo more erroneous, than 
to consider the fundholders as limited 
to those who actually bold stock in 
tlie books of the Bank of England. 

Now, Sir, what would be the fiscal 
effects, to say nothing of the probable 
IHilitical cousequenccs, of the universal 
consternation that would ensue, were,

we shall say, twenty-five per cent de- 
ducted tVom the amount of the in- 
comes of the fundholders, without re- 
ference to those of any other class of 
the community? Were the reduction 
made over all, no evil would arise; 
but a coercive impoverishment of one 
class tlie commanity, to say notbiug 
of its injustice in a nsoral sense, could 
not fail to add to the distress which is 
every where at present felt, Jm so much, 
as it would be twenty-five per cent 
less than the sum commonly exjiend- 
ed in the market ; and, generally 
Baking, few persons arc in the praov 
tice of saving much on the interest of 
what Is called their lying money. 

But it may be said, that, admitting 
all this, the question is not answered 
with respect to the beneficial conse- 
quences that would arise from those 
who pay the twenty-five per cent to 
the fundholders, having the money to 
spend themselves. I think, however, 
that in a practical se^nsc it is answered, 
and that the objection is founded on a 
theoretical distinction of no value in 
the common estimate of human cf- 

fiurs. J’pr I have shewn, that the 
manifold ramifications of society in this 
country have maile almost every per- 
son, who has citli^r saved money, or 
has dealings with bankers, liable to 
be affected by any.change which may 
be operated on file amount paid in 
dividends to the public creditors. It 
is, I acknowledge, apparently true, 
thot merchants and ptliers, who de- 
rive their income from the manage- 
ment of skill or capital, woukl be be- 
nefitted by a reduction of twenty-fire 
}ier cent on the amount of taxes raised 
to pity the fundholders. But that must 
be taken with a sweeping qualification* 
For it would be necessary to shew that 
merchants have no occasion for bank 
transactions^ no occasion for discounts, 
and that artisans, dependent on their 
skill, have capitals sufficient to enable 
them to complete their articles, and to 
bring them for sale without assistance ; 
and also Utat tliey always find rcady- 
money purchaserii^ <w can afford to give 
credit. Now, as that is not the case in 
the state in which society exists among 
us, and the fact being, that the mer- 
chant and artisan are dependent on the 
banking system, which system is de- 
pendent on tlie funding system, it fol- 
lows of course, that whatever afllots 
the funding system must necessarily 
4D 
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t^Sid them ; and that any reduction 
on the amount paid flroin the public 
vevenuc to the nmdholdm, would In 
efibet be a diminution in the meana, 
or rather in the capital;, which is at 
present employed in assisting tiie ope* 
rations of the merchants and manu- 
lacturers ; and that no class would so 
immediately feel the consequences of 
an attack on the funds, as that clsaa 
who, by the sources of their income, 
seem at present to have the least con- 
itexion with the fluctuations d" stock. 


In truth, and beyond all dispute, the 
state of society in thla country Is stich 
at this time, that we cannot a 
greater reduction of taxation than hsa 
mready taken place, and which, in my 
opinion, has been carried too far. Our 
capital is already greater than our 
wants. It is markets and cfMtomers 
that we require, and not measures 
which have for their object the de- 
taching of capital flrom the amount in 
circulation, and leaving it idle and 
heavy in the hands of the propiietors. 
But it docs not theretbre follow, be- 
cause I thus contend fl>r the preserva- 
tion of the existing amount of public 
annuities, that I »ivDcate the cemti- 
uuation any prodigality that may 
be found in the administration of the 
public departnwntflu That is a matter 
on wbidi no difi^vence of opinion can 
exist, and it has no relation to the 
ifuestion I have thus presumed to ob- 
trude upmi your attention. But thpe 
is one thing connected with it, which 
does bear on the question, and which 
1 think of the most particular conse- 
querice. I aflude to a doctiitie brooch- 
w in the House of Commons by Mr 
Hume, with respect to making the 
colonies maintain themsdves. 

Sir, the British empire is a commer- 
cial copartnery, comitituted by the mo- 
ther country, and the colonies. India, 
tiU lately, was the only provinee of the 
dominions, that at all resembled the 
connexion, which the andent conquer- 
ors fonned between their parent states 
wad the countries they sundued ; and 
accordingly, there the principles of an- 
deutpoUcybaTabeeuwifid^ 


ly adopted.. But elsewhere, the wealth 
employed on the soil, and embarked in 
the trade, was Brititii capital, and the 
{xrofits arising from U was ultimately 
returned to thieoountry. The West In- 
dian Islands were as much British, as 
the West Indian Docks, in the Isle of 
Dogs, and they contributed, by tbe 
stiihuluK they oocaiiumed,'aiid the cir- 
culatioii which tltey gave rise to, in 
the floating capital of the empire, as 
directly to tlie means and resources of 
the . state as Yorkslure itself, and on 
this account tiiey arc as justly entitled 
to British proteotion. iJierehas, 1 al- 
low, grown up in tiiose islands, and in 
otiks colonies, a otock of private wealtii 
independant of what may be said to be 
vested in the home interest ; and )K»r- 
haps the lime may be coming, perhajis 
is at hand, when Uiat wealth tiiould be 
Tendered available to tlie general inte- 
rests of tbe whole British community. 
But tbe mode of doing thih U not by 
throwing ofl* the colonies, which, to 
oblige them to maintain themselves, it 
would virtually be, but to devise some 
mode of concentrating all the provin- 
cial interosta of the empire into one fo- 
cus. For it is manifest, as a principle, 
that, iMTsctically speaking, it is iuiiK>s- 
sible to make the colonies supiwri their 
own expenses. Natural and local cir- 
comstsacesyaiid |K>litical relations, })rt> 
vent it 'flic very winds, by their con- 
stancy in the Weat Indies, are opposed 
to it* A navy is required lor the pro- 
teotion of the ialands. But which of 
them is, or how are they to be marie 
to support that navy, which, be it ol>- 
served, also protects other Britiidi inte- 
rests b^dcs those vested in the islands. 
But this is a t(^c by much too raulti- 
farhustmd important tf> be discussinl 
here, and I have only adverted to it for 
tbe purpose of calling the attention of 
your readers to it, as one of the many 
tnssiie schemes, to which * * the W xong- 
hea^^ are leading tbeir country, not 
with tite view, but with the eflbct of in- 
creasing tbe evils of our present state.

In a few days, bis Maje«ty s fdoop 
of war the Tottumfog reached her 
cruizing ground, where she continued 
to ffwwk a/jmti between the bleak coa^ 
of Norway and Shetland, until the 
oomineticenient of October; aometimea 
runnirii^down the shattered and in* 
dented boast of Norway, as far as San.

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The Europesn iystem has, since 
the close of the French war, assumed 
a new charactcn^ The grtmd pensSe 
of Henry IV. of France contemplated 
tlie arbitration of national quarrels by 
a council of sovereippas. But the ge^ 
nerosity of Henry's nature was not 
proof against the habits of his eoun* 
try; and his grand coalition was to 
have France at its hta^L Yet the good 
sense and piety of extinguishing the 
conflicts of empire were obvious^ and 
a multitude of the best and wisest 
men had inculcated the advantage of 
restraining national injustice, by an 
appeal to some great Ainphictyonic 
seat of judgment. The fl))eculation 
was never reduced to practice. Even 
the benevolent looked upon it but as 
one of those theories of human ha^ipi- 
lU'Ks, in which the whole deliglit must 
he liiniUHl to s|)eculalion. The nine- 
teenth century has shewn its praett- 
rability. But the wisdom was not of 
mans invention, nor the way of man's 
discovery, 'i’he Freimb war, in its 
triumph and its catastrophe, was the 
teacher, uncior the control of that 
mighty and beneficent intelligence, 
which, at all times directing the course 
of tilings to the ultimate good of so- 
ciety, seems to^ have in those latter 
days both accelerated the progress and 
made more palpable the design. It 
is absunl to place the French war in 
the class of those conflicts, by which 
nation has been struggling agtwst na- 
tion from the flrst ages. Its external 
violence, and its civil cxceisieB, its 
disruption of foreign power, and its 
subversion of the domestic tlirone, 
liavc no coramofi fbatures with the 
tribe of war. It was uot an army in 
hostility, hut a people ; not a people 
resisting a single up^nenC, but a peo- 
ple challenging conflict with the world. 
The overthrow of the national wor- 
ship, the monarchy, die privileges of 
every constituted body, the subver- 
sion of property within the realm, the 
assault upm all exterior authority, 
alike allied, neutral, and inimical ; 
the furious and sanguinary ambition, 
by which the ends of the earth were 
contemplated as not too remote for 
tlie boundaries of the Frencli domi- 
nion, gave the war a gigantic, strange, 
and overwlieliniug character, a phy- 
siognomy of iieiulish pride, unbelief. 


and blood, terribly pre-eminent over 
idl the oomhats of mere human ambl« 
tion. 

Two discoveries resulted fhim this 
tremendoiu convulsion ; the first, that 
no single power could overthrow the 
united force et the rest ; and the so* 
eond, that to secure Eur^from gra- 
dual ruin, a eoAbination of the lead- 
ing powers was of absolute neeessity. 
For the first time in history, an army 
of empires was formed ; and by the 
choice of WelHngton for its cHef, 
England was rirtually declared the 
head of this most magnificent of aU 
coalitions. 

It is beyond our purme to examine 
whether all that might nave been done 
by this cpreat arrangement has been 
done; whether the Hohj AHiance, a 
com|Nict of a distinct order, has betm 
pure in all its purposes ; whether the 
rights of nature have not been violated, 
in the eagerness to restrain the. ot* 
fbnees of national irritability. But 
one tket is unanswerable, that the 

UMmpiisied ; that France is no 
more the disturbing spirit of Europe ; 
that her Revolutmn, once stridceii 
down, has been kept down ; and that 
the gallantry whicn smote ihraUce has 
been iumed into the vigilance by 
which its fugitive jacobinism has been 
eoerc(ri in its vow of tbreign ruin. 

One more important considcratton 
is, what England is to suffer and to 
do. A new minister has been placed 
in eharge of her external interests. 
We are not about to p ly undue ho- 
mage to his powers. His promotion 
has been the result of the general re- 
liance on his abilities. There may 
have boen private interests active in 
his elevation ; but in the eye of tlie 
nation, he btui risen on the shn]^ 
conviction of his public fitness. Ine 
public voice declared at onec, that no 
man was so competent to fill up the 
chasm in the Administratiou, and the 
paWc confidence has, with the strong- 
est and mcsC honourable testimonies 
of eonfidence, acknowiedged the ap- 
pointment of Mr Canning. The Eng- 
lish Minister has beiore mm the first 
field ever ofiered to a high spirit for 
establishing an immortal name for 
himself, and an irresistible, yet go- 
uurous iufiueuce for bis country.

Towns and districts were pud from 
liaiid to hand ; great tracts of popula- 
tion in the heart of Europe were trans- 
ferred with the unfeeling facility of 
a llussian estate* and multitudes of 
intelligent men* distinguished literati* 
great merchants* and soldiers who had 
bled for independence* were trafficked 
from power to power* like a Russian 
peasantry. It might have been diffi- 
cult altogether to counteract this ; but 
an English Secretary ought not to 
liave seen those things done without 
an honest remonstrance. The l^lctter- 
niches and llardcnbcrgs have sagacity 
enough to distinguish between the 
ilLspleasuru of an official note and the 
detenuiuation of a sincere minister. 
To his restorations of territory* it is 
not our purpose to object. They may 
have been improvidently liberal* they 
may have been wise. But wc feel 
deept'T regret in the fact* that to this 
hour the promises of the Continental 
sovereigns* either to England or their 
subjects* have been almost without 
exception eluded; that among the 
leading powers no constitution has 
hoeii given to the people* eacept in 
France ; that no free press has been 
piven to tlie peofde* except partially 
in France ; that no ^ncrai equivalent 
privileges have hoeii given* if such 
could be ; that die favourite and ho- 
nourable wish of England* the extinc- 
tion of the slave traile* has been elu- 
ded in the grossest and moat nefarious 
manner by the trading iiowers* and 
that almost a million of money has 
been paid for its suppression into the 
pockets of Spain .and Portugal* which 
might have been as wisely nung into 
the sea. 

But it is now gratifying to us to 
speak of ilie prospective good. Air 
Canning has cnijnent advantages in 
his accession to the public service. 
Among the first wo regard his elo- 
quence* the next is his disengagement 
i'rom foreign partialities. No man 
will hi* a favourite with the nation* or 
a beneficial servant of the mpire* 
wbo snbniits himself to a foreign po- 
licy, or foreign predilections. The 
Englishman must have an Englisli 
minister. The most popular speech 
of the most popular predecessor of his 
Majesty* was tJiat in which he decla- 
red himself “ IfOjm a liriitm/* The 
most iiopuhir sovereign of England 


before the Bronswicks* was Cromwell* 
the man who declared that with fo- 
reigners no ambaBBador was equal to a 
ship of the line. The most popular 
minister that England ever saw— the 
man to whom she ^ve her heart and 
hand with unrestrained confidence— 
was Chatham* the ^ivowed despiser of 
foreign f^fessions* the awe of the 
whole tribe , of slippered diplomacy 
abroad* and the eontemptuons and 
resolute claimant of every right of 
England and human nature. Chatliam 
is the great model for a British mi- 
nister. 

What Mr Canning will do* it must 
be idle^ to conjecture ; what he ought 
to do* it would* perhaps* be presump- 
tuous to decide. But what tiie peojue 
of Englanddesire to see doae*is of easy 
knowledge; and it is by the. public 
will tliat a minister must shape liis 
course* if he will do honour to him- 
self* or service to the nation. Popula- 
rity is essential to his power of doing 
the ^catest good. A submission to 
the honourable will of the people is 
the best auxiliary for his wisdom. 
The freedom of English discussion*— 
the infinite yariety of mind* interest* 
and experience* which are called in to 
act on any high public matter*— places 
the general decision almost beyond 
erior; and the wisest question that 
can be asked in a dubious Cabinet 
what is the opinion in the streets? 
We look upon the general public judg- 
ment as next to infallible, lit the late 
war* full of strange and untried cir- 
cnmstonces as was tliat fearful shaking 
of established tlionghts and things* it 
never faiknl. It predicted the results 
of every expedition from that of Qni- 
beron Bay to that of Wulchereu ; and 
its prediction was fatally true. It pro- 
nounoed upon every , commander at 
once; and defoat or victory followed 
aaauire as the stroke the flash* It ia 
roillDrkable* that the first fovourite 
general of the nation was Sir Arthur 
Wellesley* and that the national bopea 
went with him from the moment Of 
his sailing for PortugaL It was re- 
markable* in other instance^ how 
closely the opinion of the country de- 
fined* that one genera] would blunder 
bravely into death* and another meet 
it gallantly in retreat and repulsion ; 
how a third would lose his presence 
of mind in the field to recover it on 
his trial; and how another would 
dress* dine* and sleep away an expo* 
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ditionu,

men of honour exposed in the human 
shambles of an Amtic bpteber ; men 
of wealth and character flung into a 
liorrtd captivity, or skdn; the ser- 
vants of the altar radted and murder* 
ed; and the horrmrs of the wildest 
ages perpetrated by the Turk, with an 
open declaration, that these things 
have been done in hatred of Christian- 
ity. la England, which could put a 
atop at once to this wolfish execution, 
to shrink from the common duty of 
hofimnity, and Buffer it to go oii ? Her 
ofiieial notes are tiotfaing — mockery, 
worn than mockery. The Turk will 
feel them an excuse for her shame iu 
sufihring ihese atrocities, and a pledge 
that idl her hostility will be ou paper. 
He taunts her ambassador ; he ret^ch 
her feeble remonstrance ; he scofls at 
her tardy humanity ; answers note by 
note ; and, before toe seal is cold, si^ts 
forth again on his work of massacre. 
What treaty can bind a nation to an 
acquiescence in those horrors, that 
would not sanction an indivtdud in a 


its hostility. A inig^ity revolt to pro* ' 
tect a king, not to murder httn,— >to 
protect a nobility, not to rob and mas* 
meie than,^topK>tecta nationaliror* 
diip, not to wash the altars in the 
blood of tile priffit8.*-*was a revolt rcH 
poloiTe to English Jacobihisin, and the 
old r^oidngs over outr^e 

were extiugtuidied in the repro^on 
of popular virtue. The public opinion, 
aneoned at by the CJpposition, was 
adepted by tbeOo\^emmeiit ; and thofie 
iKtine Lords who liad checr^ the in* 
aane declaration, that the trpons 
sent to Spain under WeUingtmt might 
better Inve been shot in St James's 
Park!” were refuted by iriutiipha, 
whi^ were at once those of ministo* 
rial energy and public opiiiion. 

We now come to the most impor* 
taut inquiry j— ^Vhat k tlie desire of 
the Enftiitii nation in its foreign, noli* 
ey? The most interesting o&wis 
Greece. It k Ix^yond all doimi; ube 
national/ desire, tiiat the butdury of 
this war sliOuld be stopped at once. 
These has been much guilt and sacri* 
fiee of guiify frfe^n both sides. But 
thnb has a liorrid barbarity let 
loose upon tiie unoffending. Itiatids, 
whidi part jii the insnneo- 


conspiracy to see murder done, and 
see tmU none im^iiKtcd its being done ? 
A tew Greek revolters landed on Seio ; 
they were received with natural con- 
gratulation, blit obtained noasssknince, 
or none of moment. The 'I'urk let 
slip his dogs of war among this x>eople, 
and a mreat and fioorkbing communi- 
ty of the Christian world was made a 
BiHokai^ desert. Its |K»pulation was 
massacred, or dragged away to indig- 
nities worse than death, — and the 
butcher was our ally! In Cyprus, 
there has been no alkged ground of 
devBStatum. The Turk found it guilty 
of peace, and wealth, and, more than 
all, of Christianity. Cyprus, one of 
tbc finest idatids of the Arcbiiielago, 
has, by the latest accounts, been ut- 
terly sacked island a tomb ; tlic 
streets frill iff blood ; and thousands, 
and ten tliousands, of its innociail 
people flung into a retumloss slavt^ry, 
among the rutldess passions and Uun t- 
ings of the savage infidel. Is Eng- 
land to ataud by and see those crimes 
before God and man committed ? Is 
she to bo justified, bv unrolling her 
parchmeni treaty, ana, in the midst 
of the bouriy viidaticm of its Kpirit, 
find justified before Heaven and earth 
by l^tttiftg to the letter? If we have 
(utlared to the Turk our resolution to 
p^ibit a cruelty worthier of the de- 
vil than of man, and if he have x>er* 
skted,— all treaty is at an end,*-our

II7 our present neutrality we make 
enemies of all. The Turk hates us 
for even the trivial mnetion which our 
neutrality gives to the Greek. The 
Greek bates us for our alliance with 
the Turk. The Russian hates us for 
standing in his line of march to the 
Propontis. Tlie desire of the British 
people isi to see neither the Turk 
trample the Greek* nor the Russian 
enthroned in Constantinople ; but to 
see the Greek islands and main,— all 
tliat bore the name, dear and hallow-, 
ed, of Greece, — combined into one vi- 
gorous and ftee shape of power. What 
the detail of their constitution might 
be, time and the general choice should 
decide ; whether they were to be uni- 
ted under a inonareby, — a form of go- 
vernment of didiciut application to 
their locality,— or to constitute a 
iinnly allied system of separate go- 
vcminetits, sending deputies to some 
permam^nt central council ihr the high- 
er concerns of all ; a mode 01* govern- 
niciit suited to the noble recollec- 
tions and the natural drcumstancesof 
(zri>ecc. The new Greek representa- 
tive empire would at once check tiie 
ambition of Russia in the Mediterra- 
tiean, strengthen Constantiuople and 
Ionia, and give a powerful and ho- 
nourabh; ally to England. Deex^er and 
richer holies might come forth to light 
from this draining of the deluge of 
misery and blood. The climate of 
Cfreecc, its mountains and seas, its 
brilliant skies and balmy air, are made 
for tlic finest development of the hu- 
man body, and with it of the mind. 
It is idle to doubt tiic iofioenceof cli- 
mate upon races of iieople, when every 
man feels their daily action on him- 
self. Greece wonts nothing but the 
iiiiX>ulsc of honourable ambition,*^ 
the hope of distiuction, — the c^tauity 
of a free range and reward for Her 
powers, — to be the Greece of JEsch^* 
las and Periclfs, 

The public desire to see the Sxianish 
civil war extinguished. They lament 
the havoc of Spanish life, the ruin of 
a noble country, and the extinction of 
the finest peasantry of the South— 
they bear 01 the batties, in which those 
unhappy men are left to the dog and 
vulture, with indignation and sorrow 
—they tael that now is the moment to 
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intearnewe. Tim royalist and oonetitok 
tioml anniaiire atandingftce to 
like cbaf||ed thunder-stonnB ; tbeiii»* 
diation ox England would conduct the 
Ug'htning from both, would palpa^ 
be r^oiced in by bdtii, the war wotdiai 
be at an end, and the peace and free- 
dom of Spsin would be the glorioua 
gifts of Bngbuid. BngUth peoph 
desire h see U oon^tutiop given to 
Spain. Tbeylook wdfh averrion on alt 
attempts to revive the abases of the bid 
government— ^hey look with e^ual a- 
version on the projects of Jaoobiaism, ^ 
thinly disguised under the name rf 
Constitution. They would abolish the 
Inquisition, the Monke, the more op- 
pressive among the noble and commer- 
cial privileges ; establish a fk’ee repre- 
sentative legiskture, a flee press, in- 
dexiendent judges j lay the fouudatiou 
for the Mwing good cause of a reli- 
gious toTeratum, and baptise Spun into 
the household of Liberty. ToeEng- 
luh minister can aocemplish mudi of 
this by a word. The dedazation of 
his will must be powerful, when it is 
in unison with the obvious interests of 
theiiatfpn. Let him propose his pbn 
to both, and declare that he wUl 
with its acceptor, Tlie weight of Eng- 
land's judgment might tom a more 
uneven haJwce. But the strength of 
Eroles and Mim seetps oomj^etdy 
equal ; they are both, we bdieve, e- 
quaUy* friends to a free conatitutioo, 
and equally haters of Jacobinism. Our 
sincere interposition would save their 
mutual honour, might quiet their mu- 
tual claims, and sheathe the sword in 
Spain.

Miss Laqr Aikm’s Epistles on 
Women" were pressed into excellent 
sniU-board, forming admirable covers 
her prose ** Memoirs of Elisabeth 
and Jaiiies''*-H»iDpilatious which will 
rsise her credit, in spite of her rhymes. 

Ooft of Mrs Hemans's multifarious 
works, a mkcellaneous collection of 
things was kneaded up. A delicate 
meuldiiig, representing on a reduad 
fcale the Panathenoic procession from 
the Elgin Marbles, was made out of 
her veraes on Greece and Italy. Her 
** Soeptto” was fosbioned into good or- 
thodox sennon-cases; andher'^Mect- 
ing Wallaoe and Brace” fornicd the 
most elegant smiif-mnlls that cversuii- 
plied the modem snufi-takiiig Athens 
with conveniences for containing that 
hixttiy of the nostrils. 

Various implements of (;ood house- 
wifery, huswif^ [lin-cushion frames, 
cases for fcnitiittg-ncetllcs, and very 
convenient reels for winding cotton 
, and worsted, were supplied by the 
macerated sheets of Mrs West’s Mo- 
ther,”and others of her homely strains. 

Some good (Ijp^od beads for harps, 
of Gothic design, were set lieforc u< 3 , 
constructed out of Miss HolfrmVs 
** Wallace”— Wt from her Alar- 
g^el of Aiijou,”it was found most con- 
venient to compound pa)>er- weights, 
those conveniences of a library- tabic 
wbmli keep loose loaves from being 
scattered abouL It was of course ne- 
cessary to make them heavy, and ac- 
cordingly Margaret underwent con- 
densation ; but some comely devices 
were bestowed upon her. 

A model of the Hecla and Griper 
wintering near Melville Island wa.-( 
made ftom one of Miss Porden's 
Poems, and it looked as if it w^ car- 
ved out of ivory. Another, exhibiting 
a plan of the geologtcgl st itificaiion 
‘ of the globe, was falmcated from her 
“ Veds /' and as tins was a h^e sub- 
ject, and there was pot quite 8 tuft‘ 
enough in the copies of that work, her 
" Third Crusade’^ was used for Palcs- 
tii9e,and the western coasts and islands 
of tlb Mediterranean. 

It was accounted for, why so few 
" Xaiys of an Irish Harp," which the 
d'*d€mnt Mua Sydney Owensoti trilled 
80 sweetly, wexe consigned to this dc- 
pol; most of tfiein bad liecti cut up, 
and used as the substratum' in the 
stuffing of that easy fwt-shxil, ** niy 
IMy Morgan’s handsome coinpli- 
roettt/' on which, percliancc, at this 
very Riomeiit, your pampered toe, Mr 
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Christopher, is luxuriously rediiiing. 
A few choice exemplars, however, were 
saved, aud at her ladyship's particular 
desire, worked up into toaih-pick cases 
for some friends of hers and of human 
kind in general, having ostensibly an 
impression ou them of Buonaparte in 
St Helena, with this motto by the au- 
thoress of " Prance” and Italy"— 
Philanthropic Innocence the Victim 
of sanguinary Legitimacy.’* Whether 
there was any cabalistic sense under- 
sto^ by the better initiated than my- 
self, I cannot tell— but these etuia were 
all bespoken. One large paper copy of 
tlie Ijiys” (printed ou foolscap, I 
imamne) was wrought into a present

Grant of Laggan’s Highlanders,” 
some holiday scabbards for claymores, 
and some rocks for spinning in tlie 
primitive method. 

Manifold were the commodities into 
which poetry by anonymous ladies, 
or who, from my iginwance of tlndr 
namra, are all the same as anonymous, 
was converted. Some strains hw such 
unpretending pretensions as to bulk, 
that they would but furnish forth a 
thread-pap(;r, or a scissors-sheath ; 
others were of such linked sweetness 
long drawn out,” and threading over so 
many duodecimo jiages, that very ca- 
pable coal-skuttles and plato-wanuers 
were built out of them. 

I cannot resist describing some cle- 
* cant trifles made from the works of a 
lady, whose name was not forthcoming, 
papicT-maefti’ was in this case 
treated, I presume, mudi in the same 
way as in an exhibition whicli travel- 
led tbroudi the country under the 
name of die Papyruseum. 'fbe pre- 
sent carious works of art were meant, 
1 suppose, for card-racks, or oilier 
chimney-ornaments, and they repre- 
sented two cottage scenes. One had

lideniaiL Mr Fieding states, that his

be imposrible to aooderate the arrival 
of the Carlisle mail, because the mail 
from Manchester cannot be sent off 
earlier. 

Supposing this to be the case, this 
difiemty may be obviated in the fol- 
lowing maimer:— 

A new tumpiko-road is now ma- 
king with the assistance of Govern- 
ment, from the New Carlisle and 
Gta^w road, branching from Dou- 
ghs Lanark ihy CumbiYnauld to 
Sririing and Perfb.

Wlien these mails are established, 
the Manchester and Carlisle letters 
ffir Edinbttigh and Leith may conti- 
nue to arrive as at present. Those* 
for Perth, and for all places to the 
north of it, cam go by the Carlisle, 
Cumbemaukl, Stirling, and Perth 
mail. The letters from Glasgow, &c. 
6r Perth, and all pluccB to the north 
of it, can go by tlie (jiasgow and 
Perth mail 

The letters from Carlisle to Perth 
Would be luodved there about as soon 
aa formerly ; tlioae fbr places worth of 
l^rtb, would, of course, not arrive in 
time fisr that day's accelerated Edin- 
buigb mail ; but they would not lie 
nearly a day at Penh fbr the m*xt 
day's mail ; m as the K<iinbnrgh inail 
would be accelerated uine houis, be- 
tides what additional speed might be 
dven it north of Ediubuvgh, the Tar- 
lisle letters for plaa«s north of' Penh, 
Would, at tbe most, only lie J 5 hours at 
Perth, while all other leUt;rs would 
be reedved througboot the north and 
east of Scotland nine hours sooner 
than they are at present ; for tbe mail 
might be sent north from F.dinburgh 
at two o'rieck P.M., instead ef at ele- 
ven o'clock at night, as itianpw. The 
foHowing table shews the difference 
Urn would make to tbe several towns 
north of Edinburgh. Tbe first 
hmn showing the time at whicli the 
mail from the south arrives at pre- 
sent ; the second; showing the time at 
whum it may be made to arrive.

Hy this arrangement, the mail would

The whole of it, as hitherto detail- 
«<1, may be attained by accelerating 
the rate of the mail-coach, and bv im- 
proving tile road from Edinhur^^ to 
Morpeth only ; but, as Mr Telford 
states in his Utqiort to the Treasiiry 
on the Morpeth Koad, ** bt^twtxm that 
plact? (Morp<»th) and IJoroughbridge, 
many iin|)ortant improvements might 
be effectetl/* The same may be said 
of the rest of the road between North- 
allerton ami York, and between York 
and London. Every minute gained, 
cither by ahortoning, levelling, or 
smoothing the road between Edin- 
burgh and London, might proportion- 
ally acaderatc tlie mail-coach. It is, 
tiicrcfore, no visionary idea to antici- 
pate, that licfore many years are past, 
tlie mail from liondon will arrive in 


Edinbufj^ on the morning of the se- 
cond day at breakfast-time. 

But, in order to accomplish this, a ge- 
neral and strenuous efibrt must be made 
by all those who are interested, to ad- 
vance the first step in tlie improve- 
ments ; to use their united power and 
interest, Ut, To induce the Post-Office 
to do its part, hy increasing the rate of 
travelling of the mail-coach to the re- 
quisite speed, by which rart of the time 
nifty bo Mived ; and, 2aly, To get the 
improvements on the road by Wookr 
executed with all dispatch, to save the 
rest of the time ; for, without this, it 
is evident that no ^sible increase of 
speed could enable the Edinburgh 
mail to arrive sooner than between 
four and tive o'clock in the afternoon 
of the second day. 

That the Post'-Ma' « r-Ocneral and 
the officers of the Pwot-Office would 
use every exertion to aocoinmoiiatc so 
great a portion of the country, cannot 
be doubted.

rate. The Leeds coach by Ferrybridge 
(travelliiig the same road for a great 
way as the Edinburgh maQ) went al«- 
80 for several years at a greater rate 
than nine miles aa hour. 

Persons connected with stage coaches 
say, that there would be no difficulty 
in conveying a stagecoach of the weight 
of the mail coach, with its letters and 
passengers, at tbe rate t>f nine mfles 
an hour along the whole road, with 
profit to the owners, provided it was a 
well-employed coach. That it would, 

of course, he necessary to run none 
but horses with some blood in them, 
and to drive short stages.* As the 
whole time of travelling the joumev 
will be shortened, passengers wifi 
more fluently go through the whole 
way than at present, which will in- 
sure bcttcT employment for the maQ 
coi^ch ; and jss, for the same reason, 
fewer stops for refreshment will be ne- 
cessary, including them in the gene- 
ral rate of travelling will not be so 
great an addition to the exiTtion as 
might at first sight appear, — tiiey will 
to he four : Breakiast,‘(liuner, and 
supper, the day after setting out, and 
hre^fast on the following day. Should 
it, however, he found necessary, con-

2(/, The inconveniena? which might 
arise from going northwards from York 
earlier than at present. — Proliably there 
might be none; for Mr Johnson, in 
his evidence before the Edinburgh and 
Morpeth Road Committee, in speak- 
ing of tbe impofislbility of bringing up 
tlie Hull, Smborough, and Whitby 
mails, to join an Edinbmrgh mail 
which should not go by York, says,— * 
“ It would be necessary, in order to 
accomplish that purpose, to send the 
moils from Hull, Whitby, &c. a great 
deal sotmvr than at present, much to 


* At present the same horses draw die mail-coach from IJoddington round by lieiih 
to Edinburgh, a distance of about eighteen miles. At the rate at which tht^ are forced 
to go this hmg stage no horses can stand it. If it were divided into two nine-mtle stages, 
the hoTMcs would, of ctmrsc, go considerably quicker ; and the exertion being but for a 

short time, they would not be exhausted and worn out The expense <d' tear and wear 
would bf iiHicli leas. IntcUicent proprietors of post-horses arc now generally aware of 
the advantage in point of prontjfrom running mcslerate stages, and k^ing dietr houses 
in gooil lusari.

From which it seems probsble^ that 
eemling these mails off a tiitlt sooner 
than at present, and making them tni« 
vd to York with a little more speed, 
would neither be difficult nor incon- 
venient. At any rate, the whole acce- 
kratiott of the mail from London to 
York would only be one hour and 
twenty minutes^ which would be all 
the acceleration in point of time that 
it would be necessary to give to these 
cross mails. 

Sd, No inconvenience appears likely 
to arise from the proposed divisioh of 
the letters from Mammester to Carlisle* 
As it must be two years before the new 
Wooler road can be ready, tlie Glas- 
gow and Penh, and the Lanark and 
Perth mail coatffies^ may be establish- 
ed before that time, wmm no inconve- 
nience will he occasioned by the plan 
suggested. 

tUh, The objections of the inhabit- 
ants tk the district, and of the proprie- 
tors of lands throagh which the im>» 
proved Wooler road passes. 

The only that could be 

raised by the inhabitaiitsof the district, 
would be to an increase of tolls ; but 
tlu! advantages they will derive from 
the improve! roatl, by being enabled 
to carry greater weights, aud to travel 
faster with more eas^ to their horses, 
besides the saving of tear and wear, 
even if they paid double tolls, are so 
great and so wparent, that no person 
who has constuered tlw Tuatter, bas the 
snudlest doubt on the subject. In fact, 
the inhalntants of the district who tra- 
vel the road, all look to iu improve- 
ment with *he greatest anxiety, con- 
sidering tliat it will be of very great 
advantage to them. 

Several proprietors of land through 
which the* new road will go, have sta- 
ted objections to fiarticular parts of the 
line ; but there is not one of them 
who does not acknowledge its general 
excellence, with the exception only of 
the particular part ih his own imme- 
diate neighbourhood. Some of these 
proprietors, indeed, have most hand- 
6omelj;8aid, that nu minor olyections 
of their own should indiice them to 
{pve any opposition to it. There can 
indeed Me0nnt objection, as Mr 
Telfori^jl^ taken care that it shall not 
touch, tlie pleasure-grounds, or 
douMpIs comfrr^ of any one person. 
SoaNjw have indeed o^cted. 


but in all these eases, it either passes, 
at the place objected to, along an ex- 
isting public road, or there lies between 
it anu the bouse of the person object- 
ing, another public road still nearer, 
and which might, in some cases, be 
shut up in consequence oi' the making 
of the new road., Others object, that 
it rather goes farther from their houses 
than the present roa<l, and only saves 
a mile or two of distana* by doing bo. 
Some object, that it does not go throuiri^ 
a new and uncultivated district, and 
therefbre docs no good to tlm country. 
Others object, that it will cut some of 
their fields dii^onally that it will 
deprive part of them of access to wa- 
ter, Sic . ; and some have started ima- 
ginary oigecUons from not having in- 
formed themselves accurately os to the 
precise line proi^ed for the road. To 
all these ol Sections, as none of them 
intertbre with the privacy or domestic 
comfort of ou)' ptirson, there is this 
conclusive «msiw — that whatever du- 
XDSge is done, or can in any wa^ fairly 
be alleged, will be lilieralJy paid tor, 
attd every partial inconvetiienciT amply 
compensated; and, if dissatistied with 
the iutentions of the Commissioners iu 
that respect, every one has power to a|v. 
|iead fo a jury of those who live in his 
own county, and who, if tliey Jiave 
any bias, must have a lavourablc feel- 
ing towards their neighliottr. The pre- 
sent road, where eviui it is departed 
from in the new line, will still have 
ample means fbr its future mainte- 
nance wliere it is necessary to continue 
it, and will in some cases be imiwovc^l 
as part of the branch roads necessarily 
connected with the main line. 

5f4, To the objections which may 
be rmsed by persons iutereste<l in tlie 
road tlnrough East Lotliian aud Ber- 
wick to Morpeth, it may be sufficient 
to say, that, as the jurcsent mail coach 
is to be ooxktinued on that line, they 
are not entitled to any weight at all. 
No persons in th^ country have any 
right to say, that others sliall not en- 
joy the beiuffit of an improvement be- 
cause they themselves have long rpa{i- 
ed exclusive advantages. This point 
is one which cannot now be argued 
with any grace, or hope of success. 

I'he Committee on the Holyhead 
Roads, in their 4tb Kqnyrt of last ses- 
sibn, (l82!^) ill recommending two 
alterauons, one from Moxley to Stone- 
bridge, by whidb two miM will be 
saved ; tlie other from Wellington to 

n 
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Chirk^ by which ficven milcfi will be 
saved, make the following observa- 
tions ! * 

Your Cominiticc have to remark, 
tliat it may be objected to this new 
line,” (viz. flroin Moxley to Stone- 
bridge,) ** that it passes to tlie north 
of lUrmtngham , and cc>nse<}ucntfytbat 
the town of Birmingham may lose 
some of the advantages it now has 
ft<nn the. Irish travelling. But as to 
this pU^a in favour of local tiHcrests, 
your Committee conceive the point to 
have l^n already decided ^ former 
Committees, and hy the proccedhi^s 
of Parlhmeiit, so far as the mniuttoi* 
cation iK'twciui England and Irdand 
is in question. Ill tlie cose of the new 
road across the island of Anglesey, by 
whioli the interests of some towns, 
said to lx$ of great linporUnicc, and the 
whole propt-Tty vested in a large inn 
wert‘ altogether dcstrovpd, Earlianient 
|>asscd an act for mutking this road, 
though a fteiitim agniu^ it was sent up 
frtmi a counfp meetings in order to pro- 
tect the local iutcresu connected with 
the old road. The right of individuals 
in the Ferries of Bangor and Conway, 
have on the same principle bwn taken 
away by Parliament. All these things 
liaxc Iwn done, and with good reason, 
• iiud proper cousidcratiou, for tile pub- 
lic interest ; for if this principle was 
not to guide the l.egislutiire, and the 
)>rineiple of attending to local mtoreots 
w'as to predoininaU'r the inhaldtants of 
Northampton and of Warwick, or of 
Dudley and of Walsall, would have 
just as good aright to require the Ho- 
lyhead road to ’ lie brought through 
these towns, as tiie inhabitants of Bir- 
iiiiiiglmm or ol' Shrewsburv have of 
rec|uiriug it to be continued where it 
now is, sooner than sufibr the public 
to have a shorter road by nine miles 
titan the present road. The principle 
which requires the public inh^rests to 
be accomtnodatod to the local interests, 
rests upon a very pcrvcrtetl option of 
the legitimate object of n goo<l road; 
those who advocate tliis principle must 
believe that the right use of a ro:wl is 
to enable landlords to obtain high 
rents for their inns, and their tenants 


to make largo profits from iravollers t 
whereas the only .true and proper ^ 
Ject of a good road should be to enable 
travellm to pass, in the shoartest pos- 
sible time, between any two places or 
points, and with tlie least possible 
troubl^nd exiiense. Your Commit- 
tee canii>i4ma|^ne anv thing more un- 
just and unreasoname than to make 
the long journey ^otn Holyhead to 
Loiidon, still lung^ by ten or fifteen 
miles than it ought to lie, in order to 
give to certain towns the profits to be 
made by the expense whi<A this extra 
distance imposes in every year on ten 
or fifteen tnousand Irish travellers, 
who are obliged, from business, or the 
performance of some public (|yty, to 
perform this journey.'*^ Afterwards; ki 
meiuiouing the new line from Welling- 
ton to Chirk, the Beport of the Com- 
mittee says 

A$ tViis new line will leave out tl«; 
town of Shrewsbury, the expediency 
di making it rests upon the same ge- 
neral grounds as those which have al- 
ready been stated in the case of the 
new line from StoBebridge to Mox- 
Icy” 

In addition to this, it may be obser- 
ved on this p:irtieular case, that the 
Chainnan of the Morpeth and Woder 
Hoad Committee, wlio is residenfe in 
and intimately opaiiccted with East 
I^hian, dcchned to have any tiling 
to do .with the Committee, until lie 
should be satisfied tliat the imprave- 
ment of the Wooler road would not be 
materially dctrimeutal to the interests 
of East Lotliiaii ; he was so convinced, 
aod he then moved for the Comniiitce. 
The Committee afterwords took t}ii% 
point into consideration, and orderciF 
returns from the turnpike trusts on 
the eastern road, between Morwtir 
and Edinburgh ; and after clue deli- 
beration, were satisfied, as they express 
in the end of their Report, that the 
chief part of the income of the trusts 
would not be affected by die new 
rond,t and tliat no alteration would 
take place in the mail-coach by Ber- 
wick. The alteration of the midl to 
Newcastle will be advantageous to 
Alnwick, Berwick, andijpast I^othkn,

Tme — ^but the pretty fima an*, not to 
he tget ill the streets ; and a foreigner 
who has neglected to provido himself 
with introductions, wiliceitnmly coroe 
to tho coucluskm, that the Venetian 
w(»iucu are one of the ugUest racea in 
Italy. The itt|u;ire of St AUrk's was 
larger than nly cxpcctalioiuq indeed 
it fi^ouki be r xteuHive, considering that 
it is the only walkable spot in Vt-uieo.

If file 
animal tmoultl happen to show a dupcwitkin 
not to enter into any one of the houses 
where the priest wiiA^ to lead him, it was 
immediately assumed by these heatlieu peo- 
ple, either that evil events were about to 
hap^ to die inhabitants of tlie ill-tolcil 
abode, or that some great Mimer or wirkod 
heretic rerided there. After his evening's 
penimbulation, the sacred bull p8ssi>d the 
niglit under the care of the nirete, and in 
the iDOminjg assisted at the ceremony of 
liigh mass in the diurch, where die same 
adoniinenu and offerings took place os on 
the evening before. As soon us the office 
was iiiiifth^, the miracalous interpoititian 
ceased, die bull became uosanctilicd ; and, 
recovering ail its natural tVnocicy, off it 
bounded to tlic herd again, bcUowing, paw- 
ing, and giving aB other indications of a 
tem iautific disposition.

The ground, which 
had been gmually rbang, now became 
more hilly, and on the side of a little steep 
ascent there appeared a mtto, partly na- 
tural and iiarUy artificial, into which he 
hmaisdiately entered. The grrrtto, which 
was wide ai its opening, narrowed into a 
smalter' path, bnt as it bccainc perfcerly 
dark, and as Tasgas had mon^ weariness 
than euiloBlty, be pme^kd not far, but

become unfashionable',) hut. sons for 
TiiK Siior. And when that is the 
casc^ which it will be in five years, 
w4}orc wall be the grace of the New 
Sr/uhji — the AVtf» 7'otva High 
School — the ffcrtffcl IligJi School? I 
would rather pat the query than find 
it an answer. 

It has been s;iid, however, and it 
W'ill Ihei'cfure be sau! again, that com- 
petition IS a fine thing—that the New 
lligli School and ttie Old High School 
will o)h;rdtc to the nxutuul advantage 
of each other; and that as wc have 
lietter travelling on the road to the 
south no#, than when there w*as but 
the one primeval dilly, so we shall 
haw Iiettcr scholarsliip than wo have 
had, or cun now have, when the day 
comes tluit sees two Ueetors and two 
ttoUl Moduls ill the field. 

It appears tp me, that this is mere 
noijsen.se. For every practical pur- 
tYoae, the rivalry of tour masters, each 
oeginning a new class once in the four 
years, is quite enough. If A do not 
exert liiinself as a teaclier, or has not 
the reputiitioii of doing so in a kindly 
manner, I will kutp back niy boy till 
next October, and put him uiicler Ji 
or ('. /nd this principle, wlpcli is 
universally acted ui>on, as we all know, 
is as powerful in its eltccts as nny 
thing that can be devised in its ]diice. 

Has any Txxly, tlist has a voice po- 
tential in such matters among us, 
really stuiUed the thing in all its bear- 
ings?

Has any 
one ever hc.inl a single conjplnint, 
any thing like u coiiiplainf, against 
tlu' masters or the discipline of the 
present school? And if not, will any 
scubible, anyright-thinking man jump 
headlong into u measure, winch (^o 
jHnverfnl ore the agencies of caprice, 
and tlic charms of novelty, even if 
there were nothing but thest',) can 
Si^areely fail, for a tune at le.ist, to put 
that ancient isiahlishmciit out of fa- 
shion ; and SstiMy und efiatually to 
dispiilt thosi‘ worthy person.^ who un- 
cliTtook its inanagcvncnt wiilioiit any 
wanriig, and have long been dischar- 
ging its duties without anv susniciou 
of such mutations ? 

1 am not, hoivevcr, incliiuxl n.trcly 
to abusjK? what oilier jwopic haw pro- 
fKiocd, and propose nothing myself. 
The immense increase in ihe popula- 
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tion of Ediiibiuig^ renders it ^prima 
facie pfobablej tluit we altould bo the 
iMrttor of liAviug a larger scholastic ea- 
tablislifnent than was cleemetl aiilR- 
deht tor os 40 or 100 ) t-arfe ago ; ^aiul 
the number of private ttnchers that 
sre, and have for some tinit' bcenj 
arishtng xn the Kew Town, inopixMOtion 
tb a great and resiwtibiblc public eatab- 
Sshinentf furnish strong evidence that 
ihi^ disunite of clu' old school from the 
aeat of a grt^t and most respectable 
portiou of oiir populaiien* ha*) in rea- 
lity been felt as a serious inconve- 
nieiice. But to meet the culls t^f this 
larf^cr population, and to obriate all the 
inconvenKmccfiof which they com plain, 
h it Ufcessjrv that there shield bcTwo 
High Schools, ouo in the mreecnt si- 
tuation, and one on the hortncrii skirts 
of New Frdinburgb ?
